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INTRODUCTION. 


The  author  of  this  Genealogy  makes  no  pretensions  to  any  spe- 
cial literary  ability.  His  sole  object  in  its  composition  and  pub- 
lication is  to  furnish  the  li\  ing  members  of  the  Tennant  families 
a  correct  account  of  the  relationship  of  the  various  branches  of 
the  family  to  each  other,  and  to  their  ancestors  and  descendants. 
The  facts  herein  gathered  have  been  furnished  the  author  by  liv- 
ing members  through  an  extensive  correspondence.  The  author 
wishes  to  acknowledge  his  indebtedness  to  all  the  relatives  who 
have  sent  him  their  family  records.  Without  this  aid  this  Gene- 
alogy could  not  have  jjcen  written.  Special  mention  is  due  those 
who  have  written  for  him  quite  extensive  family  histories,  giving 
records  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  parents,  grandparents 
and  children.  The  following  have  contributed  very  much  to  aid 
the  author.

Hart;  Mrs.  Lucy  E.  Doolittle;  Mrs.  Juliette  Sawin  Smith,  and 
very  manv  others  too  numerous  to  mention.  Indeed,  the  author 
has  done  but  little  more  than  to  compile  the  facts  sent  to  him,  and 
write  them  into  a  connected  readable  form.  Of  the  author's 
father's  family,  the  family  record  was  sufficient  to  furnish  a  good 
portion  of  the  facts  needed  to  complete  their  history. 

Many  facts  herein  mentioned  are  recollections  of  the  author. 
To  these  he  has  added  some  remembrances  of  his  paternal  grand- 
mother, Mrs.  Sarah  Jewett  (Tennant  )  Morse  and  of  his  maternal 
grandfather.  John  Tennant. 

Hie  author  belie\etl  it  would  add  much  \alue  to  his  book  to 
mention  the  families  into  which  his  brothers  and  sisters,  his  un- 
cles, aunts  and  cousins  ha\e  married.  As  his  mother  was  a  Ten- 
nant by  birth  and  had  two  brothers  and  four  sisters,  these  and 
their  descendants  must  be  considered  brandies  oi  the  Tennant  fa- 
mily.    As  the  author's  father,    M»^ses    Asel    Tennant.    had    two 
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half-brothers  and  four  half-sisters,   these  and  their  descendants 
must  be  included  in  any  complete  genealogy  of  the  Tennant  fami- 

ly- 

For  the  convenience  of  reading  and  reference,  the  author  di- 
vides this  Genealogy  into  five  parts,  and  a  supplement,  each  part 
being  subdivided  into  Chapters. 

The  first  three  parts  comprises  the  body  of  the  work,  each  part 
containing  the  history  and  records  of  a  single  great  branch  of  the 
Tennant  Family.  The  Fourth  Part  contains  Memorial  Tributes 
written  by  the  author,  except  one  written  by  Prof.  Frank  D.  Sha- 
ver concerning  his  mother,  the  author's  sister,  Julia  Emma  Ten- 
nant, wife  of  David  Shaver.  The  facts  contained  in  the  Memor- 
ials have  been  contributed  by  near  relatives,  and  written  into 
readable  form  by  the  author.  This  Fourth  Part  contains  an  au- 
tobiography of  ]\Iiss  Helen  Potter,  and  of  the  author  of  this 
book. 

A  list  of  all  the  descendants  of  the  three  Great  Branches  closes 
the  book  and  constitutes  the  supplement. 

All  poems  in  the  book  are  original  with  the  author,  except 
those  duly  credited  to  other  persons. 

There  must  of  necessity  creep  into  the  work  errors  of  facts,  er- 
rors of  dates  and  ages,  and  errors  of  spelling,  especially  of 
names.  To  avoid  errors,  the  author  has  gone  over  and  over 
again  e\'ery  part  of  the  work  up  to  June,  1915.  He  has  labored 
upon  it  for  four  years,  less  by  two  months.  This  Genealogy  is 
not  written  for  the  public  to  purchase  or  read.  Sufficient  num- 
ber of  copies  will  be  printed  to  supply  each  family  descendant 
with  one  copy,  a  second  edition  will  never  be  published. 

Before  I  close  this  Introduction,  I  wish  to  thank  all  my  dear 
cousins,  over  and  over  again,  for  the  hearty  and  generous  res- 
ponse I  have  received  in  my  call  for  aid  to  complete  this  work. 
Hundreds  of  letters  have  been  written  to  me,  and  always  most 
gladly  received. 

I  trust  the  religious  sentiment  which  prevails  throughout  the 
book,  all  of  which  is  designed  by  the  author,  will  enlighten  minds 
that  may  be  in  darkness,  encourage  those  in  despondency,  and 
comfort  the  bereaved  and  sorrowing.  No  teaching  of  doctrines 
is  intended  in  any  poem  or  article  found  in  this  work  .

Tt  IS  greatly  to  1)e  regretted  that  so  man\-  famihes  in  our  own 
*■  and  other  countries  have  been  so  inchfterent  and  neglectful  in 
preserving  their  family  history.  Generation  after  generation 
lives,  dies  and  passes  away  leaving  no  relial)le  record  of  the 
names  of  ancestors  and  descendants,  of  the  age  in  which  they 
lived,  of  the  scenes  through  which  the\'  passed,  of  the  positions 
whicii  they  occupied  in  society,  of  the  works  which  they  have 
wrought  and  the  inlluences  for  good  or  evil  which  thev  have  ex- 
erted upon  the  communities  and  nations  among  which  they  have 
lived.  1"he  indixidual  is  the  unit  of  the  familv  and  the  familv 
the  unit  of  the  nation.  A  single  family  has  oft  times  risen  to 
such  a  degree  of  power  and  influence  as  to  shape  the  character 
and  determine  the  destiny  of  nations.  Indeed,  an  entire  gener- 
ation of  men,  women  and  children  have  been  uplifted  or  de- 
pressed by  the  j^owerful  intltience  of  a  single  individual.  How 
great  was  the  influence  of  Moses,  of  David  and  Solomon,  of 
Caesar  Augustus,  of  Alexander  the  Great,  of  Xajwleon  Bona- 
parte, of  Washington,  Lincoln  and  Grant.  Warriors,  states- 
men, ])oets.  historians,  inxcntors,  philoso])hers.  scientists  and 
great  linanciers  may  be  s;iid  to  rule  the  world  and  determine  the 
destiny  of  the  race.  These  fads  are  mentioned  oul\-  to  empha- 
size the  great  importance  of  prescr\  ing  a  historv  of  families. 

A  llistor\-  of  all  the  families  is  a  history  of  all  nations  and 
generations  of  mankind.  If  it  is  important  to  preser\e  a  historv 
of  the  most  distinguished  and  inlluential  families,  no  less  is  the 
importance  of  preser\ing  a  genealogv  of  families  of  the  mitldle 
and  lower  classes,  as  oft  times  from  these  will  arise  the  most 
distinguished  indixiduals  of  a  nation  nr  race. 

In  this  ( ienealog\-  of  the  rennant  famil\-  we  nia\'  not  disco\'er 
among  their  ancestors  or  descendants  li\  ing  or  dead.  an\-  great 
or  especially  distinguished  men  or  women,  howexer,  we  shall 
learn  that  their  ancestry  extends  l)ack  near  to  the  miildle  of  the 
sixteenth  centur\- ;  that  thex    lia\e  coiniections  with  the  ancestrv 
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of  other  families  of  distinguished  characters  and  that  here  and 
there  among  the  descendants  are  persons  of  excellent  natural 
gifts  who  ha\e  risen  to  positions  of  trust  and  wide  influence  in 
societ\'  and  the  Christian  Church. 

In  this  genealogy  we  include  only  the  Tennants  which  are 
known  1)\-  the  author  to  l^e  connected  hy  consanguinity  with  his 
parents.  In  a  broader  view  the  families  bearing  the  name  Ten- 
nant are  \erv  numerous  in  this  country,  in  Canada  and  England, 
b^amilies  b)'  this  name  were  early  settlers  in  Connecticut,  Xew 
Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey,  Virginia  and  New  York. 
These  early  settlers  lived  in  the  period  of  the  Revolutionary 
War  and  of  the  formation  of  the  American  Republic.  How 
many  took  an  acti\'e  part  in  the  great  revolution  is  not  known 
by  tlie  writer.  This  fact,  that  one  of  the  ancestors  had  an  ac- 
tive part  in  the  War  of  1812,  is  positix'ely  known  by  the  writer 
and  will  be  mentioned  later. 

It  is  proper  that  we  begin  this  genealogical  history  by  men- 
tioning first  that  line  of  ancestry  which  can  be  traced  the  farth- 
est back  in  the  by-gone  centuries.  This  leads  us  to  trace  first 
the  ancestry  of  the  author's  beloved  mother,  Delinda  Tennant, 
daughter  of  Elizabeth  Loomis. 

i  DELINDA  TENNANT'S  ANCESTORS. 

Delixda  Tennant  was  her  maiden  name.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  John  Tennant  and  Elizabeth  Loomis.  Nothing  is 
known  bv  the  writer  of  the  ancestry  of  John  Tennant  except 
that  his  father's  given  name  was  Daniel,  and  that  he  (the  father) 
came  to  this  country  in  an  early  day  and  settled  in  Rhode  Island. 
Here  we  begin  to  realize  the  importance  of  family  records  for 
the  maiden  sur-name  of  the  mother  of  John  Tennant,  is  lost. 
Her  gi\'en  name  was  Sarah. 

^Ve  now  follow  the  line  of  the 

ANCESTORS  OF  ELIZABETH  LOOMIS. 

Elizabeth  Loomis  was  born  in  Connecticut  March  15,  1767. 
She  married  John  Tennant  in  Connecticut  in  1788.  Between 
the  vears  1788  and  1789  they  moved  to  Springfield.  N.  Y. 
The  time  of  this  movement  can  only  be  determined  approximate- 
ly from  the  fact  that  her  second  child,  Betsey,  was  born  in  1789 
at  Springfield.  John  1>nnant  was  born  in  Rhode  Island,  June 
1762.      He  was  a  little  less  than  5  years  older  than  his  wife. 

We  now  gi\e  the  ancestors  of  Elizabeth  Loomis  and  names 
of  her  l)rothers  and  sisters.  We  begin  with  the  first  known  gen- 
eration. 

Deacon  John  Loomis,  born  in  luigland  in  1622,  and  died  in 
1688.  He  was  the  great-great-grand-father  of  Elizabeth 
Loomis. 
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Samuel  Loomis,  Ijoni  in  Colchester,  Connecticut  in  1666,  and 
died  in  1754,  was  a  s(jn  of  iJeacon  John  Loomis  and  great  grand- 
father of   Klizaheth  Lo(jniis. 

Daniel  Loomis,  son  of  Samuel  Loomis,  was  born  at  Colches- 
ter, Connecticut  in  1729  and  died  in  1784.  He  was  grand  father 
of  I^lizabeth  Loomis. 

John  Loomis,  son  of  Daniel  Loomis.  was  horn  Jan.  6,  1741 
and  died  May  4,  1811.  He  was  the  father  of  Elizabeth  Loomis 
and  the  grand-father  of  Delinda  Tennant  and,  of  course,  of  her 
two  ])rothers  and  four  sisters,  Alfred,  Betsey,  Orrel.  Alvin, 
Olive-h^liza  and  Clarissa,  hereafter  to  be  mentioned  with  their 
descendants  in  the  order  of  their  ages. 

We  could  pause  here  in  our  record  of  facts  and  suffer  our  im- 
agination to  take  wings  and  tly  back  over  the  intervening  cen- 
turies from  1622,  the  year  of  the  birth  of  Deacon  John  Loomis, 
our  great-great-great -great-grand  father  and  try  to  recall  the 
marvelous  events  whicli  ha\e  transpired  since  this  very  great 
grandfather  of  ours  was  born.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  at  that  per- 
iod of  the  world's  history  the  American  continent  was  a  vast 
howling  wilderness.  What  few  settlements  there  were  only  dot- 
ted here  and  there  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
and  the  Pacific  coast.  The  natives  and  the  wild  beasts  roamed 
over  the  land,  struggling  with  each  other  for  existence.  What 
are  now  known  as  modern  improvements  have,  for  the  most  part, 
sprung  into  existence  since  the  days  of  the  earliest  of  the  above 
mentioned  fore-fathers. 

Steamboats,  telegraphs,  telei)hones,  and  many  thousand  kinds 
of  implements  of  war  and  of  industry  have  been  invented  antl 
brought  into  practical  use.  During  these  past  four  centuries 
there  has  been  a  re\i\al  of  learning.  Science  and  philosophy 
ha\e  adxanced  with  marxelous  speetl.  lulucational  institutions 
of  all  grades  ha\-e  lieen  established,  and  great  libraries  founded 
in  our  own  and  the  luu'opean  countries.  In  history,  literature, 
art  and  law,  niar\  clous  ad\anccnicnts  ha\c  been  made.  These 
changes,  and  nian\-  more  than  we  ha\e  s])ace  to  mention,  have 
taken  place  within  the  jjcriod  oi"  the  li\es  of  these  ancestors  and 
their  descendants. 

1Cliz.\bi>:tii  Loomis'  mother's  maiden  name  was  Rachel  Har- 
ris, born  as  we  are  informed.  ai)out  the  year  \740.  There  were 
born  to  her  and  her  husband.  John  Loomis.  eight  children,  hvc 
sons  and  three  daughters.  \W'  gi\e  their  names  in  the  ortler  of 
their  ages  with  the  year  of  their  liirths  and  deaths,  beginning 
w  ith  the  oldest.

The  writer  is  indelited  to  his  nephew  Prof.  Frank  Shaver  for 
this  genealogy  of  the  Loomis  family.  Joel  is  mentioned  as  hav- 
ing been  an  Assemblyman  and  Probate  Judge.  Flias,  a  son  of 
Hul)l)el  Loomis,  was  a  Professor  in  Yale  University.  His  fath- 
er was  a  distinguished  Christian  Minister  who  ser\'ed  as  pastor 
of  one  church  for  twenty-four  years. 

The  above  named  brothers  and  sisters,  except  Elizabeth,  were 
uncles  and  aunts  of  Delinda  Tennant  and  her  brothers  and  sis- 
ters.     Prof.  Flias  Loomis  was  a  first  cousin. 

The  mind  grows  dizzy  with  its  own  thoughts,  when  it  attempts 
to  call  up  in  its  imagery  the  scenes,  the  personal  experiences  of 
joy  and  sorrow^  the  labors  and  associations,  the  possible  defeats 
and  many  victories,  through  which  these  beloved  ancestors  pass- 
ed. Their  united  lives  lapped  over  periods  of  marvelous  events 
in  the  evolution  of  the  old  and  the  new  world.  The  changes  and 
events  of  this  life  soon  pass  away.  Happy  is  that  soul  whose 
hopes  perish  not  with  material  things,  but  are  anchored  "within 
the  veil"  of  heavenly  and  eternal  things.  This  dear  grand-moth- 
er whom  the  writer  has  never  seen,  and  knows  not  the  place 
where  the  beautiful  temple  of  her  body  has  found  its  peaceful 
resting  place,  he  must  believe,  received  in  her  dying  moments,  the 
comforts  and  triumphs  ni  a  christian  faith  and  hope,  and  is  now, 
while  he  is  writing  these  lines,  wa\ing  the  palm  of  victory  and 
casting  her  crown  of  glory  at  the  feet  of  Him  who  has  washed 
her  robe  and  made  it  white  in  His  cleansing  blood.

lujzABETH  LooMis  Tennant  entered  into  her  eternal  rest  at 
Springfield,  Otsego  Co.,  X.  \'.,  May  4th,  18(18,  six  years  after  the 
birth  of  her  daughter,  Delinda.  She  left  to  mourn  their  loss  her 
husband,  one  son  and  hve  daughters.  Her  burial  was  in  the 
cemetery  of  the  X'illage  of  Springtield.  As  there  was  no  durable 
monnmcnl  left  to  mark  her  grave  its  exact  place  cannot  be  found. 

Her  husband,  John  Tennant,  was  a  man  of  sterling  qualities, 
of  great  physical  strength,  a  good  neighbor  and  a  loyal  citizen. 
He  enlisted  when  a  }'oung  man  in  the  war  of  1812.  The  writer 
does  not  know  in  how  many  battles  he  was  engaged,  but  remem- 
bers a  deep  scar  on  his  grand-father's  wrist,  the  effects  of  a 
wound  made  by  a  minnie  ball  shot  through  his  arm.  The  loss  of 
his  wife,  Elizabeth  Loomis,  and  the  sudden  death  of  his  son, 
Alfred  bv  accident,  greatly  depressed  his  spirits  and  almost  un- 
balanced his  mind.  The  story  in  part  of  his  subsequent  life  will 
be  related  in  connection  with  that  of  his  daughter.  Sarah  Ten- 
nant, found  in  this  book  following  the  records  of  his  other  chil- 
<lren  and  their  families.      (See  Part  I  Chapter  \'ll  ). 

( ir;m(lf;ither  Tcnn;nu  spent  his  last  years  wilh  hi>  daughters 
who  li\ed  on  Ripkw  Mill  in  the  Wattlesberg  district,  (."ounty  of 
Chautaiupia,  N.  N  .  1  Ic  was  a  cal)inet  maker  and  left  with  some 
of  his  children  samples  oi  his  handicraft.  He  led  a  very  ijuiet 
and  simple  life  toward  the  last.  The  writer  has  seen  his  grand- 
father roast  a  slice  of  sail  pork  held  on  the  sharp  end  of  a  l<»ng 
stick  before  a  bed  of  hot  coals,  and  this  with  a  potato  roasted  in 
the  hot  ashes  of  the  fireplace  and  a  good  slice  oi  bread  without 
any  butter,  made  this  \eteran  of  the  war  i^\  181J  a  most  enjt\v- 
able  meal. 

Mis  \ery  last  days  were  spent  with  his  daughter.  Melinda.  In 
the  old  log  house  on    l\iple\    Mill,  with  Ins  children  and  grand- 
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children  near  his  bedside,  his  spirit  passed  out  of  the  body,  after 
a  short  ilhiess.  on  the  20th  of  Feb.  1846.  The  temple  of  mortal 
flesh  in  which  he  lived  and  fought  life's  battles  being  broken  and 
falling  to  decay,  was  buried  by  loving  hands  in  its  last  resting 
place  in  the  cemetery  at  Ripley  Village  in  the  family  lot  upon 
which,  in  subsequent  years,  was  placed  by  his  son-in-law.  Moses 
Asel  Tennant  and  his  grand-sons.  Alvin.  Delos.  Albert  and  John 
Tennant,  a  large  and  lieautiful  monument  of  Scotch  granite.  Be- 
neath the  shadow  of  this  monument  rest  the  mortal  remains  of 
our  father's  mother.  Sarah  Selden  Jewett.  and  our  mother's  fath- 
er. John  Tennant.  to  await  the  resurrection  of  the  just.

commenced  to  run,  and  Alfred,  who  was  driving-  the  team,  was 
thrown  from  the  wa^on  and  a  wheel  passed  over  him  and  he 
was  killed.  Mis  death  was  such  a  shock  to  his  mother  that  it 
caused  a  permature  hirth  of  her  child  which  resulted  in  the  death 
of  hoth  the  mother  and  the  child.  This  occurred  in  the  year 
1808.  The  mother's  death  was  on  the  24th  day  of  May.  The 
ciTect  of  this  double  bereavement  on  the  husband  and  father  is 
mentioned  in  the  history  of  his  daughter.  Sarah  Tennant  re- 
corded in  Part  III,  (diapter  X'TI.  hVom  the  date  of  the  birth  of 
their  oldest  child,  .Alfred,  in  l"*^'!,  we  conclude  that  the  marriage 
of  lohn  Tennant  and  ITizabeth  Loomis  occurred  in  the  year 
17S"*'  or  17*M),  or  ])ossibl\-  a  short  time  before  this.  .\>  Miss 
l.oomis  was  born  .M;irch  13th,  1767,  she  was  about  22  years  old 
at  the  time  of  her  marriage,  and  her  husl)and,  who  wa^  born  m 
June,  1767,  was  about  26  years  old  at  their  marriage.

■*-'  beth  Loomis  Tennant,  was  born  at  Springfield,  Otsego  Co., 
X.  v..  May  31,  1789.  She  married  Rev.  George  Sawin  at 
Stark\ille,  Herkimer  Co.,  X.  Y.,  on  the  19th  of  March,  181i. 
Mr.  Sawin  entered  the  Baptist  ministry  and  was  ordained  Pastor 
of  the  Baptist  church  at  Springfield,  X.  Y.  He  was  born  in 
Herkimer  Co.,  X.  ^^,  June  6,  1787.  He  was  a  brother  of  Rev. 
John  Sawin. 

Rev.  George  Sawin  and  family  mo\ed  from  Springfield,  X. 
Y.  in  1832  to  Chautauciua  Co.,  X'.  Y.,  and  settled  in  the  town 
of  Riple\'  in  the  district  known  as  Wattlesberg.  Here  he  pur- 
chased a  farm  on  which  he  lived  till  the  time  of  his  death,  Sept. 
19.  1860.  His  beloved  wife  died  May  31.  1860.  which  was  her 
71st  birthday.  Mr.  Sawin  \\as  7^  years,  3  months  and  13  days 
old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Further  mention  of  the  life  and  service  of  Rev.  Sawin  will  l)e 
mentioned  in  a  Memorial  Tribute  found  in  Part  lY,  Section 
Second,  Article  hirst.

She  came  with  the  family  to 
Chautautpia  County,  X.  Y.,  in  1832.  She  married  Piatt  Webs- 
ter at  Ripley.  Chautauqua  Co..  X.  Y..  Alay  26.  1836.  They  set- 
tled on  a  farm  just  east  of  Palmer's  (julf  formerly  occupied  by 
Rev.  John  Sawin  and  family.  Here  they  lived  for  many  years. 
Ylr.  Webster  was  born  in  Madison  Co..  X.  Y.,  April  27,  1805.

After  a  few  vears  Mrs.  (ireen  married  Adeliiert  Xewbury, 
.s(jn  of  Deacon  John  Xewburw  as  his  second  wife.  He  was  of 
the  town  of  Ripley  rmd  was  born  and  li\ed  in  his  early  da)"s  in 
the  same  district  as  his  wife,  and  they  attended  the  same  schtxjl. 
This  marriage  took  place  at  Hano\er  Center,  Chautau(|ua  Coun- 
ty, X.  ^^,  b^el).  25,  1^K)V).  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Xewbury  lived  in  their

Mr.  Slu'ox  c  was  born 
Aug.'S,  1S12.  He  died  I'cb.  27.  1S42  at  Ripley.  X.  V.  Hi.s 
belo\ed  wife  sur\i\ed  him  for  a  few  days  o\  er  three  years  and 
died  at  Ripley.  March  2h.  1S4.^,  l)eing  at  her  death  2()  years,  ll) 
months  and  6  days  okl. 

The  writer  remembers  well  hearing  told,  in  later  \ears.  of  the 
remarkable  \ision  that  Mrs.  Shro\e  had  just  before  her  death.

There  is  no  doubt  in 
the  mind  of  the  writer,  but  tliat  this  cousin  was  permitted  to  have 
a  pre-\  isiou  of  the  heaxenly  world,  before  tleath  separated  iier 
eiu-aptured  spirit    from   the  bod\.      He  stood   bv   the  bedside  iif 
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a  vouncr  woman  who  had  a  similar  \ision  a  few  moment?  before 
her  death.  This  was  (hirin,s:  his  pastoral  service  at  Clvmer.  N. 
V. 

She  said  to  me  after  the  \ision  had  passed,  "So  you  think,  Mr. 
Tennant,  that  God  will  let  me  die  in  darkness  after  he  has  shown 
me  his  glory?"  T  rei)lied :  "I  belie\e  not."  In  a  few  moments 
her  beautiful  spirit  took  its  Hight  to  the  realms  of  celestial  glory. 
Let  us  not  l)e  skeptical  when  "All  things  are  possil)le  with  God." 
1diis  young  woman  was  Miss  Emma  Knowlton. 

III.  \\'iLLL\M  Orlando  Saw'in,  only  son  of  Rev.  George 
and  Betsey  Tennant  Sawin,  was  l^orn  at  Starkville.  Herkimer 
Co..  X.  \'.,  Dec.  9,  1827.  He  also  came  with  the  family  to 
Chautau(-[ua  Co.,  X.  V.,  in  1832.  He  married  Miss  Jane  Eli- 
zabeth Bacon,  oldest  child  of  James  Bacon,  at  Riplev,  X.  Y., 
Oct.  23.  1850. 

For  the  first  twelve  years  of  their  married  life,  up  to  the  time 
of  the  death  of  Air.  Sawin's  father  and  mother,  they  made  their 
home  with  them  at  the  old  farm  on  Ripley  Hill.  After  the 
I)arents'  death.  Mr.  Sawin  sold  the  hill  farm  and  l)ought  land 
in  the  town  (jf  W'esttield,  Chautaucjua  Co.,  X\  Y.,  located  on 
what  is  known  at  this  date,  1912,  as  the  Prospect  road.  Idiis 
farm  is  now  owned  and  occupied  by  his  son,  George  and  family. 

The  story  of  the  early  life  of  Mrs.  Jane  Bacon  Sawin  would 
make  interesting  reading  could  it  all  be  told  in  writing.  She  was 
born  in  W'estheld.  Chautauipia  Co.,  X.  \'.,  Dec.  22,  1828.  When 
she  was  only  two  or  three  years  old, her  mother  died.  Subsecjuently 
her  father  moxed  on  to  a  farm  now  owned  bv  Mrs.  Jane  Far- 
rington  on  the  Main  or  Buffalo  road.  Across  the  street  from 
their  house,  was  a  forest  of  heavy  timl^er.  It  is  a  singular  pro\i- 
dence  that  Mrs.  Sawin  \vas  buried  in  the  harrington  cemetery 
on  the  held  where  in  earl}-  childhood  she  i)lucked  and  filled  her 
hands  with  wild  flowers. 

Mr.  Sawin  purchased  a  home  on  Spring  Street  in  the  X'illage 
of  Westfield.  Here  he  and  his  wife  li\ed  for  a  number  of  years, 
his  son,  Cieorge  and  family  occupying  the  faruL  Flere  he  died, 
after  a  brief  illness.  May  1,  1898.  His  widow  still  continued  her 
residence  at  her  home  on  Spring  St.  till  age  and  inhrmity  com- 
pelled her  tt:)  break  up  house-keeping,  when  she  went  to  her  son's 
home  on  the  old  farm  to  spend  her  last  days,  .\fter  a  sickness 
which  continued  for  a  few  weeks,  she  entered  into  her  eternal 
rest  .\ug.  9,  1907.  P)Oth  husband  and  wife  were  buried  in  Vav- 
rington  cemetery  and  a  beautiful  monument  erected  by  their  son, 
(ieorge,  marks  the  resting  place  of  their  mortal  remains. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sawin  were  worthy  members  of  the  Baptist 
Church  of  W^estfield,  X.  ^^,  for  man\'  years.  He  ser\ed  the 
church  as  deacon  and  trustee  ui)  to  the  time  of  his  death.      His 
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influence  in  the  church  and  the  communitx  was  that  of  a  worthy 
and  honored  Christian  citizen.  Fie  favcjred  ah  worthy  reform 
movements.  His  judgment  was  :d\vays  cahn  and  well  balanced. 
He  could  look  up(jn  all  sides  oi  important  ([uestif^ns  which  mif^ht 
arise  in  business,  church,  comnmnity  or  jjolitical  affairs.  His 
opinions  were  deliberately  formed  and  firmly  li.xed.  In  the 
main,  he  was  conservatixe  and  not  radical,  and  lience  his  influ- 
ence was  strong  for  the  right  and  hi^  \  icw  >  on  many  subjects 
commanded  respect.  His  taking  away  was  a  great  loss  to  the 
church  and  the  comniunit\-.  .Mrs.  Sawin  heartily  sympathized 
and  co-operated  with  her  husband  in  all  his  ])ur])(jses  and  labors. 
In  unity  of  faith  and  labor  they  li\e(l  and  died,  and  together  they 
are   now   receiving  the  eternal   rewards.

But  these  were  all  blasted  in 
the  morning  of  life,  for  at  the  age  of  l*^)  past,  he  died  .Mar.  3, 
1870.      The  death  of  this  son  was  a  great  sorrow  to  the  family. 

II.  IJkrnice  iXur.u.sTA  Sawin  was  born  at  RiplcN-,  X.  ^'., 
June  '^\  1857.  She  married  George  W.  Douglas  at  W'estfield, 
"N.  v.,  Sept.  3,  1884.  Mr.  Douglas  was  a  native  of  Xew 
Brunswick,  born  at  St.  lohns,  March  8,  185^). 

h'or  nearly  six  years  after  their  marriage  their  home  was  in 
Westlield,  X.  ^■.  'in  May,  1800.  the  family  moved  to  Omaha, 
Neb.  .\t  this  city  he  took  up  the  trade  in  hard-wood  lumber  in 
which  he  is  now  engaged,  1912.  h'or  a  number  of  \-ears  he  was 
alone  in  the  business,  but  finalK'  took  in  a  partner  and  thev  are 
doing  l)usiness  under  the  firm  name  of  Douglas  (.\:  l-'ield.  Their 
purchases  are  made  in  western,  northwestern  and  southern 
states.  .\  considerable  part  (^f  the  lunil)er  is  shipped  b\-  rail  to 
Omaha,  but  when  sales  are  made  before  shipment,  tlie  luml)er 
goes  to  diiferent  places  to  the  buyers.  Thc\  ha\e  a  large  and 
flourishing  business,  with  but  little  local  coni])etition.

Miss  Ciordon  was  born  at  ("hicago,  .Max  14,  1882.  She  has 
been  an  actixe  xxorker  in  her  home  church,  a  dex'oted  and  self- 
sacrificing  christian  young  xvoman.  ^^i  excellent  culture  and  ear- 
nest jiietx    that  fits  her  xxell    for  the  position  to  xxhich  Iw   Proxi- 
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dence  she  is  called  bv  her  marriage  to  a  young;  man  who  is  pre- 
parnig  to  enter  the  christian  ministry  or  professorship.  The 
vonng  couple  were  married  while  her  husband  was  pursuing  his 
college  course  . 

Young  Douglas  was  reared  at  Omaha,  Xeb..  receixing  his  ele- 
mentar^•  and  High  School  training  there,  graduating  in  1905. 
For  two  years  he  took  a  post-graduate  study,  and  entered  Colgate 
University  at  Aladison,  N.  Y.,  in  Sept.  1907,  from  which  he  was 
graduated  in  1911,  receiving  the  degree  of  A.  B..  ranking  third  in 
his  class,  and  with  a  Phi  Beta  Kappi  membership.

X.  A'.,  June  Uth,  1913.  Mr.  Lull  was  born  at  Chatsworth,  Bur- 
lington Co.,  X.  Y.,  March  24th,  1879.  He  is  the  son  of  Andrew 
D.  and  .Annie  l^lberson  Lull.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lull,  soon  after 
their  marriage,  went  to  their  home,  already  prepared  for  them, 
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1(  catcd  on  Pros]ject  road  in  tlic  town  of  Wesllield.  Tliis  home 
is  on  a  farm  of  40  acres,  well  located,  and  has  a  full  hearing 
vineyard.

Their  son,  George 
and  his  family  have  followed  in  their  footsteps  and  have  likewise 
been  strong  supporters  of  the  christian  church  and  the  cause  of 
Christ.  Such  commendations  may  he  lightly  esteemed  by  irre- 
ligious minds,  but  judged  by  the  Divine  Standards  of  human  life 
thev  confer  the  highest  honors  that  man  can  attain  in  his  earth- 
ly state. 

Since  writing  above  the  grand-son,  William  Wilson  Sawin, 
has  commenced  a  course  of  study  for  a  position  as  secretary  of  a 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  His  success  may  be  safely 
predicted  from  the  beginning,  as  in  mind  and  heart  and  tempera- 
ment he  is  so  well  adapted  for  such  christian  work.

Mrs.  Baldwin  was  77  years,  9  months  and  15  da^'s  old  at  her 
death,  and  Mr.  Baldwin  77  years,  6  months  and  23  days  old. 
There  w^as  but  one  month  and  22  days  difference  in  their  ages, 
Mrs.  Baldwin  being  the  older.  Their  married  life  extended 
through  53  years,  2  months  and  6  days.  All  these  years  they  had 
lived  in  Wisconsin.     They  were  a  prosperous  family. 

h>om  an  extended  obituary  notice  the  writer  gathers  the  fol- 
lowing facts : 

Mr.  Anson  Baldwin  passed  away  quietlv  at  his  home  in  Evans- 
ville, W^is.  His  health  had  ])een  failing  for  the  last  few  years, 
so  the  end  was  not  unexpected.  He  retained  consciousness  till 
the  very  last.  His  wife  was  ill  in  an  adjoining  room,  and  his 
last  words  were  incpiiries  concerning  her.  He  was  the  youngest 
of  thirteen  children.  After  their  marriage.  Air.  Baldwin  and 
wife  made  their  home  at  the  old  homestead  in  the  town  of  Ore- 
gon. Dane  Co.,  W^is.  for  se^'en  years;  afterwards  they  purchased 
land  in  the  town  of  Brookl)-n,  Green  Co.,  Wis.  where  they  re- 
sided for  twenty  seven  years.  They  moA'ed  to  Evansville, 
Green  Co..  Wis.,  where  the}'  spent  the  last  years  of  their  li^'es. 
We  cpiote  from  the  obituary :  "bTom  their  home  there  has  quiet- 
lv radicated  an  influence  that  has  l:)een  l^eneficial  and  helpful  to 
many.  Their  golden  wedding,  they  said,  was  the  happiest  day 
of  their  life  together.  Each  had  seemed  to  live  with  and  for  the 
other.

A  numerous  posterity  li\-es  to  perpetuate  their  memory, 
and  to  continue  the  good  work  they  began  on  earth. 

Trul_\',  the  godly  men  and  women,  through  their  children,  do 
in  reality  inherit  the  earth.  Their  religious  education  gave  them 
a  strong  attachment  to  the  christian  faith.  Their  fore-fathers 
and  mothers  were  Baptists  in  their  beliefs  and  church  relations.

Mr.  Tennant  mo\ed  from  ( )tsego  Co.,  -X.  ^.  to  Xiagara  Co., 
X.  N'.  in  1  S2(l.  He  was  not  married  at  this  time.  He  went  into 
the  mercantile  business  at  Pockport.  which  he  followed  for  a 
few  years.  Fie  then  turned  his  attention  to  farmino-  and  pur- 
chased a  farm  in  Cambria  township,  Xiagara  Co..  S.  \..  of  one 
hundred  acres,  located  west  of  P()ck])ort  City.  He  added  to  this 
purchase  other  lands  until  the  wliolc  amounted  to  two  lumdred 
and  twenty  acres  all  in  the  same  township. 

Notwithstanding  his  pros])erit\',  a  great  sorrow  came  upon  him 
in  the  loss  of  the  wife  of  his  hrst  marriage.  Mrs.  'Fennant  died 
in  Cambria,  April  25th,  1842,  ])eing  at  the  time  of  her  death  35 
years.

( lood  fortune  had  crowned  all  his  bu'^iness  actixities.  lie  had 
built  him  a  tine  home  where  he  li\ed  for  man\-  \ears.  llis  pros- 
perity continued  until  another  st)rn)w  overshadowed  his  heart 
and  life,  this  was  the  loss  of  his  second  wife  bv  death,  which  oc- 
curred at  Cambria,  Xiagara  Co.,  X.  ^'.  (\-t.  2nd.  ISo.C  >he  being 
at  her  death  47  \ears,  5  mouths,  and  15  da\s  old.  .Mr.  Teiuiant 
and  his  second  wile  had  li\ed  together  sou'.e  o\  cr  twent\"  vears. 
She  was  also  buried  at  Cambria,  X.  ^'. 

At  the  death  i)i  his  second  wife.  .Mr.  I'iixx.wt  was  in  his 
()/ th  year.  .\t  this  time  he  had  an  unmarried  daughter  some 
o\er  IS  vears  oi  age   to  care   for  and  comfort     him.      llis    two 
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sons,  hereafter  to  be  mentioned  in  the  family  record,  had  always 
lived  at  home  and  assisted  on  the  farm.  Mr.  Tennant  beo^an 
now  to  anticipate  his  retirement  from  farm  cares  and  labor.  In 
the  next  few  years  he  dixided  between  his  sons  all  his  farm  pro- 
pert\-  excejit  thirt}'  acres  where  his  home  was  located.  He  gave 
100  acres  to  his  oldest  son  Alfred,  90  acres  to  his  son  Milton, 
and  kept  30  acres  and  his  home  for  himself.  After  the  marriage 
of  his  daughter,  Eliza,  to  Mr.  Plate,  he  sold  the  30  acres  and  his 
home  for  $3000.00.  llie  ])roceeds  of  this  sale  he  gave  to  his 
daughter.  After  her  marriage.  Mrs.  Plate  and  her  husband 
moved  to  Utica.  Macomb  Co.,  Mich.  Her  father  made  her  an 
extended  \isit  at  this  place,  then  returned  to  Niagara  Co.,  X.  Y., 
and  si)ent  the  remainder  of  his  days  with  his  two  sons  and  their 
families. 

Mr.  Tennant  liad  been  a  lifelong  member  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian church  of  Cambria.  He  was  a  regular  attendant  upon  the 
ser\ices  of  the  church  and  hel])ed  in  its  finances.  He  was  highly 
esteemed  by  his  neighbors  and  friends.  P)eing  of  a  gentle  and 
quiet  disposition,  he  aroused  no  antagonism  in  his  business  or 
social  life. 

The  author  of  this  genealog}'  knew  him  well,  and  can  testify 
to  his  excellent  life  and  character.  Having  served  his  allotted 
time  he  died  at  Caml^ria,  Niagara  Co.,  X.  V.  on  the  7th  of  July, 
1873,  being  at  his  death  78  vears  and  19  days  old.  He  was  bur- 
ied in  the  ])eautiful  rural  cemetery  of  Cambria  township  near 
the  old  church  edifice  where  he  worshipped  for  so  many  years.

Tliev  liad 
l)ut  one  child,  a  daiii^htcr,  horn  in  C'anil)ria.  Sei>t.  2r)th.  1X63,  and 
named  Alice  Tennant. 

Mr.  'Pennant  commenced  his  business  life  on  a  farm  in  Cam- 
bria t(nvnshii)  west  of  Lockport.  Upcjn  the  division  of  his  fath- 
er's farm  between  his  two  sons.  Alfred  had  a  splendid  possession. 
He  occujiied  the  old  home  of  his  father,  built  a  beautiful  and  cost- 
ly barn  with  all  modern  im])ro\ements.  Thinkin,!^  of  living  a 
more  congenial  life  than  thai  of  tlie  farmer,  he  mo\-ed  into  Lock- 
])ort  and  started  a  factor\-  for  the  manufacture  of  shirt-fronts. 
In  this  business  he  was  (|uite  successful.  lie  became  so  well-to- 
do  that  he  built  one  of  the  most  costly  brick  dwelling  houses  in 
the  city,  located  north  of  the  ICrie  canal,  a  beautiful  ornament  to 
th  city,  and  stands  todaw  1*)12.  as  a  tangible  ])roof  of  the  hue 
taste,  ambition,  and  pride  of  the  owner. 

Mr.  Tennant  was  well  known  l)y  his  cousin,  tlie  author  of 
this  work.  lie  can  speak  of  lu'm  as  a  man  of  a  gentle,  kind  na- 
ture, (|uiet  and  un])retentious  in  his  ways,  a  husband  and  father 
most  devoted  to  his  family,  and  a  citizen  highly  esteemed  by  all 
who  knew  him.  Jt  seemed  behtting  that  the  life  of  such  a  man 
should  be  prolonged  to  the  fullness  of  man's  ai)pointed  time,  but 
the  angel  of  death  visited  his  home  and  called  him  lo  a  higher 
life  on  Se])t.  4th,  18^8.  llis  remains  lie  buried  in  the  cemetery 
at  C"aml)ria.  lie  was  11  years,  8  months  and  8  days  old  at  his 
death. 

His  daughter,  Alice,  outlived  her  father  only  one  year  and 
three  months  and  ten  da}'s  when  she  died  at  Lockiwrt,  Dec.  14, 
18^)^)  and  was  buried  in  ("old  Si)ring  cemeterA'  in  the  cit\'  of  Lock- 
port. 

She  was  past  thirty-six  years  (A  age  at  her  death.  She  was 
never  married.  She  was  a  member  of  ibe  Presbxterian  cluu-ch 
at  Cambria.  Under  date  of  March  1  1th.  l'H)(),  her  mother  wrote 
to  the  author  these  tender  and  loxing  words.  ".Mice  liked  to  tra- 
vel. She  \isited  Chicago  and  Michigan.  She  was  a  close  ob- 
serx-er  and  learned  much  in  that  wa\-.  She  could  not  stand  close 
confinement  in  school — she  always  attended  a  Select  School. 
She  had  taught  in  the  High  Schoitl,  and  was  ])re])arecl  to  teach  a 
Select  School.  She  had  pleasant  associations  among  the  teachers 
who  \isited  her  during  her  last  illness.  Alice  was  a  good  girl : 
how  1  miss  her!  She  was  so  nuich  to  me  after  her  father's 
death.  I  li\e  and  trust  from  dav  to  da\',  and  try  to  make  the 
best  of  life."

After  the  deaths  of  her  husband  and  daughter,  Airs.  Tennant 
made  her  home  with  her  Ijrother,  Phillip  Hixon,  at  Barker,  Ni- 
agara Co.,  X.  Y.  '1  his  brother  mo\'ed  to  Lockport,  X.  Y.,  Airs, 
lennant  going  with  the  family.  Here  she  lived  up  to  the  time 
of  her  death. 

Mrs.  Tennant  was  in  many  respects  a  remarkable  woman. 
Misfortunes  had  overtaken  the  family  sufficient  to  crush  any 
spirit  that  was  not  strongly  fortihed  against  adversity,  by  natural 
qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  supported  by  an  abiding  trust  in 
God.  She  was  one  of  those  gentle,  even  tempered  persons,  who 
make  but  nexer  alienate  friends ;  who  shed  only  light  and  comfort 
in  the  family,  and  her  christian  experience,  and  example  were  a 
steady  glowing  light  that  shin.es  more  and  more  to  the  perfect 
day.  1  he  author  had  abundant  opportunit}-  lo  become  acquain- 
ted with  her,  as  he  was  entertained  in  his  cousin's  family  for 
nine  weeks,  w  hile  he  w  as  assisting  the  acting  pastor  of  the  Bap- 
tist church  of  Lockport  in  a  series  of  revival  meetings,  held  in 
January,  h'ebruary  and  March,  1874.  Mrs.  Tennant  was  an  ac- 
tive members  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  and  a  hrm  believer  in 
Christian  doctrines.  She  fell  aslee])  in  the  full  ho])e  of  immor- 
tality and  eternal  life.  Her  death  took  place  at  her  brother's 
h(jme  in  Lockport,  Aug.  5th,  1909.  She  was  buried  in  Cold 
Spring  C  emetery  at  Lockport  beside  the  resting  ])lace  of  her  be- 
l()\ed  daughter. 

III.  .Milton  Tennant,  the  third  child  and  second  .son  of  Al- 
\  in  and  I'diza  Ann  fennant,  was  born  in  Cambria.  Xiagara  Co., 
-\.  \'.,  lAT.  19th,  1832.  He  married  Miss  ]sa])elle  Martha  Sage 
at  Pekin.  Xiagara  Co.,  X.  ^\,  Oct.  18th,  1865.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Mr.  Sparrow  Smith  Sage  whose  wife's  maiden  nan^.e 
was  Kathrine  C  Deh^.)^ 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tennant  ne\er  had  any  children,  .\fter  their 
n:arriage  they   settled  on  a   farm   in   Cambria  township.      They 
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had  a  nice  home  and  a  1)eantiful  farm,  where  tliey  h'\ed  and  la- 
hored  for  man^'  }-ears.  Rctirinj^^  fr(Mii  the  farm  the  family  mo\- 
ed  into  the  cit\-  of  Lockport.  I  I  ere  the>'  resided  for  a  number 
of  years.  Circumstances  in  h  f  e  chan,t(in,<(.  the\-  mo\ed  to  Pe- 
kin,  where  they  resided  in  the  nld  lionie  that  Mrs.  Tennant  re- 
cei\ed  as  a  j^ift  from  her  mother.  Mrs.  Sai(e.  lioth  hushand  and 
wife  were  members  of  the  Presbyterian  Cdiurcli. 

In  this  home  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tennant  hxed  for  man\-  years.  On 
account  of  lameness,  Mr.  Tennant  was  not  able  to  do  onl\'  the 
lii^htest  manual  labor.  lie  was  naluralK'  a  jo\ial  and  ha])|)y 
disposition  and  was  fond  of  conij^enial  society  to  which  he  could 
always  contribute  a  larti^e  share  of  ])leasant  enterta  mment.  In 
all  respects,  he  li\-ed  a  s.(ood  moral  and  christian  life.  lie  was  a 
firm  beliexer  in  the  ins])iralion  and  authority  df  the  christian 
scriptures. 

Durin,^'  the  last  months  of  his  life,  he  suffered  much  from 
weakness  and  ner\-ousness  caused  1)\-  a  weak  action  of  the  heart 
induced  b}-  old  ai^e.  h'or  sexeral  da\s  before  the  end  came,  he 
was  much  better  and  was  able,  the  Sabbath  1)efore  his  death,  to 
attend  church  at  Cambria  to  i)artake  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and 
to  \isit  the  grave  of  his  father  and  mother.  On  Mondav  morn- 
iui^-of  Sept.  8th,  1^13,  after  brini^ino"  into  the  kitchen  of  his  home 
a  pail  of  water,  he  dro])])cd  to  the  floor  and  instanth'  expired. 
He  was  <S1  years,  5  months  and  19  days  old  at  his  death.  His 
funeral  was  held  at  his  home  on  Wednesday,  the  10th,  the  Meth- 
odist pastor.  Key.  Wm.  Swail  conductino'  the  services.  His  re- 
mains were  buried  in  the  cemetcr\-  at  Pekin,  Xiaqara  Co..  X.  ^'.

Niagara  Co.,  N.  Y.,  on 
the  8th  of  November.  1844.  She  married  Willard  H.  Plate  at 
Cambria  Nov.  14th,  1867.  Soon  after  their  marriage  they 
moved  to  Michigan  and  located  at  Utica.  Macomb  County.  Mr. 
Plate  was  born  in  Cambria,  N.  Y.,  May  1st,  1845. 

There  were  born  to  Air.  and  Mrs.  Plate  four  children  named 
Willard,  Cora,  Nora,  and  Charley. 

1.  Willard  F.  Plate  was  lx)rn  at  Utica,  Macomb  Co.,  Mich. 
Aug.  21st,  1869.  He  married  Miss  Lillie  Belle  Dilvend  Dec. 
9th,  1886.  Miss  Dilvend  was  a  native  of  Missouri,  but  lived 
at  Fresno,  Cala.  at  the  time  of  her  marriage.

At  he  a,L(e  of  nineteen,  in 
1(S14,  at  Spriui^'field,  X.  \'.,  she  married  Rew  l)a\-id  Tennant,  son 
of  Moses  Tennant,  Sr.,  and  his  w  ife  whose  maiden  name  was  Bet- 
sey d'ennant.  At  the  time  of  her  marriage, her  hus1)and  had  not  en- 
tered upon  the  work  of  the  christian  ministr\-.  It  will  he  seen 
by  the  record  of  her  hushand's  life  found  in  Part  II  Chapter  \' 
of  this  work  that  her  husband  was  a  \ery  promising"  x'oung  man 
of  more  than  ordinary  ability.  We  can  onl_\-  ima.s^'ine  what  ar- 
dent lo\  e,  what  bright  hopes  filled  the  heart  of  this  young"  wo- 
man, when  -he  was  led  to  the  altar  of  marriage  antl  paid  her  sol- 
emn \ows  to  "torsake  all  others"  and  to  unite  her  life  with  the 
man  she  dexotedly  loved,  tt)  share  in  his  fortunes  or  misfortunes, 
as  ProN'idence  might  determine  their  future.  At  the  beginning 
of  their  married  life  not  a  sign  nor  intimation  was  given  to  them 
of  the  dark  shadow  of  misfortune,  trial,  disappointment  and 
sorrow,  that  was  in  store  for  them.  The  period  of  their  uncloud- 
ed happiness  can  only  be  determined  approximatelv  bv  the  re- 
cords of  the  lUiptist  Church  of  Sijringfield.  which  called  Re\-. 
Tennant  to  become  their  pastor.  lie  was  first  granted  a  license 
to  ])reach  on  the  ^)th  of  Ma_\-,  ISP',  about  fue  \cars  after  their 
marriage.  ( )n  the  first  \\'ednesda\-  in  .March,  ISJ.-i,  he  was  or- 
dained. TIkw  had  then  been  married  abtmt  nine  \ears.  I'p  to 
this  date,  1823.  there  were  no  indications,  so  far  as  known.  o\ 
the  approaching  calamity.  lie  ser\ed  the  church  as  pastor,  as 
near  as  can  be  determined,  three  \ears  from  ISio  ti^  1826. 
This  makes  a  period  of  about  twel\c  \cars  after  their  marriage. 
when  l\e\-.  fcnnanl  was  forced  b\-  menial  dementia  to  stop 
])reaching.  1  he  story  i>\  thi>  great  attliclion  has  been  toUl  by 
the  writer  in  a  sketch  ^^l  his  uncle's  life  found  in  another  chap- 
ter of  this  book.      (See  Part   II,  Phai)ter  5th.  i 

Ihe  writer  has  no  desire  to  porira\-  in  words  the  woes  and  sor- 
rows of  this  de\oted  wife.  llis  mother  said  'A  our  aunt  t>li\e 
died  o\  a  broken  heart." 
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1  hiring  tliese  vears  of  married  life,  she  bore  to  her  husband 
two  sons  and  two  dauij^hters.  Her  death  took  place  at  Spring- 
field in  or  near  the  year  lt^24.  All  her  family  survived  her. 
She  was  ])nried  in  the  cemetery  at  Springfield.  The  record  of 
her  famih'  ma\'  be  found  included  in  that  of  her  husband.  Re\'.

Belinda  Texnant,  the  sixth  child  and  fourth  daughter  of 
John  Tennant  and  b'lizabeth  (  Loomis )  Tennant,  was  born  at 
Si)ringfield,  Otsego  Co..  X.  V.  Apr.  18th,  1802.  She  had  onl}-  a 
common  school  education  such  as  the  State  schools  of  that  day 
afforded  the  children.  bTom  early  life  she  was  forced  to  such 
labor  as  she  was  able  to  do  and  endure.  She  read  books  and 
papers  as  her  pastime,  taking  but  little  interest  in  social  aft'airs. 
Indeed  her  life  was  so  filled  with  home  duties  that  it  was  impos- 
sible for  her  to  give  much  time  or  attention  to  recreations  or 
pleasures  of  any  kind.  Her  mother  died  when  she  was  a  few 
davs  over  six  years  of  age.  She  remembered  her  in  later  ^-ears. 
but  at  that  age.  cotild  not  realize  the  great  loss  she  suffered.  In 
advancing  years  she  learned  from  her  older  sisters  much  about 
her  mother,  and  always  cherished  sweet  and  precious  memories 
of  the  dear  one  who  nursed  her  in  baljyhood  and  tenderl}'  cared 
for  her  during  the  first  six  years  of  her  life.  Her  mother  died 
at  Springfield.'  Otsego  Co.,  X.  Y.  May  4th,  1808.  Her  oldest  sis- 
ter, Iletsev  Tennant.  was  P^  years  old  the  month  their  mother 
died.  Of  course,  at  that  age,  she  would  naturally  l)ecome  the 
housekee])er  and  the  head  of  the  family.  Betse}'  was  not  married 
until  four  years  after  her  mother's  death.  Her  marriage  took 
])lace  on  the  19th  of  ^ylarch.  1812. 

'I  he  writer  regrets  that  he  is  unable  to  gi\"e  more  fully  in  de- 
tail the  incidents  of  the  earl\-  life  of  his  mother.  Her  father  did 
not  marry  to  l)ring  to  their  home  a  step-mother.  Where  she 
found  a  home,  after  the  marriage  of  her  oldest  sister,  the  writer 
lias   ne\er  been   informed. 

( )n  L'ec.  I'-hh.  1820,  she  married  Moses  Asel  Tennant.  She 
was  four  months  past  eighteen  \ears  of  age  when  married.  Her 
husl)and  was  only  about  two  years  older.  His  father.  Moses 
Tennant.  Sr..  had  married  Sarah  Seldon  Jewett  (Baker)  Shaw 
as  his  second  wife,  in  17*)2  or  1793.  14ns  marriage  provided 
no  home  for  Deli x da  d4-:xxAXT,  who  was  of  another  branch  of 
the  Tennant  fannl}'.  Xow,  howe\er,  after  marriage,  she  had  a 
home  she  could  call  her  own.  She  went  to  her  husband's  home, 
which  was  on  a  side  hill  farm  ncjt  far  from  Springfield  Village, 
Otsego  Co.,  X.  V. 
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At  the  time  of  her  marriage  she  had  four  sisters  lixing  and  one 
Itrollier.  her  hnsl)and  had  twcj  half-brothers  and  four  half-sisters, 
and  three  full  sisters,  all  living  at  this  time.  Their  history  is 
in  part  related  in  other  parts  of  this  work.  Her  father  was  li\- 
ing,  her  mother  was  dead.  I  ler  luishand'-.  mother  was  li\-ing, 
hut  his  father  died  about  the  year  ISCS.  The  four  hu.sbands  of 
Sarah  Selden  jewett  were  all  dead  before  her  son  Moses  Asel 
Tennant  was  married.  Deacon  Daniel  Motm-.  Ikt  fourth  and  last 
husband,  li\ed  only  a  few  years  after  their  marriage.  Mis 
widow,  Mrs.  Sarah  Selden  Jewelt  Abirse,  left  witliovu  a  home, 
came  to  her  son,  Moses  .\sel  for  an  as\ium  and  a  home. 

This  large  Tennant  family  of  two  branches,  in  a  few  \-ears 
were  all  married,  and  most  of  them  and  their  children  were  mov- 
ed from  X.  ^'.  state  to  Pennsylvania.  ( )liio.  Michigan  and  Wis- 
consin. The  life  of  Delinda  Tennant  ma\-  be  divided  into  three 
periods,  the  first,  the  ])erio(l  of  lier  childhood  from  her  birth  to 
her  marriage  in  1S2(),  a  period  of  eighteen  \ears  ;  the  second,  the 
early  period  of  her  married  life,  extending  to  the  Spring  of  1833, 
when  she  and  her  family  moved  from  Otsego  Co.,  X.  Y.  to  Chau- 
tau(|ua  Co.,  X.  N'.,  a  period  of  twelve  years.  During  this  second 
period  six  children  were  born  into  her  family,  .\l\in.  Deles,  Sel- 
den, b^diza,  Julia  and  Wealthy  Tennant.  The  third  period  ex- 
tended from  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  the  famil\-  in  Chautrui- 
(pia  Co.  in  1833,  to  the  time  of  her  death  on  l'\'l).  3r(l.  1S')3,  a 
period  of  sixty  years. 

During  the  early  part  of  this  third  ])erio(l.  ft)ur  more  children 
were  added  to  tiie  family,  Albert,  bdlen,  Fannie  and  John. 

The  writer  will  relate  the  story  of  this  third  ])erio(l  of  his  moth- 
er's life  in  a  memorial  article  found  in  the  chapter  of  this  book 
containing   Memorial   IVibutes.      (See   Part    l\'.    Division  2nd). 

The  record  of  her  descendants  w  ill  be  found  in  Part  III.  Cha[)- 
ter  \'  of  this  work.  She  spent  the  last  years  of  her  life  with  her 
youngest  son.  John  .\sel,  and  his  wife.  She  had  the  most  tender 
and  lo\ing  care  tlial  a  son  and  daughter  could  gi\c  her.  She  be- 
came feeble  in  Ixxly  and  mind  before  de.'itli  came  to  release  her 
from  the  thraldom  of  the  tlesh.  She  died  at  the  old  home  in 
l\il)le\-  \'illage,  Chautaucpia  (o..  .\.  \  .  l'"cb.  3rd,  1S^>3.  She  was 
buried  in  the  l)eautiful  i\iple\  C'emclerw  there  to  await  the  res- 
urrection of  the  just.

June  5, 
18U4.  She  married  Henry  Gay  in  tlerkimer  Co.,  X.  \'.  Oct.  16, 
1827.  They  came  to  Chantanqua  Co.,  N.  Y.  in  1834  and  i)nr- 
chased  a  farm  on  Ripley  Hill.  Mr.  Gay  was  born  in  Herkimer 
Co..  N.  V.  Ai)r.  4,  1805.  He  was  a  wide-awake  business  far- 
mer. He  combined  energy,  industry  and  econom\'  with  good 
business  tact,  which  compelled  success  in  making  m(jne\-  and  pro- 
viding well  for  his  family.  His  wife  was  equall\'  industrious 
and  frugal,  of  a  mild  e\en  temi)erament  and  became  a  zealous  and 
de\-oted  christian.  She  and  her  husband  united  with  the  Meth- 
odist I^piscopal  church  of  Riple\-  X'illage. 

Their  farm  on  Ripley  Hill  was  sold  and  they  purchased  a 
farm  on  the  Main  road  near  Northville,  N.  Y.,  where  they  la- 
bored for  a  number  of  years  and  where  they  both  died,  the  hus- 
band in  August,  1892,  being  87  years  old  and  the  wife  died  Jan.

She  was  well  educated  in  all  the  common  school 
branches  and  ha\ing  recci\cd  a  certificate  from  the  Town  Su- 
perintendent of  Schot)ls  for  the  town  of  Rii)lev,  Chautau(|ua 
Co.,  N.  Y.  she  commenced  teaching  while  \'oung  in  years.  The 
writer  remembers  her  as  his  teacher  duririg  the  first  years  of 
his  attendance  at  the  district  scho<T  She  had  a  gentle  spirit. 
was  kind  yet  firm  and  dignified  in  licr  manner,  and  gained  at 
once  the  lo\e  and  res])ect  of  the  students  under  her  in.^truction. 

Ila\ing  closed  her  work  as  a  teacher  she  married  Isaac  Pal- 
mer, a  son  of  Israel  Palmer  of  l\ii)le\-  fownship.  at  Ripley.

14,  1848.  'fhe  writer  remem1)crs  Mr.  Palmer  \  er\-  well  as  we 
attended  the  same  winter  scluml.  lie  was  an  athlete  in  the  real 
sense  of  the  term.  In  wrestling,  jumping,  and  running  matches, 
he  usually  carried  o\]'  the  honors  as  \ictor.      lie  was  as  kind  of 
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heart  as  he  was  stroni,^  in  nerve  and  muscle.  He  never  en^^aged 
in  fightings  scraps,  as  he  was  too  genial  and  social  in  his  nature 
to  provoke  hostilities  and  gain  enemies.  For  a  numher  of  years 
after  their  marriage  ]\lr.  and  Mrs.  Palmer  made  their  home  in 
Ripley,  X.  ^'.  Their  first  three  children  were  horn  there.  After 
their  l)irth  the  family  moved  to  Illinois  and  settled  at  Cortland. 

Mr.  Palmer  was  a  ])rosperous  farmer.  After  the  hirth  of  all 
his  children  he  died  at  Cortland.  111.,  March  26.  1865.  Mrs.  Pal- 
mer was  left  a  widow  with  her  family  of  five  children  to  support 
and  educate. 

Six  vears  intervened  when  on  June  16,  1871,  at  Maple  Park, 
111.,  Mrs.  Palmer  married  Mr.  John  Ward.  By  this  marriage 
there  were  no  children  horn.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ward  lived  together 
in  the  marriage  relation  for  c^ver  twenty-four  years  from  the 
date  of  their  marriage  to  Sept.  9.  1895.  when  at  Cortland.  111. 
Mr.  Ward  died.  Again  widowed  for  over  ten  years,  Mrs.  Ward 
died  at  Elgin,  111.  Feb.  8,  1906,  being  at  her  death  77  years,  6 
months  and  2  days  old.

Mr.  Gay  recei\'ed  a  public  school  education,  graduating  from 
the  Westfield,  Xew  ^'ork.  High  School  in  1880,  and  followed 
this  with  a  year's  stud\'  at  Bryant  and  Stratton's  Commercial 
College,  Buffalo,  X\  ^^,  and  later  took  a  ])ost-graduate  course 
in  mathematics  and  physics  under  a  pri\ate  tutor. 

His  father  being  engaged  in  the  flour  milling  business,  Mr. 
(jay's  first  work  was  in  that  line.  After  learning  the  milling 
business  thoroughl}-,  he  left  his  father  to  become  secretary  to 
the  General  Manager  of  the  Flint  and  Pere  Marquette  Railroad. 
He  remained  in  that  cajjacity  until  1884.  when  he  resigned  tO' 
take  a  position  with  the  Consolidated  Ice  Machine  Company  of 
Chicago.  He  was  with  this  concern  aljout  six  years  and  theiL 
in  1800.  organized  the  Carthage  Ice  &  Cold  Storage  Company, 
at  Carthage,  Mo.  Mr.  Gay  held  the  controlling  interest  in  the 
C>)mpany  and  also  served  as  General  Manager.  In  1893  he  sold 
his  interest  and  went  to  W^inheld,  Kansas,  where  he  organized 
the  W'infield  Ice  &  Cold  Storage  Companv. 

This  Company  he  conducted  until  1895  and  then  sold  out  to 
J.  P.  Baden,  at  the  same  time  being  appointed  manager  of  the 
Baden  interests.      "Idle  capital  of  the  Comijany  being  steadily  in- 
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creased,  its  operations  were  similarly  broadened  until,  in  1900, 
the  produce  business  it  handled  was  the  largest  of  any  plant  in 
the  West.  While  managing  the  W'inheld  business  Mr.  Gay  had, 
in  1.S96,  designed  and  erected  the  Southern  Ice  &  C'old  Storage 
C"ompany's  ])lant  at  l'\jrt  Worth,  ^fexas. 

In  1897.  Mr.  (iay  went  abroad  and  in\estigate(l  the  develop- 
ment and  practice  of    kefrigeratinn   in   ff)reign   countries. 

In  1900  Mr.  Gay  se\ered  his  connection  with  the  Baden  in- 
terests to  become  Manager  of  the  Pittsburg  ofhce  of  The  X'ilter 
Manufacturing  Com])any,  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  lie  also 
acted  as  consulting  engineer  and  refrigerating  ex[)€rt  for  the 
COmpanw  maintaining  his  headquarters  in  Pittsburg  until  the 
year  1905.  when  he  transferred  to  Los  .\ngeles  as  General 
C'(ia<t  Kepresentative  for  his  Company.  Tlicre  he  ha>  taken  a 
leading  position  among  professional  men. 

In  1907,  Mr.  Gay  was  sought  out  by  the  Santa  l-"e  Railroad 
Company  to  solve  the  problem  of  precooling  fruits  directly  in 
cars  so  that  they  could  be  transported  great  distances.  He  con- 
ducted a  series  of  experiments  and  other  investigations  into  the 
conditions  of  railroad  refrigerator  ser\ice  and  the  result  was 
the  designing  and  patenting  by  him  of  a  system  of  pre-cooling 
in  cars  which  upon  trial  pro\c(l  so  entirel}'  successful  that  the 
Santa  he  Railroad  ado])tcd  his  designs  and  patents  and  built  a 
great  pre-cooling  and  icing  station  at  San  licrnardino.  Califor- 
nia. Tliis  plant  was  designed  and  constructed  by  Mr.  Gay.  It 
has  an  ice-making  cai)acity  of  80.000  tons  of  ice  per  annum,  ice 
storage  capacity  of  30,000  tons,  a  pre-cooling  capacity  of  150 
cars  per  day.  and  a  car  icing  ca])acity  of  240  cars  per  day. 

ICxperts  acknowledge  this  to  be  the  largest  and  most  efticient 
plant  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  the  pre-cooling  of  fruits  by 
the  trainload  prior  to  their  being  shi])])ed  to  distant  markets 
marked  an  e])och  in  the  ]iislor\"  of  transportation.  Mr.  Ga_\'. 
w  ilh  his  system  of  balanced  air  circulation  in  cars,  not  onl\-  short- 
ened the  time  of  handling  and  transportation  of  jierishable 
fruits,  but  also  made  certain  the  preserwation  of  their  fresh 
(|ua1ities. 

l''or  nian\-  years  a  contributor  to  leading  engineering  journals 
and  a  recognized  authorit\'  in  Refrigeration,  his  in\entions  in 
the  new  lield  of  Railroad  pre-coc^ling  work  has  placed  him  in  the 
froiU  rank  as  a  successful  Pioneer  and  Inxentor  in  this  lield. 

Mr.  (iay  is  a  member  of  the  International  ami  .\merican  .\s- 
sociations  of  Refrigerating  iMigineers,  the  Los  .\ngeles  Cdiamber 
of  Commerce  and  a  .^Jnd  Legree  .Mason.  1  lis  clubs  are  the  Los 
Angeles  Athletic  and  the  .\thenian.  n\   ( )akland.  California. 

The  author  is  indebted  to  Mr.  (Ia\  him-clf  for  this  well  writ- 
ten sketch   of  his  life  and   business  career.      h   ,>-hows  not   onlv

SARAH  TKXXAXT. 

]Miss  Sarah  Texxant  was  the  daughter  of  John 
Tennant  and  his  second  wife  whose  name  is  unknown 
to  the  author  of  this  work.  She  was  a  half-sister  of 
Celinda  Tennant,  and  of  course,  oi  her  two  brothers 
and  four  sisters. 


T^  HE  Story  of  Sarah  Texxaxt's  l)irth  and  life  was  related  to 
*  the  writer  by  his  sister,  Fannie,  Mrs.  (jeor^e  Mason,  later 
Mrs.  Hou.g^h.  The  stor_\'  was  written  out  and  preser\ed  ininie- 
diateh-  after  it  was  told,  while  fresh  in  memory.  Our  mother 
was  its  (jriginal  author. 

(irandfather  Tennant,  our  mother's  father,  immediately  after 
the  death  of  his  first  son.  Alfred,  became  very  gloomy  and 
sad.  X'eighbors  thought  his  mind  had  l^ecome  \ery  seriously 
effected.  His  son's  death,  caused  by  an  accident,  was  very  sud- 
den and  unexpected.  (See  Part  I,  Chapter  5th).  After 
this  deatli  he  lost  his  wife  b\-  death,  the  belo\ed  Elizabeth 
Loomis.  Although  he  had  other  children  left  to  him.  a  dark 
cloud  of  sorrow  and  bereavement  over-shadowed  his  heart. 
Added  to  this,  he  signed  a  large  note  with  a  friend  to  help  him 
in  financial  distress.  This  friend  finalh'  failed  in  business,  and 
the  note  Grandfather  had  signed  with  him  became  due,  and  he 
was  responsible  for  its,  i^ayment.  Although  he  had  property 
enough  to  pay  the  note,  he  would  have  nothing  left  after  it  was 
])aid.  At  that  time,  in  Xew  ^Tirk  State,  the  law  legalized  im- 
prisonment if  he  could  not  pav  the  note,  and  the  anticipation  of 
losing  all  the  ])ro])ert}-  he  had.  dr()\'e  him  to  leave  home  and 
friends  and  seek  a  retreat  from  human  society.  So  he  fled  from 
Otsego  County,  X.  W,  into  the  wilds  of  Michigan,  then  heavily 
wooded  and  thinly  settled,  b^jr  manv  vears  he  was  lost  to  his 
children  and  friends,  no  trace  of  him  could  l)e  found.  How  he 
lived  can  only  ])e  conjectured. 

After  a  few  }ears  a  famil}-  of  white  settlers  came  into  his 
neighborhood,  purchased  land  and  built  a  log  cabin.  This  fa- 
nndy  took  pity  on  the  lonely  man  and  admitted  him  to  their  hum- 
l)le  home  and  employed  him  on  their  farm.  Time  went  on,  how 
long  is  not  known,  when  the  husband  of  the  family  died.  His 
widow  now  had  charge  of  the  farm  and  Grandfather  continued 
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in  her  em])l())iiicnt.  After  a  suitable  time  had  elajjsed,  (jrand- 
father  married  the  widow  witli  whom  he  h\ed.  This  marria.g^e 
was  the  prelude  to  the  birth  of  Sarah  Temiant,  wliom  we  chil- 
dren, in  su1)se(|uent  vears,  well  knew  as  Aunt  Sarah. 

At  her  home  in  Michit^an  she  t^rew  into  younii^  woman-hood. 
Now,  another  death  took  place  at  her  liome,  this  wa>  the  death 
of  her  mother.  It  seems  from  the  subseipient  mo\ements  after 
this  mother's  death,  that  either  the  prtjperty  went  l)ack  to  the 
original  owner  or  to  other  unknown  relatives  of  Mrs.  Tennant. 
This.  hovve\'er,  is  kiKjwn,  the  daughter,  Sarah  went  to  Chicago 
to  learn  dressmaking,  and  her  father  returned  to  Xew  York 
State  to  make  his  home  with  his  daughter^  at  Kiplew  CdKiutau- 
(jua  County,  X.  ^'. 

Aunt  Sarah,  ha\ing  learned  her  trade  at  Chicago,  now  came 
to  Buffalo,  N.  \\,  to  follow  her  trade,  which  she  did  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  bjther  while  at  Chicago,  or  at  Ikiffaio,  she  adopt- 
ed a  daughter.  This  daughter's  family  name  was  never  known 
to  an}-  of  her  ado|)ted  relatives.  During  .Aunt  Sarah's  resi- 
dence in  Buffalo,  she  \isited  her  half-sisters  in  Ripley.  The  last 
time  the  writer  remembers  seeing  her  was  in  the  winter  of  1S54 
when  sister  h^annie  was  \'ery  sick  with  typhoid  fe\er.  Cousin 
I  )r.  (lalush.'i  Philli])s,  then  a  resident  ph}-sician  at  Sherman,  X. 
\'.,  came  o\er  1)\-  an  lu'gent  call  to  see  and  treat  our  sister,  lie 
and  Aiuit  Sarah  sat  up  all  night  and  administered  to  her  care 
and  treatment,  d  he  very  following  morning  the  fever  broke, 
the  fearful  muscular  crampings  she  had  endured  ceased,  and  her 
mind  became  once  more  clear  and  rational. 

An  old  school  friend  of  the  author  was  on  a  visit  to  ButTalo. 
There  she  chanced  to  meet  our  Amu  Sarah.  She  introtluced 
to  this  friend  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Reynolds.  He  was 
om"  aunt's  fiance  and  they  were  then  soon  to  be  married,  and 
afterwards  did  marr)-  and  mo\ed  to  Xew  Jersex.  lie  is  said  to 
ha\e  been  a  man  of  some  fortime.  Mis  ilcath  took  place  some- 
time before  that  of  his  wife. 

Ik'fore  this  e\ent,  the  adopted  daughter  had  married  and 
settled  in  Xew  Jersey.  .\fter  the  death  of  Mr.  I\c\  nolds.  Aunt 
Sarah  went  to  the  home  of  her  adopted  daughter,  and  there  li\ed 
and  died.  I  he  exact  ])lace  and  dale  t^i  her  death  and  tlie  place 
of  her  burial  has  ne\er  been  known  to  her  half-sisters  an^l  their 
families. 

dhis  sketch  of  the  life  of  S.\R.\ii  Ti:xxAXr  Rf.vxoi.os.  has 
been  written  b\'  the  author  without  an\  ])er>onal  knowledge  oi  its 
truthfulness,  but  on  what  he  belie\es  to  be  perfectl\-  reliable 
testimon\'.  The  most  importam  >tatenients  are  cerlaiidy  true. 
Idle  whole  stor\-  re\eals  to  the  writer  the  secrets  i)\  a  life  whol- 
ly  unkn(W\n   lo  hitn    till    in   the    few    years  previous  to  jiis  com- 
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irencHii,-  his  work  (.n  this  genealogy  in  September.  1911.  But 
the  life  record  of  a  half-sister  of  his  mother  could  not  be  lett 
out  of  a  family  history.  In  some  xvay  the  future  may  disclose 
all  the  facts  of' her  life  and  correct  any  errors  that  may  occur  m 
this  memorial  article.

Co  comparatively  little  is  known  l)y  his  descendants  of  this  dis- 
^  tinguished  head  of  a  numerous  branch  of  the  Tennant  Fa- 
ni'ly  that  the  writer  may  well  hesitate  to  declare  anything  con- 
cerning him,  w  hen  facts  and  truths  are  beclouded  in  such  obscuri- 
ty. There  need  not  ha\e  been  such  obscurit}-  had  family  records 
been  made  and  preserved.  The  place  and  date  of  his  birth  can  only 
be  approximately  determined  by  the  places  and  dates  of  the  births 
of  his  children  and  some  other  events  of  his  life.  The  place  and 
date  of  his  first  marriage  and  e\en  the  maiden  name  of  his  first 
wife  are  involved  in  some  obscurity.  (For  information  concern- 
ing Moses  Tennant's  ancestors,  see  a  letter  from  Willis  H. 
Tennant,  Part  V,  Article  First ). 

As  young  people  married  (|uite  young  in  the  earl_\-  history  of 
this  Country,  it  is  i)ro])able  that  AIr.  Tennaxt  was  married 
when  he  was  near  twenty-one  )-ears  of  age.  His  birth  must  ha\e 
been  somewhere  between  twenty  and  twenty-two  years  before  the 
birth  of  his  son,  Selden,  that  is  about  1765,  and  his  marriage  one 
or  two  years  before  his  oldest  child's  birth,  about  1785.  All  this 
is  only  a  conjectural  computation. 

Again  there  is  an  e(|ual  obscurity  concerning  the  maiden  name 
of  his  first  wife,  the  mother  of  his  four  children.  Selden,  I'etsey, 
Polly  and  l)a\id.  There  is  a  tradition  among  some  oi  her  des- 
cendants that  her  maiden  name  was  Welch,  and  again  that  it  was 
l)etse\-  IAmukuU,  and  that  her  oldest  daughter,  Iletsey  was  named 
after  her  mother.  Anfidst  such  uncertainties  it  is  unsafe  to 
make  an_\'  [)ositi\e  assertions;  the  facts  nia\-  be  rexealed  to  the 
descendants  in  some  future  time.  llowe\er  we  have  the  testi- 
mony of  one  of  the  t)ldest  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  oi 
Springfield,  who  died  in  January,  P)lv\  then  ninety-three  years 
old,  and  who  was  well  actpiainled  with  .Xbtsp'.s  InxxAxr  and  all 
the  Tennant  families,  that  Moses  Tennant's  tirst  wife's  maiden 
name  was  l)etsey  Tennant,  and  that  her  oldest  daughter  was  gi\- 
en  the  name  of  her  niotlier.  Iletsex'.  This  information  came  to 
the  author  b\  correspondence  with  Mr.  I'enneti's  st)n,  Mr.    T.  R. 
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Bennett  of  Sprin^8;field  Center,  N.  Y.  On  this  testimony  the  au- 
thor ventures  to  heheve  that  her  name  was  Betsey  Tennant  be- 
fore her  marria,o;e  to  Moses  Tennant. 

That  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tennant  were  married  in  Connecticut  may 
])e  inferred  from  the  fact  that  their  oldest  child.  Selden,  was  born 
there.  September  7th,  1787. 

When  Selden  was  a  young  child.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tennant  moved 
tti  the  State  of  New  ^'()rk,  and  finally  settled  at  Spring-field,  Otse- 
go Count\-.  X.  ^\  Here  all  the  children  younger  than  Selden 
were  born.  The  first  child  born  at  Springfield  was  the  oldest 
daughter  Betsev.  Ijorn  June  30th.  1789.  Sometime  between  the 
dates  of  the  births  of  Selden  and  Betsey  the  family  moved  from 
Connecticut  to  Xew  York  State,  that  is.  between  September 
22nd.  1787.  and  June  30th.  1789. 

Mr.  Tennant  and  his  wife  resided  at  Springfield.  X.  Y..  during 
the  time  of  the  births  of  their  three  children  Betsey.  Polly  and 
David.  David  was  born  at  Springfield.  January  4th.  1792,  so 
their  residence  there  was  certainly  five  years  before  a  great 
change  took  place  in  the  loss  !)}■  death  of  the  wife  and  mother  of 
his  four  children. 

Mrs.  Moses  Tennant  must  have  died  some  time  during  the 
vear  1792.  pr()l)ablv  scxju  after  the  birth  of  her  son.  David.  The 
writer  would  be  glad  to  give  a  description  of  her  character  and 
life  if  he  could  get  a  truthful  representation  at  this  late  day. 
Her  husband  was  a  Christian  man  and  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church  of  Springfield,  and  an  honored  deacon  of  the  Church, 
elected  to  this  office  in  1796.  We  can  scarcely  doubt  but  his  wife 
was  also  a  niember  of  the  same  church  and  lived  a  worthy  Chris- 
tian life,  performing  her  duties  in  her  family  and  in  the  church 
and  society  with  conscientious  fidelity  and  loyalty.  Mrs.  Ten- 
nant died  and  was  buried  at  Springfield  but  the  exact  date  is  lost. 

Her  husl)and,  now  left  with  four  young  children,  who  much 
needed  a  mother's  care  and  love,  was  compelled  to  look  for  a 
housekeeper,  a  nurse  and  guardian.  This  friend  was  found  in 
the  ])erson  of  Mrs.  Isaac  Shaw,  then  a  widow,  whose  maiden 
name  was  Sarah  Selden  Jewett.  She  had  been  twice  married 
and  she  had  a  child  then  living  by  each  of  her  husbands,  X^athan- 
iel  Baker  and  Isaac  Shaw,  named  Sarah  Baker  and  Del^orah 
Shaw. 

The  story  of  the  life  of  Mrs.  Shaw  will  be  told  in  Part  III, 
Chapter  II,  of  this  Bo(^k.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  in  this  connec- 
tion that  tlie  conn'ng  of  Mrs.  Shaw  into  the  home  of  Mr.  Ten- 
nant with  her  two  children,  resulted  in  their  marriage.  The 
Tennant  famil\-  Bible  record  fixed  the  date  of  this  marriage  in 
1791.  Idiis  date  cannot  be  correct.  David,  the  youngest  child 
by  Mr.  1>nnant"s  first  marriage,  was  l)orn  at  Springfield,  X^.  Y. 
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Jan.  4lh,  1792.  I  lis  marria.L^v  to  .Mr>.  Shaw  could  ikjI  have  taken 
|)!acc  before  ihc  birth  of  l)a\i(l.  The  (jldest  child  hy  the  second 
marriage.  I. new  who  married  h<hii  Champicjn.  was  horn  June 
7lli,  1/94.  Hence,  the  second  niarriai^e  of  Mr.  'I'ennant  to  Mrs. 
.Shaw  could  not  have  l)een  earlier  than  the  last  months  of  1792 
or  tlie  hrst  months  of  17'^3. 

Mrs.  Shaw,  now  Mrs.  .Mosi:s  Ti'Lvxaxt.  told  to  her  \'ouno^est 
(hiughter,  h^sther.  (.Mrs.  l)a\i<l  I  lollenheck  i  in  >uhse(|uent  vears, 
that  she  could  not  enchtre  the  cries  of  .Mr,  Tennant's  four  chil- 
dren after  the  loss  of  their  own  mother,  ."^he  went  into  the  fami- 
ly from  a  deep  sympathy  for  four  nxitlierless  children.  This 
fact  was  related  h\'  .Mrs.  I'~sther  Tennant  [hillenheck  t(j  her 
daui;hter,  Miss  hdlen  !  lollenheck.  from  wh(,m  the  author  receiv- 
ed this  mterestin,^"  storw 

I  he  fann'ly  life  of  .Mr.  I  eimant.  after  his  second  niarriat^e, 
will  he  more  fully  related  in  Chapter  I  of  Part  III  of  this  \v(jrk. 

Uefore  gixini^'  the  family  record  of  .Mosi:s  Tk.xxwxt  and  his 
four  children.  Selden.  lictscw  Polh  and  l)a\id.  we  s])eak  more 
full)'  of  him  as  a  ("hristian  man  and  his  relatiou>  and  >tandin,y"  in 
the  l')a])tist  ("hurch  of  .Sprinj^ field ,  .\'.  ^'..  and  the  comminn'ty 
where  he  li\-ed. 

In  a  rejiort  of  a  Centennial  Celebration  of  the  Sprin^'held  liap- 
tist  Chtirch,  ])ublished  in  the  hreeman's  journal  of  June  24th, 
1SS7,  Mo.sEs  Tenn.an'I'  is  mentioned  as  haxiui;"  been  appointed  a 
1  )eacon  of  the  Church  in  1796. 

To  show  still  further  the  standing'  of  the  Tennant  and  Way  fa- 
milies in  the  l^aptist  Chtirch  and  ct)mniunity  at  Sprint^held,  the 
writer  (piotes  fui"ther  facts  from  the  hTeeman's  journal.  ".Mar- 
tin \\'a\',  the  son  of  Sterlin  Waw  was  chosen  Heacon  of  the  Ikij)- 
tist  Church  in  178^);  the  father  was  chosen  Deacon  in  1794. 
.\nother  Sterlin  Way  was  chosen  Deacon  in  1S14.  lie  was  the 
husband  of  lietscN'  Tennant.  Their  son,  Martin  Wa\ .  was  ap- 
pointed Deacon  of  the  I'.aptist  Church  in  IShO." 

We  relate  these  facts  as  showing-  that  .Mo>es  Tennant.  Sr.,  the 
!.;reat-grand father  of  all  the  descendants  of  Selden.  IJetsey,  Polly 
and  David  Tennant,  chddren  of  his  lirst  marriai^e,  and  Lucy.  (Ol- 
ivia, .Moses,  .\sel,  and  l^sther  Tennant.  children  of  his  secoud 
marriai^e,  was  a  !.;-ood  man,  a  worthy  citizen,  an  active  and  loy- 
;d  Church  member,  and  a  man  of  o-reat  influence  in  the  conunu- 
nit\-  where  he  li\ed  so  many  wars. 

AIk.  Tkxx.xxt  passed  the  last  da\  s  ^^\  Ins  life  at  Si)riu,ulieid. 
The  dale  of  his  death  has  ne\er  been  reported  in  family  records. 
and  hence  is  lost  to  his  descendant^.  There  is  no  data  that  tlie 
writer  has  been  able  to  find  b\  which  to  ti\  approximately  this 
date.  Ills  voun,-;est  child.  T'.stlier.  b\  Ins  second  marriaiie.  was 
born   |ul\-  2*hh,  ISOd.      \\\   the  estimate-  made  in  this  .\rticle,  he 
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Avas  l)c)rn  in  1765,  or  near  that  year.  At  the  birth  of  his  young- 
est dauo-hter.  Esther,  he  was  about  thirty-nine  years  of  age. 
How  long  he  lived  after  her  birth  is  unknown  to  the  writer.  His 
devoted  Christian  life  leads  us  to  believe  that  he  died  in  the  tri- 
umphants  of  a  Christian  faith  and  hope.  So  far  as  we  know  of 
his  life.  we.  his  living  descendants,  can  feel  safe  in  resting  in  the 
same  faith  and  in  following  his  footsteps  so  far  as  he  walked  in 
the  King's  Highway  of  Holiness. 

Deacon  Tennant  was  Iniried  in  the  Milage  Cemetery  at  Spring- 
field The  writer's  oldest  Ijrother,  Alvin  Tennant,  visited 
Springfield  a  few  years  l^efore  his  death.  He  went  to  the  ceme- 
tery to  see  if  he  could  find  any  of  the  graves  of  the  Tennant  or 
W^av  family  ^^■ho  were  buried  there.  It  is  sad  to  relate,  that  he 
could  not  find  a  board  or  headstone  that  marked  the  burial  place 
of  his  grandfather  or  grandmother,  or  of  his  mother's  sister, 
Olive  Eilzal^eth,  the  wife  of  his  uncle.  Rev.  David  Tennant;  all 
was  obliterated  by  time  and  nature's  elements. 

The  life  of  Aloses  Tennant's  second  wife,  Sarah  Selden 
(Jewett)  Tennant  will  be  related  in  Part  HI.  Chapter  I  of  this 
Book.

C  EiJ)KN  1'knn.\xt,  the  oldest  child  of  Moses  Tennant,  Sr.,  and 
^  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Betsev  Tennant.  was  born 
at  Alillinoton,  h^ast  Haddam  Township.  Middlesex  Count\-.  Con- 
necticut. September  22nd,  1787.  This  date  was  taken  l)v  the 
writer  from  the  o-rave-stone  set  at  his  uncle's  o^ra\-e  in  the  ceme- 
tery at  Camden  Center,  Lorain  Count}'.  Ohio,  ui^m  his  \isit 
there,  and  is  sujiposed  to  be  correct.  Seij)kx  was  the  eldest  of 
four  children,  Selden,  r)etsey,  Polly  and  Dax  id.  W'lien  but  a 
youui^"  child  he  came  with  his  parents  to  Otsego  Countv.  X.  ^'. 
The  family  settled  at  Sprini^lield.  Xo  account  of  liis  earlv  life 
iias  been  given  to  the  writer.  His  father  was  a  farmer,  and  he 
was  taught  to  work  as  farmers'  boys  usualh"  are.  He  was  given 
a  good  common  school  education,  such  as  was  axailable  for  chil- 
dren and  young  people  at  that  time.  The  change  of  the  residence 
of  the  family  from  Connecticut  to  Xew  ^'ork,  nmst  ha\e  taken 
place  I)etween  the  birth  of  SeMen  in  17S7  and  the  l)irth  of  P)et- 
scy.  the  next  )'ounger  child,  born  at  S])ringrield,  Otsego  I'ounty. 
X.  \'.,  June  30th,  17S'',  .Xo  accnniU  of  hi>  life  has  been  given 
to  the  author  from  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  the  family  at 
S])ring["ield  u])  to  the  time  of  his  marriage  to  .Mi>s  L\-dia  .Mien 
;U  Sweden,  Ab)nroe  Coinitx',  X.  \'.  The  date  ^^i  this  marriage 
has  ne\er  l)een  gi\en  to  the  author.  it  certainly  was  a  \-ear  or 
more  before  the  birth  of  their  oldest  child.  Moses,  born  May 
22nd,  1S12.  Miss  L\dia  Allen  was  a  natixe  i^\  Sweden,  born 
May  Sth.  17<)4. 

The  life  of  Mrs.  rennanl  was  continued  at  Sweden  till  there 
came  to  bless  their  home,  seven  children.  Ii  is  sad  to  reconl  the 
separation  of  a  mother  from  se\  i-n  children,  whatex'er  tiieir  ages 
may  be  at  the  tinu'  the  separation  takes  place.  .Mrs.  Tennant 
died  in  1S32  when  her  MUini^oi  child.   I  launah,  born   Ma\    12th. 
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1S31,  was  l)ut  a  l)al)e  in  her  mother's  arms.  She  was  liuried  at 
Sweden.  X.  Y.  The  loss  to  the  family  of  this  wife  and  mother 
must  have  l)een  \er\-  great,  l)ringing  sorrow  and  mourning  to  be- 
rea\ed  hearts,  and  desolation  to  a  happy  home. 

From  the  subsequent  lives  of  her  children  and  grandchildren, 
we  can  believe  that  she  was  a  woman  of  a  bright  intellect,  and  a 
warm  genial  heart :  that  she  was  a  Christian  in  the  truest  sense, 
and  taught  her  children  to  respect  the  ordinances  of  religion  and 
to  honor  God  in  their  faith  and  in  their  li\'es.  There  can  l)e  no 
(li)ul)t  l)ut  that  she  died  in  the  triumphs  of  a  christian  hope,  and 
is  now  receiving  the  rewards  of  the  righteous  in  the  home  of  re- 
deemed spirits. 

Mr.  Tennant  was  left  with  se\-en  }-oung  children  with  no  moth- 
er to  look  after  their  wants,  to  symi)athize  with  them  in  their 
sorrows,  nor  to  guide  them  in  their  training  and  education. 
With  this  large  family  to  look  after  and  to  provide  for,  he  never 
saw  fit  to  marry  the  second  time.  He  was  a  farmer,  industrious 
and  frugal,  a  thoroughl}'  wide  awake  ])usiness  man. 

There  were  born  to  Selden  and  Lydia  Allen  Tennant.  seven 
tliildren  named  in  the  order  of  their  ages:  Moses,  Ruben.  Bet- 
se}-,  .\llen.  L\(lia.  I)a\id  and  Hannah,  all  were  l)orn  in  Sweden, 
Monroe  Count}',  X.  ^'. 

After  the  death  of  their  mother  in  1S32.  the  famil}'  continued 
to  reside  at  Sweden  for  aljout  fifteen  \-ears  up  to  the  Spring  of 
1847.  About  this  time,  emigration  to  the  near  west  had  set  in 
and  many  families  were  mo\-ing  from  Xew  York  State  to  Penn- 
syl\-ania,  Ohio.  Michigan  and  Wisconsin.  Air.  Tennant  nc^w 
determined  to  change  his  place  of  residence.  Accordingh'  he 
went  to  Lorain  Count}-.  Ohio,  and  ])urchased  land  in  Camden 
Townshij).  After  making  this  ])urchase  he  returned  to  Sweden 
to  dispose  of  his  ])ropert}'  and  to  make  arrangements  to  move 
his  famil}-.  Meantime  his  son.  Allen  Russell,  had  married  Miss 
Xancy  Cook,  and  they  immediatel}-  went  to  Ohio  and  settled  on 
fifty  acres  of  the  land  his  father  had  prexioush'  purchased. 
This  farm  his  fatlier  subsequently  gave  to  his  son  Russell. 

In  the  Spring  of  1847  Mr.  I'ennant  and  part  of  his  family 
started  for  Ohio  from  Sweden,  Monroe  Countv,  X.  \'.,  with 
teams  and  covered  wagons.  The  grou])  that  composed  this  first 
movement  consisted,  as  the  writer  has  been  informed,  of  nine 
uiem])crs  of  the  fauu'ly.  as  follows:  Selden  Tennant,  the  head  of 
the  I'amil}-;  his  son-indaw.  llavid  ]\bjrgan  Tennant  and  his  wife, 
Lydia  Tennant.  and  their  little  daughter  Mar\-  Ann.  tlien  past  two 
years  of  age;  his  son.  David  Russell  Tennant  and  his  wife  Meli- 
ta  (  lUirpee )  Tennant;  his  daughter  Betsey  and  her  husband, 
Mr.   Charles   Kingsbur}-;  and    Hannah,  the    youngest    daughter, 
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who  was  sixteen  years  old  llie  litli  of  May,  1S47,  ilie  year  this 
movement  tocjk  jjlace. 

'I'hey  reached  llieir  dentin)  the  M^i  of  Ahirch,  1S47.  All  the 
.aho\e  is  taken  h\-  the  writer  to  he  in  the  main  true.  a>  eommuni- 
(•ate<l  to  him  hy  memhers  of  the  fanii]\-  now  li\-in|U^. 

d  he  writer  is  informed  tlial  tlu-  famil\-  put  np  o\er  nii^hts  at 
hotels,  t^'ettin^'  thereh)'  i^ood  re-t  lor  themsL-l\e>  and  their 
teams. 

d  he  grou])  oi  the  fannly  that  went  t(j  ()h\u  at  thi^  time  did  not 
include  the  entire  family  of  se\en  children.  (Jthers  of  the  mem- 
hers moved  west  later  into  other  parts  of  Ohio  and  int(j  Michi- 
gan. 

When  L'^ncle  Selden  moved  to  Ohio,  the  writer  remembers 
well  what  an  excitement  there  was  among  the  children  of  M(jses 
Asel  d'ennant,  when  the\-  looked  out  toward  the  road  and  >aw  a 
l)ig  coxered  wagon  coming  through  the  gate,  hather  >ai(l  t  >  me 
".Mhert.  we  nuist  kill  a  sheep,  L'ncle  Selden  has  C(jme  and  all  his 
family  and  we  nuist  ha\e  meat  for  them  to  eat."  1  was  then 
past  twehe  years  old,  and  stood  hy  while  the  fat  sheep  was  killed 
and  its  l)od\-  hung  on  a  limb  of  a  tree  to  cool.  I  hat  \dsit  of  L'n- 
cle Selden  and  fannl\-  1  shall  always  remember.  Some  of  our 
famih'  had  married  and  gone  from  home,  but  there  were  enough 
of  us  left  to  ha\e  a  jolh'  good  time  with  our  l'ncle  and  cousins. 
We  li\ed  at  this  time  two  and  one-half  nhle>  >outh  of  Ripley 
X'illage,  ('hautau(|ua  County,  X.  ^'.,  in  the  hill  countr}-.  in  a  Icjg 
house  with  two  rooms  and  a  framed  lean-to  with  two  rooms. 
No  matter,  our  house  was  an  omnibus  where  there  was  always 
room   for  a  few   more. 

Selden  d'ennant  was  a  prosperous  farmer,  lie  was  able  to  add 
more  land  to  his  lirst  purchase,  till  he  had  a  large  pro[)erty  in 
land,  farming  tools  and  stock.  As  old  age  approached,  he  saw 
lit  to  divide  his  land  between  his  children.  lie  >pent  the  la.--t 
\ears  of  his  life  with  his  son,  l)a\id  Russell  and  his  familw  l-"or 
man}-  }ears  he  had  been  an  acti\e  member  of  the  liaptist  t."hurch 
of  CAunden  Center,  supporting  the  organizati^)n  with  liberal  con- 
tributions. On  the  J-'nd  of  .\'o\  ember,  1S71,  ha\  ing  served  his 
da\-  and  generatit)n,  he  died  at  the  home  of  his  mui,  being  at  his 
death  eight\-four  \ears,  and  two  months  old,  lea\ing  a  large 
famil)-  ot  children  and  grandchildren  to  ])erpetuate  his  name  and 
to  mourn  their  loss.

Mr.  dA^uiant.  Mrs.  llerbert  I  lowe.  at  the  old  home  i^i  Re\ .  David 
dAMinant  at  ("amden.

N.  ^^, — date  not  been  given  to  the 
writer.  Miss  Billings  was  a  native  of  New  York  State,  born 
July  20th,  1820. 

The_\-  mo\ed  to  Camden,  Lorain  Count}-,  Ohio.  The  date  of 
their  moving  has  not  Ijeen  reported  to  the  writer.  It  was  doubt- 
less after  the  settlement  of  his  father  in  Ohio.  He  was  a  suc- 
cessful farmer  and  owned  land  in  Camden.  He  died  at  Camden 
in  the  month  of  A])ril,  18^H).  aged  se\entv-seven  years  and 
a1)oul  ten  months.  Mis  remains  were  ])uried  in  the  beautiful 
rural  cemeter}-  at  Camden  Center.  His  widow  sur\  ived  him  for 
about  seventeen  years.  She  moved  to  01)erlin  after  the  death 
of  her  husl)and  and  lixed  there  till  her  death,  which  took  place 
in  the  year  l'H)7.  She  was  eightv-se\en  vears  and  a  few 
months  old  at  her  death.  She  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at 
Camden  Center,  O. 

There  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moses  Selden  Tennant, 
two  children  named  William  and  Celeste.

2.  joiiN  Selden  Tennant  was  l)orn  at  .Saginaw.  .Michigan, 
October  7th,  1867.  He  married  Sarah  Olive  Pninard  at  Sagi- 
naw, August  30th,  1899.  He  is  connected  with  the  W'oodenware 
Manufacturing  Company  of  Saginaw,  .Michigan.  They  have 
two  children  named  John  and  Florence.

M.  \\.  Church  at  Xorwalk,  Ijeing  President  of  the  Ladies"  Society 
and  foremost  in  e\er\-  i^ood  endeavor.  She  was  active  and  ener- 
getic in  temperment.  lo\ing"  and  gentle  toward  all.  and  was  Ije- 
lo\ed  and  honored  1)\-  a  large  circle  of  friends  and  acquaintances. 
Iler  funeral  serxices  were  conducted  hy  Rew  I''.  M.  Searles,  a 
former  College  classmate,  assisted  by  Rev.  George  Mather  of  the 
M.  E.  Church  and  V .  Clatworthy  of  the  Ba]jtist  Church  of  Xor- 
walk. Her  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  (ireenlawn  Ceme- 
ter\'  of  Xorwalk,  there  to  await  the  resurrection  of  the  just.

1  continued  as  such  Receixer,  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  I)ank, 
until  1910,  during  which  time  1  also  engaged  in  the  manufactur- 
ing l)usiness,  and  was  President  of  the  Oliio  I'rass  and  Iron  Man- 
ufacturing Company.

Chapter  IV. 

This  Chai)ter  contains  a  brief  sketch  of  the  Hfe  of 
Polly  1'kxxaxt.  The  writer  regrets  that  after  re- 
l)eated  efforts  to  obtain  the  names  of  her  children  and 
their  residences,  he  has  utterl\-  failed.  The  gi\en  name 
of  her  husband,  Mr.  Howard,  cannot  be  obtained.  The 
Avriter  of  the  brief  sketch  has  no  apology  to  offer  for 
nt)t  securing  a  full  famil\-  record,  as  he  has  done  all  he 
could  do  to  secure  such  a  record. 


TROLLY  Tennant,  the  third  child  and  second  daughter  of  Dea- 
*■  con  Moses  Tennant,  and  his  first  wife,  Betsey  Tennant,  was 
born  in  Xew  York  State,  doubtless  at  Springfield,  Otsego  Co..  X. 
Y.  The  date  of  her  birth  is  lost,  but  it  must  have  been  between 
the  dates  of  the  birth  of  her  next  older  sister,  Betsey  Tennant, 
born  June  30th,  1789,  and  that  of  her  younger  brother,  Rey.  Da- 
\'id  Tennant.  whose  birth  was  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1792. 
These  dates  indicate  that  Polly  Texn.\xt  was  born  either  in 
1790  or  1791.  Her  brother  Selden  was  born,  as  the  writer  be- 
lieyes,  in  Middlesex  County.  Connecticut,  September  22nd,  1787. 
He  was  the  oldest  child  and  his  next  younger  sister,  Betsey,  was 
born  in  Springfield,  X.  Y.  AVe  conclude  from  these  facts  that 
Moses  Tennant,  their  father,  moyed  from  Connecticut  to  X^ew 
York  State  after  the  birth  of  the  oldest  child,  Selden.  and  before 
the  birth  of  the  next  chikl,  the  daughter  Betsey,  that  is,  either  in 
the  year  1788  or  1789.  As  both  Betsey  and  Dayid  are  known  to 
haye  been  born  in  Springfield,  X^.  Y.,  we  conclude  that  their  sis- 
ter Polly  was  l)orn  at  the  same  place,  namely,  Springfield,  X".  Y. 

Polly  Tennaxt  married  a  Mr.  Howard.  With  no  direct 
proof  of  this  from  au}-  of  her  relati\-es,  the  writer  wrote  to  a 
member  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Springfield.  X^.  Y.,  and  obtained 
from  the  records  of  the  Church,  that  Polly  Tennant  Howard 
was  received  into  the  membership  of  this  Church  by  letter  of  dis- 
missal from  the  Baptist  Church  of  Albany,  X^  Y.,  bearing  date 
February  27th,  1830.  Afterwards  she  was  dismissed  by  letter 
liearing  date  December  26th,  1835,  to  return  to  the  Albany 
Church.  This  record  shows  that  Mrs.  Ho^vard  had  a  residence 
in  Albany.  X'.  Y.,  before  1830,  and  after  1835.  Between  these 
dates  she  resided  at  Springfield,  X"^.  ^'.,  for  about  five  years.  In 
April,  1913,  the  writer  received  a  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Albany,  X".  Y.,  bearing  date  of  the  7th,  in 
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response  to   inquiries  concerning  Mrs.     Polly 
writes  that  the  P^irst  Church  was  orranized  in

7th,  1<S36,  and  died  in  tlie  year  1<S4*).  The  Clerk  further  writes:

I  ha\'e  no  idea  as  to  whether  he  was  tlic  husl)and  of  I'oi.i.y  I  iow- 

ARD." 

If  the  Writer  can  obtain  nothint^"  more  concernin_i(  his  Aunt 
Polly,  all  the  abo\e  are  interestini^  facts  w(jrth  recordinj^.  The 
intervals  between  some  of  the  aboN  e  dates  arise  doubtless  from 
Mrs.  Howard  holding  her  letter  from  the  I'^irst  .Mbany  Church 
for  some  time  before  she  offered  it  to  the  S])rin,q;field  Church. 

There  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard,  three  children,  a 
son  and  two  daughters.  The  name  of  one  daui(hter  <)uly  has 
been  ,given  to  the  author,  that  of  Juliette,  who  married  a  Mr.  Pi- 
field.  The  son,  when  still  in  his  youth,  met  with  tra.e^ical  death 
bv  drownino^.  The  writer  has  not  been  al)le  to  learn  anythiui^ 
concerninii^  the  life  or  place  of  residence  of  the  secnnd  daut^'hter. 

This  record  of  Poj.ly  Tenn.\nt  and  her  family  i>  very  in- 
com])lete  and  unsatisfactory.  No  places  or  dates  of  the  births  of 
the  three  children  ha\e  been  reported  to  the  author,  althouj^h  he 
has  made  a  dilii^ent  search  by  corres])ondence  to  learn  more  about 
the  family.  He  understands  that  Mr.  Howard  died  many  years 
ago,  not  long  after  the  tragical  death  of  his  son.

Loomis;  his  early  e(hication  :  his  call  to  the  Christian 
Ministry;  his  hrst  and  last  pastorate  as  Pastor  of  the 
Baptist  Church  of  Springfield.  Otsego  County,  X.  Y. ; 
his  wonderful  power  as  a  preaclier;  his  mental  derange- 
ment caused  l)y  an  accident  l)ut  not  hereditary;  his 
forced  retirement  from  the  jjulpit  and  pastoral  service; 
and  his  descendants  by  family  names:  Tennant,  Cham- 
pion, Williams.  Laycock.  Comfort,  Differed,  Carl. 
Curtis,  Fergerson,  Bunnell,  Myer,  Snow,  Raymond  and 
Dunham. 


RI':V.  DAVID  TENNANT. 
T  N  giving  a  sketch  of  the  life  of  this  remarkable  man,  the  author 
-^  obtains  all  his  information  from  his  own  parents.  Moses 
Asel  and  Delinda  Tennant,  and  from  Rew  David's  and  his  bro- 
ther Selden  Tennant's  grand-children  and  the  family  records  in 
their  ])ossession. 

Rev.  David  Tennant  was  l)orn  at  Springfield,  Otsego  County, 
N.  Y.,  January  4th,  1792.  He  married  Miss  Olive  Elizabeth  Ten- 
nant, daughter  of  John  Tennant  and  his  vife  Elizabeth  Loomis 
1>nnant  at  Springfield,  on  Dec.  25th,  1  813.  Olive  Elizabeth  was  a 
next  older  sister  of  Delinda  Tennant  and  sister  of  all  her  brothers 
and  sisters  whose  family  records  may  he  found  in  this  book  of 
Genealogies,  Part  I. 

Rev.  David  was  the  son  and  youngest  child  of  Moses  Ten- 
nant, Senior,  and  his  wife,  Betsey  Tennant.  Her  maiden  name 
is  not  ])ositiyely  known  by  the  author  of  this  work.  By  corres- 
])ondence  with  some  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Baptist  church 
of  S])ringfield,  N.  ^'.,  of  which  both  Moses  Tennant  and  his  wife 
were  members,  tlie  writer  has  ])een  well  informed  that  her  given 
name  was  Betsey,  and  it  is  thought,  by  the  same  persons,  that  her 
family  name  was  Tennant.  Notwithstanding  the  uncertainity 
concerning  her  name,  the  writer  \entures  to  publish  it  as  Betsev 
Tennant,  and  that  her  oldest  daughter  Betse\'.  who  married  Ster- 
Hn  Wa\-.  and  whose  l)iograph\-  ma\'  be  found  in  Part  II.  3rd 
Chapter  of  this  book,  was  named  after  her  mother. 
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ki:\'.  David  Tennaxi'  wris  a  farmer's  son.  and  had  lo  work 
for  a  li\infi^,  so  he  obtained  onlx  a  common  school  education,  lie 
was,  in  early  years,  under  llu-  inllnence  and  guidance  of  Christian 
l)arents  and  teachers,  and  this  lead  him  to  make  a  public  profes- 
sion of  faith  in  Christianity,  and  to  unite  w  ith  the  l>a])tist  ("hurch 
of  S])rin<^"held.  X.  ^'.,  in  enrly  life.  I\e\ .  Jacob  Knapp.  the 
^reat  preacher  and  evani^elist.  was,  at  one  lime,  the  pastor  of  the 
.Sjjriui^ileld  Church.  lie  came  tn  ibis  field  from  his  collet^e 
course.  l\e\-.  Tennant  was  brought,  either  before  or  after  his 
con\ersion.  under  the  insi^irinc:  influence  of  this  <^reat  and  de\out 
man.  1  low  much  this  inlluence  had  to  <lo  in  m  luldini,^  Mr. 
Tennant's  life  and  character  i>  not  known  b\-  the  aulh  ir.  Ilow- 
e\er,  while  he  was  \-et  a  \-ounu"  iuan.  be  felt  called  of  (  iwd  to 
enter  the  Christian  Ministr\-.  The  l!a])ti>t  ("hurch  of  which  he 
was  a  member,  after  listening'  to  his  i)rea(  hin,<.i"  a  i(j\\'  times,  li- 
censed him  to  ])re<ach.  'I  bis  w;is  onl\'  the  .<.ii\ir<.;"  of  the  a')pro\al 
of  the  Church  to  occup}'  the  ]julpit,  but  was  al.-o  a  reconr.nenda- 
tion  to  him  to  im])rove  his  talent  and  ])rei)are  himself  for  a  life 
loui^'  work  in  this  hol\-  calling". 

The  author  has  frequenlK-  heard  bis  father  and  mother  si)eak 
of  the  preaching  of  his  uncle  Hax  id.  His  sermons  were  charac- 
terized by  a  i)rof()un(l  and  wide  knowledge  of  the  scriptures,  b\- 
clearness  and  consecuti\eness  in  utterance,  and  b\-  great  zeal  and 
earnestness  in  deli\er\'.  The  peo])le  liked  to  hear  him.  lie  stu- 
died hard  to  gi\e  to  his  congregation  the  best  bis  mind  .and  heart 
could  produce. 

The  writer  has  had  corres])()ndence  with  one  of  the  older  mem- 
bers of  the  l>ai)tist  Church  (^f  Springlield,  Otsego  Countw  X.  \'.. 
Mr.  T.  P.  l)ennett,  who  has  been  a  member  of  this  Church  for 
forty  years  and  a  deacon  for  twenty  years.  He  has  examined  the 
records  of  the  Church,  and  sends  the  folowing  facts  taken  from 
the  records. 

"At  a  meeting  held  b\-  this  C'hurch  on  Ma\-  6th,  181<-^.  brother 
1  ).\\ii)  Tkxxaxt  a]ipeared  before  the  bod\-  for  exann'nation  as  an 
applicant  for  a  license  to  i)reach.  1)\'  reipiest  of  the  Church  Rev. 
Calvin  Hulbert  conducted  the  examination.  After  this,  the  min- 
utes of  the  meeting  read:  "The  Church  was  called  u\Mm  to  show 
their  fellowship  with  P)Roriii".R  Ti:nx.\ni-  as  one  called  of  Cod 
to  ])reacb  the  (lospel."  "The  Church  \(tted  to  gi\e  him  a  letter 
of  fellowship  and  recommendation."  This  action  granted  him  a 
license,  under  the  a])])ro\al  of  bis  brethren,  to  occupy  the  pulpit 
and  im])ro\-e  his  gifts. 

.\  subseipient  action  of  the  ("hurch  called  him  to  an  examina- 
tion for  ordination.  The  nunutes  read,  "Cn  the  /  th  ot  bebru- 
ary,  1S_\\  the  Church  agreed  to  set  apart  and  ordain  1\K\-.  Havip 
TKXNAxr,  on  the  l^rst  \\ednesda\  of  March.  182a.  for  the  Cos- 
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pel  Alinistrv,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  sit  in  council  at 
that  date." 

The  Church  records  show  that  after  examination,  the  council 
expressed  hv  vote  their  satisfaction  with  reference  to  the  candi- 
date's Christian  experience,  call  to  the  ministry,  and  his  (pialifica- 
tions  f(»r  this  hii^ii  calling,  and  proceeded  with  the  ordination  ser- 
\'ices. 

This  double  action  of  licensing-  and  ordaining  Rev.  I^enxaxt. 
])ro\es  the  confidence  his  brethren  had  in  him  as  a  suitable  person 
to  enter  the  Christian  Ministry. 

How  long  Rev.  Textx^ant  ser\cd  the  Church  (^f  which  he  was 
Pastor,  before  the  sad  occurrences  which  now  must  Ijc  related, 
the  writer  is  unable  to  learn  with  any  certainty — it  is  doubtless 
more  than  three  years. 

Xow  there  came  upon  the  life  of  this  talented  and  Godly  y(3ung 
man  a  pro\idence  S()  strange  and  unaccountable  that  it  is  be^'ond 
human  wisdom  to  understand,  why,  under  such  circumstances, 
this  young  man's  life  should  be  wrecked.  The  story  is  best  told 
in  the  words  of  a  grand-daughter,  Mrs.  Olando  V.  Bunnell  of 
^Villoug■hb^^  Ohio.  She  writes,  "Grandpa  1>nnant  met  with  an 
accident  while  he  was  riding  upon  a  horse  through  a  i):ece  of  tim- 
l)er.  He  was  going  home  from  Church.  The  wind  was  l)low- 
ing  verv  hard,  and  a  limb  broke  (^ff  and  fell  striking  him  on  the 
head.  He  fell  from  his  horse  and  the  horse  went  home.  His 
brethren  got  a  lot  of  men,  and  thev  searched  for  him  for  some 
time.  He  was  badlv  hurt,  and  was  delirious  when  they  found 
him.  ldie\'  took  him  home,  and  got  medical  aid.  He  was  c(m- 
fined  to  his  bed  for  some  time;  but  finalh'  got  an^und,  and  when 
he  thought  he  was  well,  he  went  to  preaching.  The  Doctors  told 
him  he  must  not.  l)ut  he  did,  and  the^■  called  him  cra7A'." 

From  this  mental  derangement  he  ne\er  reco\ered.  He  had 
inter\als  in  which  he  seemed  perfecth'  rational.  The  Bai)tist 
Church  of  Springfield  continuetl  his  services  with  them  for  a  time, 
for.  when  in  the  pulpit,  he  was  ajjiiarentlv  of  sound  mind,  and 
])rayed  and  ])reached  with  great  clearness  and  earnestness.  lUit 
the  closing  of  his  serxices  had  to  come  at  last,  for  in-tead  of  im- 
pro\ing,  his  mental  condition  grew  worse.  While  he  was  com- 
l)elled  to  cease  all  ])astoral  work,  he  was  able  in  subsefjuent  years 
to  render  some  light  ser\ice  about  the  farm  and  house. 

Mention  will  be  made  in  a  sei)arate  article  of  his  beloved  wife. 
It  is  sufficient  here  to  say,  that  her  husband's  affliction  blighterl 
all  her  earthl\'  h()])es,  she  died  broken  hearted  manv  years  be- 
fore the  death  of  her  husband.      (See  Part  I  Chapter  V.) 

Rev.  Tennaxt  lived  at  Si)ringfield,  X.  \'.,  till  after  the  death 
of  his  wife,  and  till  his  children  had  left  New  York  State  for 
( )hio  and  Michigan.      His  oldest  son,  Alfred  Augustus  went  to 
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Michigan  when  a  yonng  man.  As  will  he  >cen  in  ]n'>  fann'ly 
record,  this  son  married  and  settled  near  Pontiac,  Michigan.  in 
1S4*^  his  father  \  isited  him  remainini^"  onK-  a  few  nioiuh^.when  he 
suddenly  left  and  went  to  Camden,  Lorain  Count)-,  nhi'..  {<> 
s])en(l  the  rest  of  his  days  with  his  son,  I  )a\  id  M()r<(an.  While 
here,  Rk\'.  D.win  was  accnstiMued  to  ^o  into  the  Inft  of  the  harn 
for  secret  devotions.  I  lis  i^rand^on,  Selden  l;a\id.  then  li\ini^  at 
home,  relates  to  the  autlKjr.  that  he  at  times  went  to  the  liarn  to 
hear  his  grandfather  praN'.  lie  saw^  that  he  ne\er  listened  t<^ 
more  elo(|uent  and  fer\enl  praxers.  In  prayer,  l\i-:\'.  D.wid 
was  perfectly  rational.  U])on  the  death  of  a  little  grandchild, 
that  he  greatl\'  lo\'ed,  he  l)nrst  out  with  this  exclamation,  "Why 
could  it  not  ha\e  heen  me;  here  1  am  a  wreck  and  a  useless  mor- 
tal." l\i<:\'.  D.W'ii)  Tknnant  died  at  the  home  of  his  ^on.  l)a\id 
in  Camden  in  l.^^v^),  l)eing'  S7  \ears  old  at  his  death.

Mrs.  Difford  writes  the  author  a  brief  sketch  of  the  changes 
that  took  place  in  her  early  life  uj)  to  the  time  of  her  marriage. 
She  writes:  "My  mother  died  near  l^cumseh,  Michigan,  in 
1N8S;  u^^■  father  died  in  1895.  After  my  Mother's  death  I  went 
til  li\e  with  .\unt  Harriett  Champion,  my  Mother's  sister,  .\fter 
two  years  or  so  1  went  to  mv  father  and  was  taken  to  Leslie, 
Michigan.  1  lixed  there  until  I  was  four  or  five  years  old.  From 
there  T  went  to  live  with  my  father  and  stepmother.  After  my 
father's  death  1  lixed  with  my  grandparents  until  my  grandfa- 
ther's death.  My  grandfather  was  Fdwood  Comfort,  then  our

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seh,  Michigan,  for  about  three  years.  Afterwards  I  h\ed  for 
four  years  at  (Hfferent  i)laces.  'I  hen,  from  Tecumseh,  I  went  to 
Col(jrado  l)y  myself  and  married  my  lui^band  after  an  ac(|nain- 
tance  of  three  years." 

Mr.  I.ifford's  ])resent  home  is  \'alle\-  (enter,  Sedgwick  (  oun- 
ty,  Kansas. 

1\)  finish  a  record  of  Mr.  Comfort's  family,  the  writer  here 
states,  that  he  married  a  third  wife,  (jertrnde  Saxon,  at  Dun- 
dee, Monroe  County,  ^Michigan,  March  15th.  18'>3.  i'.\-  her  lie 
had  two  children  both  born  at  Tecumseh.  Michigan,  the  older 
was  born  and  died  the  same  day,  December  iSth.  1S93.  The 
younger,  Edward  Emlen  Comfort,  was  born  December  l(Sth, 
1<S94.  The  mother  of  these  children  died  October  1st.  l^^(H). 
Iler  children  were  not  descendants  of  the  Tennant  famil\-  and 
are  onh'  mentioned  for  the  reason  abo\e  stated.

Miss  L^•dia  "Pennant  was  born  at  Si)ringtield,  Xew  ^'ork, 
May  22nd,  1822. 

\Ve  here  make  a  break  in  the  famil\-  record  to  mention  ilie 
moving  of  Dantd  M.  1^i:xx  \.\r  and  his  famil\-  to  ("amden.  Lor- 
ain Count \'.  ()hio.  The  writer  is  told  that  he  owned  a  farm  in 
Kendall,  Orleans  Count\-,  New  \'ork.  This  farm  he  sold  tt)  his 
brother-in-law.  Mr.  Sylvester  Co\ill.  the  husband  of  his  sister. 
Harriet  bdiza.  He  gathered  u])  ;dl  he  could  carry  in  a  coxered 
wagon  and  moved  West.  ( )n  his  wa\-  he  sloi)ped  o\er  niirht 
at  hotels  to  give  his  faniih  and  bis  team  good  re>^t.  lie  re'udi- 
ed  Camden  on  the  .Hst  of  Mareii.  1847.  He  and  his  wife  his 
little  daughter.  Alar\-  Ann.  two  \ears  old  in  the  following  Octo- 
ber, constituted  the  small  fann'l\-  groni'  that  made  this  iournev. 
The  writer  is  told  that  Mr.  Ti:\  \  w  i"s  father  ilid  not  go  at  this 
time  with  his  son  to  Ohio  biu  went  a  short  lime  afterward.  His 
uncle.  Selden  Tennant.  and  other  members  <^\  h\<  fann'lw  went  to 
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Ohit)  at  the  same  time.  A  sketch  of  this  movement  may  be 
found  in  the  history  of  Seklen  Tennant  ami  family  in  this  book. 
Other  members  of  l)oth  families  mo\ed  from  New  York  State 
later  to  Ohio  and  Michigan.      (  See  Part  II  Chapter  2nd). 

Mr.  d^Exx.vxT  was  an  industrious,  well-to-do  farmer.  He 
was  located  in  one  of  the  rich  farming  sections  of  Ohio,  Lorain 
County.  He  was  a  tirm  l)elie\er  in  the  Christian  Religion  and 
brought  up  his  family  in  the  same  faith,  teaching  them  l)y  pre- 
cept and  example  to  li\e  \irtuous  li\'es,  to  attend  upon  public 
worship,  and  to  be  active  and  useful  members  of  the  Church  and 
of  Society.  He  lived  on  his  farm  in  Camden  township  until  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  December  20th,  1875,  being 
at  his  death  55  years  and  4  months  old.  Thus  passed  from  earth 
a  noble  and  worth}-  man  having  run  his  race  and  finished  his 
course,  and  obtained  the  crown  of  righteousness.  He  was  bur- 
ied in  the  beautiful  cemetery  of  Camden  Center  where  his  be- 
loved wife  and  her  father  and  his  father  were  buried,  to  await  the 
recurrection  of  the  just. 

His  bel()\'ed  wife  li\ed  a  widow  till  August  21st,  1881,  when 
she  married  for  her  second  husband  Mr.  William  S.  Furgerson, 
at  Oberlin,  Ohio.  Mr.  Furgerson  died  at  Oberlin  before  the 
death  of  his  wife,  leaving  her  a  widow  for  the  second  time. 
After  her  second  marriage  she  lixed  about  ele\en  years,  and  died 
at  Oberlin.  Julv  22nd,  1892.

The  abo\e  record  of  Rev.  l)a\-id  and  01i\e  Elizal^eth  Tennant 
contains  a  full  statement  of  all  their  descendants  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions of  amilics  whose  childrens'  names  the  writer  cnuld  not 
o1)tain.      le  records  their  descendants  as  follows.

IN  Part  1  the  first  chapter  we  i^ave  a  hrief  account  of  John  Ten- 
nant  and  his  wife  I'dizaheth  Loomis  arid  her  ancestors  and 
brothers  and  sisters.  John  Tennant,  father  of  Delinda  'Pennant, 
was  related  by  birth  to  Deacon  Mo.ses  Tennant  father  of  Moses 
Asel  Tennant.  This  relationshi])  is  explained  in  a  letter  to  the 
author  from  Willis  H.  Tennant  of  lUiftalo.  X.  W  This  letter 
may  be  found  in  Part  \'.  .\rticle  1st  of  this  book.  The  letter, 
as  will  be  seen,  re\eals  Alexander  Tennant  of  Rhode  Island  as 
the  grandfather  of  Deacon  Moses  Tennant  and  lohn  Tennant. 
The  author  has  heard  his  father  and  mother  sa\-  that  they  pos- 
sibly might  be  second  or  third  cousins. 

We  ha\e  now  to  sketch  the  historx'  of  oue  whose  lite  extends 
back  to  the  18th  centur\-  and  whose  ancestors  are  lost  in  the 
shadows  of  the  past  but  whose  descendants,  living  and  dead,  ex- 
tend through  nian\-  branches  and  se\  cral  generations  till  the  in- 
crease lias  become  \  er\-  numerous  and  wides])read  in  elitlerent  lo- 
calities in  this  country. 

Sauaii  Si:i.I)i:x  ji  \\i- it  was  born  in  the  State  o\  ("onnecticut 
.\pril  J4,  \7()^.  The  pl;ice  of  her  birth  cannot  l>e  fuUv  deter- 
mined at  this  late  date.  This  is  1-nown.  that  her  earlv  home  was 
near  ilu-  banks  of  the  (.'onnccticul  rixcr.  In  later  \ears  she  told 
of  her  father  swimu'ing  with  h -r  on  hi--  back  acri>ss  this  river. 
It  i<  a  strange  fact,  tliit  th  ■  wnier  is  unable  to  obtain  any  ac- 
count of  her  father  or  mother  sa\e  that  her  father's  surname  was 
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Jewett.  Her  mother's  maiden  name  is  lost  to  the  family.  It 
is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  no  family  record  has  preserved  the 
parental  names  ot  her  who  has  so  many  descendants. 

Aliss  Sarah  Jewett's  early  education  was  limited  to  the  com- 
mon school  of  her  day.  Vet  she  had,  by  nature,  a  bright  mind 
that  readily  gathered  information  from  the  ordinary  contact  with 
the  world  of  mankind,  from  a  close  observation  of  current 
e\ents,  and  from  the  open  book  of  nature  which  was  always  lie- 
fore  her. 

At  the  age  of  sixteen,  in  the  year  177*-).  she  married  Xathaniel 
Baker.  The  date  of  her  marriage  is  taken  from  the  Tennant 
familv  Bible.  1die  place  of  her  marriage  \vas  prol)al)ly  the  place 
of  her  birth. 

There  was  born  to  them  a  daughter  whom  they  named  Sar- 
ah. The  place  and  date  of  her  l)irth  is  lost.  It  is  only  known 
that  she  \\'as  l)orn  in  Connecticut.  She  married  a  Mr.  \\'hi])i)le 
whose  given  name  is  lost.  B)-  him  she  had  one  child,  a  son, 
named  Timothy  Whipple.  He  worked  on  the  bj^ie  Canal  and 
spent  his  winters  when  the  canal  was  closed,  with  his  uncle,  Mos- 
es Asel  1'ennant.  first  in  Springfield,  X.  ^'.,  and  afterwards  in 
l\iple\',  Chautauqua  Co..  X^.  ^^,  where  he  died  and  was  buried 
in  a  ne'A'  cemeterv,  started  in  a  pasture  land  on  the  farm  of  Mr. 
Parker  in  Ri])ley.  The  date  of  his  death  and  the  s]) :)t  where  he 
was  l)uriL-d  is  lost.  Fhe  writer  rememl)ers  this  cousin  \-ery  well, 
lie  was  a  kind-hearted  A'oung  man,  was  ne\er  married,  and  li\-cd 
a  (|uiet,  industrious,  solier  life.  He  used  to  take  the  writer, 
when  he  was  a  small  boy,  for  a  ride  on  his  back  to  the  neighliors. 

X^ow  we  ha\  e  to  relate  an  event  in  the  life  of  Mrs.  Sarah 
Jewett  Baker  that  brought  a  flood  of  sorrow  to  her  young 
heart.  While  her  daughter  Sarah  was  a  \-oung  child,  Mrs.  B.\- 
KVA<  caught  her  hu^liand  making  counterfeit  money.  Li\-ing  as 
she  had  during  the  period  of  the  Rexolutionary  War,  and  having 
her  young  heart  instilled  with  sentiments  of  true  l()>-alty  to  the 
goxernment  under  which  slic  H\ed,  her  husband's  xiobitinn  of 
tlie  laws  of  the  land  to  enrich  himself  with  ill-gotten  gain,  stirred 
lier  to  administer  to  him  a  sexere  rebuke.  She  threatened  to  ex- 
])ose  him  if  he  did  not  stop  the  illegal  business.  At  thi<,  her 
husl)and  took  offence  and  fright,  and  fled.  She  saw  nothing  of 
lu'm  for  Slime  time.  .\t  last  she  recei\-ed  a  letter  from  him  writ- 
ten in  .\ew  \nvk  .State.  He  wrote  her  to  sell  all  the  household 
goods  and  come  to  him,  and  they  would  Ijegin  life  oN'er  again. 
This  she  did,  reserxing  a  bed  and  some  cooking  utensils.  She 
hired  a  man  and  team  witli  a  lumber  wagon,  and  started  through 
the  wilderness,  ex])ecting  in  a  few  weeks  to  lie  reunited  to  her 
luisband.  When  die  linally  reached  the  ])lace  where  she  ex])ect- 
('(1  to  meet  him,  behold,  he  had  lied  again,  and  she  ne\er  saw 
iiim  afterwards. 
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It  is  easy  to  relate  such  a  sad  ^tur}-,  hut  what  _\'ouu<^  iLi^irl  would 
care  to  ha\e  such  an  experience?  All  this  occurred  in  the  lir>t 
years  of  Airs,  liaker's  married  life.  She  ])rohahly  was  under 
twenty  years  of  a,i;e.  She  was  left  with  a  youn.ij  cliild,  home- 
less and  without  money.  She  ^axe  the  man  she  hired  for  his 
services,  her  feather  hed  and  a  few  other  articles.  Left  amrjuti^ 
strangers,  what  could  she  do?  She  uuist  work  for  her  li\in,L;' 
or  beiL^".  do  l)eiL;"  she  was  too  proud  and  inde])endent.  \\  hether, 
just  at  this  extremity  in  her  life,  she  learned  the  weaver's  trade, 
the  writer  does  not  know,  hut  he  doe>  know,  that  ^he  hecame  an 
expert  with  the  loom  and  the  shuttle  and  wo\e  most  heautiful 
fabrics  of  woolen  and  linen  ^dods.  Some  i»f  the  checkered  blue 
and  white  woolen  co\erlids  of  her  weaxint^"  are  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  her  i^rand-childrcn  ;  also  beautiful  linen   table  cloths. 

The  ])lace  to  which  M  us.  I)Aki:i<  went  to  be  reunited  with  her 
husband  is  not  known.  This  is  known,  that  she  came  to  Xew 
^ Drk  State,  .\fter  this  desertion  a  few  \'ears  of  her  life  is 
shrouded  in  such  obscurit\'  that  the  writer  can  onl\'  surmise  her 
mo\-ements.  It  would  be  most  natural,  she  bein^"  a  \-ouni:^  ijirl. 
to  decide  to  return  to  the  ])lace  of  her  birth  and  tir>t  marriai^e 
in  Connecticut.  This  she  could  ha\e  done,  but  the  man  she 
hired  refused  to  allow  her  to  return  with  him,  possibly  because 
she  had  no  mone>'  to  reward  him.  This  fact  she  related  lonc^ 
afterwards  to  her  x'oun^esl  dauL;hter  Rsther. 

M  U.S.  U.m^ick's  nioxements  are  now  lost  in  absolute  ob>curit\'. 
What  she  did  for  a  lixelihood,  to  what  i)lace  did  she  i^'o.  can  onl_\- 
be  inferred  by  the  known  e\ents  of  her  future  life.  We  ha\e 
no  rii^ht  to  write  histor\-  that  has  no  foundation  in  real  facts. 
P)Ut  the  events  which  are  known  to  have  taken  i)lace  in  .Mrs. 
P)aker"s  life,  lead  to  the  conclusion,  that  soon  after  her  first  hus- 
band deserted  her.  b\-  .^ome  unknown  means  she  found  her  way 
to  Sprini;"held.  ( )tsei;'o  Co.,  .\,  N'.  It  is  known  that  she  mar- 
ried lor  a  second  husband  Is.aac  Shaw,  a  man  of  i^'ood  rei)Ule. 
by  whom  she  had  one  daughter  named  l)eb;)rali  Shaw.  Tin's 
daui.^iUer  married  Cabin  (iibb-.  1)\'  whom  she  had  several  chil- 
dren. It  is  not  known  where  or  when  this  marriai^'e  took  ])lace 
but  the  histor\-  of  the  (iibbs  fanu'l\-  traces  their  residence  to  Ot- 
se,^"o  Co.,  X.  ^^,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  marria«"e  of  Mrs. 
leaker  and  Isaac  Shaw  took  i)lacc  in  (^tsci^o  Co.  and  that  their 
daughter   1-eborah  was  born  and  married  in  this  Countw 

We  ha\e  now  to  record  the  death  of  Sarah  Selden  lewett's 
second  husband,  Isaai'  Shaw.  The  time  o\  his  death  nor  the 
place  cannot  be  learned  b\-  the  w  rilcr.  I  le  believes  it  nuisl  have 
been  in  (  )tses.;'o  ("ouiUv,  X.  \  .,  and  not  manv  vears  after  his  mar- 
riage to  Mrs.  l->aker.  At  the  time  ^^\  her  third  marria^v  to  Mos- 
es   Teunanl  she  was  about  thirlv   years  of  ai^e.      She  had  passed 
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throug'h  al)()ut  fourteen  }ears  of  her  life  at  the  time  of  this  third 
niarna,2;'e,  since  her  first  marriage  to  Nathaniel  Baker  in  1779. 
The  strngg'les  and  trials  through  which  she  had  passed,  the  sor- 
rows which  had  overwhelmed  her,  were  sufficient  to  crush  her 
spirits  and  render  her  unable  to  enter  upon  her  life  work  with 
any  great  pleasure  or  satisfaction.  PVom  early  years,  she  had 
l)OSsessed  a  firm  christian  faith,  and  had  learned  to  lean  upon  the 
strong  arm  of  her  Divine  Guide  and  Protector.  There  can  be 
no  doubt,  that  it  was  this  faith  in  God  her  Sa\ior,  that  sup- 
ported her  through  these  }ears  of  disapi)ointment  and  trial. 

We  come  now  to  the  third  period  of  Sarah  Selden  Jewett's 
life.  In  man\'  respects  this  was  the  most  remarkable  ])eriod  of 
her  life. 

In  the  \ear  1793  at  Springheld,  Otsego  Co.,  X.  ^^,  she  mar- 
ried Moses  Tennant,  then  a  widower  with  four  children.  She 
was  now  a1)out  thirty  years  oi  age.  Idie  writer  has  been  reli- 
ably informed  by  a  grand-daughter  of  this  third  marriage  (Miss 
Ellen  Hollenbeck  )  that  Mrs.  Shaw,  then  a  widow,  went  into  the 
family  of  Mr.  lennant,  where  four  young  children,  Selden,  Bet- 
sv,  Polly  and  Da\id  had  been  left  motherless  by  the  death  of 
Mrs.  1>nnant,  their  mother.  Idiere  is  much  obscurity  concern- 
ing the  maiden  name  of  this  mother.  By  correspondence  with 
some  of  the  older  members  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Springfield, 
X.  v.,  the  writer  has  lieen  told  that  her  name  was  I>etsc'.'  Ten- 
nant before  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Tennant.  If  this  be  tru?,  she 
named  her  first  born  daughter  after  herself,  Betse^•  Tennant. 
This  is  so  natural  and  ])robal)le,  that  the  writer  has  assumed  it  to 
be  true  in  all  future  reference  t;)  her.  But  the  date  of  her  Ijirth, 
marriage  and  death  is  still  left  in  o])s:urity.  This  grandmother 
t(j  a  large  number  of  descendants,  through  these  four  children 
abo\e  named  has  no  known  record  preser\ed  of  her  ancestors, 
of  her  early  life  and  home.  Gladly  would  the  writer  tell  her 
life  history  if  it  could  be  dug  out  of  the  annals  of  the  past. 
Such  olxscurity  of  family  records  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  and 
de])lored.  Prom  what  is  known  of  her  descendants,  and  of  the 
no1)le  and  worth}-  character  of  her  husl)and,  we  may  justly  infer 
that  she  was  of  that  iKjIde  stock  of  .Xew  I'^ngland  women,  for  she 
was  doubtless  lK)rn  in  Connecticut,  which  were  an  honor  to  their 
country  in  that  they  had  high  ideals  of  life,  were  true  to  their 
marriage  \-ows,  honored  motherhood,  stc^c^d  for  the  right  in  the 
perilous  ])eriods  of  their  countr}''s  history,  and  wlio  co-operated 
in  e\ery  wise  mo\ement  for  the  impro\ement  of  societw  for  the 
giowth  of  the  Christian  church,  and  for  the  education  of  their 
own  children  and  the  youth  of  the  land. 

The  i)robal)ilities  are  that  she  died  and  was  l)uried  in  the 
cemetery  at  Springfield,  Otsego  Co.,  .X.   \'.      ller  husband.  Mos- 
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es  Icnnanl,  was  an  hoiujrcd  nicnihcr  u\  the  I5apli.>l  churcli  of 
Springfield  and  served  as  deacon  of  the  church  tor  a  number  of 
years  to  the  day  of  his  death. 

It  was  in  Mr.  Tennant's  home  life  that  he  made  the  acc^uain- 
tance  of  Airs.  Shaw,  as  he  had  engaged  her  as  housekeeper  and 
foster  mother  to  his  children,  after  their  own  mother's  death. 
This  close  acquaintance  lead  to  their  marriage. 

In  the  Moses  Asel  Tennant  family  Bible  the  date  of  this  mar- 
riage is  recorded  as  1791,  the  day  and  the  month  is  not  given. 
1lie  writer  is  inclined  to  believe  this  date  is  incorrect,  that  it 
could  not  ha\e  Ijeen  earlier  than  1793.  1he  youngest  child  of 
Moses  Tennant  by  his  hrst  wife,  Betse\-  Tenant,  was  his  son. 
David,  jjorn  January  4,  1792.  1'his  date  we  must  beliexe  is  re- 
lia])le  as  it  is  taken  from  records,  the  correctness  of  which  cannot 
be  reasonably  disputed.  It  is  exident  that  the  father  did  not 
marr}'  the  second  wife  before  the  birth  of  his  son  David.  We 
conclude  that  the  date  of  the  marriage  of  Moses  l^nnant  and 
Mrs.  Shaw  cannot  well  l)e  placed  earlier  than  1793. 

.\s  an  aid  to  determine  the  date  of  their  marriage  the  writer 
has  had  reported  to  him  by  one  of  the  older  menil)ers  of  the  Bap- 
tist church  of  Springfield,  N.  \'.,  that  the  church  record  reads 
that  Deacon  Aloses  Tennant  and  Sarah  Selden  Tennant  were 
received  into  the  meml)ership  of  the  church  Oct.  ISth.  17''5. 
She  was  certainly  married  to  Mr.  Tennant  before  this  date,  as 
she  now  bears  the  name  Tennant.  Of  this  marriage  the  first 
child  born  was  Lucy  Tennant.  l)()rn  June  7th.  1794.  who  l)ecame 
the  wife  of  John  Champion  in  su1:)sef|uent  years.  .Ml  these 
dates,  and  the  facts  associated  w  ith  them,  show  conclusively  that 
Lucy  Tennant  was  not  born  at  Lyme.  Xew  Bedfordshire  Co.. 
Conn.,  but  at  Springfield,  Otsego  Co..  X.  \'. 

.\s  Sarah  Selden  Jewett  was  born  A])ril  24.  1763.  she  was 
one  month  and  13  days  past  31  years  of  age  at  the  birth  of  her 
(huighter  Luc\'.  She  was  now  in  the  prime  of  young  wtmian- 
Iiood.  Thirteen  \-ears  had  inler\ened  lietween  her  first  and  third 
marriage;  from  177^)  to  17*'2.  I  ler  two  daughters.  Sarah  Iki- 
ker  and  Deborah  Shaw,  were  cerlainlv  less  than  thirteen  years 
of  age — De1)orah  much  less  tlian  thirteen.  The  writer  does  not 
know  wliether  th(~>se  two  children  of  her  first  and  second  mar- 
riage were  taken  into  the  famiK  w  itli  the  four  step-children  Sel- 
den. I)etse\-.  Pollv  and  Da\-id.  It  is  not  imi)n>bable  they  were. 
The  writer  has  no  information  that  an\  n\  these  six  chiUlren.  at 
these  earl\-  wears  of  tlieir  li\es,  were  placed  in  other  homes,  and 
so  withoul  the  lo\ing  care  of  parents  in  tlieir  tender  \-ears.  Six 
children  did  not  make  a  large  faniilw  As  both  parents  were 
christians  and  niemliers  of  the  Baptist  church  of  Springfield.  \. 
^  ..  without  i)ositi\e  knowledu'e  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  tiiat 
Mr.   and    Mrs.    Teimant   kvpt   their  children    together   untler   the 
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same  rout,  to  eat  at  the  same  table,  to  attend  together  the  same 
school,  and  to  attend  the  same  church.  Selden,  the  oldest  son, 
was  born  as  will  be  seen  Sept.  22,  1787,  and  was  less  than  eight 
years  old  at  the  time  of  his  father's  marriage  to  Mrs.  Shaw,  so 
there  were  six  \oung  children,  the  oldest  only  about  thirteen 
years  of  age.  but  the  parents  were  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  six 
voung  children  only  made  them  a  nice  little  family  to  care  for 
and  educate.  We  must  believe  that  these  children  were  brought 
up  in  the  "nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord."  After  a  time 
passed  Deborah  Shaw  was  taken  into  a  family  by  the  name 
of  Comstock.  With  this  family  she  had  a  home  till  the  time 
of  lier  marriage. 

In  the  natural  course  of  e\ents  there  came  other  children  by 
birth  to  this  family.  Between  the  years  1794  and  1804  four 
children  were  Ijorn  to  Air.  and  Mrs.  Closes  Tennant,  Sr.  Their 
names  we  gi\e  in  the  order  of  their  ages.  Lucy,  Olivia,  Moses 
Asel  and  Esther,  b^ach  of  these  children  married  and  had  a 
large  number  of  descendants.  Also  the  six  children  al)o\e  luen- 
tioned,  of  their  parents  first  marriages,  married  and  had  a  nu- 
merous prosterity.  All  these  ten  children  and  their  descendants, 
will  furnish  a  large  portion  of  the  interesting  facts  recorded  in 
this  Tennant  Genealog}'. 

When  the  aboxe  mentioned  children  grew  into  manhood  and 
womanhood,  marriages  and  separations  commenced.  Soilie  of 
the  older  and  first  married,  took  to  their  homes  some  of  the 
3'ounger  and  unmarried  members  of  the  family.  This  would  be 
a  \er_\'  natural  occurrence  in  a  famil\-  of  ten  children,  especially 
after  the  death  of  their  father. 

Deaco.x  Mosks  1T.NNANT  (lied  at  Si)ringtield.  X.  ^'.,  and  was 
buricfl  in  the  X'illage  cemeterv.  The  exact  date  of  his  death  is 
lo^t  but  it  i)robably  occurred  either  in  1807  or  18G8  as  shown  by 
the  records  of  the  r)a])tist  church  of  Springfield  as  hereafter 
(|uote(I.  I'"i.\ing  the  date  of  his  marriage  to  Mrs.  Shaw  in  1792 
and  their  married  life  must  ha\e  continued  through  eleven  years 
or  more.  Mrs.  Tennant's  daughters,  Sarah  Baker  and  Debor- 
ah Shaw,  would  ha\e  reached  a  marriageable  age  some\\here 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  24  \-ears. 

In  a  centennial  history  of  the  Baptist  Chuich  of  Springtield, 
X.  ^  .,  published  in  the  I'Teedmen's  Journal  of  Cooperstown,  X"^. 
\'..  Ill  the  issue  of  June  24,  1887.  there  is  found  a  list  of  the 
deacons  of  the  church  that  served  during  the  1st  century  of  her 
history,  .\mong  them  is  found  the  name  of  Moses  Tennant 
\\h:ise  ap])()iiitnieiit  was  made  in  17^)6.  lu  subsequent  years  his 
sen,  Moses  Asel  was  elected  deacon  of  the  l)a])tist  church  of  Ri])- 
le\-.  (hautaucpia  (/o.,  X.  ^'. 

'I  he  records  of  the   I>a])tist   Church  of  Si)ringfield  state,   that 
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at  a  meeting  of  the  churcli  held  on  the  12th  of  I 'eh.  1807.  deacon 
Moses  Tennant  was  apjx^intcd  (;n  a  committee.  This  is  the  last 
mention  of  his  name  in  the  records.  At  a  meeting  of  the  church 
held  June  25th.  1H0(S.  Aloses  hVankh'n  was  chosen  deacon  to  suc- 
ceed Deacon  Tennant.  We  cannot  douht  that  .M()>e>  Tennant 
died  sometime  between  these  two  dates  abo\e  j(i\cn.  It  is  ex- 
ceedinj^iy  intercstinjj^  to  he  al)le  to  determine  so  nearly  (hi-  (kite  of 
the  death  of  this  ii^rand- father  of  tlie  descendants  of  Selden.  P^et- 
sey,  Polly.  i)a\id.  Lucy.  Olivia,  Aloses  Asel  and  ICsther  'I'ennant. 
whose  chikh-cn  and  grand-children,  and  great  grand  children  can 
only  l)e  enumerated  by  hundreds.  I'^ixing  the  date  of  his  death 
in  1808  l)etween  January  and  June,  and  the  \'oungest  daughter. 
Msther,  would  l)e  a1)out  four  years  of  age  at  her  father's  death. 

Sarah  Selukn  Jewett's  fourth  marriage  was  to  Daniel 
Morse.  When  and  where  this  marriage  to(jk  place  we  are  not  in- 
formed;  it  was  doul)tle<s  at  Springfield,  X.  \'.  and  he  <lied  and 
was  ])uried  at  the  same  place,  .\ccording  to  the  records  of  the 
Baptist  church  his  death  was  in  1831.  We  are  informed  that 
Mr.  Morse  was  a  worthy  Christian  man  and  held  the  office  of 
Clerk  in  the  Baptist  church  of  Springfield,  elected  in  1812.  Bv 
this  marriage  there  were  no  children. 

It  is  ])ut  truthful  for  the  writer  to  say  that  although  his 
grandmother  was  known  and  called  by  the  naiue  "Ab)ss,"  her 
4th  husband's  real  name  was  "Morse"  and  not  "Moss."  As 
evidence  of  this,  the  writer  wrote  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Baptist 
Church  of  Springfield  to  incpiire  if  the  names  of  Daniel  Morse 
and  Sarah  Selden  Jewett  were  entered  on  the  church  record  as 
husband  and  wife,  ddie  repl\-  was  in  the  affirmitive.  Another 
evidence  is  that  the  granite  marker  set  at  her  gra\e  in  Ripley 
cemetery  bears  the  name  "Morse"  and  not  "Moss."  This  testi- 
luony  to  the  name  (^f  our  grand-iuothcr's  4th  and  last  husband 
nmst  be  accepted  by  the  w  ritcr  as  conclusi\e  and  final. 

Time  ])asses  away  and  many  changes  came  into  the  life  of  our 
"granduK^ther  Morse."  All  of  her  children  were  married,  and 
she  was  left  a  w  idow  w  ithout  a  home  of  her  own  or  means  for  her 
own  support  sa\e  the  labor  of  her  own  hands.  Wv  .an  arrange- 
ment mutuall}-  agreed  U])on  between  her  -on.  Moses  Asel  and  his 
sisters,  she  was  to  lia\e  a  home  with  liini  and  bis  famil\-.  Time 
went  on,  and  the  son  thought  best  lo  clianue  bis  place  ^^i  resi- 
dence, just  at  this  time  emigration  was  following  the  "star  of 
JMiipire  '  in  its  westward  moxement.  Western  Xew  ^'ork.  n  trth- 
ern  Peiinsx  1\  ania,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Michigan  were 
being  rapidly  settled  by  eastern  i)eople.  In  the  Spring  o\  1833 
about  the  first  of  Maw  the  son  Moses,  decided  tt^  n^o\c  westward. 
riie  faniilw  including  the  six  oldest  children,  the  mother  and 
grandmother  Morse  came  on  the   F.rie  Canal  as   f.ar  as   B.uffalo, 
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N.  Y.  The  son  had  gone  on  before  them  to  make  arrangements 
for  their  coming".  The  family  came  on  the  Erie  Canal  to  Buf- 
falo. At  Buttalo  they  took  a  small  two-masted  schooner  called 
"The  Red  l\.o\er""  for  a  \oyage  up  Lake  h>ie  to  a  small  lake  port 
called  Barcelona,  the  onh-  landing  place  in  Chautaucjua  County 
west  of  Dunkirk.  When  the  vessel  reached  a  point  opposite 
Dunkirk,  the  wind  had  risen  into  a  furious  gale.  The  captain 
dare  not  atempt  to  land  at  Dunkirk,  as  the  harbor  at  that  time 
was  unprotected  1)\'  an  ade(|uate  Ijreak- water,  and  so  was  Bar- 
celona. So  he  cast  anchor,  and  the  little  vessel  rocked  all  night 
long  on  the  angry  wa\es  while  the  wind  howled  about  her  in  mad 
fury.  At  day-dawn  the  w  ind  moderated,  the  captain  set  sail,  and 
in  a  few  hours  they  landed  at  Barcelona.  The  family  was  taken 
in  a  farmer's  lumber  wagon  with  all  their  household  goods  to 
Ripley.  Chautauqua  County.  X\  \'. 

From  the  time  of  the  settlement  of  her  son.  Piloses  Asel  and  his 
famih-  at  Riple)',  tlie  mother  followed  and  shared  the  fortunes 
of  her  son.  She  was  known  and  called  by  the  entire  family  as 
"Grandmother  AIoss,"  l)ut  her  true  name  was  Morse.  As  long 
as  she  could  work  with  her  loom  and  shuttle,  she  helped  much 
in  the  clothing  and  support  of  the  family.  She  was  an  ambi- 
tious worker,  and  ne\er  ga\e  herself  a  vacation  for  rest.  This 
activit}'  continued  unal)ating  until  she  was  far  along  in  old  age. 
She  was  small  and  slight  of  stature  and  weight  and  it  was  mar- 
velous how  nuich  work  she  could  endure.  She  ne\er  cared  to 
talk  much  about  her  ])ast  ex])erience.  Her  life  record  was  con- 
cealed in  her  own  heart;  her  trials  and  sorrows  were  buried  there. 

During  this  period  of  her  life,  she  took  a  trip  to  Michigan  to 
see  her  daughters.  She  doubtless  enjoyed  this  visit  but  she  was 
so  restless  for  work  that  one  of  the  daughters  bought  a  looni  for 
her  that  she  might  l)e  more  contented  and  remain  longer  on  her 
^-isit.  1die  writer  has  been  told  that  she  said  to  her  youngest 
daughter  Msther.  Mrs.  David  Hollenbeck,  "It  scciiis  to  iiic  Esther, 
that  I  luivc  shed  barrels  of  fears."  Tt  seems  that  she  sui^pressed 
her  sorrow  s  1)\-  liard  work.  ^>t  these  words  reveal  the  de])ths  of 
her  heart.  ;is  she  looked  backward  o\-er  the  ijast.  and  reviewed 
the  changing   s  cues   and   exi)eriences   through   which     she    had 

That  she  wa<  not  crushed  under  life's  burdens  and  sorrows, 
nuist  be  credited  to  her  strong  and  unwavering  christian  faith. 
v\t  what  time  in  life  she  l)erame  a  christian,  and  united  with  the 
Bai)tist  Church,  is  unknown  to  the  writer.  He  only  knows  that 
she  was  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Springfield  and  of 
Ripley,  N.  Y.  She  was  alwavs  a  regular  attendant  ur)on  church 
service.  She  had  a  strong  motherly  love  for  her  children  and 
grand-children.  She  was  ever  especially  anxious  about  her 
grand-son  Timothy  Whipple,  the  son  of  her  daughter  Sarah  Ba- 
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kcr.  Ill  her  advancing  years,  she  ih'd  not  f< trivet  ilie  dauj^hter 
oi  her  lirst  marriaj^e  and  her  son.  Tin's  acmnnts  in  i^arl.  for  Ti- 
mothy Whipple  spendinj:^  his  wiiUcrs  when  the  l->ie  Canal  was 
cdosed,  with  his  nncle  Ai(jses  and  his  i^rand-niother. 

I^'runi  1833  in  the  Sprin^linie  to  1S52  in  the  sninnier  time,  mne- 
teen  }'ears  intenxened,  durinij^  which  ^rand-mothcr  Mor>e  spent 
her  advancini,'  years  with  her  son  Ahjses  Asel  and  his  family. 
On  the  24th  of  April,  1833,  the  year  the  family  moved  to  ivip- 
ley,  she  was  seventy  years  old.  I-onj^  after  she  was  eight}-  years 
old  slie  C(jntinned  her  wea\  ing.  Hnt  age  w  ill  hring  its  final  re- 
snlts  in  every  human  life.  In  the  S])ring  of  1852  her  son  sold  his 
hill  farm  and  hought  a  farm  in  l^ast  l\i])le\'  X'illage.  On  to  this 
farm  the  fann'l}-  mo\ed  that  same  S])ring.  (Irandmothcr  Morse 
was  now  feehle  in  mind  and  Ixxlw  The  writer  ri-meml)ers  how 
she  was  carried  on  a  feather  bed  from  l\i])le\-  llill  to  this  new- 
home.  U])  to  this  time  she  had  no  disease  that  required  a  ph\-- 
sician's  treatment.  Old  age  alone  had  seized  u])on  her  i)hvsical 
and  mental  ])owers,  till  there  was  hut  the  slightest  manifestation 
of  life  and  intelligence  left.  For  some  da\-s  just  before  her 
death,  she  called  her  s(^n.  Moses  1)\-  name  .almost  constantly. 
At  last  the  end  came,  and  on  the  13th  of  |ul\-.  1852,  the  Angel 
of  Life  drew  near  and  transported  her  spirit  to  the  realms  of  im- 
mortality aufl  eternal  life.  She  was  89  years,  2  months  and  19 
days  old  at  her  death. 

Her  restful  body  was  buried  in  the  beautiful  Riple\-  Oemetery 
on  the  Temiant  Ic^t  where  her  son  and  his  sons  caused  to  be  erect- 
ed a  monumeu-t  of  Scotch  marble,  beneath  the  shadow  oi  which 
lies  the  mortal  remains  of  a  faithful  wife,  a  loxing  mother,  a  pa- 
triotic citizen  and  a  true  and  l(\\'al  christian.

W/  !•:  ha\e  already  gixen  in  the  preceding  Chapter  a  histor_\-  of  the 
marriage  of  Ahss  Sarah  Ski. den  Jewett  to  Nathaniel 
llaker  and  their  iinhapi)y  separation,  'idle  place  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut  of  this  marriage  is  not  given  in  any  family  record, 
hut  the  date  of  the  marriage  as  g"i\en  in  the  Tennant  fanuly  Bi- 
Me  is  177*).  As  Miss  Jewett  was  horn  A])ril  24th.  17^)3.  she 
was  alioul  sixteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  her  first  marriage. 
Mow  soon  after  her  marriage  her  daughter  Sarah  was  horn  in 
unknown,  hence  her  l)irthda\'  is  lost  to  the  fanndy.  Ilowexer.  it 
IS  known  that  she  was  horn  in  Connecticut,  and  that  her  hirth  took 
])lace  hefore  her  father  and  mother  se])arated.  Hence  she  was 
w  ith  her  mother  on  that  long  journey  to  Xew  ^'ork  State,  and 
suhscipiently  to  Otsego  (/ount\-,  X.  \'.  It  has  already  heen  sta- 
ted in  the  pre\ious  Chapter,  that  Sarah  was  lixing  at  the  time 
of  her  mother's  second  marriage  to  Isaac  .Shaw,  and  also  at  the 
lime  of  her  mothers  third  marriage  to  Mo<es  Tennant  in  17*^M. 
I  ler  mother,  as  hefore  stated,  was  ahoul  thirt\'  years  of  age  at 
the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Moses  d'emiant.  ller  daughter. 
l~^arah,  was  ahout  thirteen  vears  of  age  at  this  time.  She  was 
douhtless  with  her  mother  till  the  time  of  her  marriage. 

S.\K.\ii  l^AKi'iu  married  a  Mr.  Wdupplc.  whose  gi\en  name  is 
not  known  1)\-  the  writer.  As  she  and  her  mother  resided  at 
Springheld,  (Otsego  ('otuUw  X.  ^'..  lici"  marriage  douhtless  oc- 
curred at  th.'it  ])lacc,  hut  the  date  ii\  the  marri.age  is  lost.

ihere  was  horn  to  Mr.  and   Mrs.   Whipple  a  -on  lluw  named 
Timothy    Wii  irri.i:.      ddie   i)lace   o(    his    hirlh     was    douhtless 
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Springfielil.  X.  \'..  Ijut  the  date  of  his  l:)irth  is  not  known  l)y  tlie 
writer. 

After  her  marriage  and  the  birth  of  her  son  Timothy,  the  rec- 
ord of  her  Hfe  and  death,  and  that  of  her  husband,  is  buried  in 
obscurit}" — no  records  haxing  been  kept.  It  is  known  that  both 
his  father  and  mother  were  dead  when  Timothy  used  to  visit 
his  Grandmother  and  his  Uncle  Closes  at  Ripley.  X.  Y.  He  was 
a  young  man  at  this  time,  was  unmarried,  and  was  employed  on 
the  Erie  Canal.  The  writer  well  remembers  of  his  cousin  Tim 
taking  him  on  to  his  shoulder  and  carried  him  to  one  of  the  neigh- 
bors. 1  was  but  a  small  Ijoy  about  three  or  four  years  old. 
After  his  parents'  death,  he  never  had  a  home  only  as  he  visited 
his  grandmother  Alorse  and  his  Uncle  Moses,  and  he  was  always 
welcomed  by  this  Uncle  and  the  entire  family  on  these  winter 
\-isits.  He  was  the  fourteenth  memljer  of  the  family  one  win- 
ter. There  were  the  parents,  nine  children,  and  our  father's 
mother  and  our  mother's  father  and  Timothy.  There  was  a 
garret  in  the  log  house,  two  rooms  below,  and  two  rooms  in  the 
framed  lean-to.  Some  way.  unknown  to  the  writer,  we  all  had 
])lenty  to  eat  and  a  j^lace  to  sleep. 

But  C(Uisin  Timothv  \'isited  us  for  the  last  time.  He  had 
((uick  consumption  and  came  to  his  Uncle  Aloses'  home  to  li\-e 
for  a  short  time  and  to  die.  Strange  to  say  the  date  of  his  death 
is  lost  as  it  was  ne\er  recorded.  He  was  Ijuried  in  a  new  burial 
ground  started  on  the  farm  of  Gamaiel  Parker  on  East  Ripley 
Hill.  This  ground  -was  afterwards  abandoned  as  a  Cemeter}'. 
was  ploughed  over,  and  the  place  of  Cousin  Timothy's  grave  was 
lost.  A  diligent  search  was  made  l)y  his  Uncle  Menses  but  it 
could  not  be  found. 

The  reader  of  this  story  of  the  life  of  Timothy  Whipple, 
should  remember  that  he  was  the  son  of  the  first  child  of  Sarah 
Selden  Jewett.  whose  numerous  posterity  is  recorded  in  this  Gen- 
ealogy. It  gi\es  the  \\riter  a  feeling  of  deep  regret  and  sadness 
that  the  storv  is  wanting  in  so  many  of  its  i^arts  to  make  it  com- 
]ilete.  Idle  histor\-  of  all  families  should  be  recorded  with  cur- 
rent e\-ents.  1)efore  the  facts  are  lost  frc^iu  the  memor)-  of  the 
li\ing.

Section  II. 
MISS  DFBORAII  SMAW. 

Deborah  Shaw  was  the  daughter  of  Sarah  Selden  Jewett  by 
her  second  husl)an(l,  Isaac  Shaw.  She  was  horn  in  Springfield, 
Otsego  County.  N.  Y.,  in  the  year  178S,  the  day  and  month  is 
not  kjiown  by  the  writer. 

She  married  Calvin  Gibbs,  but  the  place  and  date  of  this  mar- 
riage is  not  known  with  certainty  by  the  writer,  l)ut  the  place 
was  doubtless  Springfield,  N.  V.  Mr.  (hbhs  was  a  native  of 
New  York  State,  but  the  exact  place  and  date  of  his  birth  has 
not  been  given  to  the  writer. 

The  earh'  home  of  Mrs.  Ciiu'.s  was  in  Otsego  County.  X.  Y. 
This  was  the  home  of  her  childhood.  Fither  before  or  soon 
after  the  marriage  of  her  mother  to  ]\Ioses  Tennant.  she  was  ta- 
ken into  the  home  of  a  famil}'  In-  the  name  of  Comstock.  She 
may  have  remained  in  this  home  till  her  marriage.  In  the  pre- 
ceding Chapter  of  this  Third  Part,  will  l)e  found  a  reference  to 
her  childhood.  She  receixed  a  common  school  cducatitni,  be- 
came in  earU'  life  a  member  of  the  P)aptist  Church  of  Si)ringhel(l, 
and  maintained  a  church  relationshi])  during  her  entire  life. 

Hie  residence  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  (iib])s  cotuinucd  in  Springfield 
for  a  number  of  x'cars,  a  period  extending  from  the  time  of  their 
marriage  to  their  settlement  ui  IMichigan.  ])robnbly  in  October 
1821.  This  moNcment  tcH)k  ])lace  s(M)n  after  the  marriage  of 
i^sther  'lY^nnant,  her  half-sister,  and  David  Ibdlenlieck  (M1  Sep- 
tember 2u(\.  1821.  The  writer  understands  that  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Cibbs  ;uid  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Phillips  went  at  the  same  time 
to  Michigan  from  Xew  ^'ork  State.  Mr.  Ciil)bs  ultimately  set- 
tled U])on  a  farm  in  Trox  Township,  Oakland  County,  Michigan. 
located  east  of  Pontiac.  Mere  the\-  li\ed  up  to  the  time  o\  the 
death  of  Mr.  Cibbs.  The  date  of  his  death  has  luwer  been 
re])orted  to  the  writer,  but  it  was  before   1835. 
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The  David  Hullenbeck  family,  in  the  year  1830,  moved  from 
Otsego  County,  X.  V.,  to  Alichigan,  and  settled  on  a  rented  farm 
in  Troy  Township,  Oakland  County,  locating  east  of  Pontiac. 
Here  they  were  near  neighbors  to  Mrs.  Deborah  (Shavvj 
GiBBS,  then  a  widow.  1  his  was  between  the  years  1830  and 
1835.  The  probabilities  are  that  Air.  Gil)bs'  death  took  place 
during  this  period  or  at  some  earlier  date. 

After  Mr.  Gibbs'  death,  misfortune  befell  the  family,  till  all 
their  property-  was  swept  away.  As  she  was  a  very  industrious 
woman  she  was  able  to  obtain  a  fair  livelihood  by  weaving,  knit- 
ting and  sewing.  In  a  few  years  after  the  death  of  her  first 
husband  she  married  the  second  time.  Her  second  husband's 
name  was  Calvin  Mar\in.  Before  this  event,  some  of  her  chil- 
dren were  married  and  had  established  homes  of  their  own. 

Before  finishing  the  story  of  AIrs.  Marvin's  life,  we  give  the 
record  of  her  fannl\'. 

Descendants  of  Deborah  Shaw  by  her  first  marriage. 

There  were  l)orn  to  Calvin  and  Deborah  Shaw  Cubbs  the  fol- 
lowing children  named  :  Orton,  Charlotte,  Clarissa,  Graham,  Eli- 
za, Julia.  Monroe,  and  a  daughter  whose  name  has  not  been 
gi\-en.  The  places  and  dates  of  the  births  of  these  eight  chil- 
dren can  only  be  determined  approximately.  The  fact  that  Mrs. 
Shaw  was  left  a  widow  as  early  as  1835  shoves  that  all  the  older 
children  were  born  in  X'ew  \'nrk  State,  before  the  family  moved 
to  Michigan.  Some  of  the  ^'ounger  children  may  have  been  born 
in  Michigan.  Of  these  children  the  writer  relates  only  what  has 
been  reporterl  to  him. 

I.  Orton  (jibbs  married  a  daughter  of  Deacon  Henry  Jones. 
At  this  time,  the  Hollenl)eck  familv  lived  on  a  farm  owned  hv 
.V\ery  Jones,  a  brother  of  Henry.  Mrs.  Gibbs  was  a  frequent 
visitor  to  the  Hollenbeck  family  home  duririg  this  period. 

II.  Charlotte  Gibbs  married  Jc^hnathan  Greene,  a  cabinet 
maker,  and  a  farmer.  They  had  a  son  who  died  in  his  vouth. 
1  hey  also  had  a  daughter  whose  name  was  Zi])ha.  She  married 
Mr.  liarnes,  a  grandson  of  Calvin  Barnes,  whom  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Greene,  married  as  her  second  husband.  Thus  Charlotte's 
mother  becomes  her  grandmother  ])\-  marriage. 

HI.  There  was  another  daughter  of  Mrs.  Gibbs  who  lived 
r;nd  died  unmarried.      Her  name  is  unknown  to  the  writer. 

I\'.  Clarissa  Gibbs,  the  fourth  child  and  third  daughter, 
married  Austin  Jones,  son  of  Avery  Jones,  a  farmer.  About 
1894  the  family  resided  at  Fenton,  Michigan.  Mrs.  Jones  lived 
with  the  Hollenbeck  familv  for  a  while,  during  which  her  first 
child,  Fuseba,  was  born.  Eliza  Jones,  another  daughter  married 
a  Mr.  Mclntyre.  She  lived  with  her  uncle  Graham  for  a  few- 
years  l)efore  marriage.

This  is  the  only  report  the  author  has 
received  of  this  son. 

We  resume  the  life  story  of  Miss  Shaw,  now  Mrs.  Marvin. 
We  ha\e  spoken  of  her  efforts  to  support  herself  l)v  such  work  as 
she  could  obtain  and  was  able  to  do.  Finally,  as  has  been  al- 
ready stated,  she  married  a  Mr.  Marvin,  a  farmer  in  Troy,  Mich- 
igan. Hoping  to  l)etter  their  circumstances  they  mcn-ed  to  what 
was  then  known  as  "The  Grand  River  Country,"  a  wilderness, 
liut  tile  ])romised  land  for  the  poor.  There  thev  remained  till 
their  extreme  poverty  compelled  a  change.  Mrs.  Marvin  came 
1)ack  to  Pontiac,  Michigan.  Later  her  husband  followed  till  he 
reached  Birnu'ngham,  ^Michigan.  Here  he  was  taken  ill.  sent 
word  to  his  faithful  wife,  who  immediately  answered  his  call;  but 
\vhen  she  reached  P)irmingham,  she  found  her  husband  had  passed 
away  over  the  Jordon  of  death  into  the  i)romi?ed  land.  After 
this,  Mrs.  M.\rvin  twice  widowed,  was  homeless.  She  lived 
here  and  there.  sui)i)orting  herself  by  weaving,  knitting,  piecing 
(|uilts  and  such  work  as  she  could  find  to  do.  She  was  left  witli 
one  son  l)y  Air.  .Mar\in,  whose  name  was  John  Marvin.      He  died 
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when  he-  was  hut  seven  \'ears  i^ld  in  the  (irand  Ri\er  Country. 
She  finally  went  t(j  her  scjn  Graham  ( lihhs.  expectinj^  t(j  sijend  the 
re.'-t  (>\  her  life,  hut  this  hope  was  hlasted.  ider  last  \isit  to  the 
Nollenl)eck  home  was  in  tlu-  \x;ir  1S71.  Mer  (laughter  Char- 
lotte. Mrs.  (ireene,  mo\e(l  lo  St.  Johns,  .Michigan.  Mere  her 
mother  found  an  asylum  (hu'ing  the  last  \"ears  ot  her  life,  and 
here  she  (hed  in'  old  age  alter  many  changes  and  misfortunes. 
The  date  of  her  death  is  not  known  t(;  the  writer. 

The  autlior  regrets  that  he  has  been  unal/.e  t(j  make  the  histcjr}- 
of  the  descendants  of  xMr.s.  Dkhorah  Sh.\w  Gibus  complete  in 
all  its  parts.  Time  obliterates  so  much  oi  history  from  the  niem- 
or\-  of  the  lixing  descendants,  that  it  is  n;)  wonder  that  events 
cannot  ])c  recalled  from  which  a  connected  family  history  could 
l)e  written.  It  should  not  he  forgotten,  that  Miss  Deborah 
Si  I  AW  was  a  daughter  of  Sarah  Selden  jewett  by  her  second

P)etsey  and  Polly  were 
all  born  in  Sprins^iield,  X.  \'. 

The  mother  of  LrcA'  Ti'.xx.w  r  never  returned  to  Connecticut 
after  she  came  to  Xew  N'ork  State  to  be  re-united  with  her  first 
husband,  Nathaniel  I'akcr,  who  had  forsaken  her  and  then  sent 
for  her  {o  come  to  him  and  tbe\  would  be^in  life  o\er  ai^^ain.

sey 'lennant,  who  married  Sterlin  Way,  a  deacon  of  the  Baptist 
Church  of  Springfield,  X.  V.  Here  the  writer  ([uotes  from  the 
Champion  Genealogy,  pages  137  and  138,  edited  Ijy  Francis  B. 
d'rowgridge  and  published  in  1891. 

"joiix  AIarvix  Champion,  named  after  his  maternal  grand- 
mother's famih',  stu(hed  surgery  in  his  youth,  and  was  drafted 
for  the  war  of  1812,  l3ut  on  account  of  his  young  fanfily  he  ac- 
cepted a  volunteer  substitute  and  in  a  few  days  returned  to  his 
home  in  Starksville,  Herkimer  County,  X.  \'.  He  then  learned 
the  trade  of  millwright  Avhich  h^  foll(n\ed  until  1848.  From 
tlie  time  of  his  marriage  until  the  summer  of  1830  he  resided  in 
Starks\-ille,  X.  \'.,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  months  in  1824, 
which  he  passed  in  Paine?  Hollow,  X.  \'.  In  1830  he  remo^•ed 
to  Litchfield.  Herkimer  County,  X.  ^'.,  where  he  resided  until 
1832  when  he  remo\-ed  to  Winfield,  Herkimer  County,  X.  Y., 
and  in  1837  to  Columl)ia,  Herkimer  County,  the  same  State, 
where  he  resided  eleven  years.  In  1848  he  emigrated  with  his 
family  to  Ohio  and  settled  in  the  Township  of  Amboy,  Ashtabula 
Count}'.

His  death  took  place  Januar^•  4th,  1853.  His  widow  survi\-ed 
him  until  Xovember  8th,  1882,  when  her  death  occurred  at  Meta- 
mora,  Fulton  Countv.  Ohio.  The  writer  of  this  genealogy  wish- 
es here  to  exi^ress  his  great  jileasure  and  gratitude  in  being  able 
to  find  so  reliable  an  account  of  the  last  days  of  his  Uncle  John 
and  Aunt  Lucv  Tennant  Cham])ion. 

The  writer  has  met  only  four  of  this  large  fanfilv,  b)hn  Har- 
ris. Esther,  Caroline  second,  and  Ruth.  If  we  can  judge  of  par- 
ents by  the  children,  these  parents  were  persons  of  good  moral 
and  mental  (pialities,  who  carefully  and  wisely  governed  and 
guided  their  children,  training  them  to  industry  and  frugality  in 
order  to  make  them  good  citizens  and  to  fit  them  for  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  home-life  and  an  influential  and  honorable  po- 
sition in  society.  He  will  s]:)eak  more  particularly  of  the  chil- 
dren and  grandchildren  of  these  worthy  ])arents  in  some  of  the 
following  pages  of  this  book,  all  of  which  will  reveal  the  excellent 
rmd  high  f|ualities  of  mind  and  heart  which  this  large  family  in- 
herited from  their  worthy  and  noble  parentage.

Tlie  education  she  recei\ed.  the  extensive  practice  in  her  profes- 
sion she  secured,  and  the  high  honors  conferred  upon  her  by 
State  authorities,  reveal  her  remarkable  talents  and  true  worth 
of  character,  and  the  high  social  position  she  occupied.

bNceuni  work  as  lecturer  and  entertainer,  iu  which  she  achieved 
great  success  both  artisticall\-  and  linancially.  She  ga\e  o\er 
eighteen  hundred  dramatic  recitals  before  L\ceum  audiences. 
Ambitious  to  excel,  she  spared  neither  bod\-  or  braiu  to  that  end. 
Her  rei)ulati()n  for  manv  years  was  national,  as  she  had  address- 
ed and  thrilled  many  audiences  in  all  ])arts  of  the  United  States. 
She  spent  mone\'  la\islil\-  not  onl\-  as  necessarx'  to  succeed  in  her 
ble  work,  but  for  bene\olent  objects  as  well.

tirely heli)less.  Most  of  the  time  she  Vwed  alone,  except  a  short 
period  when  her  niece.  Miss  Helen  Potter,  came  to  her  assistance 
and  to  be  company  for  her.  Gradually  failing  in  her  strength, 
at  last  the  end  came  and  death  took  her  from  her  sufferings  into 
the  spirit  life  of  immortality.

Mrs.  Randall  lived  to  a  good  old  age,  being  at  her  death 
eighty-six  }-ears,  fiv-e  months  and  eighteen  days  old.  She  was 
the  last  li\ing  member  of  a  family  of  ten  children.  She  sur- 
\i\e(l  her  next  younger  sister,  Ruth,  for  a  number  of  years. 
She  left  no  chiklren  to  UKnu'n  their  loss  or  perpetuate  her 
memor}'. 

X.  Ruth  Ann  Champion,  the  youngest  of  the  family  of 
Jc^hn  and  Lucy  Tennant  Champion,  was  born  at  Litchfield.  Her- 
kimer C()unty,  X.  Y.,  X^o\-ember  10th,  1830.  She  married  in 
Amboy,  (3hio.  Johnathan  \\'ight  ClouglL  April  21st,  1850.  Mr. 
Clough  was  Ixirn  in  Xew  York  Citv.  Julv  17th,  1825.  He  was 
a  brother  of  Ephraim  Clough.  He  enlisted  in  the  Ci\  il  War 
and  did  great  service  in  hospitals  as  assistant  Surgeon  for  three 
\ears.  He  was  a  volunteer  in  the  47th  Ohio  Regiment,  .\fter 
the  War  he  retired  to  his  farm  in  (^gden.  Michigan.  He  has 
ser\  ed  two  terms  as  Justice  of  the  Peace.  In  his  younger  days 
he  was  a  lav-jireacher  and  brtmght  iqi  h\<  large  familv  under  the 
best   of   religious   intluonces   and    culture.      Mr.    Clough    dieil    at 
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Perrysl)urg,  Ohio,  Aui^nst  23rd.  1900.  His  beloved  wife  sur- 
vived him  for  a  few  months  over  eight  years,  and  died  at  the 
same  place.  February  13th,  1909.  Her  daughter  Ruth,  (Mrs. 
Scott)  writes  the  author  concerning  her  mother.  "She  lived  a 
devoted  christian  life.  She  was  talented,  a  genius  by  nature, 
very  gifted,  and  could  ha\e  made  a  successful  pulilic  speaker. 
But  she  lived  a  quiet,  graceful  Christian  life,  giving  her  life  to 
her  family  in  an  unselfish  devotion." 

The  writer  met  this  cousin  in  Ripley  \'illage  upon  a  \isit  with 
her  sister  Caroline  to  their  Uncle  Aloses  Tennant  and  his  family, 
in  the  year  1847  or  1848.  He  remembers  her  as  a  beautiful 
Aoung  woman  se\-enteen  or  eighteen  years  of  age.  How  little 
do  we  know  of  the  changes  that  future  years  will  make  in  our 
lives.  If  time  produces  such  mar\elous  changes,  what  wonder- 
ful vicissitudes  will  come  over  us  in  the  eternal  ages.

|\/!  iss  Oeivia  Tennant  was  born  in  Springfield,  Otsego  Coun- 
^'^  ty,  X.  Y.,  in  1796.  She  was  the  second  child  of  Sarah  Sel- 
den  Jewett  bv  her  third  husljand,  Moses  Tennant.  Before  her  mar- 
riage she  made  her  home  with  her  half  sister,  Betsey  Elizaljeth 
Tennant,  whose  husband  was  Sterlin  Way.  She  married  William 
Phillips  at  Springfield  a  short  time  before  1821,  the  year  of  the 
marriage  of  her  youngest  sister  Esther.  Soon  after  their  mar- 
riage in  the  Fall  of  1821,  they  moved  to  Oakland  County,  Mich- 
igan, and  purchased  land  near  Pontiac.  On  this  farm  they 
lived  till  1845  or  1846,  when  they  sold  out  and  bought  eighty 
acres  of  land  in  Richfield  Township,  Genesee  County,  Michigan. 
Mr.  Phillips  owned  several  plots  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  his 
first  purchase.     He  was  in  every  sense  a  successful  farmer. 

Mrs.  Olivia  (Tennant)  Piiiijjps'  married  life  extended 
through  a  period  of  at  least  forty-five  years.  Her  only  brother, 
Moses  Asel  Tennant,  visited  this  sister  near  the  year  1852. 
When  he  returned  home  he  told  his  familv  a  little  of  a  conversa- 
tion he  had  with  his  sister  01i\ia.  It  seems  that  Olivia  had  an 
oiTer  of  marriage  from  a  young  man  of  excellent  character  and 
who  ])ossessed  a  handsome  fortune.  But  Olivia  rejected  his  of- 
fer. Her  brother  asked  her,  "Olivia,  don't  you  wish  you  had 
married  that  }-oung  man  of  fortune  in  Otsego  C(nnit_\' ?  he  tliDugiu 
all  the  world  of  you?"  "Xo"  was  the  ([uick  reply.  "1  rather 
ha\e  William  Phillips'  old  boots."  The  writer  can  testify  to  this 
story  by  his  heather.  After  many  years  of  willing,  loving  toil 
with  her  husband,  she  died  at  their  home  in  Genesee  County. 
Michigan,  in  188fi,  being  at  her  death  se\ent\--se\en  >-cars  of  age. 

Sometime  after  her  death,  her  husband  married  a  Mrs.  C"ar- 
man.  a  wido\\-  of  excellent  character  and  of  good  reputation,  w  ith 
whtnn  he  lix'cd  a  few  years  up  to  the  time  o\  her  death.  Mr. 
Phillips  lived  to  the  year  1873  and  died  at  the  old  home  in  Rich- 
field, Cienesee  County,  Michigan,  being  past  seventy-seven  years 
of  age.

sisters.  He  came  with  the  family  in  the  Spring  of  1833  to  Cliau- 
tau([ua  Co.  His  life  will  be  further  mentioned  in  Part  I\  .

After  a  life  of  unremitting 
toil  and  a  short  sickness,  he  died  at  Rii:iley,  X.  Y.,  Xov.  9,  1905, 
being  at  his  death  82  years.

She  was  educated  at  the  Westfield  Acade- 
my and  at  Livingston  Park  Seminary  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Her 
father  died  at  Westfield,  Oct.  1904,  at  the  age  of  100  years  and 
7  months.      Her  mother  died  in  1886,  being  78  years  old. 

Arthur  Smith  Tennant,  only  child  of  Moses  and  Helen 
Tennant,  was  born  at  Westfield,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  3,  1882,  and  at  the 
old  home  built  by  his  grand-father  Smith  in  1830.

AIr.  Shaver  is  an  appointee  in  the  Division  of  Carriers'  Ac- 
counts Inter  State  Commerce  Commission  at  Washington,  D.  C. 
His  work  is  the  examination  of  Accounts  and  Records  of  Rail 
Roads  and  other  common  carriers  as  provided  in  the  Act  of 
the  Congress  to  Regulate  Commerce  between  the  States.  It  con- 
sists in  a  thorough  anah'sis  of  the  Re\'enues  and  Expenses  of  all 
common  carriers.  The  examiners  work  in  parties,  differing  in 
numjjer  according  to  the  extent  of  the  Rail  Road  to  be  examined 
and  the  work  to  be  done.  Mr.  Shaver  is  the  third  descendant 
of  the  Tennant  family  who  have  had  responsible  positions  in  gov- 
ernment employment. 

Mrs.  I^.merson  Shaver  died  at  I\ipley,  X.  Y..  while  on  a 
^•isit  to  her  old  home,  on  the  2nd  of  July.  1904.  She  was  in  all 
respects  a  noble  woman  who  was  highly  esteemed  and  loved  by 
her  friends  and  relatives.  Her  domestic  duties  were  her  first 
care,  and  these  she  performed  with  fidelity  and  constancy,  giving 
her  children  a  motherly  watch  care,  a  wise  and  prudent  guid- 
ance. Her  home  was  her  ([ueendom,  and  she  presided  over  all 
its  various  affairs  with  patience,  dignity,  industry  and  economy. 
The  writer  was  personally  acquainted  with  his  niece,  and  knows 
that  any  words  he  may  choose  can  only  do  partial  justice  to  the 
excellency  and  nobility  of  her  life  and  character.  She  was  taken 
away  in  the  prime  of  her  womanhood,  when  to  all  human  ap- 
pearance her  life  work  was  onl}'  in  its  first  important  stages  of 
fruit-bearing  and  har\esting. 

Bonar  has  written  these  beautiful  words: 

'T  go  to  life  and  not  to  death  ; 

brom  darkness  to  life's  nati\'e  sky; 
I  go  from  sickness  and  from  pain 

To  health  and  immortality.

1874  he  took  another  trip  on  the  Lakes.  Left  sailing  and  came 
home,  and  worked  land  on  shares  from  1874  to  1879.  In  Nov. 
of  1879.  he  went  to  Mooreheadville  to  learn  telegraphy  of  his 
brother  Dwight.  In  Mav,  1880,  commenced  work  for  the  Penn. 
R.  R.  as  operator  and  clerk.  He  worked  for  this  company  at 
Erie,  Sharon  and  Wheatland.  Pa.      In  1883  was  appointed  agent 
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and  (jperator  on  the  Nickle  Plate  R.  R.,  at  Westfield,  X.  V., 
and  commenced  work  in  the  s])ring  of  1884.  In  1887  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  i)()siti(jn  oi  train  dispatcher  with  ot^ce  at  Conneaut, 
().  In  April,  1888  was  agent  on  the  X.  ^'.  and  Xfjrthern  X.  \. 
K.  R.  with  location  at  \'onkers.  X.  \  .  In  1892  served  as  life  in- 
surance agent  for  a  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Co.  In  1893  served  as 
secretary  of  the  Shaver  C(jrp<)rati(jn.

His  death  was  \  cry  sudden  and  unexiiectetl.  o\erwhelm- 
ing  his  mother,  still  li\iug,  and  his  wife  and  cliildren  and  graud- 
cliildren  in  a  deluge  o\  deep  sorrow  . 

Mr.  Wattles  had  l^een  ailing  for  a  number  of  uionihs  with  a 
disease  of  the  heart  and  arteries.  About  a  week  before  his 
death  he  was  abl  to  take  a  ride  (^ut  in  an  automobile.  He  visit- 
ed his  mother  at  his  brother  Ja\''s  home  the  da>-  before  his  death. 
The  following  night  he  was  taken  with  a  se\ere  pain  in  the  re- 
gion of  his  heart,  and  wliile  his  wife  and  youngest  daughter 
were  seekini>"  means  to  relie\e  bis  sufferini?".  suddenK'  w  ithout  the 
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least  warning  he  passed  awa}-.  All  the  members  of  his  own  fa- 
mily except  two  little  bo}'s  whose  deaths  have  been  recorded,  are 
lixing.      His  mother  and  two  brothers,  Bnrt  and  Ja}-,  survive  him. 

AIk.  Wattles  was  \ery  successful  in  business  as  has  already 
been  stated,  and  lea\es  a  large  inheritance  to  his  family.  He 
died  in  a  full  and  comforting  belief  in  the  christian  faith.  Rev. 
E.  H.  Dickinson,  pastor  of  the  North  Presbyterian  church  of 
Buffalo,  ofticiated  at  his  funeral  which  was  largely  attended. 
His  remains  were  buried  in  the  Buft'alo  cemetery  on  the  family 
lot  upon  ^\hich  had  l)een  pre\iously  erected  a  gray  marble  monu- 
ment of  large  size  and  l)eautiful  proportions. 

Thus  passed  into  the  spirit  life  a  man  who  as  a  son.  husband, 
father  and  brother,  was  lo\ing.  kind  and  true,  and  as  a  citizen 
loval.  noble  and  highl}"  esteemed.

Mr.  Texxaxt's  earh-  ])ref)aration  for  his,  life  work  consisted 
of  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  Ripley  school,  till  1886;  then 
went  to  the  A\'estfield.  X. ^  .  Academy  from  which  he  was  gradu- 
ated in  IS'88,  taking  one  }'ear  ()f  graduate  work.  He  entered  Cor- 
nell University  at  Ithaca,  X.Y.,  in  the  fall  of  1889  and  was  gradu- 
ated in  June  of  1893  taking  the  degree  of  electrical  engineer,  tie 
returned  to  his  home  in  l^iplev  and  worked  (»n  his  father's  farm 
for  two  \-ears  waiting  for  an  opening  in  the  go\'ernn:ent  service. 
This  came  to  him  on  the  18th  of  Augiist,  1895,  when  he  entered 
the  United  States  Patent  Oftnce  as  fourth  assistant  Fxaminer. 
While  thus  engaged  he  studied  law  at  the  X^ational  University 
Law  School  from  1899  till  1902,  3  years,  recei\ing  the  degree  of

of  ])atents  were  being  classified  on  a  scientific  l^asis.  Fie  worked 
at  this  for  two  years  dealing  mosth'  with  metal  works,  .\fter 
this  he  was  assigned  to  the  interference  dixision  to  determine  the 
])ri(>rit}'  of  inxention  between  two  or  more  claimants  for  a  j)atent 
on  the  same  inx'ention.  'Ihe  ])roceedings  were  much  like  trials 
in  the  V.  S.  Ftpiit}'  Courts.  b>om  the  Interference  Division  Mr. 
Texx.vx'I'  was  sent  tem])orarilv  to  the  Trade  Mark  Division  to 
assist  in  inter])reting  and  a])])lying  a  new  law  of  1905.  After 
eight  montlis.  he  was  returned  to  the  Interference  Division.  Tn 
Jan.  1907  he  xvas  transferred  to  the  Concessionaries  Office  to  pre- 
pare cases  which  came  before  him  on  a])i)eal. 

Tn  June.  1907,  he  was  promoted  to  the  jiosition  of  law  clerk- 
in  which  he  had  to  appear  l)efore  the  court  of  ap])eals  as  Coun-

After  ser\int^  as  law  clerk  or  law  examiner  for  two  years  he 
was  ncjminated  1)\'  the  commissioner  as  assistant  Commissioner. 
The  ai)i)ointment  to  this  position  was  made  by  President  Tatt 
and  conhrmed  by  the  Senate  .Ma\-  Sth.  1*)()'^.  lie  writes  the 
author  that  he  did  not  ha\e  to  ask  for  this  positiijn,  nor  wa>  it 
obtained  throui^h  political  inthience,  bul  in  opposition  to  stronj^ 
political  influence  that  was  supportiiii^'  other  a])])licants  for  the 
place. 

The  duties  of  Assistant  C  "ommissioner  are  \ariou>  and  ma\'  be 
(li\ided  into  judicial  and  executixe;  Rxecutixe  in  that  the  Assis- 
tant has  in  part  chari^e  of  the  office,  directing'  the  examiners 
work;  and  jtidicial  in  that  he  has  to  decide  the  appeals  and  peti- 
tions that  come  l)efore  the  Commissioner  Ccich  week.  To  show 
the  responsibilit^•  and  imi)ortance  of  his  position,  he  cites  a  case 
in  which  he  was  called  ui)on  to  decide  that  inxoUed  the  sum  of 
$650,000. 

Mrs.  Tknn.\nt  at  the  time  of  her  marriaj^e  was  t'dlini;-  an  im- 
jjortant,  responsible  position  in  the  Patent  ( )f"fice  at  Washington, 
1).  {'.  After  hnishing-  her  school  education  at  \\'ashinij;-ton  she 
entered  the  Patent  Office  as  a  clerk  to  aid  her  father  in  the 
maintenance  of  his  large  family.  Pier  appointment  was  made 
Mar.  27,  1887.  In  course  of  time  she  rose  to  the  highest  rank 
among  the  clerks.  She  was  an  ex])ert  t\i)ewriter  and  learned 
stenographx'  which  she  also  used  in  her  work.  One  of  the  du- 
ties in  her  dixision  was  the  registering  of  trade-marks.  In  1005 
a  trade-mark  law  was  ])assed  which  pertained  to  inter-state  com- 
merce which  greatl)'  increased  registration,  so  that  in  one  x-ear. 
P)05,  there  xvere  20,000  to  be  registered.  M  us.  Ti-xxAxr  linal- 
Ix'  had  charge  of  a  large  number  of  clerks,  greatly  increasing"  her 
res])onsibility  and  labor.  Added  to  the  care  of  a  large  force  of 
clerks,  she  was  burdened  with  the  incompetent  and  ill-tem])ered. 
xxho  are  alxxays  jealous  of  their  su])eriors  in  impt^rtant  xxork. 

Mrs.  Tennant  entered  the  Patent  OfVice  xxhen  only  20  x-ears 
old  and  remained  in  constant  em])loyment  till  the  time  i-<i  her 
marriage  in  PKIS,  about  twcntx'  one  x-ears. 

Since  writing  the  abo\(.'  the  author  has  receixed  notice  that 
his  nephexx'  has  resigned  his  ])osition  as  ("ommissioner  o\  Patents 
and  has  entered  into  jiartncrship  x\  ith  a  law  hrm  at  Boston,  Mass., 
doing  business  as  patent  lawxcrs.  Ibc  In-m  name  is  Heard, 
Smith  and  Tennant.  Mu.  Ti-.nnant's  xxork  cc^mmenced  the  16th 
of  lune,  1013,  just  a  dax  after  he  closed  his  xxork  in  Washing- 
ton". I).  C.  "  '

A 
cousin  writes  the  author  these  touching  words :  "On  December 
hth  or  7th.  1886,  David  Hollexbeck  reached  u]j\\ard  the  right 
hand  of  his  s])iritual  strength.  cr}'ing  in  spirit  to  the  Infinite 
I'Viend.  "Mv  blather."  and  to  the  Lo\ing  Son  crying  "My  Bro- 
ther," and  passed  into  the  realm  that  lieth  eternally  somewhere 
])eyond  the  shining  stars."  His  l^eloxed  wife,  Esther  Tennant,

Of  thi.s  large  family  of  eleven  children  nine  grand-children  and 
four  great-grand-children,  twenty-four  in  all.  at  this  date,  1912, 
there  has  occurred  only  h\e  deaths.  .\11  are  descendants  of  Da- 
\id  and  P'sther  Tennant  1  bjllenbeck,  who  were  married  at 
Sj)ringlicld,  .\.  ^'.,  Se])tenil)er  7tli,  1821. 

At  this  date,  1912,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fellows  are  living  at  their 
home  in  Saginaw,  Michigan,  at  No.  712  North  Bond  street.  The 
writer  \isited  the  family  in  August,  1911.  Mrs.  h'ellows  wel- 
comed me  \ery  cordially  and  e.xclaimed  "I  rie.xer  expected  to  see 
a  son  of  m\-  uncle  Moses."  It  appears  to  be  the  way  of  the 
world  that  families  become  separated,  their  children  become 
strangers  to  each  other,  and  yet,  when  in  later  years  they  chance 
to  meet,  the  kinship  is  warmh-  acknowledged,  and  they  become 
friends  in  loving  family  1)onds.  Such  renewals  of  family  rela- 
tionsln'])  should  be  highly  esteemed,  and  made  at  however  great 
the  sacrifice,  if  for  no  other  reason,  than  to  acknowledge  a  com- 
mon parentage  and  to  per]:)etuate  a  known  union  between  ances- 
tors and  descendants. 

Since  writing  the  al)t)\e.  the  author  has  received  the  sad  news 
of  the  death  of  the  father  of  this  large  family  of  eleven  children. 
Mr.  Edward  Elon  Fellows  died  at  his  home  at  712  North  Bond 
street.  Saginaw.  Mich.,  June  29th.  1914.  The  cause  of  his  death 
was  a  valvular  heart  disease.  Mr.  Fellows  was  the  son  of  Hi- 
ram b'ellows  and  his  wife  whose  maiden  name  was  Clarinda  Cas- 
tle. Me  was  ])()rn  at  l"'arma,  Herkimer  Co..  N.  Y.,  July  1st, 
1838.  I  le  was  75  years,  11  months  and  28  days  old  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  lie  moved  to  Saginaw  in  1861  and  went  into  the 
lumber  business  and  was  foreman  in  a  mill  that  maiuifactured 
lath,  located  on  the  Saginaw  ri\cr.  lie  ser\ed  in  this  business 
for  o\cr  30  years  up  to  the  time  of  his  illness  that  eventually 
ended  in  his  death.  At  his  death,  onlx-  tive  of  his  eleven  chil- 
dren sur\i\-e<l  liim.  with  their  mother. 

"Many  are  the  alTlictions  ot'  the  righteous  but  the  Lord  de- 
lie\ereth  them  out  of  them  all." 

This  closes  the  record  of  the  descendaiUs  oi  Mosks  Tex.nant, 
Sr.,  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Selden  Jewett  Tennant,  by  their  chil- 
dren, Lucy,  (Olivia,  Moses  .\sel  and  l^sther.  The  record  extends 
to  the  sixth  generation  and  includes  many  branches  of  the  fa- 
mily. The  fathers  and  sons  among  these  descendants  for  the 
largest  number  were  farmers.  But  not  all  were  farmers,  for  we 
find  among  them  judges,  lawyers,  professors,  ministers,  carpen- 
ters, ci\il  engineers,  railroad  engineers,  man\-  high  school  and 
college  graduates,  editors,  merchants,  writers,  anil  men  who  have 
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held  responsible  positions  in  the  commnnities  where  they  have 
been  located.  Xot  one  of  all  these  descendants  has  ever  been 
convicted  of  anv  criminal  offense  against  the  laws  of  the  State 
or  the  Nation.  None  have  been  thrown  upon  charity  either  pub- 
lic or  private  for  support.  For  the  most  part  the  families  have 
been  self  supporting  and  able  to  contriljute  their  share  of  labor 
or  monev  for  the  maintenance  of  ci\il  government  and  public  in- 
stitutions. For  the  greater  part  the  families  belonged  to  the 
worthy  hard-working  middle  class,  who  were  neither  distress- 
ingly poor  or  immoderately  rich.  Industry,  frugality  and  econo- 
my have  been  their  characteristic  virtues. 

These  descendants  have  Ijeen  religious  in  their  i)rocli\-ities. 
The  heads  of  the  families,  with  few  exceptions,  have  been  mem- 
bers of  Christian  Churches  of  Protestant  faith.  A  few  ha\'e  ad- 
hered to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

During  the  period  of  the  war  of  the  Rebellion,  these  descen- 
dants, then  living,  although  divided  politically,  were  strong  sup- 
porters of  the  government  and  were  anti-slavery  in  their  beliefs. 
A  few  elisted  in  the  war  on  the  Union  side  of  that  great  con- 
flict. 

All  things  considered,  morality,  religion,  patriotisuL  social 
standing  and  influence,  these  descendants  have  reason  to  be 
])roud  of  each  other  and  not  ashamed  to  own  their  relationship 
and  their  famil}'  origin.

LI  ELEN  L.  Potter  was  raised  on  a  farm  in  Central  Xew  NOrk 
*  -^  and  grew  in  health  and  \ioor  by  ont-of-docjr  life  helpnig  her 
father  in  \arious  kinds  of  farm  work.  At  this  ])eriod  only  lim- 
ited acKantages  for  education  were  a\ailal)le  in  rural  districts. 
The  schools  were  not  graded;  there  were  no  High  Schools,  no 
examinations,  no  promotions.  The  solitary  teacher  of  a  coun- 
tr\-  school  taught  all  grades,  (now  called  Primary  and  (jram- 
mer  grades  ),  in  one  aiid  the  same  room,  from  the  al])hal)et  to  Al- 
gel)ra,  Fh}'siolog}',  etc.,  if  called   for,  and  the  teacher  com])etent. 

At  the  age  of  four  years  Helen  learned  the  al|)hal)et  bv  look- 
ing on  while  her  older  sister  was  l)eing  taught.  At  fi\"e  she  and 
her  sister  were  sent  to  school  a  mile  from  home.  .\t  sixteen  she 
began  teaching  at  a  weekly  stipend  of  one  dollar  and  a  half,  and 
"board  'round,"  ie;  become  a  progressi\e  guest  of  the  pupil's  par- 
ents one  week  for  each  pupil  attending  school.  I'y  alternately 
teaching  summer  schools  and  attending  a  "Seminary  of  Pearn- 
ing""  winters,  she  soon  (pialihed  herself  for  better  schoils  at  better 
pay. 

At  twenty-one  she  went  south  to  start  a  select  or  j)a\-  school 
in  the  Mountains  of  Kentucky,  .\fter  two  years  experience  in 
bm'lding  a  school  from  h\e  pupils  in  a  log  cabin  to  sixty  in  a  large 
room  (Town  PTall),  she  was  obliged  to  return  north  on  acci)unt 
of  ])olitical  excitement.  Lincoln  was  elected  President  e>\  the  V. 
S.  o\er  Bell  of  Kentucky  and  lAerett  of  Massachusetts  and  his 
inauguration  challenged  by  the  southern  hostile  element,  hence 
most   Xorthcrners  felt   it   safer  to  return  to  their  nati\e  homes. 

( )n  her  retiu-n  home  she  began  what  ended  in  a  national  rei)u- 
tation  as  a  speaker  and  entertainer.  I'])  to  this  time,  (twenty 
three),  she  liad  ne\  er  heard  a  good  reader  or  a  great  orator, 
nor  had  she  lieen  inside  a  theatre.  Undaunted  b\-  man\-  ol)sta- 
cles.  limited  means,  no  introduction,  indeed  willunit  social  or  fi- 
nancial backing  of  any  kind,  she  plunged,  alone,  into  the  metro- 
polis of  our  coimtry  t(^  study  elocutitin  with  the  X'anderhotTs. 

( ieorge  Xiuulerhoff  was  the  son  oi  a  distinguished  l-'nglish 
actor,  lie  was  an  internatitMial  law  \er  and  a  scholar  o\  mark. 
ha\  ing  receix'ed  h\'e  pvi'/.c  medals  \or  scholarship  in  JMiglish  L'ni- 
\ersities.      llis  wife  was  an  acconipbshcd.  educated  American  ^^li 
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line  appearance,  l-'indino-  this  yonng'  woman  had  come  to  Xew 
^'ork  knowing  no  one  in  the  City,  they  kindly  offered  her  a  home 
with  them  dnring  her  .•^tay  for  lessons.  From  them  she  ac(|uired 
critically  correct  pronunciation  of  English,  which  was  a  \'ery 
\alnahle  accpiisition  e\er  after. 

Xext  we  iind  her  a  teacher  of  Elocution  in  h^alle\'  Se:ninar}', 
h\dton,  Oswego  Co.,  X.  V.  This  engagement  lasted  four  years. 
Her  \acations  were  spent  studying  in  Boston.  Prof.  T.  F. 
Leonard,  a  graduate  of  Harvard,  developed  her  naturally  fine 
\-oice  and  trained  her  in  physical  expression,  gesture,  etc.  She 
was  also  emplo3-ed  as  a  teacher  of  teachers  hy  the  State  Supt.  of 
Puhlic  Instruction  at  the  County  Institutes  which  were  held  an- 
nually for  the  l^enefit  of  the  teachers  of  the  counties  of  the  State 
of  Xew  York.  She  was  the  first  woman  thus  em]3loyed  at  the 
State's  expense.  In  1866  she  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Elocu- 
tion and  Physical  Culture  at  Packer  Collegiate  Institute,  Brook- 
h'n,  then  the  most  exclusive  college  for  women  in  the  country. 

After  two  years  at  this  Institute  she  resigned  to  complete  a 
hook  for  teachers  which  occu])ied  ab;)Ut  two  ^-ears  of  her  tin^e. 
This  book,  "Manual  of  Reading,"  was  puljlished  b}'  Flarper 
Brothers  in  1871  and  was  considered  a  standard  exi:)osition  of 
the  t'^nglish  language  and  its  correct  u-e.  In  1873  she  was  one 
of  four  teachers  and  lecturers  engaged  for  teacher's  Institute 
work  by  the  State  of  Vermont.  This  tour  lasted  three  month-. 
^•isiting  every  county  but  two  in  the  State  for  a  week's  session  in 
each. 

b"()ll(j\\ing  this  tour  she  was  called  to  Boston  b}'  James  R.  Os- 
good, publisher,  and  engaged  to  lecture  on  "Industrial  Art  Ed- 
ucation" in  the  large  cities  of  this  countr}',  to  impress  upon  edu- 
cators and  the  ])ul;)lic  the  wisdom  of  using  our  extensix'e  Public 
School  System  for  the  deyeloi)ment  of  home  talent  in  our  indus- 
tries. After  entering  the  Boston  X'ormal  Art  .School  for  a 
term  and  making  s]jecial  preparations  for  this  new  field  of  work, 
she  began  her  speaking  tour  in  September  of  the  same  year. 
Her  first  appearance  in  the  new  work  was  ])efore  the  N^ational 
Teachers  Association  at  Indianapolis  where  she  gave  an  illus- 
trated le'jture  with  free  u^e  of  blackboard  and  crayon.  This 
was  followed  !)>'  engagements  for  20  to  40  illustrated  lectures  to 
the  Puljlic  School  teachers  of  many  large  cities  in  the  East  and 
on  the  Pacific  coast. 

These  engagements  lasted  two  year<.  In  1875  she  left  all 
(ither  work  for  the  Lyceum  Platform  \\hich  was  then  well  under 
way  through  the  Redpath  L\-ceum  I>ureau  of  Boston.  Prior  to 
tlie  L\'ceum  engagement  she  had  a]:)peared  in  i^ublic  as  a  reader, 
o\er  fi\c  hundred  cxenings,  with  more  artistic  than  financial  suc- 
cess.     X(n\-   the  long  term  of   pre])aration   and   experience  ga\'e

ani[)le  returns,  l)eini(  one  of  tlie  few  on  the  Lyceum  list  whose 
lime  was  well  taken  and  wlio  received  the  larj^est  tees.  Slie 
,^"ave  costumed  representations  ui  famous  livini^  people,  and  of 
classical  characters.  Tn  her  puhlic  career  she  f^ave  in  all  over 
1800  recitals. 

Retirinf^  from  the  Lyceum  field  she  prepared  a  book  called 
"llelen  Potter's  Impersonations,"  published  by  Edf^ar  S.  Werner 
of  New  York,  seeking  to  perpetuate,  by  diacritical  marks  and  des- 
cri])tions,  what  is  now  (in  1914)  so  marvelously  and  ])erfectly 
done  by  the  phonograph.  In  1895  she  was  sent  to  the  Worlds 
W.  C.  T.  U.  Con\ention  in  London  as  a  delegate  from  Massa- 
chusetts, and  spoke  at  a  mass  meeting  in  Queen's  Hall,  London. 
Now  she  li\'es  fpiictly  witli  family  friends  at  the  advanced  age 
of  76  years.

A  Life  Sketch  By  Himself. 

Childhood  Days. 

In  this  sketch  of  my  life  I  shall  use  the  personal  pronoun.  I 
trust  without  being  judged  an  egotist.  I  have  already  mentioned 
ihe  time  and  place  of  mv  birth  in  the  chronological  order  of  the 
famil}'  hist(_)ry. 

That  humble  log  house  on  Riplev  Hill,  which  first  sheltereil 
my  infant  life,  has  long  since  been  taken  down.  If  the  season 
of  the  year  in  which  our  l)irths  take  place  has  omens  of  the  fu- 
ture of  our  li\'es,  a  birthday  in  the  beautiful  sunnv  August,  when 
the  world  is  warmed  and  lighted  by  the  golden  ra\  s  of  a  l)ene- 
licent  Sun,  and  l^arth  is  laden  witli  the  fruits  of  her  jtroducts, 
certainly  I  should  have  had  a  future  radiant  w  ith  happiness,  and 
al)ounding  in  the  fruits  of  good  works.  M\-  iKirents  wci'e  jjoor. 
and  had  to  make  a  great  effort  to  exist.  As  I  grew  into  maturi- 
t\',  I  saw  the  necessity  of  contributing  all  I  could  to  help  the  fa- 
nu'ly.  In  my  ])o)-hood  days,  this  help  was  surel\-  \er\-  small,  1)Ut 
I  cannot  rememlier  the  time  when    I  was  unwilling  to  work. 

After  m\-  father  had  purchased  10(~)  acres  ni  land  on  l\iple\ 
Mill  to  make  a  i)ermancnt  home  for  the  familw  there  was  then 
plenty  of  work  for  all  willing  hautls.  .My  i>lder  brothers  and  sis- 
ters did  work  and  worked  liard  I'efore  the  axes  oi  father,  Al- 
\in  and  Helos.  the  big  hemUtcks.  beeches,  m;i])les  and  other  trees 
fell  as  if  swei>t  by  a  tornado,  'fhe  big  log  heajis  were  piled  and 
l)nrned  and  the  ashes  used  to  makc>  Iilaok  salts,  which  were  then 
the  onl\-  farm  i)rodnot  that  could  be  sold  f'>r  mone\-  to  pav  in- 
terest and  taxes.  Mother,  (irandmother  Morse,  and  the  oUler 
sisters  spun  wool  and  ll;i\   for  cloth  lo  clothe  the  fanu'h'.

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Someone  may  ask  "Were  you  a  happy  family?'"  We  certainly 
were.  W'e  children  never  {|uarreled.  We  were  never  punished. 
Our  home  life  was  ne\er  embittered  by  too  severe  discijjline. 
We  had  the  freedom  of  nature  under  the  restraint  and  guidance 
of  wise  and  wholesome  parental  instruction.  We  were  all  an- 
xious to  i^et  an  education,  and  were  sent  to  the  winter  and  sum- 
mer district  school. 

Xature  had  ori\en  exer}'  member  of  the  family  a  voice  and  a 
taste  for  nuisic.  The  old  lo,^'  house  echoed  and  re-echoed  with 
the  music  of  parent's  and  children's  voices.  I  g-ive  the  tirst 
lines  of  a  few  of  the  home  songs  we  sang. 

"The  hills  of  Cdiautaucjua  how  proudly  they  rise. 
And  seem  in  their  grandeur  Uj  ])lend  with  the  skies." 

Another 

"How  dear  to  my  heart  are  the  scenes  of  my  childhood 
When  fond  recollection  present  them  to  \iew  ; 
The  orchard,  the  meadow,  the  deep  tangled  wildwood, 
And  ever}-  lo\ed  spot  which  my  infancy  knew." 

Another  that  parents,  uncles  and  aunts  used  to  sing  at  their  e\- 
ening  gatherings  : 

"Should  old  accjuaintance  be  forgot  when  we  sit  down  to  dine? 
Should  old  accjuaintance  Ije  forgot  and  days  of  auld  lang  sine?" 

Brother  Ahin  learned  to  play  the  clarinet.  He  would  sit  on  the 
ste])s  of  the  south  door,  and  discourse  sweet  music  for  the  whole 
neighborhood.  Were  we  a  haPp}'  family?  Yes.  No  kings 
and  (|ueens  in  their  gilded  palaces  were  happier  than  we. 

One  winter,  l)rother  Delos  and  I  slept  in  the  garret.  The  roof 
of  the  old  house  was  neither  snow  nor  water  tight.  One  night 
the  wind  blew  and  it  snowed  all  night  long.  We  sle])t  good  and 
warm.  In  the  morning  when  we  awoke,  we  found  the  bed  cov- 
ered two  or  three  inches  deep  with  snow,  and  a  deep  snow  drift 
in  front.  Idiere  was  no  other  way,  so  we  jumped  out  of  the 
bed  into  tlie  snow  drift,  laughing  because  of  the  fun  there  was 
in  it.  We  were  as  hardy  as  white  bears.  We  boys  wore  linen 
shirts  and  the  girls  were  beautifully  dressed  in  calico.  So  we 
li\ed  and  w(jrked,  a  ])lest  and  happy  familv. 

iMcrything  about  that  early  home  ga\e  me  great  delight  in  my 
boyhood,  and  their  memory  is  sweet  today.  The  old  cat,  the  old 
}'ellow  dog  that  Delos  shot,  the  blue  rats  that  used  to  trip  across 
my  face  while  T  was  in  the  trundle  bed;  the  bee-hi\-es  at  the  east 
end  of  the  house;  the  barn  with  its  big  swing-beam;  the  old  brin- 
dle  cow;  mother's  fried  cakes  and  cookies  that  Delos  and  I  used 
to  steal  between  meals;  the  ])ig  dutch  fireplace  in  the  chimney  of 
x\hich  the  swallows  built  their  nests  in     the    summertime;    the 
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Hocks  of  swallows  that  built  their  adobe  homes  under  the  eaves 
of  the  l)arn;  the  little  brocjk  that  ])layed  on  its  silver  tUites  as  it 
rambled  throui^h  the  pasture;  the  man}'  black  and  red  s(|uirrels 
that  ])layed  in  the  trees  or  scampered  alon,^-  the  fence  rails;  the 
owls  that  h(^(jted  their  sc^lemn  notes  in  the  evening'  time;  the 
.ij^reat  flocks  of  pigeons  that  passed  eastward;  all.  all  these  and 
much  more  than  1  ha\-e  space  to  write  about,  w  ere  ministering  an- 
gels paying  niy  young  spirits  daih-  \isitations,  making  home  and 
life  ha])p}'  and  blest. 

The  clearing  up  of  the  old  farm  was  a  source  oi  constant  ex- 
citement. d\)  see  the  oxen  draw  the  big  logs  together;  to  wit- 
ness the  burning  of  the  great  logheajxs ;  to  see  the  wild  forest 
giving  way  to  the  strokes  of  the  ci\ilizing  ax;  then  to  see  beau- 
tiful croi)s  of  wheat  spring  up  out  of  the  mold  and  ashes  of 
trees;  such  scenes  were  enough  to  make  vtjung  and  patriotic  Am- 
erican boys  and  girls  wild  with  exuberant  joy. 

I  stood  by  and  saw  father  roll  the  logs  off  the  walls  of  the  old 
house  as  it  was  being  taken  down.  The  home  of  my  childhood 
was  disappearing  like  the  \isions  of  a  summer  dream.  It  was 
needed  no  more,  as  our  good  friend  and  neighbor.  Alexander 
vSawin,  had  built  us  a  new  frame  house  in  front  of  the  old  one. 
In  this  new  home,  after  the  marriage  of  brother  Delos  and  the 
three  older  sisters,  the  rest  of  the  fanu'h'  li\ed  for  a   few  vears. 

Dear  home  of  m\-  childhood,   1  bid  \-ou  adieu. 
Your  memory  is  sweet  to  me  \-et ; 
Ii\-er}-  log  in  your  wall  \isions  earh-  delights. 
And  reminds  me  of  jileasures  1  cannot  forget. 
Rack  o'er  the  years  that  ha\e  now  inter \ened. 
My  thoughts  take  their  swift  homeward  lliglit ; 
Fain  would  1  sit  by  th\-  bright  fireside. 
As  often  1  sal  in  those  cold  winter  nights. 
That  dear   family  circle  in  memor\-   1   see. 
When  parents  and  children  all  gathered  around, 
T.ift  their  glad  \-oices  in  harmon\-  sweet, 
vSinging  "llome  sweet  Nome"  in  rapturous  sountl. 
"Nome,  home,  can   I    forget  thee. 
Dear,  dear,  dearly  lo\ed  home? 
No,  m\  still  I  regret  thee 
I  ho'    I   ma\'    far   from  thee  roam. 

I  Ionic,  home,  home,  liome. 
Dearest   .nud   li;n)|)ie>t    llome." 
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Early  Education. 

^{y  earlv  education  was  limited  to  the  branches  taught  in  the 
common  chstrict  school.  Much  importance  was  made  of  mental 
arithmetic.  Colburn's  arithmetic  was  used  in  all  the  schools. 
The  old  Eno-lish  Reader  was  also  used  and  Kirkham's  Cram- 
mer. Not  till  I  was  t\\  ehe  years  of  age,  was  I  awakened  to  the 
necessitA'  of  a  good  education.  Before  this,  my  studies  were 
forced.  After  this  time,  they  became  a  pleasant  task.  I  could 
do  but  little  studying  after  school  hours  except  evenings  as  my 
help  was  needed  on  the  faruL  I  can  just  remember  the  old  log 
school  house  on  Ripley  tlill  before  it  gave  place  to  a  frame  build- 
ing. Of  the  teachers  of  the  summer  school  I  can  only  remember 
my  cousin,  ]\liss  Laura  Ann  Gay.  Of  the  winter  school  teachers, 
I  remember  Marvin  Osborn,  David  Shaver  and  Erbin  Wattles. 
Mr.  Osborn  literallv  pounded  arithmetic  and  grammer  into  ni}' 
head,  for  I  had  to  have  my  lessons  or  take  the  consequences. 
I  re\ere  his  name  for  what  he  did  for  me. 

,\t  sixteen  years  of  age  I  had  made  sufficient  proficiency  in 
ni}-  studies  as  to  venture  to  commence  school  teaching. 

Early  Conversion. 

During  the  winter  of  1850  and  '51  a  series  of  evangelical 
meetings  were  held  in  the  old  school  house  on  Ripley  Hill.  The 
Baptist  Church  then  had  no  house  of  worshi]).  Rev.  Ira  Stod- 
dard was  pastor  of  the  church.  It  was  during  these  meetings 
that  I  l)ecame  deeply  convinced  that  I  ought  to  be  a  christian. 
My  sins  disturbed  ni}-  conscience,  especially  the  sin  of  ingrati- 
tude that  I  had  recei\ed  so  many  blessings  from  God,  and  had 
never  e\'en  returned  thanks  for  his  favors,  much  less  the  love  of 
my  heart  and  the  service  of  m}-  life.  I  was  the  subject  of  many 
j)rayers;  had  been  taught  in  the  familv  and  the  Sabbath  school 
the  ()l)ligations  and  duties  of  a  Christian  life,  but  my  heart  re- 
belled against  everything  that  was  called  christian.  I  did  all  I 
could  to  suppress  all  religious  convictions,  till  at  last  I  was  simply 
()\er  powered  l.)y  the  Holy  Spirit  and  sweetlv  compelled  to  yield 
to  the  call  of  God.  When  I  surrendered  and  gave  my  heart 
to  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  change  that  took  place  in  my  feelings, 
my  tastes,  ni}'  purposes,  was  most  decided  and  radical.  I  was 
certain  that  God  for  Christ's  sake  had  forgiven  mv  sins,  and 
made  me  a  new  creature  in  hiuL 

In  the  month  of  ]\Iay,  1851,  I  was  ba])tized  and  recei\-ed  into 
the  fellowshi])  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Ripley. 

School  Teaching. 

In  the  winter  of  1851  and  1852  I  taught  school  in  the  Tripp 
district  west  of  Gage's  Gulf.  I  was  just  past  seventeen.  My 
wages  were  twelve  dollars  and  fiftv  cents  a  month.      The  follow- 
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]Ui^  Spring,  the  family  moved  from  the  hill  country  to  the  \'il- 
lage  of  Ripley.  In  the  winter  of  1852  and  53  I  taught  the  .side- 
In'll  school,  louring  the  next  winter  commenced  a  school  at 
Northville,  N.  V.,  but  after  teaching  for  a  few  weeks  was  taken 
with  typhoid  fever  and  that  ended  m\'  teaching  ior  that  winter. 

During  the  winter  of  1S34  and  53  I  taught  at  ki])le\-  X'illage, 
N.  V.  In  August,  1855,  1  was  21  years  of  age.  Dissatisfied 
with  farming,  1  determined  to  get  a  better  education.  In  Se])- 
tember  following  m}'  21st  birtlidax'  I  went  to  (irand  l\i\er  In- 
stitute, Austinberg,  Ashtabula  Co.,  (Jhio.  There  I  to(jk  u])  the 
study  of  the  (Jreek  and  Latin  languages  with  advanced  Algebra, 
Chemistry  and  moral  ])hiloso])hy.  1  was  at  this  Institute  onlv 
])art  of  the  b^all  term  when  I  went  to  Xile^.  Michigan  to  seek  a 
])osition  as  school  teacher.  I  soon  located  in  a  district  on  P(jr- 
tage  prairie,  eight  miles  south westcrlv  from  Xiles,  at  $25.00  a 
month  for  h\e  months.  This  was  a  most  delightful  exjjerience ; 
1  had  such  diligent  and  dutiful  scholars. 

Returning  home  the  last  week  of  ALarch.  1850.  1  went  to 
(Irand  ]\i\er  Institute  where  I  remained  for  the  Spring  and  l-'all 
terms.  Here  I  received  a  higher  inspiration  and  nobler  pur- 
ter  from  our  family  physician.  Dr.  Hopkins  of  Rii)lev.  X.  ^^. 
called  ni}'  attenti(3n  to  the  christian  ministry.  This  letter,  unex- 
])ectedly  received,  had  a  powerful  inlluence  upon  m\-  mind,  and 
really  decided  me  not  to  become  a  lawyer. 

Idle  winter  of  1856  and  "57  I  taught  the  school  in  the  district 
next  east  of  Ri])ley  Village  on  the  Main  road,  and  the  follow- 
ing winter  in  \\hat  was  known  as  the  Rogers'  District,  the  2nd 
district  west  of  Westheld.  This  was  the  winter  of  1857  and  58. 
Idiis  closed  all  my  school  teaching. 

Now  came  the  greatest  mental  and  moral  contlict  of  my  life. 
I  did  not  want  to  spend  my  life  on  a  farm.  Such  a  life  did  not 
liold  out  to  me  the  promise  of  usefulness  such  as  1  w  ishcd  my  life 
to  be.  I  had  attended  the  \\>strield  and  b^'edonia  .\cademics. 
a  few  terms  in  each.  I  was  ncarh-  ready  to  enter  college,  an 
adxantage  for  further  education  whicli  1  very  much  desired, 
and  which  was  the  goal  of  m\-  highest  ambiti(^n.  (^ne  more 
term  in  Latin  and  two  in  Creek  and  m\-  i)reparation  would  ha\e 
been  adeipiate.  lUu  there  stootl  bef(M-e  me  that  great  mountain 
ol'  difticulty,  lack  of  money.  I  saw  no  wa\-  that  this  mountain 
could  be  renuwed.  Mv  father.  howe\er  willing,  was  not  able 
to  send  me  to  ctdlege.  b'inally,  after  a  long  antl  painful  heart 
struggle,  the  college  course  was  wholl\-  abandoned,  and  I  settled 
down  to   farming   for  life. 

l*)ef(M-e  my  school  teaching  bad  ended,  there  bail  come  into 
ni\-  life  an  affection  iov  a  \oung  woman  whun  1  had  known 
from  ln)\hood.      We  iiecame  betriuhcd  to  each  other. 
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Mv  I'iKST  AIarrlvge. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  1859.  Miss  Ellen  Mason,  third  danghter 
of  George  and  Gardener  Mason,  at  her  home  in  Ripley.  N.  Y., 
and  nu'self  were  nnited  in  niarriao-e  l)y  her  ljrother-in-la\v,  the 
Rev.  VVm.  R.  Gonnelly.  We  were  happy  in  each  other's  love, 
])nt  there  hung  oxer  nn-  heart  the  shadow  of  disappointed  hopes 
and  ani])ition.  I  had  wantetl  to  go  to  college.  1  did  not  want  to 
spend  nn-  hfe  on  a   tarni. 

While  a  student  at  I'redonia,  X.  Y.,  1  had  tried  to  preach  a  few 
times.  M\-  heart  still  turned  from  the  farm,  and  the  christian 
ministrx'  ^\•as  e\er  1)ef()re  me,  a  tantalizing  ^•ision.  Time  went 
on  and  I  worked  hard  on  the  farm.  Finally  my  wife  was  taken 
with  an  incural)le  curvature  of  the  spine,  which,  after  a  year  or 
more  rendered  her  practicallv  helpless.  This  affliction  was  meant 
for  me.  ( iod  was  su1)dning  mv  rel)ellious  heart  and  making  me 
yield  to  his  call.  "Go  preach  the  Gospel."  My  rehellion  was 
too  fearful  to  relate.  At  last  in  the  Spring  of  1862  I  yielded 
to  the  call,  told  m\'  conxictions  to  nn'  wife,  and  a  few  niembers 
of  the  Ba])tist  Church  at  Rii)ley,  X\  Y.,  of  which  I  was  a  mem- 
ber. An  a])])ointment  was  made  for  me  to  preach  in  the  Baptist 
Church  on  Ri])ley  Hill.  The  second  Sunday  following  this  sur- 
render of  m}-self,  1  entered  upon  my  life  work  as  a  minister  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

C()m:menced  My  Life  Work. 

On  the  23rd  of  Alarch,  1862,  at  the  old  Church  on  Ripley  Hill, 
{preached  from  Ps.  46,  \erse  5.  "God  is  in  the  midst  of  her  she 
shall  not  be  m()\e(l ;  (k)d  will  help  her  and  that  right  early." 
Suljject — G(ui  the  Security  of  the  Church.  My  sermon  was  writ- 
ten in  full.  Then  1  could  ])reach  in  no  other  way.  It  was  my 
first  discourse  of  a  consecrated  life. 

During  the  \ear  1862  for  the  hrst  eight  months  I  preached  for 
the  l')a])tist  Church.  After  that  time,  until  Spring  opened,  I 
preached  tor  the  Presbyterian  and  ^lethodists  as  I  had  an  invita- 
tion. My  chief  work  was  daily  rea<ling  and  studying  in  pre- 
])aration  for  m\-  lifework.  1  had  no  librarv  at  the  commence- 
ment. After  a  while  I  purchased  John  Dick's  Idieology.  Ols- 
hausen's  Commentary.  I^dward's  History  of  Redemption,  Bax- 
ter's .Saints'  Rest  and  liunxan's  Pilgrim's  Progress.  These,  with 
the  Bible,  constituted  my  library.  Did  I  study  much?  Yes,  I 
was  constantb'  at  it. 

A     DOX.V'I'IO.NT. 

In  the  .S])ring  of  1863.  my  brethren  and  friends  at  Ripley 
thought  be>i  to  aid  me  in  my  finances.  I'\)r  all  mv  ])reaching 
u])  to  this  time   1    had   received  nothing.      .\n  arrangement  was 
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made  t()  f^i\e  us  a  donation.  Hie  place  of  meeting  was  at  my 
wife's  (jld  home.  TIk-  house  was  literal! \-  tilled  with  pe<jple. 
(  )nc  luindred  and  forty  dollar^  in  cash  was  realized  at  this  gath- 
cring.  Again  the  friends  on  Ripley  Hill  ga\e  us  a  donation  that 
stuffed  our  pockets  with  $35.00  more.  This  greatly  increased 
ni\-  faith  in  (iod  that  if  I  do  my  (huy  he  will  pro\ide  for  my  tem- 
poral wants. 

In  the  Spring  of  1S().\  lia\ing  recei\ed  a  call  from  the  !'>aptist 
Church  of  ("lymcr,  C'hautaucpia  Co.,  I  settled  there. 

Pastokatk  at  Clnmek. 

Al\-  lahors  Commenced  the  first  of  May,  1S03.  A  few  weeks 
hefore  nio\ing  ni}'  goods,  m\-  wife  went  with  a  sister  of  hers  to 
Dr.  Trail's  Institute  of  Xew  \'ork  for  treatment.  She  was  there 
for  ele\en  weeks,  at  the  end  of  which  1  went  to  Xew  \\jrk  to 
bring  her  home.  I  he  treatment  (hd  her  no  \isil)le  go(jd  what- 
e\er. 

.\ow  came  the  se\erest  trial  of  my  faith  in  (jod  and  in  prayer 
that  1  e\er  experienced.  1  had  prated  many  times  e\ery  day  for 
Iier  recoxery.  Would  God  hear  my  ])ra}er?  1  tirml}-  l)elie\ed 
lie  would.  15ut  He  did  not,  so  far  as  her  restoration  was  con- 
cerned. I  could  not  pray  any  more  for  her  restoration.  1  could 
])ra\-  oidy  that  we  both  might  be  submissive  to  our  Heavenly  Fa- 
ther's will  and  ha\e  strength  to  do  and  endure  I  lis  will,  and  to 
perform  our  work. 

AIy  Ordination. 

According  to  a  long  established  custom  in  the  Baptist  denomin- 
ation, the  Church  at  Clymer  called  upon  the  Baptist  Churches  of 
I  larmon\-  Association  to  appoint  delegates  to  a  council  to  con- 
sider the  ([uestion  of  ordaining  their  Pastor  Licentiate  to  the 
W(irk  of  the  g()S[)el  ministrw  Xearl\-  two  \-ears  before  this 
nio\ement,  I  was  licensed  to  preach  1)\-  the  l^aptist  Church  of 
l\i])le\-,  X.  ^'.  I'he  delegates  appointed  under  this  call  met  with 
liic  Churcli  of  Clymer  on  the  _'Jnd  of  October,  1S()3.  The  Coun- 
cil heard  mc  relate  my  Christian  e\i)erience,  m\'  call  to  the  min- 
istry, and  my  \  iew  s  on  Christian  theologw  on  eccliastical  policv 
and  the  gospel  ordinances. 

l''or  this  examination,  I  s])cnt  man\'  weeks  in  preparing  a 
paper  to  lie  read.  co\cring  all  thai  such  an  examination  rcipiired. 
When  I  linished  reading  my  pajter,  not  a  (piestion  was  asketl. 
I  he  Couium'I  retired  and  immedialel\'  i"c>ol\ed  to  ])roceed  to  or- 
dain the  candidate.      The  ordaining  service  consisted  as  follows:

t  his  entire  ser\ice  had  a  deep  meaning  to  nie.  It  was  a  most 
S(jlenin  rene\val  oi  ni}-  consecration  to  the  work  of  the  christian 
ministry.  Xow  I  laid  all  upon  the  altar  of  self-sacrifice,  hence- 
forth 1  was  not  to  be  my  own  but  Christ's.  T  had  had  such  a 
wicked  rebellion  against  ni}-  call  to  the  ministry,  but  now  mv 
rebellion  was  all  taken  away,  ddie  Holy  S])irit  filled  m^•  soul 
with  i)eace  and  joy  for  I  had  l:)een  made  \villing  in  the  clav  of 
His  ])ower.  to  use  my  time,  ni}-  talents,  nn-  all  in  the  ser\-ice  of 
the  l)i\ine  Master.  The  surrender  was  complete.  I  could 
truly  say  "b'or  me  to  live  is  Christ.  I  live,  Ijut  not  I,  for  Christ 
li\eth  in  me." 

.\t  the  time  of  this  writing  when  nn'  life  work  is  done, 
whether  I  have  kept  or  broken  these  Ordination  \'ows,  only  God 
knows,  and  He  must  be  mv  judge. 

AVar  of  Rebelliox. 

I  was  located  at  Clymer  during  the  two  last  years  of  the  war 
between  the  South  and  the  North.  The  minds  of  the  people 
Avere  all  absorbed  in  the  great  struggle  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  of  the  States.  The  bodies  of  two  soldier  bo}'s  were 
sent  home  to  be  buried,  sons  of  two  sisters  of  my  Church.  All 
a  pastor  could  do  was  to  keep  the  doors  of  the  house  of  wor- 
ship open  for  regular  church  serxice.  Funerals  were  heartrend- 
ing scenes.  Patriotic  songs  were  sung,  the  coffins  were  wrap- 
]jed  in  the  folds  of  the  Stars  and  Stripes  and  decorated  with 
crowns  and  crosses,  and  mottoes  in  fiowers.  The  present  gen- 
eration, born  since  that  war,  cannot  even  imagine  the  great  ex- 
citement, intensity  of  feeling,  and  fearful  forebodings  that 
racked  the  minds  and  filled  the  hearts  of  the  masses  of  the  peo- 
])le  both  of  the  N^orth  and  the  South. 

LiXCOLX's  ASSASSIXATIOX. 

I  was  on  the  street  going  to  hear  the  news  read  when  I  met 
a  near  neighbor.  Air.  Beecher,  who  told  me  of  the  assasination 
of  President  Lincoln.  I  turned  at  once  homeward,  told  my  wife 
the  awful  news,  and  f(3r  awhile  I  walked  the  floor  in  agony  of 
mind.  It  seemed  to  me  the  whole  country  was  going  to  chaos 

and  destruction. 

Amid  such  scenes  and  experiences  the  two  first  years  of  my 
life  as  a  pastor  were  spent.  In  the  Spring  of  1(S63  I  resigned 
my  charge  at  Clymer,  N.  Y.,  and  accepted  a  call  of  the  Baptist 
Church  of  Union  City,  Erie  Co.,  Pa. 
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CoMMEXcEi)  Work  at  Union  City,  Pa. 

My  pastoral  work  commenced  in  this  city  on  the  first  Sab- 
bath of  May,  1865  and  continued  li\e  years  and  hve  months.  1 
was  the  second  pastor  of  the  Church,  Rev.  A.  U.  Bush  beinji^  ni)- 
predecessor.  He  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the  church, 
cinly  alxnit  two  years  i)re\ious  to  my  settlement,  and  in  Ijuilding 
a  new  house  of  worship.  There  were  less  than  thirty-ii\e  mem- 
bers composed  chiefl}'  of  farmers  and  their  families.  I  had  the 
promise  (»f  a  $1000.00  salar}-,  but  the  churrh  ccmld  scarcely 
raise  one-lialf  of  that  amount.  Thex'  bad  no  i>arsonage.  Sup- 
])lies  for  a  family  were  ver\-  higli ;  Hour  $lcS.OO  per  barrel  and 
l)otatoes  $1.50  to  $2.00  a  bushel,  and  sugar  and  eggs  in  the  same 
ratio.  It  was  impossible  to  rent  a  house,  so  I  ])urchased  a  home 
located  on  the  same  street  the  churcli  wa^  situated  on,  runju'ng 
heavily  in  debt.  1die  members  of  the  church  taking  in  the  sit- 
uation ajjpealed  to  the  American  Baptist  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety for  aid  and  obtained  it.  I  \vas  appointed  a  missionar\- 
and  served  the  Society  for  two  \ears,  receiving  for  the  first  year 
$200.00  and  for  the  second  year  $100.00.  b>om  this  time' the 
church  became  independent  of  outside  help.  Although  the  little 
church  was  comparatively  poor  in  finances,  yet  they  were  liberal 
in  their  gifts  for  foreign  and  home  nu'ssions,  one  ^•ear  donating 
$91.50.  ^  ' 

After  I  became  well  actpiainted  with  the  [)eo[)le  and  condi- 
tions of  the  field,  1  fountl  that  I  could  not  reach  the  many  people 
in  the  country  al)out  the  cit}-  with  the  gospel  message,  and  I  de- 
tennined  to  carry  the  message  to  them  bv  holding  services  in 
Schof)!  Districts,  where  a  school  house  was  opened  for  me  in  one 
of  these  districts.  I  held  a  service  Sal)l)ath  afternoon  e\'ery  two 
weeks,  ddiis  was  in  Le  Beouf  Township  where  I  was  enabled 
to  form  a  branch  church.  Winter  months  I  held  protracted 
meetings  in  school  houses,  in  most  cases  with  excellent  results. 
I  found  that  man\'  people  had,  in  many  instances,  erroneous 
views  of  luaptist  doctrine;  views  ilial  created  a  ])reiudice  against 
us,  that  was  ])reventing  the  growth  of  the  church,  and  was  un- 
pleasant to  meet  in  the  social  life  of  the  communit^■.  This  lead 
me  to  preach  a  series  of  doctrinal  sermons  setting  forth  Baptist 
views  of  Christian  teacliing,  npon  the  Church,  the  Gospel  Ordi- 
nances, and  the  historv  {)\  these  doctrines  which  Baptists  now 
believe. 

I'his  series  of  sermons  gave  the  Baptists  a  much  better  stand- 
ing bef(»re  the  peo])le.  but  of  c«nu-se  aroused  some  o]ii)(^siti(^n. 

Huriiig  mv  pastorale,  there  was  a  slow  growth  of  member- 
shi]),  but  the  loss  I)v  death  and  removals  were  v  cry  many.  T  hail 
nianv  I'unerals  and  a  f.air  -;li;ire  n\  the  weddiui's.     AH  in  all.  mv 
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lal)()rs  at  Union  C"il\-  were  a  great  pleasure  to  me.  I  had  a  faith- 
ful and  l()\'al  co-(i])erati()n  of  all  the  church  members,  and  peace 
and  brotherh-  l(»\e.  without  any  serious  discord,  continually  pre- 
vailed. 

The  last  years  of  ni}-  work  on  this  held  p/resent  nothing  aside 
from  the  common  exjieriences  of  a  pastor's  life.  At  times  T 
felt  that  m\-  work  was  drawing  near  the  close,  that  it  would  he 
better  for  the  church  to  have  a  change  of  pastors.  At  last  Pro- 
\idence  presented  the  occasion,  but  l)rought  upon  me  the  great 
sorrow   of  mv  life. 

De.\t]I  of  AIy  I^^ir.st  Wife. 

(  )n  the  1  5tli  of  Septeml)er,  1X70.  at  our  home  in  Union  City, 
after  a  few  (la\'s  sickness,  mv  ])recious  wife  passed  from  the 
scenes  of  this  life  to  her  eternal  home.  She  was  rendered  una- 
ble to  communicate  her  feelings  while  I  was  away  from  home  to 
a  ])ublic  meeting.  In  this  condition  I  found  her  upon  my  re- 
turn. .\s  I  shall  write  a  tribute  to  her  memory  for  this  book  I 
shall  omit  all  that  might  be  said  here. 

Resignation  Followed. 

Aly  blessed  wife's  death,  indicated  to  me.  that  it  was  plainly 
m\-  duty  to  close  my  labors  on  this  field.  So,  at  the  end  of  a  pas- 
torate beginning  May  1,  1865  and  continuing  to  the  last  Sabbath 
of  September.  U*^70.  T  closed  mv  labors  and  immediately  broke 
up  house-kee])ing.  and  in  a  few  days  was  on  my  way  to  Roch- 
ester. X.  ^'.,  to  enter  the  Middle  Class  at  the  Theological  Semin- 
ar}-. 

Theological  Seminary  Course. 

I  took  the  twi)  }-ear  course,  then  allowed  to  men  who  were  not 
College  graduates.  The  course  included  a  full  course  in  Sys- 
tematic Theolog}-.  (ireek,  X.  T.  l-^xegesis.  Church  History  and 
Pastoral  ddieologw  'Sly  prexious  studies  in  Greek  enabled  me 
to  enter  the  class  in  Greek  Fxegesis. 

This  Seminary  Course  made  up  a  certain  fraction  of  my  loss 
of  a  College  education.  The  \enerable  Dr.  Fzekiel  G.  Robinson, 
\).  n..  CU  1)..  was  the  President  of  the  liLstitution  and  Prof,  of 
Theology.  The  \enerable  1  )r.  1  loratitt  Fj.  Hackett.  D.  D.  was 
Professor  of  ( ireek  ICxegesis  and  Dr.  liucklin,  Professor  of 
Church  History.  Under  the  instruction  of  such  men  of  g.'-eat 
al)ilit\'  and  learning,  the  profit  I  recei\-ed  can  never  be  estimated. 
At  the  \ery  beginning  of  this  three- fold  course  of  instruction,  my 
nu'nd  began  to  open  to  new  truths  and  divine  realities  which  hith- 
erto I  had  only  dimly  seen  as  "through  a  glass  darkh'."  but  now 
the  shadows  began  to  fiee  awaw  m\'  mental  horizon  was  l)roader. 
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nn    iiiiiid  cleared  uf  iiiaiu'  niisc()iice])li'ins  aii(l  errors  and  e>lalj- 
lislied  ill  llu-  truth. 

.    i^KF.ACIlIXC   AT   XlACAkA    I-'aI.I.S. 

During'  the  second  year  of  my  stiuhes  at  Kcjchester  I  su])]jhed 
e\er\'  Sahhath  the  I'aptist  Church  oi  Niai^ara  I*'alls.  which  was 
without  a  |)astor.  'Jhis  work  commenced  Xow  1^^  1S71.  I  was 
now  on  m\-  second  year  at  Rochester.  The  Summer  \acation 
liad  1)een  s])ent  in  h)nia  Couiitw  Alichig'an,  \isitint4"  ni)"  wife's  sis- 
ter. Airs.  Re\ .  A.  Cornell,  whose  maiden  name  was  Catharine 
Mason  of  Ripley.  X.  \  .  Kew  Cornell  was  the  pastor  of  the 
I'aptist  Church  at  Smyrna.  AJich.  Throui^h  his  inlluence  I  se- 
cured a  [)osition  as  a  pulpit  supplx'  for  the  Baptist  Church  at  Por- 
tai^'e.  Ionia  Co.,  where  1  preached  twice  each  Sahhath  from  the 
1st  of  July  to  the  last  of  August.  1871.  The  Portage  Church 
ga\e  me  a  call  to  l)ecome  their  pastor  when  I  had  finished  my 
Seminary  Course.  This  1  did  not  accept,  as  dut_\-  led  me  to  ac- 
cept a  call  from  the  I'aptist  Church  of  Xiagara  h'alls. 

Pastok.vl  Work  .\t  tiik  I'ali.s. 

My  pastorate  at  Xiagara  Falls  commenced  the  first  Sahhath  of 
Jul}-.  1872.  In  coming  to  this  held.  I  was  led  hy  a  deep  convic- 
tion that  I  ought  to  try  to  aid  the  Baptist  Churcli  to  maintain  its 
\isibilit}'  and  secure  a  healthy  grow  th.  I  rejected  a  call  from  the 
h'irst  Bai)tist  Church  of  Portland,  Oregon,  to  enter  ui^on  this  field. 
My  immediate  predecessor  was  Rev.  Mr.  Barnes  who  had  closed 
his  work  here  about  two  years  before  n^y  pastoral  work  com- 
menced. They  had  maintained  an  excellent  Sabbath  School  and 
their  weekl\'  prayer  meeting.  Howexer.  during  all  my  work 
here,  there  were  few  con\-ersions  and  but  two  baptisms.  The 
Church  seemed  to  ha\e  reachecl  a  dead  line  in  its  growth,  and  no 
further  progress  was  \isible.  1  labored  on  till  the  S])ring  of 
1874. 

J^XIK.V    W'oUK    AT   LoiKI'OKr. 

l')y  imitation  of  the  Baptist  L'hurch  at  Lockpori.  .Xiagara  Co., 
X.  \'.,  1  assisted  their  acting  pastor,  Rev.  Robert  Mull,  then  a 
student  in  the  Seminary  at  Rochester,  in  a  series  y^\  extra  exan- 
gelical  meetings  commencing  the  last  week  oi  January.  1874.  and 
continuing  for  nine  weeks.  1  preached  during  these  meetings 
every  w  eek-day  e\  ening  except  Saturtkw.  We  had  large  congre- 
gations, and  the  interest  and  fruits  may  be  estimated  by  the  num- 
ber of  com  ersalions.  1  recorded  in  my  Pastor's  Journal.  March 
15th,  1874,  the  following: 

'4  )uriiig  the  ])ast   week   1   lia\e  continued  ni}'  labors  at   l.ock- 
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j)ort.     About  se\enty  have  been  baptized,  and  more  are  awaiting 
l)ai)tisni.     The  meetings  have  been  glorious  in  their  results." 

Call  to  Nortm  East,  Pa. 

In  my  Journal,  h'eb.  22,  1874,  I  recorded  "Have  received  a  call 
from  the  Baptist  Church  at  North  East,  Pa.,  and  accepted  it,  ex- 
pecting to  begin  m\'  labors  the  hrst  Sal)bath  of  Alarch  next." 
For  about  four  months  previous  to  recei\ing  this  call,  I  was  be- 
connng  more  and  more  dissatisfied  with  the  results  of  my  work 
at  the  Ealls.  I  upbraided  myself,  much  more  than  I  found  fault 
with  the  church.  It  seemed  evident  to  me,  that  both  for  the 
good  of  the  church  as  well  as  for  myself,  a  change  was  neces- 
sary ;  hence  the  acceptance  of  the  call  from  North  East.  I  had 
now  serxed  the  church  as  a  supply  and  as  pastor  about  two  and 
a  half  years.  I  had  been  treated  so  kindlA-  bv  the  church,  that  I 
left  as  one  wh(3  parts  from  dear  friends. 

Settled  at  North  East. 

M\-  work  on  this  held  began  March  1,  1874.  At  once  there 
were  omens  of  good  fruit.  I  had  larger  congregations  than  the 
average  on  anv  former  field.  l>efore  six  months  had  passed  I 
began  to  realize  that  there  were  elements  of  discord  in  the  Church, 
that  would  certainly  weaken  if  not  destroy  my  influence  for  use- 
fulness. Toward  the  close  of  the  year  these  elements  became  an 
open  and  radical  opposition.  I  determined,  after  much  anxious 
])rayer.  that  I  could  not  face  such  strong  opposition,  so  I  resigned 
and  at  the  end  of  thirteen  months  service  closed  my  work.  The 
l)itter  disappointment  I  experienced,  the  distrust  of  my  brethren 
which  was  created  in  my  heart,  nearly  drove  me  out  of  the  min- 
istr}-.  It  was  all  too  dark  and  sad  to  recall  or  record.  My  pas- 
torate ended  the  27th  of  March,  1875. 

Returxed  to  the  Ealls. 

.\s  the  P'alls  church  was  without  a  Pastor,  I  returned  to  them 
and  serxed  them  again  as  a  puljiit  su|)ply  till  the  month  of  July. 

Settlkmext  at  Paxama,  X.  Y. 

The  Harmony  l')ai)tist  Church  of  Panama,  Chautaufjua  Coun- 
ty, N.  ^'.,  extended  me  a  call,  and  1  entered  upon  work  there  the 
first  Sabbath  in  August,  1873.  This  settlement  ])roved  to  be  a 
very  hai)])y  and  successful  one  for  me.  1  had  a  church  mem- 
bership of  strong,  devoted  and  consecrated  men  and  xvomen.  The 
venerable  Rev.  Alfred  Wells  xvas  my  p^-edecessor,  and  his  labors 
and  his  greatly  lamented  death,  had  prepared  the  hearts  of  church 
members  and  the  people,  for  a  gracious  revival  of  religion.  This 
came   in   the   xvinter   folloxving  mv   settlement.      We  commenced' 
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extra  evanf^elical  meetinc(s  the  first  week  of  Januar\-,  1876  and 
IieUl  them  four  week-day  evening's  each  week,  with  two  services 
on  the  Sal)ljath  (kiy.  for  elexen  weeks.  .\t  these  services  I 
])rcachL'd  short  sermons,  led  the  ^ini^iii.t;',  and  conducted  the  ser- 
\  ii-e  of  ])rayer  and  exhortation.  Scarcely  had  the  meetings  heen 
fairly  l)e<4nn,  lieforc  there  was  e\idence  of  the  i)resence  of  the 
I  l()]\-  S])irit  in  (|uickening  and  coinerting  power.  I  leads  of  famil- 
ies, strong  men  and  women,  and  many  \-onng  men  and  women, 
began  to  en(|uire  "Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do  to  be 
sa\e;l?"'  The  whole  community  was  mo\-ed  by  an  irresistable 
power. 

r..\i'risMS. 

It  was  confidently  belie\ed  that  over  seventy-five  were  convert- 
ed to  Christ.  Of  this  number  in  the  months  of  Januar\-.  I'ebru- 
ary  and  April  I  baptized  twenty-nine.  Later  addition>  brought 
the  number  up  to  thirty-four.  .\  number  of  con\ert<  united  with 
the  Presl)yterian  and  M.  E.  church. 

riie  al)o\'e  records  the  most  gracious  re\i\al  of  all  m\'  pastoral 
labors.  \  had  no  assistance  in  the  \\-ork.  My  work  continued  at 
Panama  for  li\e  years,  closing  the  last  Sabbath  in  July,  1879. 
1  can  truly  say  that  in  all  respects  the  work  and  its  fruits  was 
most  encouraging  and  delightful,  and  leaves  on  my  mind  most 
])recious  memories  of  many  dear  brethren  and  sisters,  so  many  of 
whom  ha\e  long  since  gone  to  their  eternal  reward.  They  were 
"faithful  unto  death"  and  now  have  recei\ed  the  "crown  of  ever- 
lasting life." 

Second  M.vrri.vce. 

While  at  Panama  on  the  20th  of  Dec.  1876,  I  married  Mr-^. 
Mary  Cornelia  Moore  C\)ok,  daughter  of  Haxid  and  Beda  Sperry 
Moore,  and  widow  of  Philrmder  Cook,  one  of  the  successful  bus- 
iness men  of  ("liautau;|ua  Count}',  b'or  six  \'ears  1  had  li\ed  a 
widowed  lile,  which  can  be  truthfully  called  a  homeless  lite. 
This  marriage  has  ]iro\ed  an  unspeakable  blessing  to  me,  gixing 
me  a  faithfid  wife  and  a  delightful,  hapi)y  home.  Mrs.  'Pennant 
is  a  member  ol'  (he  l'resb\lerian  Church  and  \  er\-  lo\al  to  her 
faith. 

.\fter  our  marriage,  we  li\ed  at  Panama  uv  to  the  time  <^\  the 
closing"  of  m\-  labors  there  in  the  sunrmer  o\  1SS(\  the  last  Sab- 
bath of  July. 

After  closing  my  work  at  Panama  I  went  to  Point  (."hautau- 
(|ua  on  ("bautau(|ua  Lake  for  a  niontbA  \acation.  w.aiting  mean- 
time fi'r  an  opening  on  some  other  liell.  The  lield  I  was  looking 
for  was  one  where  the  church  needed  a  new  hou>e  ot  worship. 
While  at   ( 'hautauuu.a    I    met    l\e\ .    I.    I'.  (  )lcott  ^U'    b'.ast    Aurora. 
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I->ie  Co..  X.  ^'.  He  was  in  search  of  a  man  to  l)ecome  pastor 
of  the  l'a])ti-i  ( 'hnrcli  at  that  i)lace.  T  ensj^aged  to  visit 
the  Church  and  <h(l  so,  and  ])reached  to  them  two  Saljljaths, 
Aug.  Sth  and  IStli,  188(\  The  Chin-ch  there  needed  a  new  house 
of  worshi]).  They  gave  me  a  call  to  l)ecome  their  Pastor.  I  ac- 
ce])ted  on  the  condition  that  the>-  W(_mld  join  their  efforts  with 
mine  in  erecting  a  new  church  l)uilding.  ddiis  was  agreed  to,  and 
1  was  to  c(3mmence  mv  lahors  as  soon  as  I  could  make  arrange- 
ments to  mo\-e  VAv  household  goods. 

SkTTI.EI)  at   ICxST   .Vl'RORA. 

(  )n  the  third  Sah])ath  of  Sept.  1880.  I  preached  my  hrst  ser- 
mon as  their  Pastor. 

X(A\  came  the  long  se\'ere  tug  of  christian  warfare.  As  soon 
as  I  commenced  agitating  the  (piestion  of  huilding,  I  found  the 
entire  Board  of  1'rustees  were  radically  opposed  to  any  effort  of 
this  kind.  As  there  were  five  strong  men  on  the  Board  what 
could  1  do?  X(jthing  unless  there  could  he  a  change  in  the  per- 
sonel  of  this  Board.  The  majority  of  the  members  fax'ored 
huilding.  1  suggested  to  the  church  that  we  re-organize  the  In- 
corporate Body  under  the  new  trustee  law  passed  in  1876  b}-  the 
Xew  ^'ork  State  legislature  for  the  benefit  of  the  Baptist  churches 
of  the  State.  This  ])ropositon  was  endorsed  by  a  large  major- 
ity of  the  \()ting  members  of  the  Church  and  congregation.  Steps 
were  at  once  taken  to  effect  this  change.

Xearl\-  all  the 
mone\'  raised  on  subscriptif)n,  was  obtained  b\-  my  indix'idual  ef- 
fort. In  this  Clod  answered  my  praxers.  lUit  strange  to  say.  i.i 
all  the  nex\spa]>er  reports,  not  one  sxllable  xxas  xvritten  concern- 
ing the  efforts  of  the  Pastor,  nor  was  he  recognized  at  all,  in  .dl 
that  xxas  done  or  said  at  the  dedicatory  serxices.  Ihit  ( lod  knows 
xxhat  a  burden  1  carried  on  mx'  heart  and  hands,  and  [  shall  not  be 
forgotten  xxhen  the  rexxards  are  distributed. 

.\fter  the  dedication,  now  occurred  what  si »  often  does  occui'; 
the  church  had  a  nexx-  house  of  xxorshij),  noxx  there  must  be  a  new 
pastor  to  hll  the  pexxs.  .\lthough  a  x'ote  xxas  taken  to  renexx-  my 
call  for  another  x'ear,  the  sentiment  among  a  fexx  leading  mem- 
bers that  a  change  of  pastors  xxould  be  better  for  the  church,  led 
me  to  make  mv  resignation  final  xx  Inch  T  did  and  closed  my  labors 
Sei)t.  14th,  1SS4,  haxing  serxed  as  ])astor  for  four  years. 

I  re:-<)l\ed  nox\-  to  haxe  a  few  months  res])ite  from  ])astoral 
work.  We  rented  rooms,  moxed  out  nf  the  i)arsonage,  and  re- 
mained in  k.ast  Aurora  until  the  folloxxing  Si)ring. 

1  )uring  this  winter  xacation  1  assisted  a  few  weeks  Rex'.  Syse 
at  Strxkersxille,  X.  ^  .,  in  a  series  of  meetings  and  preached  in 
dil'lerent  places  as  opportunitx'  afforded. 

h'.arly  in  the  Spring  of  1S83  I  receixed  ;i  call  from  the  l>ap':i>t 
("hurch  at  W'estheld,  ("hautaucpia  County,  X.  \.      This  call  I    ic- 

cejjted.

May  1,  ISS.^  I  commenced  ])astoral  xxork  at  W'estfield,  X.  N'. 
I  entered  upon  the  work  here  with  much  fear  and  trembling  for 
I  wa>  undecided  as  to  whelher  I  x\a->  the  right  man  for  the  place. 
Miis  fear  p.'is^ed  when  I    found  I   was  receiving  a  xerx'  heartx-  and 
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earnest  co-operation  (^f  all  the  church  members.     We  lived  till  the 
Spring'  of  1886  in  a  rented  house  on  Union.  Street. 

In  the  I-'all  of  1885  Mrs.  Tennant  went  to  California  to  spend 
the  winter  with  her  sister.  Martha,  Mrs.  Morgan,  at  Oakland. 
This  was  a  delightfnl  experience  for  her.  Early  in  this  winter,  I 
])nrchased  a  honse  and  lot  on  Sonth  Portage  Street.  L'pon  Mrs. 
'Pennant's  retnrn  we  moved  into  this  home  of  onr  own.  the  hrst 
owned  since  onr  marriage.     This  was  in  the  Spring  of  1886. 

The  \\'estheld  Church  being  weak  in  finances,  appealed  to  the 
.\ew  York  State  Baptist  Convention  for  aid.  This  was  granted. 
I  was  a])pointed  their  missionar}-  with  a  pledge  of  $100.00  for 
the  first  year;  for  the  second  year  the  aid  was  v$50.00. 

Lecture  on  Prohibition. 

During  the  months  of  September  and  October.  1885,  I  lectured 
on  temperance  and  the  prohibition  of  the  liquor  traffic,  advocating 
liie  necessity  for  a  political  party  whose  principal  object  was  the 
total  destruction  of  this  wicked  trafiic.  1  did  not  hesitate  to  ar- 
raign the  old  political  parties  as  secretly  or  openly  supporting  the 
in(|uitous  Imsiness.  i  deli\ered  that  VnW  twenty-three  lectures  in 
dift"erent  places  in  Chautauqua  Count)-  where  friends  interested 
in  the  cause  invited  me  to  speak.  This  lecture  course,  gave  me 
great  satisfaction,  and  created  for  me  man}-  political  enen.iies.  1 
wrote  articles  for  a  third  part}-  paper.  "The  Agitator"  ])ublisiied 
in  Jamestown,  X.  \'.  For  these  articles  I  got  most  warmly 
scored  by  old  party  pa[)ers  particularly  those  supporting  the  Re- 
puldican  Party.  All  this  ga\e  me  supreme  delight.  \'ou  know-, 
when  }'ou  fire  int(j  a  fiock  of  birds,  the  birds  that  fiutter  ha\-e  been 
hit.  I  was  glad  to  witness  the  fiuttering  and  the  return  fire 
caused  no  bleeding  wounds. 

All  ni}-  life  l)efore  the  i)ul)lic,  I  ha\e  ])een  an  uncomprising  ene- 
m\-  of  the  >ale  and  use  of  strong  drinks,  and  never  hesitated  to 
condemn  it  from  the  pul[)it  when  occasion  recjuired.  1  could 
here  relate  many  ])leasing  incidents  in  connection  with  my  work 
along  this  line,  l)ut  all  cannot  lie  related  in  an  article  that  must 
be  liniile  I  in  length. 

\\\  Work  at  Westfield. 

The  limited  means  of  the  IJaptist  O'hurch  forced  me  to  resort 
to  some  manual  ialior  for  the  support  of  mv  family,  so,  by  the 
aid  of  m\-  faithful  wife,  1  purchased  sixteen  acres  of  land  and 
set  all  out  to  grapes  except  about  three  acres.  Nearly  half  of  this 
land  nu'ght  ])ro])erl)-  be  called  unimproxed,  as  it  was  swampy  and 
.ston\-.  1 1  ere  there  was  work.  But  I  was  enabled  to  preach  two 
sermons  e\er\-  Sabbath,  and  after  the  lirst  \ear,  ever\'  other  Sab- 
b;ilb  three  sermons,  one  at  an  out  station. 
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In  the  summer  of  1891  T  ])iirchased.  with  my  nephew.  Moses 
I),  lennant,  se\enteen  acres  of  land.  Thi^  I  plowefi  over  in  the 
l*"all  and  in  the  S])rini;-  of  1(S92  it  was  all  ]>hnited  to  Concord 
i;"ra])es.  dims  1  liad  ahoul  twentN'-six  acres  of  t^rapes  to  cultivate 
and  har\  est,  wlien  all  had  come  to  l)earin_iy.  This  meant  hard 
wf^rk  for  me  and  ])lenty  of  it.  None  the  less,  my  pastoral  work 
continued.  AI}-  father  used  to  sav  "You  can't  kill  a  Tennant: 
with  hard  work."  When  the  y'rapes  were  har\'ested  and  sold, 
then  from  tlie  1st  of  Xo\eml)er  to  the  1st  of  .\])ril  of  eacii  year 
I  was  at  liljerty  to  i;'i\e  my  lime  to  preparing'  sermons  and  to  i)a^;- 
toral  \isitation. 

Ihe  first  weeks  of  januar\-  of  each  \ear  e.xtra  meetings  were 
held,  always  with  s^ood  results  in  the  ipuckenino'  of  the  spiritual 
life  of  the  church  memhers,  and  usualh'  in  some  conversions.

dduis  my  work  continued  in  the  church  and  on  the  farm  until 
the  S])rini4"  of  18^1,  when  1  resigned  my  pastorate  and  closed 
mv  lahors  the  last  Sahhath  in  August,  1891. 

Work  at  AIavx'iij.e. 

In  the  vS]>ring  of  18^'/  I  \isited  the  l^>aptist  church  at  .Ma\'\ille, 
the  County  seat  of  Cdiautau(|ua  Count}'.  1  found  it  ulterl\-  desti- 
tute, no  ])reaching,  no  week-day  pra^'er  meeting,  nor  Sal)l)ath 
School.  At  the  close  of  the  morning  ser\ice,  I  callcil  the  few 
meml)ers  present  together,  and  holdh-  oti'ered  to  them  my  serxices 
for  one  vear  without  any  pav,  only  the  church  hoard  must  hoard 
myself  and  horse  oxer  the  Sahhath  dax'.  On  the-^e  terms  I 
worked  the  first  year,  preaching  to  them  txvice  each  Sahhath. 

ddie  second  year  the  xvork  continued  and  I  received  $3.00  a 
x\eek  and  my  board  oxer  the  Sahhath.  In  the  winter  of  this 
xear  the  Mavx'ille  church  released  me  from  llic  1st  of  l)ecemher. 
'1897  to  the  '1st  of  April,  18^8. 

Sri'i'i.ii:i)  AT  RiiM.icv. 

On  the  1st  of  Hecemher,  1897,  to  the  1st  i^i  April.  1  ^^'8  I  sup- 
plied the  pulpit  of  the  IJajitist  church  at  Uiple\ ,  X.  \'.  This  xvas 
my  old  home  town,  and  I  had  excellent  congregations  morning 
and  exening  exery  Sahhath. 

Returning  again  to  my  xxurk  in  .\lax\ille.  1  undertook  to  raise 
ahout  $300.00  on  subscription  for  rc-rot)ting  anil  repairing  their 
house  of  xvorshi]).  1  obtained  ])ledges  enough  to  enable  them  to 
\enture  on  making  needed  repairs.  Ihis  the\  uiulertook  antl 
carried  through  after  the  close  n\  m\-  l;ibor<  the  last  Sabbath  in 
August,  18^)^).  l''rom  that  time  to  the  iM-e-eni,  RM5,  the  church 
has  had  almost  contiuous  pastoral  ser\  ice.  and  their  work  has 
not  ceased   for  a  single  moiuh.

During-  the  t\\enly-eii;'ht  x'cars  work  I  ha\e  i>reached  on  an 
a\era,^e,  inclndins^-  extra  meetint^s  and  ont  stations,  abont  three 
sermons  each  Sabbath,  makins;"  in  all  fonr  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighteen  discourses.  Included  in  these  is  a  series  of  thirtv- 
one  discourses  on  the  Idfe  oi  Christ;  nine  discourses  on  the  Life 
of  St.  Paul;  two  on  the  Parables;  a  series  on  the  Biblical  His- 
tory ol  the  Jews;  a  series  of  discourses  on  the  doctrines  i>\  the 
(ios])els  as  l)elie\ed  and  advocated  1)\-  the  r)a])ti.>t  denonnnalion, 
includini;"  a  histor\-  of  these  doctrines. 

1  wrote  out  the  history  in  full  of  three  Baptist  ("hurches.  the 
luist  .\urora,  the  Panama  and  the  W'estfield.  1  prepared  and 
])reached  a  series  of  sermons  on  the  Second  COnnn^'  and  Millen- 
ial  Reign  of  Christ;  another  on  the  Doctrine  of  Creation,  includ- 
ing a  Refutation  of  braise  ddieories  concerning  creation,  and  de- 
fending the  I'iblical  llistorw  .\11  these  series  of  cliscourses 
called  for  much  diligent  research  and  stud\-  and  manw  da\s  of 
w  riting. 

If  this  auto-biography  was  for  the  public  to  read  1  would  not 
be  guilt}-  of  so  nuich  apparent  egotism  in  going  thus  far  into 
some  of  the  details  of  my  life  work.  But  all  this  is  written  for 
reading  b\-  relati\es  and  ])ersonal  friends. 

Ma\ing  reached  that  age  when  farm  work  was  too  heavv  for 
me,  1  completed  the  sale  of  all  the  balance  of  m\-  farm,  sold  mv 
home  on  South  i'ortage  Street  at  W'estheld,  fitted  up  a  home  at 
SiKer  Creek,  X.  ^".,  and  moved  there  in  the  month  of  Xo\ember, 
1909,  with  the  fond  ho])e  of  casting  off  all  worldh  care  and 
spending  the  balance  of  my  da\s  in  reading,  writing,  and  pre- 
paring my  soul  for  the  last  great  change.

I  belie\e  the  (  hri-tiau  .'-^cri])tures  are  the  word  o\  ( lod  ;  ihat 
by  them  "men  of  old  spake  as  the\-  were  mo\  ed  b\  the  llol\-  Spir- 
it;"" that  there  is  no  real  discrepancy  between  their  teaching,  when 
rightly  inter])rcted,  and  the  most  ad\anced  leaching  oi  modern 
science;  that  indeed  science  assists  in  the  correct  interpretation 
of  the  word,  and  that  without  this  aid  the  words  oi  tlie  Tuble 
coidd  not  be  correctl\-  understood. 

1    beliexe   in   the    bjuineucv  n\    (lod   in   nature;   that    Mis  pres- 
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ence  is  e\erv\vhere,  and  that  natural  forces,  material  and  spirit- 
ual, are  the  creation  of  Mis  wisdom  and  power,  and  continue  to 
exist  l)\'  the  ])erpetual  exercise  of  His  [)ower.  I  believe  that  we 
must  disting-uish  between  the  essence  of  the  Divine  Being  and 
the  suljstance  of  matter  as  the  Creator  and  the  created  cannot  be 
of  the  same  sul)stance. 

1  Ijelieve  that  God  subsists  in  three  persons  having  one  nature, 
and  are  co-equal  in  all  their  attributes,  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy 
S])irit.  I  believe  that  the  Son  of  God  took  to  Himself  a  complete 
and  perfect  Human  Xature  and  dwelt  upon  earth,  and  that  He 
took  this  nature  for  the  purpose  of  saving  man  from  his  sins; 
that  this  sahation  is  pro\ided  in  His  life  and  sufferings  as  a  vi- 
carious sacrifice  for  sin.  I  beliexe  that  this  salvation  is  otTered 
to  all  the  human  race,  on  the  conditions  of  repentance,  faith  and 
ol)edience. 

T  l)elieve  in  the  immortalit}'  of  man's  soul;  that  he  \Nill  have  a 
self-conscious  existence  after  the  dissolution  of  the  mortal  body, 
and  this  conscifjusness  (^f  existence  does  not  cease  for  anv  period 
of  time  after  death. 

1  l)elie\e  that  the  righteous  will  be  rewarded  with  eternal  life 
solelv  as  a  free  gift  of  God's  gracious  favor  and  not  as  merited 
bv  personal  virtue  or  by  good  works. 

I  believe  the  wicked  \\  ill  suffer  ])unishment  in  the  future  state 
of  existence,  because  the  sins  of  their  earthly  life  are  continued 
in  their  life  after  death;  that  the  duration  of  their  punishment 
co-exists  with  the  continuance  of  their  sinning  from  a  free  choice 
and  from  a  degree  of  unholy  satisfaction  therein. 

I  believe  in  the  resurrection  of  the  bodies  of  the  just  and  the 
unjust  and  in  a  general  judgment.  I  believe  in  the  second  com- 
ing of  our  Lord  to  this  earth  in  His  glorified  body,  and  at  this 
coming  the  destiu)-  of  all  human  sotils  of  the  \'ast  generations  of 
men  will  l)e  fore\er  determined  and  fixed.  As  a  preparation  for 
that  great  and  notable  day  of  the  Lord  the  souls  of  sinful  men 
must  be  (piickened  into  a  holy  spiritual  life  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
and  such  only  will  be  permitted  to  enter  heaven.  Formal  profes- 
sors will  l)e  excluded. 

With  a  correct  interpretation  of  the  words  "The  Holy  Cath- 
olic Church"  and  the  words  "He  descended  into  hell,"  I  accept 
the  A])ostles  Creed  as  a  true  epitome  of  Christian  doctrine. 

in  closing  this  atito-biography  I  wish  to  say  to  all  my  friends 
and  relatives,  when  I  ha\e  ])assed  away  from  earth,  do  not  think 
of  me  as  lying  in  a  dark  cold  grave,  but  rather  hope  for  me,  that 
through  grace  and  grace  alone  I  have  been  permitted  to  enter 
through  the  gates  of  the  celestial  city,  there  to  meet  my  blessed 
."^ax  ior  and  the  dear  ones  who  ha\e  gone  before  me  and  to  aw'ait 
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the  coming  of  those  I  have  left  on  earih.      This  is  mv  faith  an-l 
ni)'  glorious  hope.

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AIRMORTAL  TRIBUTES. 

DiMsiox  II. 

Re\-.  George  Sa\\i.\  and  iils  Wiee,  Betsey  Texxant. 

In  the  family  record,  in  Part  2,  Chapter  Second,  will  ]je  found 
recorded  the  liirths,  marriage  and  deaths  of  Rev.  George  Sa^vin 
and  his  wife,  Betsev  Tennant.  The  writer  of  this  Memorial 
was  well  ac(|uainted  with  his  uncle  and  aunt,  and  it  gives  him 
great  pleasure  to  contrihute  something  to  re\eal  to  others,  who 
mav  have  never  seen  or  known  their  lovely  characters,  and  to  per- 
l)etuate  their  memories.  What  has  heen  previously  written  in 
the  familv  record  need  not  he  re])eated  here. 

Two  nohler  spirits  could  not  he  named.  If  there  is  any  special 
meaning  to  the  word  "Christian,"  they  possessed  the  very  hest 
elements  of  such  a  character.  Uncle  George  was  more  impulsive 
in  his  temperament,  hut  he  always  controlled  his  impulses  as  he 
was  thoroughly  conscientious  and  had  a  well  balanced  mind  and 
scjund  judgment.  Aunt  Betsey  was  mild,  even-tempered,  every- 
dav-alike  in  her  life  and  spirits.  Both  became  members  of  the 
IJaptist  church  of  Riple}',  X.  \'..  and  passed  into  the  church  tri- 
umphant in  the  fullness  of  a  christian  faith  and  hope,  and  a  ri[)- 
ened  christian  experience. 

The  writer  has  had  a  correspondence  with  Deacon  R.  P.  Ben- 
nett, a  member  at  this  date,  Januar}-,  1913,  of  the  Baptist  Church 
of  Springheld,  Otsego  Co.,  X\  Y.  He  has  been  a  member  of  this 
church  for  forty  years  and  a  deacon  for  twentA'  vears.  He  ex- 
amined the  church  record  and  finds  that  Rev.  (jco.  Sawin  was 
ordained  to  the  gospel  ministr}'  April  21,  1819.  As  he  was  the 
immediate  predecessor  of  Re\-.  Da\id  Tennant  who  was  ordained 
as  pastor  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  March,  1823,  we  conclude, 
tliat  the  ^er\ices  of  Rew  Sawin  continued  to  about  this  time, 
which  wDuld  make  about  four  years  ser\ice  in  all.  He  and  his 
wife  came  to  the  Baptist  Cliurch  of  Ripley,  N.  \'.,  with  letters 
from  the  Baptist  Church  of  Springheld,  X.  \'.  The  family 
moved  from  Otsego  Co.  to  Chautaucjua  in  1832.  The  records 
of  the  l'"irst  liaptist  Church  of  Riple}-  show  that  Rev.  Sawin  be- 
came its  Pastor  in  1834  and  serxed  the  church  till  1837.  lie  was 
succeeded  in  the  ])astorate  b\-  his  brother,  Rew    b)hn  Sawin. 

Rew  Saw  in's  sermons  were  usualh'  expositorw  The  last  ser- 
mon the  author  remembers  hearing  him  preach  was  on  "Christ 
in  Pro])hecy.""  It  was  marxelous  for  its  grasp  of  the  subject,  for 
its  mail}-  scri])ture  (pu^tations  from  memory,  and  its  poetical 
imagery.  The  writer  has  recalled  the  impressions  of  that  dis- 
course for  man\'  years.  Uncle  George  was  in  the  congregation 
wlien  the  writer  ])reached  his  first  discourse  in  the  Baptist  Church 
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on  Ri])le}^  Hill.  His  venerable  form  was  an  inspiration  to  the 
}-onnt^'  preacher,  as  he  tried  to  sjjeak  upon  ilic  tlienie,  "God.  the 
Support  and  Defense  of  the  Churcli." 

The  writer  remembers  well  the  last  \isit  he  made  his  uncle 
( ieori^e.  Flis  \enerable  form  was  lyin^-  peacefull\-  on  iii>  death- 
bed, waiting"  for  the  summons  of  the  Master  and  Savior  to  call 
him  to  his  blessed  reward,  his  eternal  home.  "With  a  low. 
tremblin"'  \'oice  but  with  perfect  clearness  and  composure,  he  re- 
peated, wc:)rd  for  word,  the  following-  beautiful  h\-mn,  from  the 
P.salmist,  No.  835. 

"I  low   sweet  antl  awful   is  the  place.

1  lis  death  took  jjlace  at  his  home  on  I\i])le\  I  Mil  at  the  age  of  7.^ 
\ears.  3  months  and  13  days.  I  lis  beUwed  wife  died  on  her  71st 
birthday,  at  the  .same  place  May  31st.  1800.

Rev.  John  Savvin. 

The  writer  of  this  Genealogy  did  not  at  first  purpose  to  ex- 
tend his  work  beyond  the  limits  of  those  families  or  individuals 
which  were  related  by  consanguinity  to  his  parents,  but  the  Re\-. 
John  and  George  Sawin  who  were  brothers  and  men  of  remarka- 
ble personality  and  who  married  sisters  of  the  author's  mother, 
Delinda  Tennant,  he  considered  it  a  privilege  and  duty  to  make 
special  mention  of  these  uncles,  to  gi\e  a  l)rief  sketch  of  their 
lives  and  characters  in  a  Memorial  Tribute. 

Rev.  John  Sawin  was  born  in  the  Township  of  Willington, 
b'olland  Co.,  Connecticut,  on  the  10th  of  April,  1786.  At  the 
age  of  eleven,  in  17^)7,  the  family  moved  to  Washington  Coun- 
ty, N.  v..  and  afterwards  to  Stark  Township,  Flerkimer  Co.,  N. 
Y. 

Mr.  Sawin's  early  life  was  spent  on  a  faruL  He  secured, 
however,  a  good  common  school  education,  but  having  a  bright 
mind  and  being  ambitious  to  get  a  higher  education  than  the  Dis- 
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Irict  School  offered,  he  apphed  himself  to  other  branches  of  learn- 
iiif^  in  which  he  made  rapid  advancement,  lie  soon  became 
(|ualihed  to  teach  and  for  several  years  taught  in  District 
Schools. 

P'.arly  in  life  he  made  a  public  profession  of  faith  in  Christi- 
anity and  joined  the  Baptist  Church.  While  occupied  in  teach- 
inj.;-  he  was  a  diligent  student  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  and  of 
Christian  theology,  availing  himself  of  such  works  as  those  of 
.Scott  and  .\ndre\v  Fuller  and  other  great  theologians.  His  piety 
and  learning  and  mental  ability  was  readily  recognized  by  his 
Baptist  brethren  and  so  a  council  ^\•as  called  b}  the  Baptist 
Church  of  Exeter,  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  he  was  there  ordained 
a  PJaptist  minister.  The  family  moved  to  Springheld  in  182.S. 
before  leaving  Herkimer  Co.,  he  made  the  acquaintance  of  Miss 
Orrel  Tennant.  This  happy  accjuaintance  resulted  in  their  mar- 
riage at  Stark.  Herkimer  Co.,  N.  Y.  June  25th,  1813.  Mrs. 
Sawin  was  born  at  Springheld,  Otsego  Co..  N.  Y.,  .\pril  28,  1793. 
Being  married  and  ordained  to  the  Christian  ministry  he  now  de- 
voted his  time  and  talents  to  this  greatest  of  callings. 

In  the  year  1887  occurred  the  Centennial  of  the  organization 
of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Springfield,  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y.,  the 
church  having  been  organized  in  1787  five  years  after  the  close 
of  the  Revolutionary  war.  In  an  edition  of  "The  Freedmen"s 
journal"  published  at  Cooperstown,  Otsego  Co.,  N.  Y.,  on  June 
24th,  1887,  a  full  account  is  given  of  this  Centennial  celebra- 
tion. A  History  of  the  Baptist  Church  was  prepared  and  read. 
In  this  History  are  the  names  of  all  the  pastors,  deacons,  trus- 
tees and  clerks  who  had  served  the  church  during  its  first  hundred 
years  of  history.  Rex.  W.  Farman  was  the  first  pastor,  closing 
his  labors  in  1800.  "From  1821  to  1855,  thirty-four  years,  this 
clunrh  had  twelve  pastors,  namely.  Rev.  Daniel  Putnam  one  year. 
David  Tennant  two  years;  Jacob  Knapp  five  years;  John  Sawin 
tlu-ee  years."  ddiis  extract  shows  that  John  Sawin  was  the  sev- 
enth pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  of  Springfield,  .\.  \'.,  and  that 
he  succeeded  the  noted  exangelist.  Jacob  Knai)i),  and  served  the 
church  three  years  from  1828.  This  brings  tlie  time  of  his  ser- 
\  ice  down  to  near  1832  when  the  family  moved  to  Ripley,  Chau- 
tauqua Co.,  N.  Y, 

Ila\ing  settletl  in  Ripley  he  still  continued  i)reaching.  His 
income  from  such  service  was  \ery  inadequate  for  the  support  oi 
his  large  family.  1  le  purchased  a  farm  antl  this  helped  suppl\ 
the  family.  Mrs.  Sawin.  the  faithful  wife,  was  a  woman  of  re- 
markable energy,  tact,  and  coiu"age.  The.  spinnitig  wheels  were 
kept  busy;  the  lot)m  was  kept  banging  and  hundreds  oi  yards  oi 
linen  and  woolen  goods  were  manufactured   for  home  consump- 
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tion.  ( )iK'  i)f  the  older  (lait,f;"hters  was  a  seamstress  who  could 
cut  and  make  i;"arments  for  the  family.  .Ml  worked  and  ren- 
dered what  help  they  could. 

This  preachini]^  and  farming"  Rew  Sawin  continued  at  Ripley 
from  1S32  to  1846.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  at 
Riplev,  X.  N'.,  from  1837  to  1840.  During  this  time  four  daugh- 
ters were  h(~)rn.  the  youngest  of  this  large  family  of  thirteen  chil- 
dren. Xow  great  changes  took  [)lace  in  this  history  of  this  re- 
markahle  family. 

In  184().  on  the  19th  of  h>l).  Rew  Sawin  and  three  of  the  chil- 
dren started  with  a  team  and  a  coxered  wagon  for  Wisconsin, 
then  a  territory.  Before  reaching  Erie,  Pa.,  there  had  fallen  a 
heavy  snow  compelling  them  to  change  from  wheels  to  sled  shoes. 
Thus  rigged  they  went  on,  arriving  at  their  destination  in  Wal- 
worth C^»unt^^  Wisconsin  the  19th  of  March.  .Vlvin.  the  oldest 
son,  had  ]. receded  them,  going  with  his  sister,  .\nn  ITiza  and  her 
hushand.  Mr.  (lott.  immediateh'  after  their  marriage  in  1842. 

I  his  hrst  \  isit  of  a  part  of  the  family  was  onl}-  to  sp_\-  out  the 
land.  Mr.  Sawin  remained  onl}-  till  ahout  the  first  of  May 
when  he  returned  by  the  lake  route  to  Xew  York  State,  arriv- 
ing at  home  on  the  7th  of  May.  Prei)arations  ^\■ere  now  made 
for  the  moving  of  the  entire  family  to  Wisconsin.  On  the  10th 
of  June,  1846.  they  bade  their  old  friends  and  neighbors  of  Chau- 
taiupia  good  1)ye  and  started  from  Erie,  Pa.,  up  the  lake  to  Ra- 
cine, Wise,  and  from  there  on  t(^  W^alworth  County. 

h\)r  a  short  time  they  stopped  at  the  home  of  the  daughter, 
Mrs.  Gott.  Soon  they  found  a  \-acant  residence  and  moyed  into 
it  and  there  lix'ed  for  six  months. 

Mr.  Sawin  was  looking  for  a  farm.  He  hnally  located  one 
in  Green  Co.,  Wise,  and  i)urchased  175  acres.  On  this  farm  he 
built  a  new  and  comfortable  home.  As  the  sons  grew  into  man- 
hood the\'  wanted  more  land  so  iovty  acres  more  were  purchased 
making  a  farm  of  215  acres.  On  this  land  prosperity'  came  to 
the  famil}'  such  as  they  had  ne\er  before  experienced. 

Re\'.  Sawin,  howe\er.  did  not  lose  his  interest  in  the  cause  of 
Christ.  Me  ser\-ed  as  pastor  of  the  Uutland  church  for  man}' 
}'ears,  besides  holding  services  and  ])reaching  in  log  school  houses 
located  many  miles  a])art.  He  maintained  family  worship  in  the 
reading  of  the  Scrijjtures  and  ])rayer. 

Mrs.  Sawin  during  all  these  years  was  a  faithful  helper  in  all 
her  husband's  labors.  Her  great  energ}-  and  untiring  love  of 
work  kept  the  wheels  of  industr}-  constantl}'  in  motion  at  her 
home.  She  was  a  genial,  happy  s]Mrit  which  no  amount  of  care 
or  burden  l)earing  could  crush  or  becloud.  Her  christian  influ- 
ence in  the  home  directed  and  moulded  the  character  and  lives  of 
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her  children  so  tliat  not  one  of  this  lar^^e  family  went  astra\'  to 
hrint^"  a  shadcjw  of  di-^racc  upon  thcmseUes  (jr  the  tamil)-,  hut 
h'\cd  h()n()ra1)lc.  ])nre  and  nprii^ht  li\es  such  as  are  always  orna- 
ments and  henedietidiis  to  societx'  and  the  world. 

I\e\-.  Saw  in  in  the  later  years  of  liis  life  was  led  to  heliexe  in 
tlie  ])ossihilit\-  and  actnalit}'  of  communications  witli  de])arted  hu- 
man s])irits.  Such  had  heen  made  to  memhers  of  his  family  so 
he  helie\ed.  d  he  writer  does  not  know  that  his  uncle  accepted 
in  full  the  teachino's  of  modern  spiritualism,  hut  ])resumes  tliat 
he  onl\-  went  so  far  as  to  l)elie\e  in  spirit  communications.  >till 
adherin.L;'  to  the  teaclnn,i;"s  of  the  sacred  scri])tures  on  fundamental 
exaui^'elical  doctrines. 

.\fter  man\'  \-ear>  of  lahor  and  hurden  hearinsj^  Mr.  Sawin's 
health  heij^an  to  <i"i\e  wav.  dhe  plnsician  who  rendered  medical 
treatment  pronounced  the  disease  "hardeniui^  of  the  arteries." 
No  medical  skill  could  sa\  e  him  from  the  final  results.  As  death 
appn -ached  he  had  some  strange  and  remarkahle  visions  of  spirit 
hein^s.  On  the  19th  of  March.  1866.  at  the  advanced  age  of  79 
\ears.  11  months  and  9  days,  at  Brooklyn.  Wi.sc.  this  servant  of 
(lod  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.  Having  fought  the  good  fight  and  kept 
the  faith,  henceforth  there  is  laid  uj)  for  him  a  crown  of  righteous 
ness  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  will  give  him  in  the 
great  day.  His  faithful  and  heloved  wife  survived  him  until  the 
5th  of  Aug.  1873,  when,  at  the  same  place,  she  was  called  home 
to  her  eternal  rest  and  reward.

In  the  family  genealogy  of  this  book  will  be  found  a  record  of 
the  ancestors  of  my  parents,  the  place  and  dates  of  their  birth, 
and  mention  made  of  their  brothers,  sisters  and  children.  This 
Memorial  Tribute  is  written  to  express  not  only  the  sweet  me- 
mories of  the  writer,  but  also  to  voice  the  sentiments  and  feelings 
of  all  their  children,  the  living  and  the  dead. 

We  children  would  be  cruelly  ungrateful  and  wanting  in  all  the 
elements  of  human  kindness  and  natural  affection  if  we  did  not 
appreciate  what  our  parents  have  done  for  us,  not  only  in  bring- 
ing us  into  being,  but  in  ministering  to  our  bodily  wants,  in  lov- 
ing efforts  to  make  our  home  life  happy  and  blest,  and  in  helping 
and  encouraging  us  to  make  the  best  possible  use  of  our  time  and 
the  gifts  of  mind  and  heart  with  which  nature  had  endowed  us. 
Considering  the  hard  and  ceaseless  struggle  for  existence,  for 
food,  raiment  and  shelter,  it  is  a  marvel  of  industry,  of  practical 
wisdom  and  skill  that  enabled  them  to  do  for  their  children, 
aside  from  feeding  and  clothing  them,  as  much  as  they  did. 

bTom  our  earliest  childhood  their  vigilant  care  anticipated 
ever\'  want  of  their  chlidren,  and  they  spared  neither  body  or 
mind  in  their  unremitting  efforts  to  meet  all  our  necessities.  It 
was  toil  early  and  late  to  support  their  family.  Our  mother 
scarce!}'  e\er  retired  before  ten  or  eleven  o'clock  and  after  a  hard 
dav's  work  the  evening  was  spent  in  knitting  stockings  and  mit- 
tens, or  in  making  or  mending  garments.  It  was  no  small  task 
to  do  the  knitting  for  so  large  a  familv  and  no  stockings,  mit- 
tens, or  garments  of  any  kind  were  ever  bought  and  brought  in 
for  familv  use.  All  were  made  from  the  flax  and  the  wool  raised 
on  the  farm,  and  spun  and  wo\en  bv  willing  hands.  The  writer 
remembers  of  seeing  the  walls  of  the  kitchen  of  the  old  log  house 
filled  as  c]osel\'  as  tlie  large  ])unches  could  hang  of  yarn  made 
read}'  for  the  loom. 

That  old  loom  l)anged  awa}'  day  after  da}'  and  sometimes  late 
in  the  e\ening.  to  l)ring  forth  the  cloth  for  clothing  the  family. 
y\ll  woolen  goods  designed  for  dressing  was  taken  to  the  mill  of 
llezekiah  Mason  for  that  purpose.  We  children  never  lacked 
for  ])ro])er  clothing  summer  or  winter.  We  always  had  decent 
clothes  to  go  to  school  or  to  church  and  ne\er  went  to  bed  hun- 
gry or  slept  cold  at  night  for  the  lack  of  l)ed  clothing. 

As  the  writer  looks  back  o\'er  those  earh'  da^'S  of  the  family 
existence,  he  can  but  wonder  how  so  much  could  be  accomplished 
to  support  so  large  a  family.  He  remembers  well  how  all  the 
older  children  worked  with  willing"  hands.      The  two  oldest  bro- 
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thers,  Alvin  and  Delos,  and  two  older  sisters,  Eliza  and  Julia, 
worked  to  help  the  parents  in  caring  for  and  supplying  the 
wants  of  the  family. 

( )ur  parents  were  not  indifferent  to  the  education  of  their 
children.  ;\11  had  a  good  common  .school  education  and  four  of 
llic  cliildren  l)ecame  teachers  in  early  years.  Xo  excuse  l)ut 
sickness  would  he  taken  as  reasons  for  remaining  a  single  da\- 
from  school,  summer  or  winter.  We  took  our  dinners  with  us, 
wliicli  consisted  many  times  of  a  lusty  slice  of  Johnny  cake,  a 
doughnut  and  an  apple.  The  cold  winter  weather  ne\er  kept  us 
from  school  for.  were  we  not  all  as  hearty  as  white  heans?  d"he 
writer  well  rememhers  of  wading  over  snowdrifts  four  or  six 
feet  deep  to  school.  This  was  wcjrk  and  fun  comhined.  Our 
parents  liad  hut  little  schooling  when  young,  and  they  saw  and 
felt  the  great  need  of  children  recei\ing  an  early  education,  at 
least  in  tlic  common  hraiiches  of  learning. 

( )ur  parents  were  not  indifferent  to  the  religious  education  oi 
iheir  children.  1'he}'  l)oth  made  a  ])u1)lic  profession  of  their 
faith  in  CTrist  the  Lcjrd.  and  united  with  tlie  Baptist  church  of 
Si)ringiield,  Otsego  Co.,  X.  \'..  wln'le  in  their  youth,  father  was 
1)aptize(l  Sept.  15th,  1811,  while  under  ten  }ears  of  age.  hy  Rew 
Idiineas  Molcom.  pastor  of  the  church,  and  mother  was  haptized 
Xow  2nd.  1818,  heing  a  few  days  o\er  U)  years  and  6  months 
old.  When  they  moved  to  Chautauqua  Co.,  hoth  received  let- 
ters of  dismissal  and  recommendation  from  the  Springtield 
church,  leather's  letter  was  dated  March  9th.  1833,  and  mother's 
letter  was  dated  .\])V]\  14th.  1833.  On  these  letters  they  were 
recei\etl  into  the  fellowshi])  of  the  Baptist  church  of  Ripley. 
X.  N'.  We  see  in  the  aho\e  record,  found  in  the  Springtield 
r)aptist  church  hook  that  our  parents  hegan  the  christian  life  in 
early  life,  and  maintained  a  worthv  standing  in  the  christian 
church  in  suhsequent  \ears.  We  children  were  all  regular  at- 
tendants upon  church  ser\ice  and  Sai)hath  school;  no  excuse  for 
remaining  at  home  was  allowed,  this  was  the  unchangeahle  order 
of  the  famih'. 

As  the  hap|)\-  result,  all  hut  two  profc-sed  faith  in  Christ  the 
Lord  in  earl\'  \ears,  one  of  the  two  here  excei)te(l.  in  later  years 
made  a  like  i)rofession.  All  united  with  the  T.aptist  t'hurch  oi 
Uiplev.   X.  \\ 

(  )ur  father  was  a  man  of  excellent  natural  ahilily.  In  his 
l>o\hoo(l  (la\s  he  was  an  athlete  and  fond  n\  sports  and  had 
the  reputation  ^^i  heing  ([uite  a   wild  how 

1  Ic  was  \  er\-  sxnqiathetic  in  his  nature,  easily  wept  w  hen  hi-^ 
emotions  were  wrought  u])on.  In  prayer,  ])uhlic  or  prixate.  the 
tears  would  often  tlow   down  his  cheeks  while  he  was  addressing 
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the  throne  of  i^race.  At  Ripley  he  received  from  his  fellow  cit- 
izens the  honor  of  representino^  them  on  the  Board  of  Super\is- 
ors  for  six  vears.  as  follows:  1843,  1844,  1843,  1847.  1848  and 
185,v  lie  served  with  ahilitx'  and  lidelit}-.  The  writer  reniem- 
hers  how  he  worked  o\er  the  town  tax-roll.  On  one  of  these 
occasions  the  l)o\'  t;"ot  nois\'  in  the  room  where  his  father  was  at 
work.  His  mother  said  to  him  "Alhert,  yon  mnst  keep  still. 
If  father  makes  mistakes  he  mav  he  sent  to  jail."  Alhert  was 
(|tiiet  the  rest  of  the  day. 

( )in-  father  was  deepl\'  interested  in  the  cause  (jf  temperance. 
!  le  lectured  when  called  u])on,  and  one  of  the  political  causes 
of  his  reijeated  election  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  his 
lirm  stand  ag'ainst  the  sale  and  excessive  use  of  stronor  drink. 

Although  far  from  Ijeing  independent  in  his  hnances,  he  gave 
SIUO.CO  toward  the  huilding  of  the  Baptist  house  of  worship  on 
Riple^'  Hill.  Me  was  afterwards,  although  ag'ainst  his  strong 
l)rotest,  elected  deacon  of  the  Cdiurch. 

Our  mother  was  in  some  respects  of  a  different  temperament 
from  otu"  father.  She  was  a  person  of  remarkahle  nerve,  al- 
ways calm  and  deliherate  under  the  most  trying  circumstances. 
The  writer  has  heard  her  sa\'  that  if  it  was  necessary  she  could 
assist  a  surgeon  at  any  time  to  amputate  a  leg  or  arm  or  perform 
au}-  kind  of  a  surgical  operation.  She  had  a  strong  physical  con- 
stitution and  could  endure  much  hard  work.  With  little  early 
education  she  was  a  constant  reader  of  the  Bihle  and  religious 
works.  It  was  in  this  way  she  spent  her  leisure  hours.  She 
used  hut  little  time  in  \isiting  and  entertaining-.  Indeed  her  life 
was  too  full  of  famih'  cares  and  duties  to  use  time  in  social  af- 
fairs. She  was  \ery  e\en  and  unchangeahle  in  her  religious 
feelings  and  conxictions.  Her  faith  in  the  Bihle  as  the  Word  of 
( lod  was  unwa\ering  and  without  any  shadows  of  douht. 

In  the  management  of  her  children  she  was  kind  and  firm. 
Indeed,  the  writer  does  not  rememher  a  single  instance  of  dis- 
obedience on  the  part  (jf  either  of  us  children  to  our  mother's 
commands  or  recpiest.  1  he  writer  recalls  an  instance  when  he 
had  heen  in  the  ministr\-  for  a  few  \-ears  and  was  ])ast  thirty 
\ears  nf  age.  lie  was  at  his  parents  home  on  a  \isit.  dhe  fire 
got  low  in  the  sto\e  and  mother  said  ".\ll)ert,  go  and  bring  in 
some  wood  lor  the  sto\e."'  Did  Albert  hesitate?  XOt  a  mo- 
ment. It  was  obedience  and  no  thought  of  an\-thing  else.  .\nd 
wh\'  dionld  I  ha\e  fell  too  old  or  too  big  to  obev  m\-  mother? 
She  knit  all  my  woolen  and  cotton  socks  till  I  was  nearl\-  fortv 
years  old.       I  ])roiesled  but  she  wouM  do  it. 

It  make>  no  abatement  of  otir  lo\e  and  regard  for  the  dear 
memor\    of   our   mother   that    she   was   not   hiu'hl\-   educated   nor 
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made  aii}-  pretentions  to  high  social  standing  ani(jng  the  weal- 
th)' and  inrinential.  We  know  what  lal)ors  slie  wronglit.  what 
hnrdens  of  anxions  care  slie  carried  for  x)  nian\-  \ears  for  lier 
large  family-  of  children.  We  see  in  onr  nwii  ]i\e>  in  onr  ina- 
turer  years  the  impress  of  her  ]]\q,  lo\e  and  de\otion  to  her  chil- 
dren. 1  ler  anxiety  that  we  should  make  no  great  mistakes  in  life 
and  fall  the  \ictims  to  direful  temptations,  was  a  ])owerful  intlu- 
ence  to  keej)  us  Irom  surrendernig  [n  evil  ])assions  and  making 
shipwreck  (d  our  lives.  W'e  ^iiould  not.  we  would  not.  dishouor 
oiu"  ])arents  and  hring  shame  and  grief  to  their  hearts,  who-c 
\  er\'  life  hlood  had  heen  shed  for  m-  man\  \ear-  in  shield  us  from 
e\  il  and  huild  up  (jur  characters  into  a  true  and  nohle  manhood 
and    womanhood. 

It  is  not  strange  that  children  thus  pmiected,  guided  and  in- 
s])ired  should  re\ere  the  name  of  father  and  mother  whu^c  li\es 
ha\e  heen  consecrated  to  the  well-heing  of  their  children. 

In  concluding  this  Trihute  the  writer  does  not  care  to  shadow 
the  triumjjhant  entrance  of  his  ])arents  into  the  Higher  Spirit 
Life  hy  speaking  of  their  ph}-sical  sufferings  at  the  time  of  their 
departure.  Our  father  died  at  his  home  in  Riplev.  X.  ^'..  on 
the  1st  of  Novemher.  1876,  with  all  his  children  and  their  motlu'r 
at  his  hedside.  He  said  to  us  just  he  fore  his  departure,  "W  hal 
can  a  man  do  in  such  a  condition  as  1  am  in,  without  a  noi)e  in 
jesus  Christ."  In  this  hope  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus,  at  the  age  of 
74  years,  10  months  and  8  days. 

Our  mother  lived  till  the  3r(l  of  l-ehruary,  1S*)3,  when  at  the 
age  of  ^X)  }-ears,  \0  months  and  S  da}'s,  she  also  ])as<ed  into  the 
Spirit  Life.

By  Her  Husband. 

I  have  alrea(l\'  recorded  in  the  family  genealogy  my  marriage 
to  Rllen  Mason,  third  daughter  of  George  and  jane  (lardner 
Mason  of  Ripley,  X.  V.,  March  24th.  1859.  This  tril)ute  to 
her  memorA-  is  gi\-en  to  make  known  more  fully  her  character 
and  life  and  to  express  in  loving  words  my  appreciation  of  her 
real  worth  and  of  the  wealth  of  goodness,  purity,  love  and 
l)iet\-  w  hich  were  the  predominant  elements  of  her  superior  char- 
acter. 

I  hnd  it  difficult  to  express  in  moderate  terms  what  to  me 
seems  to  be  superior  to  all  ordinary  characters  and  which  was 
true  of  her  in  any  just  estimate  of  her  strong,  beautiful  and  pure 
nature  and  life. 

She  inherited  from  a  long  line  of  ancestors  elements  of  min<l 
and  heart  that  were  most  pronounced  and  striking  in  their  de- 
\elopment.  We  mention  first  her  bright  intellectual  faculties. 
In  her  school  life  astromomy  and  mathematics  were  her  faxorite 
studies.  Nothing  pleased  her  more  than  the  solving  of  al)struse 
and  difficult  prol^lems.  She  also  delighted  in  tracing  out  the 
\ari(jus  constellations  on  the  map  o\  the  starr}-  heaxens.  She 
numl)ere(l  the  stars  and  called  them  1)\-  name.  She  had  an  ex- 
cellent memory  that  readily  recalled  to  mind  w  hat  she  had  learned 
or  produced  ])v  the  processes  of  her  own  reasoning. 

She  commenced  teaching  in  early  life.  She  taught  the  large 
X'illage  school  at  Iviplev  composed  of  fifty  or  sixt\-  scholars. 
Although  small  in  stature  and  weight,  she  had  that  strong  gen- 
ial personality  that  commanded  respect  and  honor,  and  that  eas- 
ily enforced  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  school  so  necessar}-  for 
the  maintenance  of  good  order.  Her  scholars  obe^'ed  her  com- 
mands from  love  and  fear  combined.  They  knew  that  she  was 
deepl_\'  interested  in  their  welfare,  in  their  advancement,  in  their 
studies  and  in  their  forming  true  and  noble  characters.  Ikick 
of  all  her  mtellectual  and  moral  (pialities  was  her  sincere  and  de- 
\-out  religious  life  which  made  its  pure  and  powerful  impression 
u])on  what  she  was  and  all  that  she  did. 

'I  he  period  of  her  teaching  was  shortened  b\-  her  failing 
health,  yet  she  ])ursued  her  studies  and  extensixe  reading,  at- 
tended a  select  school  in  her  home  X'illage  and  so  kept  her  nn'nd 
in  actixe  use.  While  a  young  girl  she  read  through  exerv  xol- 
ume  in  the  X'illage  library,  containing  works  on  ancient  and  UKjd- 
ern  history,  the  history  of  the  United  States,  the  writings  of 
Benjamin  I'Tanklin,  the  lives  of  (ieo.  Washington,  LaFavette, 
Marion.  X\'m.  Penn,  (jeneral  Daniel  Boone  and  many  other  works 
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which  r  flo  not  recall.  She  was  not  a  careless  reader.  She 
read  for  information  and  her  ready  memory  retained  a  large 
part  of  what  she  read.  Religious  works  especially  interested 
lier.  Ihe  Life  and  "Fimes  of  Martin  Luther,  the  Rise  of  Papa- 
cy, the  History  of  the  Martyrs,  and  many  devotional  works  as 
Baxter's  Saints  Rest.  Bunyan's  Pilgrim's  Progress,  Edwards  His- 
tory of  Redemption,  were  among  her  favorites.  Before  her 
marriage  at  the  age  of  twenty-six  she  had  read  the  Bible  through 
nine  times  by  course,  most  of  this  reading  being  done  at  her  se- 
cret devotions. 

When  I  commenced  my  home  studies  in  prei)aration  fcjr  the 
Christian  ministry  I  had  no  concordance,  no  librarv  to  help  me. 
.\lv  wife's  memory  was  my  concordance.  1  had  only  to  gi\e  an 
idea  of  the  passages  of  Scri])ture  I  wanted  to  hnd  and  soon  she 
would  be  able  to  locate  them. 

Mrs.  Tennant  was  ctjinerted  to  the  Lhristian  faith  in  early 
life.  From  childhood  she  had  been  taught  to  beliexe  the  Bible 
to  be  the  word  of  God,  but  she  had  not  given  the  love  of  her 
heart  to  the  Lord  Jesus  and  taken  him  as  a  personal  Sa\ior.  It 
would  seem  incredible  that  a  person  of  her  temperament  and  dis- 
position would  have  any  heart  struggles,  an}-  deej)  convictions  of 
sin,  or  any  strong  rebellion  against  yielding  to  the  call  of  God. 
In  relating  her  own  experience  she  told  of  the  conflict  in  her  heart 
when  the  Lord  Jesus  knocked  at  the  door  for  entrance.  How- 
ever, she  was  sweetly  compelle<l  to  yield  to  the  great  joy  and 
satisfaction  of  her  soul. 

.\fter  conxcrsion  she  united  with  the  P)a[)tist  Ghurch  of  \\'e>t- 
lield,  N.  \'.,  and  there  retained  her  membership  until  after  our 
marriage  and  my  settlement  at  Clymer,  X.  ^'.,  as  pastor,  when 
our  membership  was  transferred  to  the  Baptist  Church  of  that 
Village. 

Mrs.  'Pennant's  change  of  heart  and  life  was  inwardly  to  her 
as  great  as  if  she  had  been  outwardly  \er)-  sinful.  i'Vom  this 
time  on,  her  beautiful  life  flowed  in  a  deeper,  broader  and  jiurer 
current  than  ex'er  before.  Xature  and  grace  combined  to  make 
as  perfect  a  lite  as  human  nature  is  susceptible  of  reaching  in  the 
earthly  state.  She  held  constant  and  intimate  communion  with 
divine  and  hea\enl\-  things.  The  Cdnuxdi,  the  I'ible  and  Christian 
con\ersation  and  acti\ities  were  her  supreme  and  constant  de- 
light. She  ate  of  the  Ib-ead  and  drank  of  the  Water  ni  Life 
Ireely.  Gospel  sermons  were  always  a  fea-^i  to  her.  1  ler  know  I - 
edge  of  the  sacred  scriptures  greatl\-  increased  her  interest  and 
])rolit  in  the  ])reaching  of  gospel  tnUhs. 

.\t  the  time  oi  our  marriage  1  was  engaged  in  farming.  .Mrs. 
rennant  wanted  to  be  a   farmer's  wife  and  did  not  want  to  be  a 
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pastor's  wife.  Her  father  was  a  farmer  and  all  connected  with 
farm  life  appealed  to  her.  Its  out-door  work,  its  communion 
with  the  beauties  and  wonders  of  Nature,  its  freedom  from  com- 
mercial conflicts  and  competition,  its  humble  and  unpretentious 
social  aspects  appealed  to  her  love  of  the  beautiful,  and  her  dis- 
rei^ard  for  worldh'  honors  or  distinctions  led  her  mind  to  choose 
a  (|uiet  retired  and  un]',retentious  farmer's  life. 

.\ot\\  ithstanding"  these  desires  and  preferences  when  convinced 
it  was  m\-  dutv  to  enter  the  work  of  a  [)astor  she  yielded  without 
complaint  and  ad\ised  me  to  do  m\'  duty  as  T  felt  was  required 
of  me. 

liefore  this  experience  came  to  her,  the  insidious  \\  ork  of  an 
incurable  disease  began  to  lay  its  hea\y  burden  upon  her.  It 
was  a  cur\ature  of  the  spine  which  slowly  crippled  her  for  life. 
She  was  so  far  [laralized  that  .she  could  only  take  a  few  steps  by 
being"  supported.  She  could  do  no  kind  of  work  although  she 
was  able  t(^  feed  herself  while  at  the  table,  b^or  eight  years  be- 
fore her  death  she  could  neither  dress  or  undress  herself. 

.\ow  came  the  great  trial  of  her  faith.  Could  she  be  patient 
and  trustful  when  the  hand  of  God  was  upon  her  in  affliction? 
Gould  she  say  "Not  my  will  but  thine,  O  Father,  be  done?" 
.\e\er  w  a>  there  a  more  decided  proof  that  Ciod's  i)romises  will 
ne\er  fail  his  children,  than  was  manifested  in  her  e.xperience. 
Her  life  was  constantly  radiant  with  sunshine  and  peace  and 
hope.  .Not  a  cloud  of  doubt  or  fear  or  complaining  cast  a 
shadow  over  her  mind  or  heart.  Gheery,  happy  and  joyous  her 
blessed  life  flowed  on  like  a  calm  and  peaceful  river  whose  banks 
are  decorated  with  beautiful  trees  and  fragrant  flowers  while 
abo\e  and  around  birds  of  paradise  were  filling  the  air  with 
their  enchanting  songs. 

b'.\  er_\'  elTort  w  as  made  to  effect  a  cure.  One  of  her  sisters  in 
the  Spring  of  1853  went  with  her  to  Dr.  Trale's  Institute  in 
New  York  Git\-.  There  she  was  treated  for  eleven  weeks  with 
no  beneficial  results. 

I  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  ])astorate  of  the  Ba])tist  church  of 
Glymer.  X.  \'.,  and  while  she  was  gone  I  moved  our  goods  from 
l\iple\-  on  to  that  field.  After  the  elexen  weeks  had  passed  I 
went  to  New  \'ork  to  bring  her  home.  Before  starting  home- 
ward we  took  a  trip  to  ('oney  Island  and  s])ent  the  day.  Her 
sister  b>ank  and  other  friends  were  with  us.  On  our  homeward 
trip  we  went  up  the  Hudson  River  to  Albany.  Neither  of  us 
bad  ever  set  our  eyes  on  the  magnificent  scenery  through  which 
that  renowned  river  flows.  To  say  that  we  enjoyed  the  trip  only 
half  expresses  our  delight.      \Ve  were  enthusiastic   admirers  of 
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(he  t^randeur  of  llie  natural   scciutv   which   floated  1)\'  us  as  we 
floated  11])  the  ri\er. 

Airs.  Teniiant  had  tlie  ha])])\-  fa(ult\-  of  w  innin,^-  to  iierself 
many  friends.  Iler  acf|naintances  hecame  at  once  warm  friends. 
She  always  threw  a  cloak  of  charity  ox'er  the  weaknesses  and 
iaults  of  others,  and  alwa\s  ^aw  soniethinc:,'  to  Ijc  admired  and 
]o\ed  in  all  jiersons  w  itii  whom  ^he  hecame  ac(|uainted.  She  wa> 
alway>  a  welcome  ,<4'uesl  in  tlic  hunies  of  church  memhers  and 
neighhors.  She  was  an  easy  and  read\  talker  hut  would  never 
eni^ai^e  in  neii^iihorhood  or  town  ,L;o>sip.  She  would  alwavs 
i^'i\e  a  relii^ious  turn  to  con\ersation  when  >he  could  do  -o  with 
courtes\'. 

1  will  here  relate  two  instances  which  occurred  while  we  were 
li\ini:^-  at  L'nion  City,  Pa.  A  Methodist  sister  liad  hecome  ,y,Teat- 
1}-  depressed  in  mind  concerniui^  her  christian  experience.  She 
come  to  douht  whether  she  was  reall\-  a  christian  or  not.  Clouds 
of  despair  would  shadow  her  nn'nd  and  heart  for  weeks  at  a 
time.  She  had  heard  ahout  Mrs.  d'ennant,  how  cheerful  and  hap- 
])y  she  was  in  her  almost  helpless  condition,  and  resohed  to  make 
her  a  \isit.  'idu's  was  made  and  the  result  was  told  to  me  on  a 
\isit  1  made  at  her  home.  She  said,  "Since  m\-  \isit  with  Mr>. 
d\Muiant  the  clouds  which  had  ohscured  and  darkened  m\'  nn'nd 
and  heart  so  long"  have  all  passed  awa\-  and  the  hlessed  sunshine 
of  (lod's  love  in  Christ  has  lighted  up  m\-  mind  and  comforted  mv 
heart." 

Another  instance  was  that  of  a  wealthy  lady  of  high  social 
standing  who  was  greatly  trouhled  with  douhts  concerning  the 
Cdu-istian  religion  and  the  l'>i])le.  This  ladv  \  isited  Mr>.  d'ennant 
and  this  was  the  liapp\-  result.  She  said  "Udicn  I  saw  Mrs.  d\Mi- 
nant  so  helpless  with  no  hope  of  a  cure  and  \et  so  cheerful  and 
hai;])y  and  all  hecause  (iod  was  fulhlling  His  hlessed  i)roniises 
to  her  as  she  said,  how  could  I  any  longer  douht  the  truthful- 
ness of  the  Ih'hle  or  the  realit\-  of  the  christian  religion." 

Such  instances  might  he  nuiltiplied  of  her  great  usefulness  in 
ministering  light,  hojjc  and  comfort  to  other  hearts  1)\-  her  strong 
laith,  her  hrm  grasp  ujon  t'ln-istian  truth  ar.d  Iicr  heautifnl  sun- 
n\'  lil\',  when  from  a  human  \  iew  of  things  it  might  ha\e  heen 
expected  that  weakness  and  ncr\ous  surferiug  would  crush  out  i»f 
her  heart  and  life  all  hope,  peace  ami  jow 

It  was  ne\cr  a  hurden  hut  always  a  pleasure  for  her  familv 
and  friends  to  minister  to  iier  wants.  \e\ci'  a  word  o\  nuu'uuir- 
ing  or  complaint  fell  from  her  lips.  W  hen  epilepsy  seized  upon 
her.  caused  h\-  the  curxature  iA  the  spine  effect ing  the  hrain.  she 
suhercd  greall\-  from  ucrxousuess  and  muscular  coutortion>. 
I'or  the  lour  last  \cars  of  her  life  this  epilepsx  coiuinued.  with  a 
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slowh'  increasing  sexerit}'.  Her  sufferings  were  painful  to  wit- 
ness but  how  much  more  painful  to  endure?  Did  she  complain 
that  Ciod  was  dealing  unkindly  with  her?  No.  She  never 
seemed  to  have  a  thought  or  feeling  against  the  ni\-ine  Hand 
that  suffered  these  sad  things  to  befall  her. 

It  might  ha\e  Ijeen  expected  that  epilepsy  would  produce  loss 
of  memor}-  and  weakness  of  the  mental  faculties.  But  she  was 
mercifulh-  preserved  from  such  effects  and  her  mind  was  clear 
and  acti\  e  up  to  the  last  few  hours  of  her  life  on  earth. 

Some  porti(jns  of  the  Ijible  were  her  special  fa\"orites  from 
which  she  made  most  fre(|uent  quotations.  Idie  1st  and  23rd 
Psalms;  the  41st  and  53rd  chapters  of  the  prophesy  of  Isaiah; 
the  14th  and  17th  chapters  of  John's  Gospel  and  the  two  last 
chapters  of  Re\elation  were  among  her  favorites. 

The  year  l)efore  her  death  she  commenced  keeping  a  diary. 
This  little  booklet  is  worth  its  weight  in  gold  to  those  who  lo\'ed 
her.  A  few  days  ])efore  her  death  I  was  called  away  to  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Baptists  of  the  Oil  ('reek  Association.  Upon  my  re- 
turn home  she  barely  recognized  me.  I  saw  at  once  that  the 
end  was  approaching.  All  was  done  that  could  be  done  for  her. 
-As  the  moment  of  her  departure  drew  near  I  took  her  hand  in 
mine  and  held  it  until  the  end  came.  Now  on  the  wings  of  the 
s])irit  as  it  left  the  body  she  passed  into  the  realm  of  spirit-life 
where  bodih-  ills  no  more  afflict  and  confine  the  movements  of 
the  soul.  Now  was  realized  with  her  the  fulfillment  of  those 
man\-  jjrecious  jjromises  with  which  she  was  so  familiar  and 
u|)on  which  her  heart  found  sweet  repose  for  so  many  years. 

"In  m\'  bather's  house  are  many  mansions.  If  it  were  not 
so  I  would  ha\e  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you,  and 
it  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you.  I  will  come  again  and  re- 
cei\e  you  unto  myself,  that  where  I  am  there  ye  may  be  also."

It  was  Mrs.  Tennants  wish  that  she  be  buried  beside  her  fath- 
er and  mother  in  the  cemetery  at  Ripley,  N.  Y.  So  the  funeral 
was  held  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  that  place,  the  Rev.  Ly- 
man Fisher,  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  at  Westfield,  N.  Y. 
preached  the  sermon,  and  the  beautiful  form  was  laid  away  to 
await  the  resurrection  of  the  just. 

1  had  placed  upon  lier  toml)-stone  these  words :  "Blessed  are 
the  pure  in  heart  for  they  shall  see  God."

In  the  genealoi^y  of  Aloses  Asel  and  Delinda  Tennant.  found 
\u  Part  III,  Chapter  IV,  Division  I,  ma}-  Ije  found  the  reeord  of 
the  birtlis,  marriages  and  deaths  of  these  two  brothers,  (jldest 
children  of  tlieir  parents.  What  is  there  recorded  need  not  be 
re])eate(l,  hence  in  this  Memorial  reference  will  be  made  to  the 
personal  characteristics  of  these  brothers,  together  with  a  brief 
sketch  of  their  life-work  and  the  changes  of  place  and  circum- 
stances that  trans])ired  after  iheir  marriage  and  settlement  in  life. 

IJoth  ])rothers  were  born  in  Si)ringheld,  Otsego  County,  .\'.  \'.. 
Alvin  on  September  18th,  1S21.  and  Delos  on  July  2n'd,  1S23, 
making  a  diiference  in  their  ages  of  one  \'ear.  nine  months  and 
fourteen  days.  Iloth  ])rothers  came  with  the  fannl\-  in  the 
Spring  of  lcS33  to  l>iipley,  Chautaucjua  County,  X.  ^'.  .\t  thi.-^ 
time  Ahin  was  S(^me  o\er  ele\en  years  of  age  and  Delos  was 
nine  years.  Lioth  were  healthy  strong  boys,  and  at  this  earlv  age 
w  ere  able  to  help  much  in  farm  work.  Both  were  ambitious  and 
willing  to  take  hold  of  any  kind  of  manual  labor  that  boys  could 
do.  At  the  time  the  family  arrived  at  Riplev  there  were  the 
l)arents,  one  grandmother,  three  sons  and  three  daughters,  mak- 
ing a  household  of  nine  persons  to  support.  All  that  were  old 
enough  to  do  any  kind  of  work  had  to  contribute  what  thev  could 
for  the  care,  su])port  and  comfort  of  the  family. 

l'"or  the  ilrst  few  3'ears  after  they  arri\ed  at  Ripley,  the  famil\- 
had  no  permanent  abiding  place.  In  another  article,  the  writer 
has  gi\en  the  changes  of  residence  that  took  place  during  these 
years.  During  this  period  three  children  were  born,  Albert,  Fd- 
len  and  P'annie.  At  the  close  of  this  period,  which  extended 
from  the  Spring  of  lS3v'>  to  the  birth  of  the  daughter,  h^annie, 
lA'bruary  18th,  1838,  nearly  live  years,  the  parents  purchased  a 
farm  of  one  hundred  acres  on  Ripley  Hill.  This  gave  the  fa- 
mil\-  the  first  permanent  home  in  Chautau(|ua  Countx'.  This 
farm  had  a  house  on  it  of  logs  with  a  framed  lean-to  on  the 
west  side  ha\ing  two  rooms  and  a  ])antry  between  them. 

In  this  house  the  youngest  child  of  the  family,  John  A.^el.  w;i- 
born.  .\  large  portion  of  the  farm  was  heaw  timber  land. 
This  had  to  be  cleared  for  the  production  >.>\  crops,  and  this 
furnished  plent\  of  hard  work  for  the  two  oldest  boys.  As 
years  advanced  with  them  they  soon  became  strong  to  swing 
the  axe,  the  cradle,  the  scythe  and  the  hoe.  Delos  was  especial- 
ly skillful  with  the  axe,  as  he  had  the  strength  (^f  a  giant  to  swing 
it. 

.\fler  clearing  the  land,  wheat,  oats,  barley,  corn.  t1ax  and  po- 
tatoes  could   be  raised.      Pasture  and   meadow    land   kept   a    tew 
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cows,  a  llock  of  sheep,  a  \'oke  of  oxen  and  a  span  of  horses. 
There  was  al\\a\s  fed  and  fattened  four  hogs  which  were  usual- 
h'  l)ntchered  just  l)efore  tlie  winter  came  on.  They  were  kept 
till  the\  weighed  from  three  hundred  and  t\\  ent}'-h\e  p;)unds  to 
four  luuidred  and  twent\-h\e  ])ounds  each.  Ah  this  pork  was 
sahed  down  for  famil\-  use.  If  any  of  it  was  sold  it  went  as 
salted  pork.  .\t  this  ])eriod  in  the  family  history,  hut  little 
inonex"  was  in  cn-culation.  Ihit  taxes  and  interest  on  the  farm 
deht  had  to  l)e  p-aid  in  ca^h.  lUack-Salts  was  the  only  farm  ])ro- 
duct  that  could  he  sold  for  ca^h.  So  a  hig  leach  was  made  int(j 
which  ashes  were  gathered  and  leached  for  the  l_\"e,  which  was 
hoiled  down  into  hiack-salts  u>ed  for  manufacturing  saleratus 
and  other  'products.  1  )clos  was  the  ready  captain  of  this  impor- 
ta.nt  industr\-.  .Ml  day  and  late  in  the  night  he  huilt  the  tires 
under  the  large  iron  kettles  to  hoil  (»ut  cash  to  pav  taxes  and  in- 
terest on  the  farm  deht.  In  the  house  the  s])inning  wheels  and 
the  loom  were  kei)t  l)tis\-  weaxing  hoth  woolen  and  linen  fafirics 
for  famih-  wear,  (irandmother  Morse,  our  father's  mother, 
was  skillful  with  the  loom,  and  jjroduced  heautiful  woolen  co\'- 
erlids  and  tal)le  Imen,  some  sami)les  of  winch  still  remain  in  the 
l)Ossession  of  memhers  of  the  famil}'. 

This  first  period  of  a  permanent  farm  life  continued  to  the 
S])riug  of  lN4i,  when  the  hrst  hreak  in  the  family  circle  took 
place  in  tlie  marriage  and  (le])arture  of  Ih-oth.er  Delos. 

M.vkRi.voi-:  OI-"  Delos. 

.Sally  ITiza  Sawin,  a  daughter  of  Col.  IThan  Sawin.  who  was 
a  near  neighhor,  was  the  hride  of  Delos.  The\-  were  married 
at  her  home  on  I\ii)ley  Dill.  March  1st,  1S42.  She  was  in  all 
res])ects  a  worth\',  uitelligent  x'oung  woman,  of  strong  and  de- 
termined ])ersonalit_\',  with  a  willing  heart  and  read)'  hand  to  take 
hold  of  life's  duties  with  courage  and  steadfastness  of  ])urpose. 
She  had  an  acti\e  mind,  a  kind,  generous  and  s\'mpathetic  heart. 
Sui^tering  of  an_\-  kind  alwa\s  touched  the  de])ths  of  her  nature. 
She  would  do  and  gi\e  heyond  her  real  al)ilit\'  to  help  her  friends 
or  neighhors  m  distre-s  of  ])o\ert\'  or  sickness.  There  seemed 
no  limit  to  her  unselhsh  emotions.  Dcr  iniluence  in  the 
Church,  in  the  famil_\',  and  in  the  comnuuntw  was  always  in  the 
line  of  doing  good  to  others,  and  in  seeking  to  make  them  pros- 
])erous  and  hai)])y.  Those  who  iml)-  knew  her  in  the  declining 
years  of  her  life  could  not  know  and  ap])reciate  her  real  ahility 
and  worth  when  >he  was  in  the  prime  of  her  womanhood. 

Immediately  after  their  marriage  the\-  'mo\ed  on  to  a  small 
I  arm  on  the  r>ake  Shore  Ivoad  lo^-ated  in  the  northeast  corner 
lormed  1)\-  the  termmus  of  a  cross  road  leading'"  from  the  main  or 
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I)ii(Tal()  Road  in  East  l<i])lev  X'illa.e^e  to  the  Lake  Shore  Road. 
luhaii  Allen's  residence  was  directly  across  the  street  on  the 
west  side  from  their  first  home.  The  lirst  year  Delos  raised  a 
line  crop  of  oats  and  sold  them  for  thirteen  cents  a  l)nshel ;  corn 
was  twentN-fixe  cents  a  hnshel  and  wheat  liftv  cents.  .\11  iheir 
hon'-ehold  .t^oods  were  loaded  on  to  a  <lei,L;'li  hox  when  tlie\' 
nio\ed.  I  he  writer  well  i-cmcml)crs  thi-  as  he  saw  them  >lart 
oil  trom  the  ol<l  home.  I  )elo^  an<l  his  wife  commenced  life,  as 
to  linances  and  con\eniences  f(jr  li\ini.;'.  at  the  lowest  roinul  of 
the  ladder. 

They  remained  at  tin's  lir.sl  place  of  sellk-mcnt  hnt  one  war: 
then  mo\ed  on  to  the  W  ei)>ter  farm  ahout  two  nn'les  eastward 
on  the  hake  Shore  Road.  This  chanL^e  <>f  residence  ^"a\e  them 
a  more  pr(jdncti\e  farm  to  work  and  a  hetter  honse  to  li\e  in. 
and  was  the  hei^'inm'nt^'  of  their  tinancial  pros|)erit\'. 

They  remained  on  this  farm  till  1S3(I.  when  the\-  moxed  to 
l\i])le}-  \'illa,L;e.  I  )elos  ])nrchased  the  nndixided  half  of  the  Sha- 
ver farm  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  lUilTalo  or  Main  l\oa<l, 
for  $12(;0.00.  The  deed  was  dated  Jan.  Sth,  1S5().  This  pro- 
perty was  sold  and  Delos  ])nrchased  oC)  acres  on  the  west  side  of 
the  I'dlis  farm.  On  this  ])ropert\'  he  hnilt  a  new  honse  of  i^ood 
size  and.  with  main'  conx'cniences.  Here  the  famil\-  li\c'(l  for 
man_\'  \ears.  Two  children,  ("aroline  and  .\h>ses  Melos,  had 
keen  horn  to  them.  Prosperit\-  now  waited  at  their  (htorwaw 
.More  land  was  purchased  on  the  side  hill  west  of  the  W'attles- 
hiir;:^"  Road.  h^inalh'  the  Pdlis  farm  was  sold  and  a  home  was 
])urchased  on  Railroa<l  Street  in  Ripley  \'illaj;v.  just  north  o\ 
the  Lake  Shore  dei)ot.  This  ])nrchase  fm-nished  the  fanhly  with 
an  excellent  home  all  the  remainder  of  the  lixes  of  the  parents 
and  their  daughter,  Caroline.  Mrs.  ("randall.  (  )n  this  place,  at 
this  date,  LM4,  their  s^'randson  and  his  famil_\-,  ja\-  C'randall,  ha\-e 
their  home.  .\t  this  jjlace  I  )elos  died  in  the  war  LHk^.  and  his 
helo\ed   wife  in   L'OS. 

In  this  .Mt'morial  we  mention  I  )elos  and  his  famil\-  lirst  as  he 
was  the  lirst  to  marry  and  lea\e  the  old  home.  \1\  in  remained 
at  home  till  he  ])asl  twent\-si\  \ears  of  aL;"e. 

.\i.\'i  n's  .\I  AKUi  aci:. 

Iv,norette  Wattles  was  the  oldest  daughter  of  ( ierdon  11.  and 
Lucreatia  Phel])s  Wattles.  She  and  .\1\  in  were  married  at  her 
home  in  Wattleshur^,  Ripkw,  .\.  ^  ..  Septemher  JTth,  1847.  In 
the  .Sprini;-  of  1S4S  father  took  the  Anson  ( ioodrich  farm  lo- 
cated in  West  Ripkw  \  illa,i;e  of  his  widow  mi  sliare^,  and  m<ned 
on  to  the  ])lace  the  same  Siirinq-.  I'"ather  had  Innlt  a  new  frame 
house  on  his  hill  farm  and  now  left  it  for  Ahin  and  his  wife,  who 
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worked  the  farm  on  shares.  He  gave  Ahin  a  span  of  young 
horses,  a  harness  and  wagon  and  some  farming  tools  for  his  four 
years'  ser\ice  at  home  after  he  was  twenty-one  years  old.  This 
was  the  only  way  to  reward  him  for  his  faithful  service.  At  this 
time  all  the  older  children  had  married  and  left  home  except  the 
three  youngest,  Albert.  Fannie  and  John.  Grandmother  Morse, 
father's  mother,  went  to  Michigan  and  spent  about  two  years 
with  lier  daughters,  at  this  time  leaving  only  a  family  of  five 
during  the  two  years  residence  on  the  Goodrich  place.  When 
the  family  at  the  end  of  the  two  years  moved  back  on  to  the 
hill  farm,  grandmother  Morse  returned  froni  Michigan,  and 
Alvin  and  his  wife  moved  on  to  a  farm  they  had  purchased,  loca- 
ted in  South  \\'attlesburg  on  the  west  side  of  the  road  just  south 
of  the  John  Newbury  farm.  This  change  was  made  in  the 
Spring  of  1850.  Alvin  and  his  wife  were  now  on  a  farm  thev 
owned.  Their  father  Wattles  gave  them  five  hundred  dollars 
toward  purchasing  this  land.  Now  they  had  a  good  start  in  the 
world,  and  the  prospects  were  bright  for  those  times  of  early 
settlement. 

Now,  after  two  years  another  move  was  made.  Father  sold 
his  hill  farm  to  Rev.  Ira  Stoddard,  then  Pastor  of  the  Baptist 
Church  located  in  Wattlesburg.  He  gave  possession  in  the 
Spring  of  1852  and  moved  to  Fast  Ripley  Village  on  to  a  farm 
of  eighty  two  acres  that  he  purchased  of  Mr.  Curtis.  A  cross 
road  extended  diagonally  through  this  land  from  the  Buffalo  to 
the  Lake  Shore  Road.  Alvin  and  his  family  still  lived  on  his 
hill  farm  till  the  Spring  of  1872  when  he  sold  out  and  took  Dea- 
con Lvman  Gate's  farm  on  shares.  This  land  was  near  to  the 
Curtis  place,  on  the  south  and  west.  Alvin  and  father  were  now 
located  near  each  other.  Delos  and  family  were  also  located  in 
Ripley  X'illage. 

In  the  Spring  of  father  purchased  of  the  heirs  of  widow 

lillis,  her  eighty  acres  of  land  lying  on  the  immediate  west  side 
of  the  Curtis  farm.  The  west  part  of  this  land  was  sold  to  De- 
los, and  on  the  front  of  the  east  part,  father  built  a  nice  frame 
house  for  his  son  Albert  (the  writer)  and  his  first  wife.  Ellen 
Mason,  to  occupy  after  their  marriage  on  March  24th.  1859. 
This  l)uilding  was  an  ell  part  with  an  excellent  cellar  under  it. 
It  was  constructed  with  the  design  of  building  to  it  on  the  west 
side,  an  upright  story  and  a  half  addition  which  would  constitute 
the  main  part  of  the  structure.  In  this  ell  part,  the  son  Albert 
and  his  first  wife  lived  from  the  Fall  of  1859  to  the  Spring  of 
1863,  when  they  moved  to  Clymer,  N.  Y.,  and  he  settled  there 
as  Pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church. 

Now.  another  movement  took  place,  the  son,  John,  was  mar- 
ried and  he  and  his  wife  mo\-ed  into  the  home  on  the  Curtis

farm  witli  his  parents,  brother  jolm  always  said  he  would 
ne\er  leave  his  father  and  mother.  Hut  they  wanted  a  better 
hfjme  to  live  in  and  they  were  able  t(j  create  it.  The  upright 
])art  to  the  new  house  on  the  I'^lis  farm  was  built,  and  father 
and  John  moved  into  the  new  house.  Meantime  the  east  part 
of  the  Curtis  farm  was  sold  to  Ahin,  and  he  and  his  wife  moved 
into  the  old  home.     This  change  took  place  in  1864  or  1865. 

On  the  Curtis  farm  .\Kin  and  his  wife  lixed  for  many  years. 
When  age  began  to  weaken  his  physical  ability,  farming  was  too 
heavy  work  for  him.  He  thought  best  to  sell  his  farm  of  about 
thirty-five  acres,  and  purchase  another  home  in  the  Village. 
This  was  accomplished  and  he  located  a  home  on  Alain  Street 
in  the  east  part  of  the  Village.  Subsecjuently  this  was  sold  and 
a  home  purchased  on  Railroad  Street,  just  south  of  the  Railroad 
tracks,  where  he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life  and  where  his  widow 
now  lives  at  this  date.  May  1914.  Alvin  died  at  this  home  in 
Ripley  Village,  January  16th,  1897,  at  the  age  of  seventy-five 
years,  three  months  and  twenty-eight  days. 

Between  these  two  brothers  there  was  much  similarity  and 
some  dis-similarity  in  their  personal  characteristics.  Both  had 
only  a  common  school  education  which  fitted  them  for  the  ordi- 
nary practical  duties  of  life.  Both  were  very  kind-hearted,  in- 
dustrious, and  strongly  attached  to  their  friends.  Both  were 
brought  up  to  respect  the  ordinances  of  religion,  to  attend  public 
worship,  and  to  observe  the  principles  of  good  moral  teaching. 
.Mvin  publicly  professed  his  faith  in  Christ  and  Christian  Doc- 
trine and  united  with  the  Baptist  Church  of  Ripley  by  baptism. 
He  retained  his  identity  with  the  Church  till  his  death.  Delos 
inclined  to  the  belief  in  the  final  salvation  of  all  men.  But  his 
religious  sentiments,  to  outward  appearance,  had  but  a  slight 
hold  upon  his  heart  and  life.  Still  he  had  no  fear  as  he  was 
lirought  in  his  last  sickness  face  to  face  with  death  and  future 
realities,  h'or  a  time  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Barris.  he 
was  leader  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  choir  and  a  regular  at- 
tendant upon  its  service.  The  writer  of  this  memorial  believes 
that  his  brother  had  deep  unexpressed  convictions  of  truth  that 
must  have  led  him  to  a  humble  confession  of  the  sins  of  his  life, 
and  to  a  secret  reliance  upon  Christ,  the  Savior,  for  his  salva- 
tion. His  perfect  calmness  and  reconciliation  in  the  approach  of 
death  leads  to  such  a  hopeful  and  charitable  view  of  his  last  davs 
on  earth.  "Hope  rises  eternal  in  the  human  breast."  is  the 
great  consolation  of  human  life.  It  gives  assurance  that  the 
sins  and  imi)erfections  of  human  life  on  earth,  are  canceled  and 
lost  trom  \ie\v  by  the  supernal  ratliance  and  gl(^r\-  that  shines  in 
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beams  of  Infinite  Di\ine  Lo\e  from  tlie  cross  of  Christ  the  Sa- 
\-ior  of  the  World. 

M\-  t\\n  hrothers  lead  strenuous  li\-es  of  toil  and  hardship  to 
the  \er\'  end,  and  there  'uust  he  held  in  store  for  them  in  the 
^S^reat  hereafter,  some  reward  ho\\e\er  undeserved,  that  g-race  will 
bestow  when  the  drama  of  life  is  ended  and  the  curtain  falls  that 
conceals  from  view  all  earthly  scenes  and  realities. 

The  following  poem  entitled  "Rousseau's  Hymn,"  \\ritten  in 
1775.

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(  )iir  sister  was  the  fmirlli  child  and  (eldest  dauj^lUcr  n\  Ikt  fa- 
Jier's  faniih'.  She  was  horn  in  S])rinL!^rield,  Otsego  Co.,  X.  V., 
'\u^.  5.  1(S27,  and  (h'cd  al  liif  home  of  her  daus^hter,  Kittie  licllc, 
Mrs.  W'ilhani  Stanton,  at  l\i])k'\-,  ("hantan(ina  ("d..  X.  \..  l-'ch. 
I()th,  l')(K).  She  married  llenr\-  Sha\er  at  Ripley  \'illai;-e  Sejjt. 
24,  1844.  She  was  i^'iven  the  I'nll  name  of  her  mother">  ne.xt 
)lder  sister,  ()li\e  hdiza  Tennant,  who  married  Re\ .  l)a\id  Ten- 
lant. 

I'diza  came  with  the  family  from  Sprini,dleld,  X.  ^'.,  in  the 
Sprin!^"  of  iSv^o,  heiiiL;'  at  the  time  fixe  years  and  almo>t  ten 
nonths  old.  At  this  at^e  she  had  not  commenced  her  >chool  life, 
lence  her  school  days  were  all  passed  at  Ri])le}',  X.  \'.  She  had 
)nly  a  common  school  edncation.  Whatever  ma.y  ha\e  heen 
lier  amhition  to  ij'et  a  higher  edncation,  the  opportnnity  was  de- 
in'ed  her  hy  conditions  that  could  ncjt  be  overcome.  However, 
die  obtained  a  ,i^ood  education  bv  making  use  of  the  privilej^es 
die  had. 

In  early  t^drlhood  she  was  health)'  and  stron,^-.  .\s  the  fannly 
were  poor,  she  witli  all  the  tether  children  were  broui^ht  up  to 
work.  She  learned  to  cook,  sew.  knit  and  spin.  .\t  the  age  of 
eleven  years  her  mother  ga\'e  her  and  her  sister  Julia  about  two 
years  younger,  the  task  of  spinning  a  run  of  linen  or  woolen 
varn  each  day  and  help  about  the  ht)usework.  h.ach  hatl  a  large 
■^|)inning  \\heel,  and  before  this  they  tread  l)ack  and  forth  each 
ila\-  until  their  task  was  accomplished.  l)Oth  lo\ed  to  work  and 
so  their  tasks  were  performed  with  willing  hands  and  happy 
hearts.  When  the  spinning  was  done  then  followed  the  indoor 
L)r  outdoor  sports.  Their  sister.  Wealthy  and  myself  joined  in 
these  s[)orts.  (^ut  in  the  pasture  a  little  way  east  of  the  old  log- 
house  was  a  stream  of  water  that  seldom  if  e\'er  was  tlry  .\cross 
this  stream  a  large  tree  had  fallen.  The  branches  had  been  cut 
oh  and  the  bod\-  ser\  ed  as  a  bridge  during  limes  of  high  water. 
On  this  tree  bridge  we  children  used  to  run  back  and  forth,  bal- 
rmcing  ourselves  carefully  lest  we  fall  into  the  water.  This  wa.s 
a  circus  and  a  menagerie  combined,  the  children  being  the  li\e 
animals.  The  bridge  was  in  commission  for  many  years.  Just 
l)elow  it  the  horses  and  cattle  were  watered  summer  and  winter. 
Tripping  across  this  stream  was  not  our  only  sport.  The  barn 
with  its  big  beam,  its  ladder,  its  bi'oad  scatfolds,  its  girts  and 
beams,  furnished  a  place  for  \enlnresomo  walking,  climbing  ami 
racing.  l)oys  and  girls  shared  alike  in  gynniastics  and  atiiletio. 
"Ringarotuul  Rc^sy,  a  pocket  full  o\  posies"  was  often  sung  when 
all    ioined  hands  and  circled   about.      'd\ilt\.  kilt\'   wants  a  cor- 
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ner"  was  another  play.  All  stood  in  some  corner  and  when  the 
leader  pronounced  the  words  each  would  rush  to  get  into  the 
other's  corner.  A  child's  play,  to  be  sure,  but  we  were  all  chil- 
dren. If  citv  people  and  their  families  flatter  themselves  that  they 
ha\e  a  monopoly  of  all  the  sports  and  fun  in  the  world,  we  who 
ha\e  been  brought  up  on  a  farm  in  country  life,  can  certify  that 
they  are  much  mistaken,  and  can  assure  them  that  rural  life 
furnishes  the  freest,  cheapest,  healthiest  and  happiest  sports,  and 
in  them  the  children  have  the  lion's  share. 

Sister  Eliza  was  a  great  help  to  our  mother  not  only  in 
housework  but  in  the  care  of  the  younger  children.  I  well  re- 
member how  afraid  I  was  of  thunder  storms  and  how  at  one 
time  sister  took  me  on  her  lap  when  a  storm  was  rising  in  the 
northwest  and  putting  her  hands  over  my  ears  she  said  "The 
thunder  won't  hurt  you,  hear  it?  what  grand  music  it  is."  Yes, 
I  heard  it,  but  it  wasn't  grand  music  at  all.  it  was  just  plain 
thundering  thunder,  and  that  was  all  there  was  of  it.  But  sis- 
ter heli)ed  me  bear  it  with  her  soothing  words. 

Thus  in  many  ways  sister  Eliza  helped  so  much  in  lifting  the 
burden  of  care  and  labor  from  the  heart  and  hands  of  our 
mother.  Now,  at  the  age  of  78  years,  the  memory  of  the  early 
days  comes  back  to  me,  bringing  flood-tides  of  light  and  joy,  and 
filling  my  heart  with  gratitude  and  praise  to  the  Divine  Father 
that  I  hat!  such  kind  parents,  such  loving  sisters  and  genial 
brothers  to  make  my  childhood  days  so  pleasant.  A  happy 
childhood  is  the  richest  and  noblest  inheritance  the  life  of  man  on 
earth  can  inherit.  It  sheds  a  benediction  upon  advancing  vears 
and  brings  a  fortaste  of  future  heavenly  joys. 

1  have  already  mentioned  sister  Eliza's  marriage.  She  was 
but  seventeen  years  old  when  this  great  event  of  her  life  took 
place.  Her  sister,  Julia,  younger  by  a  little  over  two  years,  was 
married  at  the  same  time.  As  their  husbands  were  brothers, 
they  went  in  together  to  keep  the  Shaver  Hotel  at  Ripley,  N.  Y. 
[n  this  business  they  continued  a  few  years.  After  the  death 
of  her  husband's  father  who  was  familiarly  called  "Uncle  Hank," 
that  part  of  his  large  farm  lying  south  of  the  Alain  road  in  Rip- 
le}-  X^illage  and  extending  south  and  immediately  west  of  the 
road  leading  from  the  X'illage  to  the  side  hill  road,  fell  to  his 
son  Henry.  The  old  homestead  was  located  on  the  west  corner 
where  this  road  terminated  in  the  Main  road,  and  on  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  farm.  On  this  farm  and  on  the  site  of  the  old 
homestead,  a  new  house  was  Iniilt  where  sister  Eliza  and  her 
husband  had  a  home  till  the  time  of  their  deaths,  he  having  died 
in  1889  and  she  in  1906. 

Our  sister  was  in  all  respects  a  true  and  faithful  wife,  a  kind 
and  devoted  mother.     If  she  failed  at  all  in  the  management  of 
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her  children  and  hcmsehold  affairs,  it  was  on  the  side  of  i)atience 
and  indulgence  rather  than  too  much  strictness  and  severity.  She 
enjoyed  seeing  her  family  hajjpy  and  contented  in  their  h'jme  life 
and  to  this  end  she  turned  all  her  thcjughts  and  energies,  but  she 
was  too  conscientious  on  all  moral  ([uestions  to  apj>rove  of  con- 
duct, pleasures  and  indulgences  that  lead  to  looseness  of  charac- 
U-r,  to  corrupting  associations,  to  vile  habits  (jr  to  excesses  «jf 
an\'  kind  that  might  end  in  the  sacrifice  of  virtue,  honesty,  purity. 
or  usefulness  in  the  lives  of  her  chiUlren.  If  they  all  heeded  her 
cxainjile  and  instruction  they  could  not  fail  to  become  ornaments 
in  the  home  life,  models  in  the  social  life,  u->eful  in  the  indus- 
trial life,  and  worthy  citizens  of  the  State. 

In  early  life  she  made  a  public  ])rofessi(jn  of  her  faith  in  Chris- 
tianity and  was  received  by  baptism  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
llajjtist  Church  of  Ripley,  N.  Y.  From  this  time  to  her  death 
:-lie  ne\er  wavered  in  her  faith,  nor  de\iatcd  in  her  christian 
walk.  Her  pathway  was  "that  of  the  just  that  >hineth  more 
and  more  to  the  perfect  day."  She  was  liberal  in  her  views  of 
christian  (Ux'trine.  yet  a  firm  belie\er  in  the  insj)iration  and  au- 
ihoritv  of  the  Christian  Scriptures.

Mr.  Shaxer,  her  husl^and,  during  the  gold  hunting  excitement 
went  to  California  to  seek  his  fortune.  It  was  a  worthy  and  hon- 
orable endeavor  but  failed  of  the  end  sought.  C])on  his  return 
home  he  took  up  again  his  farming  and  labored  faithfully  to 
su])port  his  family  which  he  dearly  loved.  He  slowly  added  to 
bis  accumulations  so  that  at  the  time  of  bis  death  in  1SS^>  lu- 
Icl'l  tliciii  with  an  excellent  productive  farm,  a  gootl  new  home 
and  e\erxthing  necessary  for  their  sujiport  and  comfort.  Ili> 
loss  was  \erv  great  to  his  wife  and  family. 

.\  second  great  sorrow  of  our  sister  came  when  her  oldest 
child,  Harriet  Fdiza.  was  taken  from  her  bv  death  1  )ec.  b'.  U>i>!i. 

It  i-  sutticient 
now  to  sa\'  that  her  loss  wa^  a  emailing  blow  npon  her  mother 
and  her  brother  and  sisters  and  relative^.  rin>  daughter  hat!  a 
business  abilit\-  that  made  her  a  great  assistance  to  her  mother 
in  the  care  of  the  famil\-  and  maintenance  of  their  home  ;Uter 
the  de.alli  of  the  husband  and   father. 

Through  all  these  trials  sister  I'.liza's  faith  in  (.id's  love  and 
goodness  never  forsook  her.  She  was  the  same  patient,  trust- 
ful and  hopeful  soul.

A  long  hne  oi  Christian  ancestry  fnjni  the  Lo(jnii>  family  on 
one  side  and  the  Tennant  family  on  the  other,  has  hronghl  to  the 
snhject  ol  this  sketch  a  fnllness  of  capabilities  rarelv  >een  in 
one  person.  I  ler  intense  lo\c  of  natnr.al  heantx-  ga\e  her  fnll 
ap])reciation  of  the  heantiful  when  at  luc  \ears  of  age  she.  with 
her  father's  fanndy  mo\ed  from  ()tsegi>  i  o.  to  kipkw,  ( 'hantan- 
(|ua  ("o.,  I)_\-  \\a\-  of  the  l'",rie  ('anal  l^  lluffah'.  X.  ^'..  a  lime  of 
the  \ear  when  natnre  displaxs  the  heanties  nf  tie-Id  and  garden, 
orchard  and  meadows  of  central  Xew  \'ork.  Iler  trip  on  Lake 
ICrie  from  lUiffalo  to  Barcelona  dnring  which  a  terrihle  st(»rni 
was  encountered,  furnished  a  series  of  nature  winders  that  deej)- 
ly  impressed  her  young  heart  and  life.  The  familv  settled  on 
Ivipley  Hill  at  W'attlesburg.  She  >ooii  j)cgan  to  fed  the  ini])ul-<e 
of  her  inherited  spirit  force  and  \\i>lH'd  id  dn  something  f<>r 
herself,  and  her  strong  resohe  won  ju'r  parents'  relnciani  con- 
sent that  she  might  begin  teaching  in  public  schools  before  slic 
was  fourteen  years  of  age.  Thai  >he  succeeded  at  this  early  age 
is  e\idence  of  her  ability.  She  passed  an  examination  for  a 
leacher's  certihcate  under  the  Commissioner,  l)a\id  Sha\er.  and 
her  brigiitness,  etliciency  and  ca])acit}'  for  dexotion  so  impresseil 
this  serious  ])hil()So])lier  that  he  roobed  lo  make  her  his  wife. 

In  a  letter  written  at  \  alparaiso.  Ind.,  |ul\  _'S.  1S44.  where 
he  had  gone  to  ])urchase  a  home,  .Mr.  Sha\er  refer>  to  her  a^ 
"of  inlelligenl  turn  of  nu'nd,  of  phiii  isop-hicat  \iews,  modest  de- 
ixirtment,  and  jjcrsonal  beaul\.  and  what  adds  charm  to  it  all  i^ 
an  affectionate  and  conliding  heari."  This  sentiment  culmin- 
ated in  their  marriage  on  Seplemlier  _'••,  1S44  at  tiie  Sha\er  llotel 
which  her  father  had  rented.  The  double  marriage  of  hersell 
lo  l)a\id  Shaver  and  her  older  sister  hdi/a  lo  llenry  Shaver,  his 
brother,  was  followed  b\  a  ioiiu  proprielor-hip  oi  the  hotel  where 
iheir  lirsl  experience  i]i  housekeeping  occurred. 

She  was  not  sixteen  \ears  old  until  the  following  Jannary. 
Thai  they  could  run  a  hotel  at  that  lender  age  is  ailditional  evi- 
dence of  their  inherited  capabiliu   and  etiiciency. 

.Marriage  ami  motherhood  alwa\s  dexelop  the  latent  facullie> 
of  wonien'.s  nature.  The  death  ^^\  blile  Mice,  her  hr>t  born. 
who  li\ed  onl\-  about  a  \ear.  and  died  under  circumstances  that 
seemed   i)re\eut.able.  testeil  to  the   full  her  mother  heart  and  her 
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faith  ill  God  in  bereavement  and  suffering.  Two  more  children 
were  horn  while  they  were  living  in  the  home  that  was  deeded  to 
them  by  Henrv  J.  Shaver  in  1846.  Subsequently  this  property 
was  sold  and  Mr.  Shaver  purchased  a  farm  of  Alexander  Coch- 
rane in  1854.  At  this  home  three  boys  were  born,  making  five 
children  over  whom  she  had  a  mother's  tender  and  thoughtful 
care.  Added  to  this  care  were  the  duties  of  home  tailoring,  a 
dairv,  bees,  fruit  and  orchard.  All  these  cares  and  duties  she 
carried  along  with  lightness  of  heart,  with  song  and  cheerful 
countenance  that  banished  doubt  and  worry,  and  taught  what 
all  believe  in  theory,  that  God  is  love.  Her  generous  impulses 
inclined  her  to  minister  aid  to  her  neighbors  in  times  of  sickness. 
She  kept  medicines  and  a  book  of  instructions  and  it  was  a  com- 
mon occurrence  t  osee  her  go  with  these  to  her  neighbors,  to  the 
liedside  of  the  sick  and  suffering  to  give  aid  and  relief. 

4  he  testing  of  strength  is  in  time  of  discipline  when  children 
with  strong  wills  have  declared  war.  She  could  control,  yet 
made  the  child  see  the  hurt  in  the  heart  of  affection.  We  chil- 
dren could  always  find  shelter  in  times  of  storm  and  l)alm  for 
our  pains,  courage  for  our  despair,  and  this  continued  to  lier 
last  }-ear. 

The  writer  recalls  her  devotion,  faith  and  lo)-alt>'  when  others 
were  false  in  many  cases  in  the  experience  of  her  children  and 
friends.  She  would  alwa^'s  make  a  defense  for  any  accused 
when  the  proof  was  positive.  It  was  hard  for  her  to  believe 
e\il  of  anyone.  Her  own  honest  heart  caused  her  to  see  others 
with  like  jjurpose  and  she  saw  all  that  was  good  and  fair.  44ie 
writer  had  the  special  opportunity  of  a  closer  life  with  his  mother 
during  several  summers  at  Chautau(]ua  Lake  where  she  became 
interested  in  C.  L.  S.  C.  Her  interest  at  this  time  of  life,  past 
tifty-ti\e.  her  eagerness  in  study  after  the  activities  of  her 
strenuous  early  life,  and  when  the  loneliness  of  widowhood  came 
to  her.  ])lodding  alone  o\er  the  books,  her  girlish  glee  at  receiv- 
ing the  diploma,  all  showed  forth  the  abounding  ambition  to 
gain  knowledge  ()f  the  wonders  of  the  world. 

ller  religious  life  became  manifest  in  an  early  conversion  and 
memliershi])  in  the  baptist  Church  in  Riplev.  N.  Y.  Through 
her  purit}-  and  faith  her  husband  united  with  the  same  church. 
Slie  was  in  ad\ance  of  her  times  in  her  liberal  views  on  relig- 
ious matters.  44iough  a  liaptist  she  worshipped  with  the  Meth- 
oflist  when  there  was  no  Bai)tist  (duirch  and  had  her  children 
attend  tlie  i^i)isco])al  Sunday  School  during  one  Summer.  She 
saw  the  good  in  all  denominations.  .She  led  in  the  idea  of  mak- 
ing home  a  place  for  entertainment  and  amusements.  She  con- 
sented to  the  introduction  of  games  considered  in  that  (\n\  for- 
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hidden  and  she  ]\\e(\  to  sec  the  \vi^d(Jnl  ni  her  choice  a>  the  h»r- 
l)idden  games  hecame  tiresome  when  they  were  not  f«;rhiddeii. 

She  was  not  a  suffragist  yet  her  wish  was  dominant  <Aer  all 
her  sons  and  her  memory  is  an  ins])iration  to  loftv  i)uri)ONes  and 
nohle  endeavors. 

She  rests  in  a  sweet  memory  of  a  hfe  full  of  good  uork>.  a 
character  that  was  sunshine  in  its  contagion  and  an  intelligence 
that  made  few  mistakes.  If  the  mothers  of  .\merica  could  all 
he  of  her  spirit  and  intelligence  the  Republic  would  grow  in 
jiower,  in  righteousness  and  in  de\otion  to  human  hetternietu 
until  the  end  of  history.

liie  ancestors  of  David  Sha\er  were  from  (iennan  >toc-k 
coming  from  the  Rhine  province  and  settling  in  ("ohhleskill,  Scho- 
harie Co.,  N.  Y.  in  1711.  His  grandfather.  John  II.  Shaver  of 
Cobl)leskill,  married  Marie  Brook  and  eight  children  were  horn 
in  Schoharie  Co.  One  son,  Henry  j.  Shaver,  moved  to  ( )neida 
Co.  about  1806  and  bought  a  farm  near  Lowell  where  nine  chil- 
dren were  born.  The  sixth  child  was  David,  born  May  26,  ISW). 
He  was  delicate  and  did  light  work  about  the  house,  was  fond 
of  book's,  became  a  drummer  boy  in  a  Militia  Company  of  old 
training  days.  In  1834  his  father  moxcd  his  family  to  Riple\ 
(or  Ouincy  as  it  was  then)  starting  in  Xo\ ember  in  four  wa- 
gons drawn  by  ox  teams,  d  hev  followed  the  public  roads  stop- 
ping over  night  at  taverns  and  arri\ing  at  Ivii)ley,  settled  in  the 
h\airchild  home  which  soon  became  the  permanent  home. 

The  farm  of  161  acres  on  whicli  the  house  stood,  was  bought 
from  I'^airchild  b\-  I  lenry  J.  Sha\er  Ian.  2().  1835.  David  htteil 
himself  for  a  teacher.  \Vhile  teaching  in  Wattlesburg  ilistrict 
he  met  Julia  Tennant  as  a  ])upil.  Later  he  became  Town  Su- 
l)er\isor  of  Schools  and  in  this  capacity'  examinetl  teachers  and 
issued  certificates,  .\mong  the  candidates  was  Julia  Tennant 
to  whom  he  granted  a  certificate  as  teacher.  In  1  S44  he  dro\c 
from  Ripley  to  N'alpairaiso.  Ind..  taking  twcKe  new  farm  wa- 
gons tandem  and  selling  to  farmers  in  Indiana.  Writing  under 
date  of  July  28.  1844  he  refers  to  a  farm  ^^i  \05  acres  that  he 
had  recentlv  purchased  and  a^ks  for  ad\  ice  a'>  to  time  «>t  nii>\  ing 
lo  take  possession.  Malaria  causeil  him  to  give  up  the  plan. 
and  selling  his  farm  in  Indiana  he  returned  to  Riplev  and  wa- 
married  Se])tember  2(\  1844  to  Julia  K.  Tennant. 

In  writing  to  Ins  wife  Juno  II.  I8()5.  who  had  gone  to  Wis- 
consin to  visit  friends  after  twent\-one  \ears  of  married  life,  ho 
calls  her  his  "wife,  trieil  and  endeared."'  These  W(»r(ls  show  his 
tenderness  and  affcctiou  in  domestic  life.      He  wa>^  devoted  to  hiv 
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children  with  a  love  as  deep  as  it  was  unpretentious.  In  religion 
he  cared  more  for  the  essentials  of  Christian  morals  than  for  the 
doo;mas  of  the  Church.  1  le  united  with  the  Baptist  Church  after 
he  was  married,  lie  had  an  extensive  reading  and  knowledge 
of  literature  and  history,  especially  the  didactic  poets.  He  could 
call  to  use  (|Uotations  in  conversation  or  discussion.  He  grasped 
ihe  ])rincii)les  underlying  state  and  political  parties  and  cared 
more  for  those  principles  than  the  party.  By  training,  a  Demo- 
crat, he  became  a  follower  of  Lincoln.  Prudent  in  business, 
clean  in  all  his  thoughts  and  acts,  he  was  of  that  class  of  citi- 
zens that  render  Republics  safe.  Intelligent  and  loyal  to  his 
country,  progressive  in  church  affairs,  tender  but  tirm  in  home 
life.  ]>ublic  spirited  in  all  civic  reforms,  he  has  left  a  memory 
of  a  ])eerless  life  as  an  inheritance  to  his  family  and  the  gen- 
eration in  which  he  lived. 


MRS.  1-AXXIh:  OLI\'A  TENNANT  (MASON)  HOUGH.

We  cannot  write  a  memorial  of  sister  Fannie  without  having 
our  mind  more  or  less  influenced  by  the  last  scenes  of  suffering 
which  closed  her  earthly  career.  It  is  always  well  if  we  can  close 
our  eyes  to  the  ills  of  life,  cease  looking  upon  its  dark  side  and 
gather  into  our  thoughts  things  which  gladden  the  heart  and 
bring  sunshine  and  beauty  into  the  life.  It  is  enough  to  say  that 
her  sufferings  from  physical  causes  were  very  great  and  her 
friends  well  knew  that  only  death  could  bring  relief.  This  came 
on  ijie  11th  of  January,  1913  when  her  weary  but  triumphant 
>]>irit  took  its  departure  from  its  earthly  tabernacle  and  coared 
away  to  the  realms  of  spirit  life.  Had  she  li\ed  t()  the  18th  of 
i'ebruary,  F)13,  she  would  have  been  75  years  old. 

.All  the  early  and  middle  portion  of  her  life  was  passed  in  the 
town  of  Ripley,  Chautaucjua  County,  N.  Y.,  where  she  was  born 
leb.  IS.  1838.  She  was  not  a  strong  vigorous  child  and  her 
mother  had  to  fa\or  her  in  many  ways  till  she  grew  into  young 
womanhood,  calling  upon  her  to  do  light  work  only.  In  after 
years  she  became  stronger  and  was  able  to  do  heavy  work  but 
always  with  care  and  prudence  lest  she  overworked. 
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.Vot\\ithstaiuliii<^  all  the  draw -l)ack>  her  life  has  been  a  liic  mi' 
toil  and  burden  bearing'.  Ii  ha^  all  been  limited  to  li<ni^eliol<l 
duties  and  the  care  and  trainin;;  of  her  childreii.  She  had  a 
i^ood,  coninion-school  education  ami  could  a>^i>t  her  children  in 
their  stu(l\-  of  the  rudiments  of  learmnj^'.  The  reC(<rd  of  her 
marriages  and  ihat  of  her  two  M,|)^  and  their  children  can  be 
found  m  the  family  recor(U  of  her  parents  and  their  descend- 
ants and  need  U(»t  be  repeated  here. 

Sister  hannie  was  in  lu-r  tem])erament  kind  hearted,  evc-n 
tem])cred,    social,    coniidim;    and    charitable.      In    earlv    life    slie 

united  with  the  r)a])ti>t  church  at  l\i])le\'.  .\'.  ^'.  She  was  a 
member  of  this  cIuuhIi  till  aftei'  her  second  marriat^e  when  »he 
uuite(|  with  the  .M .  1'",.  (  hurch  of  i'redouia.  .\.  ^'.  which  became 
her  ])lace  of  residence,  and  where  -he  iiwd  till  the  time  of  her 
death. 

After  her  first  marriai.i,e  she  and  her  husband  -eltled  nu  a  farm 
located  on  the  lake  sIkm'c  road  north  and  ea>i  ^f  Kiplev  \'illa<^e. 
Here  the  famil}'  li\ed  for  a  few  \ear-.  when  the  farm  \\a>  .sold 
and  another  farm  purchased  on  the  .Main  road  \\e>t  of  Kipjev 
Villai^'e.  Here  the  family  li\ed  for  a  few  \ears  when  another 
chans^'e  was  made,  this  farm  was  sold  and  another  |)urcha>ed  on 
the  lake  shore  road  west  and  mirth  of  Kipley  \'illa,iL,'e.  ( )n  thi> 
farm  the  family  li\e(l  till  after  the  death  of  her  first  hnsband. 
(ieori^e  Mason,  which  took  ])lace  .Ma\-  Jo.  1SS7. 

'file  loss  of  her  first  husband  was  a  sad  bereavement.  Ik- 
was  the  father  of  her  children,  had  been  a  faithful  and  kind  lui>- 
band.  intellit^"eut  and  industrious,  and  alwav>  furnished  for  her  a 
pleasant  ha|)])y  home.  Mis  death  wa>  unexpected  as  he  was  only 
in  middle  life  and  ai)i)arently  had  the  promise  of  many  year>.. 
I  well  remember  the  words  of  m\-  sister  when  I  met  her  for  the 
hrst  time  after  her  husband's  death.  She  burst  out  cryinij  and 
exclaimed,  "Xow  1  am  a  widow."  flu's  wa^  her  second  ijreat 
.sorrow,  the  other  being-  the  loss  of  an  infant  dauiihter.  Ai  the 
time  of  his  father's  death  his  son,  ( ■baric-,  hati  passed  hi-  PMh 
birthday  the  22\u\  (.f  (  )ct.  ISS(.,  and  b.u^ene.  the  voini,i,a'r  brother, 
had  ])assed  his  15th  birthda\  in  lnl\  27.  1  SSo.  The  sons  were 
now  old  enou,gh  to  as>i-t  much  in  ilic  farm  work.  riiis  ro- 
lie\ed  their  mother  and  lifted  from  her  much  of  the  burden 
and  care  of  the  farm. 

'fwD  vears  and  six  mouth>  passed  when  >i>ter  married  h.u- 
t;ene  1  loui^h.  Xow  a  complete  chan!.^e  in  our  >iNter'>  circnm- 
stances  in  life  took  place.  .Mr.  I  lou^h  was  a  \ery  kin.l  ami  sjcn- 
erous  hearted  man.  lie  ])nrcha>ed  the  farm  on  the  lake  sli»>rc 
road  and  piUThased  a  home  for  himself  and  family  at  J/  ( ircon 
St..    bredouia.    .\.    N  .      In    this    home    sister's    family    wa>   now 
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settled  for  the  rest  of  her  hfe.  Mr.  Hough  was  a  photographer 
and  started  the  business  in  Fredonia,  N.  Y.  He  taught  his  step- 
son Charles  the  art,  who  succeeded  him  in  the  business  and  has 
continued  in  it  down  to  this  date.  1913.  at  h>edonia. 

\'ears  passed  on  and  again  our  sister  was  left  a  widow  by  the 
death  of  her  second  husband  which  has  been  heretofore  record- 
ed. By  his  kindness  and  generosity  toward  a  maiden  sister, 
Mary  Hough,  and  his  brother.  Syhester  and  his  family,  these  had 
a  home  with  sister  Fannie  for  many  years  after  the  husband's 
death.  Indeed  at  her  home  three  of  her  husband's  relatives,  two 
sisters  and  a  brother,  died.  The  care  of  these  in  their  last  sick- 
ness was  cheerfully  shared  with  other  members  of  the  family  by 
sister  Fannie.  Her  kind  forgiving  spirit  overlooked  all  un- 
])leasantness  that  arose  from  time  to  time  in  the  family  circle. 

All  her  lifetime  our  sister  had  been  a  singer.  All  the  Ten- 
nant familv  could  sing  from  childhood.  Sister  had  a  clear, 
sweet  \oice  that  made  her  a  pleasant  companion  among  the  young 
people  of  her  early  society.  Some  of  the  songs  which  were  her 
favorites  I  recall.  One  was  "A  Life  on  the  Ocean  Wave,  a  home 
on  the  rolling  deep."     Another  was 

"The  sea.  the  sea  is  the  place  for  me. 
With  its  billows  blue  and  bright; 
I  love  its  roar  as  it  breaks  along  the  shore, 
.\nd  its  pleasures  to  me  are  a  delight. 

Then  hurrah  for  the  foaming  wave. 
Hurrah  for  the  bold  and  the  brave, 
b^or  the  ever  ever  free,  for  the  ever  ever  free. 
Hurrah  for  the  glorious  sea." 

These  and  other  beautiful  songs  she  used  to  sing  at  home  and 
with  her  young  companions.  Her  social  nature  and  musical 
gifts  seemed  to  keep  her  young,  for  her  voice  had  a  charm  after 
she  was  seventy  years  old. 

Our  sister  lived  to  see  her  two  sons  grow  up  into  an  honorable 
manhood  and  a  successful  business  life.  Both  married  into  the 
same  family.  The  younger  brother  graduated  from  the  Acade- 
my at  Westfield,  N.  Y.,  and  from  Cornell  University,  at  Itha- 
ca, X.  Y.  This  son  entered  the  Patent  Office  department  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  studied  law,  was  admitted  to  the  Bar,  and 
after  receiving  an  honorable  degree  he  resigned  his  position  in 
the  Government  service,  formed  a  partnership  with  another 
patent  lawyer,  and  is  now  and  has  been  for  several  years  doing 
an  extensive  and  prosperous  business  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

From  a  human  view  it  would  seem  that  such  a  life  and  char- 
acter as  our  sister  alwavs  maintained  should  continue  on  earth 
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indefinitely.  But  Infinite  Love  and  Wisdom  has  decreed  other- 
wise. From  the  beginnin*,'-  of  licr  last  sickness,  sister  l-'annie  an- 
ticipated her  own  death.  I'or  a  shcjrt  time  her  mind  was  j^lcjomv 
from  the  effects  of  the  disease  that  was  preying  up(jn  her  bodv. 
This  passed  away  and  a  calm  and  peaceful  spirit  j^revailed  to  the 
end.  She  said  to  me  "Peace  in  the  bhjtjd  (jf  Jesus."  That  faith 
in  Christ  that  she  had  for  years  entertained  asserted  its  divine 
right  to  fill  her  heart  with  heavenly  peace  and  hope  during  the 
last  weeks  of  her  life  on  earth.  In  tliis  peace  she  fell  aselep  in 
Jesus  Jan.   11,  1^)13.  at  her  j)lcasant  Ikjuic  in   I'Vedonia.  .\'.   ^'. 

On  the  13th  of  the  same  month  a  funeral  service  wa>  held  at 
her  home  conducted  by  her  pastor.   Rev.  C.  (].   h'arr  of  the  M. 
E.  Church.      She  was  buried  in  the  beautiful  cemetery  at  l\iple\. 
N.  Y.  on  the  Mason  lot  beside  the  grave  of  her  first  husband. 
Henceforth  there  is  fulfilled  to  her  the  Savior's  promise, 
"And  if  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you 
I  will  come  again  and  receixe  you  unto  mvself. 
ddiat  where  I  am  there  ye  may  be  also.""

John  Asel  denannt  died  at  the  Hamot  Hospital  in  lirie  City, 
Aug.  loth,  1906,  at  the  age  of  67  years,  2  months  and  13  days. 

In  writing  this  Memorial  Tribute  to  his  memory,  it  would  not 
he  strange,  if  my  language  to  the  reader  seemed  untruthful  and 
overdrawn.  Xo  person  ever  knew  another  lietter  than  I  knew 
my  brother.  I  was  just  enough  older  than  he  to  be  able  to  see 
and  appreciate  the  true  elements  of  his  nature  and  character. 
\Ve  li\e(l  under  the  same  roof  till  he  was  past  twenty  years  of 
age  and  T  was  past  twenty-four,  there  being  four  years,  nine 
months  and  thirteen  days  difference  in  our  ages. 

l'"rom  his  childhood  to  mature  manhood  he  was  a  good  l^oy  and 
a  good  man.  He  nexer  sowed  any  wild  oats  and  consequently 
had  iio  wild  oats  to  harvest.  He  was  remarkabh-  e\en  tempered 
and  well  l)alanced  without  being  dull  and  morose.  He  could 
stand  up  for  his  rights  without  ])assion  or  excitement.  His 
firmness  might  easily  have  been  nusunderstood  as  stubborniiess 
or  wilfullness.  What  he  did  not  want  to  do  or  thought  it  wrong 
to  do,  he  would  not  do.  So  he  could  not  be  easily  led  astray  by 
e\il  associates.      He  seemed  ne\er  to  be  e\'en  tempted  to  do  evil. 
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1"emptation  seemed  never  to  have  any  [xjwer  over  him.  Lust, 
profanity,  ol)scenity  or  even  rudeness  and  rou^diness  had  no 
place  in  his  nature.  When  he  min,<,ded  with  other  children  in 
spcjrts  he  was  Hvely,  free  and  joyous,  without  heinj?  coarse, 
roui^li  and  disagreeable.  At  home,  at  school,  at  work  or  play, 
.  he  was  the  same  even-tempered,  calm  and  hajjpy  chiM.  These 
natural  characteristics  never  changed  when  he  grew  into  man- 
hood and  had  to  face  the  sterner  realities  of  life.  .All  these  ele- 
ments were  strengthened  by  age  and  contact  with  the  world,  so 
they  formed  a  strong  and  noble  manhood  that  could  resist  the 
evil,  cling  to  that  which  was  good,  and  sow  the  seed  and  reap 
the  harvest  of  a  successful  and  useful  life. 

On  the  29th  of  June,  1850,  being  just  past  11  years  of  age  he 
was  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Baptist  church  of  Ripley. 
Chautauqua  County,  N.  Y.,  being  11  years  old  on  the  30th  of 
May  the  preceding  month.  Outwardly  liis  christian  i)rofession 
made  but  little  change  in  his  life.  He  had  been  brought  up  to 
go  to  church  and  Sabbath  School.  Xow,  however,  his  heart  en- 
tered upon  the  duties  of  life  with  a  religious  zeal  and  devotion 
which  continued  through  the  future  years.  As  his  father  was  a 
farmer  John  never  tried  to  shirk  his  duties.  He  was  always  at 
home,  ahvays  ready  to  perform  any  task  that  was  allotted  to  him. 
The  writer  can  truthfully  say  that  his  brother  John  never  ran 
away  from  work  to  play  as  boys  and  young  men  at  hojne  so 
often  do. 

Tn  the  s[)ring  of  1852  the  family  moved  from  Ripley  Hill  to 
the  V^illage  then  called  Ouincy,  and  settled  on  a  farm  purchased 
of  a  man  by  the  name  of  Curtis,  and  located  on  the  north  side 
of  the  main  road  in  the  east  part  of  the  Village.  This  farm  need- 
ed many  improvements  and  brother  John  being  14  years  old  in 
May  of  that  year,  helped  a  great  deal  in  the  work  of  improve- 
ments, in  picking  u]>  stone,  cutting  down  antl  piling  for  burning 
the  brush  and  small  trees. 

At  this  time  all  the  older  chidren  were  married  and  had  start- 
ed homes  of  their  own.  leaving  cMily  l-'annie.  Jt>hn  and  myself 
w  itli  our  i)arents.  We  had  a  team  of  horses,  three  or  four  cows. 
a  Hock  of  shec}),  some  hens  and  pigs,  and  raised  corn,  oats  and 
winter  wheat.  There  was  a  small  orchard  that  furnished  plenty 
of  fruit,  without  spraying,  every  year.  1  taught  school  winters 
and  worked  on  the  farm  the  rest  of  the  year.  lAery  year  im- 
pro\emeuts  ^vere  made.  lieaxN'  pasture  land,  rough  and  stony,  was 
l)ri)ken  up  and  planted,  the  iirst  year  to  corn  and  the  next  year 
sowed  to  oats  and  the  third  or  fourth  the  patch  thus  prepared 
was  seeded  and  turned  into  meadow.  In  six  years  we  had  tine 
meadows  and  plentN'  of  good  pasture. 
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A  widow  by  the  name  of  Ellis  owned  80  acres  of  beautiful 
land  lying"  beside  our  65  acres  on  the  west.  There  was  not  a 
foot  of  waste  land  on  the  entire  farm.  Mrs.  Ellis  died  and  father 
bought  this  farm  but  sold  l)rother  Delos  thirty-five  acres  of 
it.     The  remaining  thirty  made  a  splendid  addition  to  our  faruL 

On  March  24.  1859,  the  writer  of  this  Memorial  married. 
Father  proposed  to  build  me  a  home  on  the  farm  purchased  of 
Mrs.  Ellis.  This  was  finished,  and  in  the  month  of  October, 
1859.  mv  wife  and  I  moved  into  our  new  home. 

In  four  years  from  this  date  in  the  Spring  of  1863  I  left 
farming  and  settled  as  pastor  licentiate  of  the  Baptist  church  of 
Clymer,  Chautauqua  County,  N.  Y. 

Before  this  event  the  great  change  took  place  such  as  should 
take  place  in  the  life  of  every  young  man  who  desires  to  make 
the  best  of  his  own  life  and  confer  the  greatest  possible  good 
upon  the  world  of  mankind.  On  the  20th  of  October,  1862, 
brother  John  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Julia  Ann  Adams, 
youngest  daughter  of  Harry  and  Laura  Pride  Adams  of  Ripley, 
N.  Y.  This  was  a  happy  event  in  the  lives  of  these  two  young 
people.  They  soon  went  to  live  with  his  parents  in  the  old  house 
on  the  Curtis  farm  and  afterward  in  the  new  house  on  the  Ellis 
farm,  which  was  enlarged  in  the  summer  of  1863. 

Brother  John  and  his  wife  lived  with  his  father  and  mother 
for  about  thirty  years  till  both  had  passed  away.  Our  father 
died  November  1,  1876  and  our  mother  Feb.  3,  1893.  After  the 
death  of  Harry  Adams  at  Ripley,  N.  Y..  Oct.  15,  1883,  his 
widow  came  to  live  with  her  daughter.  Here  she  had  a  happy 
home  till  her  death,  April  24,  1886. 

Brother  John  had  only  common  school  privileges  for  an  edu- 
cation, having  ne\er  entered  a  High  School  or  College.  He  was 
ambitious  to  get  a  better  education  than  common  schools  then 
ofi"ered  and  this  he  could  get  by  studying  at  home.  He  was  soon 
able  to  teach  a  select  school  and  this  he  did  before  he  was  eigh- 
teen years  of  age.  This  school  was  conducted  in  the  old  Ellis 
house  before  it  was  torn  down  to  give  place  to  a  new  structure. 
This  was  his  first  teaching.  In  subsequent  vears  he  taught  the 
District  School  at  the  time  Prof.  Alanson  Wedge  taught  the 
Fligh  School  of  Ripley  Village.  He  afterwards  succeeded  Prof. 
Wedge  as  Principal  of  the  High  School.  After  marriage  he  and 
his  wife  taught  the  High  School  at  Brocton,  N.  Y.,  during  the 
winter  of  1864  and  1865.  His  teaching  in  all  extended  through 
a  period  of  about  twelve  years,  including  a  period  before  and 
after  his  marriage. 

Time  passed  on.  The  east  half  of  the  Curtis  farm  was  sold 
to  brother  Alvin.  The  small  new  home  l)uilt  for  myself  and 
wife  was  enlarged  and  remodeled  and  all  made  suitable  for  a 
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farm-house  with  a(lc(|iiate  acconiniodations.  This  was  in  1863. 
Ill  the  Spring-  of  1.S63  I(;hn  piircliased  (jf  father  twenty  acres  uf 
the  thirty  acres  of  the  I^:nis  lan<l.  lie  supplemented  farminj^  hv 
engaginjT  in  the  peano  and  organ  trade  which  adrled  to  his  income 
and  assisted  much  in  lifting  hi>  indebtedness  incurred  hv  hi> 
purchase  of  land. 

During  the.se  years  of  toil  hnither  John  was  a  C(jnstant  at- 
tendant upon  church  ser\icc.  Me  had  for  twentv  vears  the  mi- 
])erintendency  of  the  rreslnterian  Sahhatli  ScIiddI.  f.ir  many 
years  was  leader  of  their  ('Iioir.  Muring  these  vears  he  organ- 
ized singing  classes  usuallx  for  the  wiiiicr  months,  thus  teacliing 
the  young  people  the  rudiments  of  music  and  this  greatlv  heipcfl 
in  maintaining  choirs  in  the  churches.  \u)r  all  this  service  lie 
only  had  for  remuneration  the  proceeds  of  a  ])ul)lic  concert  ai 
the  end  of  the  term  of  teaching. 

On  May  18,  1871  there  came  a  new  joy  to  my  brother  and  his 
wife  in  the  birth  of  their  first  born,  a  son.  whom  thev  named 
hVederick  Adams  Tennant.  In  temperament  and  disposition  the 
son  was  much  like  his  father,  always  a  good  child,  never  sowed 
ail}'  wild  oats  and  when  he  grew  into  manhood  he  devoted  his 
energies  to  self  improvement.  His  father  furnished  means  for 
his  education  at  an  Academy  and  at  College  so  he  was  amplv  htted 
for  a  position  of  honor  and  trust  which  he  subsecpientlv  found 
in  a  position  in  the  Patent  Oftice  dejiartment  <^f  the  Govern- 
ment at  \\'ashington,  1).  C.  .Xftcrward  he  became  a  patent  law- 
yer. 

1  he  Ixaptist  church  of  l\ip]e\-  township  of  which  brother  John 
was  a  nienil)er,  was  org;anized  when  most  of  its  membership  li\ed 
on  the  hill.  Its  worslii])  was  conducted  for  a  number  of  year.> 
in  the  school-house  of  the  W'attlesburg  district.  When  its  mem- 
bers became  financially  able,  a  house  of  worship  was  built  ow  the 
northwest  corner  of  land  then  owned  b\'  t'nl.  b.tlian  Saw  in.  In 
a  few  \ears  the  membership  of  the  cliuroli  was  so  reduced  in 
numbers  bv  deaths  and  renio\aM  thai  il  was  impossible  ti»  sup- 
port a  ])astor.  .\  few  familio  had  nio\ed  to  Ripley  X'illage  or 
\icinit\-  and  this  reduced  the  attendance  at  the  church  gather- 
ings till  at  last  lUiptist  ser\  ices  ceased  all  together.  Meantime 
l')a])lists  at  the  X'illage  and  vicinity  increased  in  number  till  at 
last  the\-  came  together,  a  few  members  in  good  standing  in  the 
church,  renewed  their  co\enant  with  each  other  aiul  proceeded  to 
receive  into  their  communion  such  other  r>aptists  as  held  jjoikI 
letters  and  those  who  wished  to  jo'm  the  church  on  profession 
of  their  faith  in  Cdirist  and  former  baptism.  This  meeting  was 
held  June  27.  IS'M  in  Stanton's  Hall,  Thus  a  small  and  en- 
thusiastic membership  was  gathered.      bor  a  time  they  worship- 
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ped  in  Stanton's  Hall.  Soon,  however,  they  settled  a  pastor, 
Rev.  G.  V.  Woodbury,  and  commenced  agitating  the  question  of 
Iniilding  a  house  of  worship  at  Ripley  Village.  They  were  suc- 
cessful. They  built  a  new  house  of  worship  during  1892  and 
the  Spring  of  1893,  which  was  dedicated  June  27,  1893.  This 
house  is  of  l)rick.  of  modern  style  inside  and  outside,  with  a  gal- 
ler\-  on  two  adjacent  sides  and  a  prayer  room  in  front  of  the 
audience  room.  It  has  an  inclined  floor,  bent  seats,  and  a  plat- 
form for  a  choir  in  front  of  the  audience  room. 

I  have  reviewed  the  revivifying  of  the  Baptist  church  of  Rip- 
ley, its  growth  and  progress,  because  brother  John  had  a  leading 
and  conspicuous  part  in  this  period  of  its  history.  He  was  su- 
perintendent of  their  Sabbath  School,  leader  of  their  choir,  a 
deacon,  trustee  and  a  zealous  devoted  church  member.  He  con- 
tributed a  large  sum  for  the  building  of  the  new  church  edifice. 

Brother  John  was  liberal  in  his  doctrinal  belief  but  his  liberal- 
ity never  carried  him  into  a  denial  of  the  authority  or  inspira- 
tion of  the  Christian  Scriptures.  The  Bible  to  him  was  God's 
revelation  to  man  of  God  as  Creator,  Ruler  and  Law-giver,  and 
in  Christ,  the  Lord,  as  Savior  and  Redeemer  from  sin  of  all 
men  who  would  accept  a  free  and  full  salvation. 

For  a  numl^er  of  years  our  brother  suffered  wnth  granulated 
eyelids.  He  had  the  granules  removed  a  few  times.  At  last 
ulceration  took  place  in  both  eyes.  He  went  to  the  Hamot  Hos- 
pital of  Erie,  Pa.,  to  receive  treatment.  On  the  morning  of  Aug. 
13,  1906,  after  a  treatment  in  his  room  by  his  nurse,  he  arose 
and  was  in  the  act  of  dressing  himself  when  he  suddenly  fell  to 
the  floor.  The  nurse  heard  the  fall,  hastened  back  to  the  room, 
but  our  dear  brother  John  had  heard  his  Savior's  call  "It  is 
enough,  come  up  higher,  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 

No  pen  or  human  tongue  can  describe  the  tidal  wave  of  sor- 
row that  swept  over  the  hearts  of  his  devoted  and  faithful  wife 
and  son  and  all  other  members  of  the  family.  Flis  son  Frederick 
was  at  the  time  of  his  father's  death  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Pre- 
vious to  the  death  of  his  father  he  had  lost  by  death  his  lovely 
wife  while  still  in  the  prime  of  young  womanhood.  Her  maiden 
name  was  Evalena  Bell  Mason,  daughter  of  Oscar  and  Flora 
Bell  Mason  of  Ripley,  N.  Y.  She  died  at  Ripley,  Dec.  30,  1896. 
For  the  son  and  husband  this  was  a  double  portion  of  bereave- 
ment and  sorrow  when  his  father  was  so  suddenly  taken  away. 
Let  us  not  despair  when  such  waves  of  sorrow  sweep  over  our 
souls;  rather  let  us  count  it  all  joy  when  we  become  partakers 
of  the  sufferings  of  Christ  for  our  sakes,  who  was  "wounded 
for  transgressions  and  bruised  for  our  iniquities." 

The  Ripley  community  deeply  lamented  our  brother  John's 
death.     For  years  he  had  assisted  in  the  support  of  their  church- 
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es,  was  called  upon  to  furnisli  sinj^n'n<,^  at  their  family  funeral-, 
and  vva.s  in  many  ways  a  useful  and  honored  citizen  and  to  many 
a  personal  friend,     lie  died  at  the  1  lamot  h(jspital  in  I->ie.  Pa. 
I'.rotlier  John's    funeral   was  held  at  the  new   Ivjme  that   he 
ad  i)urchased  located  directly  across  the  street   from    the    f>l«l 
omestead.      His  pastor,  Rev.  i,i  the 

Ripley  Baptist  Church  conducted  the  services.  The  burial  wa'^ 
in  the  beautiful  Ripley  cemetery  on  the  Tennant  lot  where  there 
had  been  previously  erected  a  beautiful  monument  of  Scotch 
L^ranite.

WILLlA^l  SELDEN  TENNANT. 
A  Memorial  Tribute. 

The  subject  of  this  Tribute  was  a  son  of  Moses  Selden  Ten- 
nant and  Alary  Jane  Billings  Tennant.  He  was  born  at  Cam- 
den, Lorain  Co..  Ohio,  Feb.  7,  1842.  He  married  Aliss  Alary 
Josephine  Sutton  at  Flint,  Alich.,  Aug.  15,  1865.  Their  family 
record  will  be  found  in  this  book  among  the  descendants  of  Sel- 
den Tennant  and  Lydia  Allen  Tennant  who  were  the  grand-})ar- 
ents  of  William  Selden  I'ennant.  After  the  death  of  his  wdfe 
the  grandfather  moved  from  New  York  State, 

to  Camden,  Lorain  Co.,  Ohio,  with  his  family  in  the  year  1846 
and  purchased  a  tract  of  land. 

Mr.  Tennant's  earliest  years  were  spent  on  the  farm.  But 
the  farm  life  was  not  that  which  was  most  congenial  to  his  taste 
niir  did  it  furnish  im])etus  to  his  rising  ambition  to  enter  upon 
a  \(icalion  in  which  his  mental  powers  could  be  employed  and 
his  accpiisitions  in  the  knowledge  of  uien  and  human  affairs 
could  be  used  for  the  good  of  societv  and  the  world.  So  in 
early  \ears  he  sought  and  obtained,  I)y  diligence  and  persever- 
ance in  study,  that  education  which  would  prepare  him  for  the 
position  and  occupation  which  his  aspirations  led  him  to  choose. 
In  early  life  he  was  graduated  from  Oberlin  College,  Ohio. 

In  1862  Air.  Tennant  came  to  hdint,  Mich.,  and  was  chosen 
Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools,  ddie  following  Spring  he 
went  into  the  army  of  the  L^nited  States  as  Paymaster's  Clerk. 
At  the  end  of  this  ser\-ice  he  returned  to  I'dint  onlv  to  enter  upon 
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a  College  Course  at  the  Michigan  University  at  Ann  Arlx>r 
where  he  was  graduated  from  the  Law  Department  March  29. 
1X65.  On  July  12th  of  ilie  same  year  he  was  admitted  to  the 
l)ar.  lie  was  in  (ln\.  i'enton's  law  office  at  hdint  until  the 
Spring  of  1866  when  he  went  to  Saginaw  City  t<j  tini>h  a  term  as 
Sui)erintendent  of  ScIkjoIs.  After  a  service  (jf  three  months  he 
entered  into  partnership  in  law  with  Mr.  1).  W.  Perkins  at  Sag- 

Ilis  duties  in  tlie  law  office  hri.uglu  him  hefore  his  felltjw  citi- 
zens as  a  lawyer  of  al)ility  wcjrlhy  of  recognition,  lie  had  a 
pleasing  address,  a  well  halanced  judgment,  an  analytical  mind 
that  could  easily  sift  the  chaff  from  the  wheat  in  the  testimonies 
that  would  be  presented  in  C(mrt,  a  conscientiousness  that  would 
not  justify  evil  and  wrong,  nor  overlook  the  principles  of  right 
and  justice.  His  tlu^rough  knowledge  of  law  and  its  forms  and 
methods  of  procedure  in  ilie  Courts  fitted  him  for  the  high  jxj- 
sition  to  which  he  was  linrdK'  called. 

In  1874  when  the  Hon.  John  .Moore  retired  from  the  bench 
of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Saginaw,  Mich.,  Mr.  Teiuiant  was  a{>- 
pointed  as  his  successor  to  serve  the  balance  of  the  term.  At 
the  end  of  the  term  his  am])le  fitness  for  this  high  office  was 
justly  recognized  and  rewarded  by  his  election  to  the  same  oftice. 
I  lis  district  comprised  the  Tenth  judicial  District  of  Michigan. 

.\s  Circuit  Judge  he  ser\ed  his  fellow-citizens  for  six  vears 
from  1874  to  1880. 

Mr.  Tennant  was  \ery  st)cial  in  his  nature  as  the  following 
facts  abundantly  prove.  Soon  after  his  settlement  at  Saginaw 
City  he  united  with  the  Saginaw  \'alley  Lodge  of  hVee  and  Ac- 
cepted Masons  and  afterwards  took  Knight  Templar  and  Scot- 
tish Rite  degrees.  He  was  a  charter  mem1)er  oi  the  Saginaw 
Council  of  the  l\o\al  Arcanum  and  took  great  interest  in  its  or- 
ganization, and  also  helped  to  organize  the  .'^tate  Council,  anti 
was  the  first  delegate  to  the  vSupreme  ("ouncil.  In  1882  he  was 
elected  to  llic  Su|)renie  Regency  as  4tli  Supreme  RegeiU.  lie 
lions  and  at  one  lime  was  a  member  of  the  knights  of  Pythias. 
was  nuich  interested  in  other  fraternal  and  benevolent  orgam'za- 
lle  also  hel])ed  to  organize  the  order  oi  the  Royal  League. 

We  ha\e  now  to  relate  a  sad  and  mvsterious  providence,  tiie 
m\ster\-  of  which  can  onl\-  be  re\ealed  when  lernity  discloses 
the  strange  events  o\  time.  In  the  midst  oi  a  high  and  nolije 
career  which  had  not  reached  but  onl\  anticipated  the  zenith  oi 
its  glory,  this  useful  citizen,  this  noble  soul,  was  stricken  down 
and  his  lifew^rk  ended.  While  ;Utending  the  Supreme  I'ouiicil 
.if  the  Roval  Arcanum  at  Richmond.  \'a..  he  met  with  an  acoi- 
ilent   b\-    falling'  wliicli   resulted   in   a   severe  iniurv   to  hi>  head. 
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It  was  three  or  four  years  before  the  seriousness  of  this  injury 
appeared  in  paresis  of  the  brain,  the  effect  of  which  was  mental 
del)ihty. 

Before  this  accident  Mr.  Tennant  had  retired  from  all  official 
duties  in  the  practice  of  law.  Now  all  mental  labor  ceased  and 
he  had  only  to  wait  for  the  slow  but  certain  approach  of  the  end 
of  his  noble  and  useful  life. 

All  his  family  relations  had  been  truly  ideal.  His  mother, 
wife  and  children  were  living  at  the  time  of  his  departure  into 
the  spirit  ilfe.  He  was  mourned  by  the  citizens  of  his  city  and 
county,  by  many  warm-hearted  personal  friends  and  by  a  devoted 
family.  How  often  in  man's  earthly  life  is  he  called  to  face 
mysteries  he  cannot  solve  and  concerning  which  he  can  only  say 
in  the  language  of  the  hymnist. 

"Judge  not  the  Lord  by  feeble  sense 
But  trust  him  for  his  grace ; 
Behind  a  frowning  providence 
He  hides  a  smiling  face." 

Mr.  Tennant's  death  took  place  at  Pontiac,  Mich.,  Feb.  13th, 
1897.  His  funeral  was  largely  attended  by  citizens  and  friends. 
It  was  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Masonic  Order. 
The  President  of  the  Saginaw  County  Bar  Association,  Mr.  L. 
T.  Durand,  appeared  before  Judge  Wilber,  and  after  appropriate 
remarks  moved  the  adjournment  of  the  Court  till  after  the  fu- 
neral services,  which  motion  was  affirmed  by  the  Court.  This 
shows  his  standing  before  the  members  of  the  Bar. 

Followed  by  many  mourning  friends  and  his  bereaved  family, 
the  mortal  remains  of  Judge  William  Selden  Tennant  was  con- 
signed to  the  grave  in  the  beautiful  Oakwood  Cemetery  at  Sag- 
inaw City  to  await  the  resurrection  of  the  just  to  life  and  immor- 
tality.

1"he  author  of  this  \v(jrk  wnAe  to  the  eclit(jr  tji  tlie  Owass.. 
Free  Press,  and  obtained  tlie  following'  excellent  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Dr.  John  Harris  Chani])i(jn  published  in  its  issue  of 
Aug.  14th,  1895.     We  (|uote  in  full: 

Dr.  John  H.  Champion  ex])ired  at  his  residence  ni  this  citv. 
407  North  Washington  street,  Tuesday  morning,  .\ugust  13. 
1895,  aged  80  years  and  8  months.  He  had  been  an  invalid  for 
over  seven  years;  for  two  weeks  past  he  had  failed  perceptibly, 
l)ut  was  confined  to  his  bed  only  f<nir  days,  and  the  release  fn*m 
life  came  without  a  struggle,  lie  was  a  prominant  citizen  and 
a  staunch,  aggressive  Democrat,  and  before  his  health  failed 
was  active  in  city,  county  and  state  politics — always  as  a  patri- 
otic politician,  not  as  a  wire-puller. 

John  Harris  Champion  was  born  in  Starkville,  Herkimer  Co.. 
N.  Y.,  December  13,  1814.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he 
commenced  teaching  school  in  his  nali\e  village.  He  cho.se  the 
medical  profession  and  entered  the  medical  department  of  Hi»- 
bart  College,  Geneva,  N.  Y..  from  which  he  was  gratluated  in 
1841.  In  1842  he  was  married  to  Caroline  C.  l'^)wler.  of  (~)ri<- 
kany  Falls,  N.  Y.,  who  survives  him.  He  leaves  no  children. 
He  practiced  his  profession  thirteen  Ncars,  but  its  duties  proved 
too  severe  for  his  health,  and  in  1854  he  reuK^ved  to  .\drian. 
Mich.  There  he  became  connected  with  the  W'atchtower,  a  dail\ 
and  weekly  Democratic  newspaper,  first  as  editor  and  later  as 
one  of  its  proprietors.  Tn  May,  1866,  having  some  pro|X'rty 
interests  in  Shiawassee  county,  he  rcmoxed  to  Owasso.  and  iti 
the  autumn  of  that  vear  ])urchased  a  half  interest  in  The  (Owas- 
so Press,  then  pul)lished  by  ?ilessrs.  Green  and  Lee.  A  tew 
months  later  his  sister-indaw.  Mrs.  Jane  A.  ("hurch.  purcha>ed 
the  remaining  interest,  and  the  linn  liccame    I.   II.  ( "liampion  vK 

Mr.  C'hatnpion  lo\ed  newspaper  work.  lie  de\oteiI  his  hie 
to  the  building"  up  of  his  paper.  llis  whole  soul  was  in  it.  his 
pride  was  in  its  success.  Cndcr  his  managemeiU  The  ( )wo«iM» 
Press  was  raised  to  a  high  position  among  the  best  country 
uewspapers  of  the  state.  Mis  close  application  ^'>i  business  un- 
nerved the  system,  and  in  I-\>bruar\ .  1888,  lie  had  an  attack  ot 
ner\-ous  prostration  which  confined  him  {o  his  home  six  week> 
lie  recovered  sufficiently  to  ride  daily  to  his  otlice  on  a  tricycle 
and  to  attend  to  some  light  duties,  but  he  was  a  constant  suf- 
ferer from  vertigo  which  incapitaled  him  for  his  former  work. 
'idle  additional  labor  thrown  upon  his  partner  was  too  heavy 
and   Seinenibcr  4.   18*'0.   ihc  plant   was  sold  to  the  present   pr«)- 
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prietor.  H.  Kirk  White.  But  'Sir.  Champion  never  lost  inter- 
est in  his  ljelo\e(l  Press.  Since  he  left  bnsiness,  a  period  of 
nearl\-  ti\e  rears,  he  has  never  failed  to  make  his  trip  on  his  tri- 
cvcle  to  this  office  on  Wednesdays  to  get  his  Owosso  Press  in 
advance  of  the  regular  delivery,  except  when  unavoidably  pre- 
vented from  going. 

lohn  H.  Champion  was  always  a  Democrat.  He  cast  his  first 
jjresidential  vote  for  Martin  \"an  Buren,  and  ever  afterward  ad- 
liered  to  the  Democratic  party  as  the  party  for  the  people,  never 
wa\ering  or  losing  courage  through  all  its  dark  days.  During  his 
entire  newspaper  work,  covering  nearly  thirty  years,  his  paper 
was  al\\a}-s  staunchly  Democratic,  and  he  fought  for  clean  poli- 
tics. 

Idle  growth  and  prosperit}'  of  Owosso  were  dear  to  Mr.  Cham- 
])ion"s  heart,  and  he  always  gave  encouragement  to  every  wor- 
tliv  enterprise.  He  took  great  interest  in  the  Ladies'  Library 
from  the  organization  of  the  Association,  and  the  columns  of 
ddie  Press  were  always  free  to  everything  which  could  promote 
its  advancement  and  aid  the  struggling  women  in  their  work. 

A  striking  characteristic  of  Mr.  Champion  was  his  high  moral 
standard  of  character,  and  he  bore  out  that  standard  in  his  own 
life.  He  hated  duplicity  and  loved  honesty  for  its  own  sake. 
He  will  ])e  remembered  for  sound  judgment  and  integrity  of 
character  wherever  he  was  known.  Although  not  a  communi- 
cant in  the  Episcopal  church  he  loved  its  service,  and  for  the 
past  forty  years  he  has  been  a  steady  supporter  of  that  church 
and  has  served  on  the  vestry  of  Christ  Church,  this  city. 

Mr.  Cham])ion  leaves  four  sisters,  three  in  the  State  of  New 

^'ork  and  one  in  Ohio. 

1  he  funeral  will  take  place  Friday,  at  2  o'clock,  p.  m.,  from 
the  residence,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Masonic  fraternity.  Rev. 
Slierwood  Roosevelt  officiatine.

In  his  hoyhood  days  he  allnidi-d  what  was  locallv  known  a>  tht- 
Kessley  School,  till  he  reacheil  youni;-  manhood,  ancl  gained  a 
good  education.  He  was  a  larmer's  .son,  and  remained  with  his 
l)arents  up  to  the  time  of  his  marriage.  lie  was  of  a  happ_\-  dis- 
position and  contributed  much  to  make  home  a  happy  place  to 
li\e.  He  was  fond  of  reading  and  music  was  always  a  great  de- 
light, as  he  had  a  fine  tenor  \iiice  and  made  good  use  of  it  in  so- 
cial circles,  at  home  and  in  t'hiu\h  ser\ice. 

It  was  at  the  religious  serxices  held  in  a  local  >chool  hou^e  that 
he  made  the  ac(|uaintance  of  Miss  l-Vances  Lucy  Miller.  He 
was  then  about  nineteen  years  old.  'rhe\'  attended  a  >ingiiig 
school,  he  was  the  leading  tenor  and  Miss  .Miller  the  leading  so- 
prano. In  social  affairs  _\'oung  Phillips  was  among  the  leaders. 
and  often  was  called  upon  to  serve  on  committees  relating  to  .so- 
cial and  other  affairs.  The  friendix  associations  l)etween  Mr. 
Phillips  and  Miss  Miller,  which  were  so  mutually  congenial. 
ri])ened  into  pure  and  ardent  lo\  e,  and  fniallx-  lead  to  their  happy 
marriage,  ddiis  took  place  in  the  Township  of  P.urlon.  Cieiiesee 
County,  Michigan,  March  18th,  1863. 

As  Mrs.  Phillips  was  an  only  daughter  of  her  parents,  an<l  her 
hel])  in  the  house  and  her  hu.sband's  help  on  the  farm  was  very 
much  needed,  they  remained  with  her  i)arents  for  twelve  years 
During  this  time  the  famil\-  attended  the  Methodist  Protestaiu 
("hurch.  Mr.  Phillii^s  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  Sabbath 
School  and  ser\ed  tliem  acceptabl)'  for  four  year-.  I'y  this  ap- 
pointment and  service  is  shown  the  standing  ami  intluence  of  Nlr. 
Philli])s  in  the  Church  and  comnuuiitv.  Xo  one  can  truth fullv 
estimate  w  liat  great  good  was  the  fruil  ^^\  these  four  years  ot 
faithful  Christian  work.  Ma\-  we  not  Impe  that  much  fruit  unto 
ITernal  Life  was  then  gathered. 

After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Phillips'  mother,  the  fainily  moved  to 
Owosso,  Shiawassee  County.  Michigan.  Here  Mr.  Phillips  pur- 
chased a  farm  of  which  he  was  very  proud,  as  it  was.  m  all  res- 
pects, an  excellent  propertx'. 

Luring  this  jieriod  of  their  lixcs  thus  far  related,  six  duidren 
had  been  born  to  ihem.  The  record  n\  the  births  and  marriages 
of  these  children  max  be  fomid  m  Pari  111,  (.'hapter  l\".  of  this 
book.  Thev  lived  and  laltorctl  together  for  abtuit  six  years  on 
the  Owosso'  farm.      P.ut    Mr.   Phillips'  health  began  to   fail,  and 
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he  was  compelled  to  make  a  change  of  business  and  location.  So 
the  family  moved  from  Owasso  to  Bancroft,  Michigan,  where 
thev  lived  for  three  years.  From  Bancroft  they  moved  to  Sag- 
ir.aw,  Michigan,  and  from  Saginaw  to  Bay  City.  Michigan. 

At  this  City  Mr.  Phillips  engaged  in  such  light  work  as  he 
could  find  to  do,  and  being  industrious  and  of  a  social  genial  na- 
ture, he  had  no  difficulty  in  finding  all  the  work  he  was  able  to  do. 
So  he  was  successful  in  getting  for  himelsf  and  family  a  com- 
fortable support.  He  employed  help  in  his  business.  He  had  a 
place  furnished  him  for  the  tools  he  used  in  his  business.  This 
place  was  called  for  many  years  the  "Phillips  Room."  He  l)e- 
came  widely  known  in  the  City,  formed  many  pleasant  accpiain- 
tances,  and  had  man}-  special  social  favors  bestowed  upon  himself 
and  wife  by  friends  and  citizens. 

At  Bay  City,  Mr.  Phillips  and  his  son  Selden  Tennant  Phillips, 
built  a  fine  house  for  the  family.  This  house  was  beautiful  in 
design  and  finish.  The  grounds  on  wdiich  it  was  located  were 
well  cultivated  and  planted  with  ornamental  shrubbery,  \ines 
and  flowers,  with  a  small  plot  of  land  left  for  a  garden.  All 
seemed  to  give  promise  for  a  permanent  happy  home.  But  alas ! 
how  little  do  mortals  know  what  changes  a  Divine  Providence 
has  decreed  for  them.  The  following  story  is  told  l)v  Airs. 
Bessie  (Phillips)  Baisley,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Francis 
James  Phillips.     This  is  the  story : 

Cleantha  Phillips  DeHart,  a  sister  of  Francis  James,  came 
with  her  two  twin  granddaughters,  Lela  and  Lola  Perry,  to  Bay 
City  to  visit  her  brother,  James,  and  the  two  girls'  great  uncle. 
The  Sunday  following  their  coming,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Phillips'  son, 
Selden  Tennant  from  Saginaw  Citv  came  to  pay  a  visit  to  his 
father  and  mother  and  the  family.  Here  was  now  gathered  a  lov- 
ing family  group.  As  all  were  good  singers  it  was  proposed  to 
sing  the  old  .song  "Grand  Father's  Chair  is  Vacant."  On  this 
day  the  son  and  his  family  returned  to  their  home.  The  follow- 
ing day  Mr.  Phillips  took  a  dav  ofl^  from  his  work  and  lie  and 
his  family  and  the  other  guests  went  to  the  beach  of  the  lake  at 
Bay  Citv  and  spent  the  dav  in  i^leasant  recreations.  Upon  re- 
turning home  from  their  i)leasant  trip  Mr.  Phillips  went  to  his 
barn  to  look  after  his  horses.  .\t  the  door  of  one  of  the  stalls, 
while  he  was  carrying  a  pail  of  water,  he  fell  to  the  floor,  and 
died  immediately,  (irandfather's  chair  was  vacated,  but  a  seat 
among  the  hea\enh-  choir  was  at  the  same  time  occupied,  and  a 
life  that  has  no  end  commenced,  and  a  song  was  sung  with  a  cel- 
estial voice,  whose  music  shall  never  grow  faint  or  cease.  "And 
they  sang  a  new  song,  saying.  Thou  art  worthv  to  take  the  book, 
anrl  to  open  the  seals  thereof;  for  Thou  wast  slain,  and  hast  re- 
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deemed  us  to  God  by  thy  blood  out  of  every  kindred,  and  lon^aie, 
and  i)eople,  and  nation;  And  hast  made  us  untcj  (jur  (iod  kinj^s 
and  priests."     Rev.  V  :9  &  10. 

After  the  death  of  Air.  Phillips,  his  wife,  now  wid(jwed,  >[H:nl 
lier  remainins^  years  willi  her  ehildren.  She  «nitlived  her  two 
daughters,  Susie  Olivia  and  I'loy  l'".sllu'r,  by  a  few  years,  the  for- 
mer passing  before  her  mollier  in  \[X)2,  and  the  latter  in  1907. 

Mrs.  Phillips  was  a  person  of  deep  sympathies  and  of  genial 
nature;  and  as  she  was  industrious  she  aided  her  children  at  their 
homes  when  with  them,  and  rendered  them  and  their  children 
tender  care  and  sympatliy  in  timo  (.f  >ickness  or  trial.  Toward 
the  last  of  her  life,  for  over  a  \ear,  she  had  failing  health  which 
weakened  her  Ixxly  and  mind.  At  last  the  end  came,  and  with 
her  daughter,  liessie  (Mrs.  Paisley,)  at  wJKjse  Ikjuic  she  had 
been  living  for  a  number  of  years,  and  her  son  Selden  bv  her 
bedside,  she  calmly  slept  the  sleep  of  death  on  the  early  morn- 
ing of  September  3rd,  1913,  at  her  son's  home  in  Saginaw.  Mich- 
igan. 

It  has  already  been  stated  in  the  histor\-  (tf  her  hu>band's  fa- 
mily, that  Mrs.  Miller  was  l)orn  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  X.  V.. 
May  13th,  1847.  She  was  aged  sixty  six  years,  three  months 
and  twenty  days  at  her  death.  She  had  sur\ived  her  husband 
for  twelve  years.  Her  remains  \\ere  taken  to  I'a\-  C'itw  Michi- 
gan, and  buried  Ijeside  her  husl)and.

The  subject  oi  this  ]»kIemorial  Tribute  was  a  son  of  Henry 
Hastings  and  his  wife,  J^^sther  Ohvia  Philhps,  second  child  and 
oldest  daughter  of  \\'illiam  Phillips  and  his  wife  Olivia  Tennant. 

He  was  born  near  Flint,  Genesee  Co.,  Mich.,  Dec.  11th,  1852. 
The  maiden  name  of  his  great-grandmother  was  Sarah  Selden 
Jewett  who  married  as  her  third  husband  Moses  Tennant,  Sr.,  by 
whom  she  had  four  children,  Lucy,  Olivia,  Moses,  Asel  and  Es- 
ther. 

Mr.  Hastings  early  childhood  was  spent  in  Michigan  on  a  farm. 
He  had  only  the  opportunities  which  the  farm  life  afforded  the 
early  settlers  of  that  state.  At  his  birth-time  nearly  sixty  years 
ago,  much  of  the  territory  that  is  now  containing  rich  farm  lands 
and  many  beautiful  and  thriving  Villages  and  Cities,  was  a 
"waste  howling  wilderness"  inhaljited  bv  Indians  and  beasts  of 
the  forests.  But  his  parents  determined  to  give  their  children  all 
the  advantages  available  for  education  in  the  rudiments  of  learn- 
ing as  preparatory  for  higher  advancement  and  for  honorable 
and  useful  lives.  Their  children  were  sent  to  the  district  school 
and  their  school  life  was  sup])lemented  by  careful,  wise  and  pru- 
dent home  training  such  as  parents  ^\■ho  take  pride  in  their  chil- 
dren's attainments  would  naturall}-  give.  So  Mr.  Hastings  was 
in  no  sense  a  neglected  child  in  his  youth.  These  early  impulses 
manifested  their  good  effects  in  subsequent  years  in  the  trul}- 
noble  and  manly  life  and  character  which  he  attained  in  his  ma- 
turity. 

His  educatiiin  h(jwe\'er  was  not  contined  to  the  curriculum  of 
the  common  school.  His  fortune  was  cast  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio 
where  he  had  the  advatages  given  to  students  for  higher  educa- 
tion. There  he  attended  the  city  High  School  which  aft'orded 
those  better  advantages  which  make  for  greater  mental  develop- 
ment and  larger  acc|uisitions  in  the  natural  sciences  and  current 
literature.  Mr.  Hastings  made  the  l)est  use  he  could  of  these  op- 
])ortunities  for  a  broader  education.  He  realized  however,  that 
schor)!  life  is  only  a  ])rei)aratory  stage  from  which  a  voung  man 
must  graduate  into  a  higher  and  more  useful  business  life. 

Mr.  Hastings  did  not  attempt  to  ht  himself  for  a  profession. 
He  might  have  done  this  for  his  natural  abilities  would  have  jus- 
tified him  in  the  undertaking. 

Now  came  the  period  when  the  young  man  contemplated 
settling  in  life  and  making  for  himself  a  home  with  its  comforts, 
advantages  and  ties  of  friendship  and  love.  Just  at  this  turning 
time  many  }-oung  men  have  faltered,  wandered,  fallen  and  made 
sad  wrecks  of  themselves  and  their  fortunes.  Young  Mr.  Hast- 
ings took  the  wiser,  safer  and  better  course. 
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Uaviiii^  made  the  liappy  ac(|uaintancc  of  Miss  Alice  Mart^arct 
y\Ilen  ni  1'escott,  Kansas,  they  were  united  in  niarria^^e  at  her 
lionie  in  1>scott  on  the  10th  i>\  l''ehruary,  1SS6.  The  happv  life 
which  followed  this  union  oi  two  hearts  and  lives  proved  the  wi-,- 
(loni  of  their  choice.  With  sweet  harmony  and  love  tliev  minis- 
tered to  each  other's  happiness,  co-operated  in  all  life's  plans  and 
lahors,  and  when  children  were  horn  to  them,  home  jov>  were 
made  more  jo)'ful.  home  lies  streii.^lliened.  and  mutual  hurden 
hearing-  H^htened  all  their  lal)or^  and  sweetened  all  their  com- 
forts. 

Now  Mr.  Hastings  had  reached  the  iiMoiuide  >>\  manlio<jd. 
Now  he  pr(ned  to  his  fannl\-  and  to  the  world  the  elements  <»f 
streni^th.  of  nohility.  of  wisdom  and  knidnos  which  were  horn 
into  his  nature  and  purified  hy  his  firm  reliij^iijus  faith. 

After  their  marriage  Mr.  and  Mr>.  Hastings  commenced 
house-keeping  on  a  farm.  Two  \ears  later  they  mo\ed  to  To- 
peka,  Kan.,  where  they  lived  for  two  years.  He  was  employed 
hy  the  City  Trolley  Company.  I'Vcmu  Topeka  they  moved  to 
Grass  Lake,  Mich.,  and  remained  there  for  ahout  two  years,  he 
working  on  a  farm.  Xow  the  famil_\-  go  hack  to  Kansas,  to  Otta- 
wa County,  and  a  year  later  to  Ossaw  atomic.  Kansas,  where  he 
was  employed  !)}■  the  Missom'i  Pacific  Kailroad  for  ahout  >i\ 
years  as  machinist.  At  this  lime  his  health  failed  and  the  family 
moved  onto  a  farm  in  ()ltawa  Co.,  l\an>a>,  where  they  li\ed  for 
si.x  years,  then  mo\cd  to  Kansas  ("ilw  Kan. 

Ahout  se\en  ^■ears  hefore  his  death  he  muted  wilh  the  l'hri>- 
tian  Church.  He  was  acti\e  in  the  clnn-ch  work  a>  far  as  hi> 
strength  would  allow.  He  was  an  e\eryda\-  christian,  setting  an 
example  for  his  famih-.  the  Church  and  his  acepiaintances.  He 
was  a  diligent  reader  of  hooks,  hut  towaril  the  last  da\-^  of  hi-^  lite 
the  Holy  Scriptures  were  his  choice  for  reading. 

After  a  life  of  industry  atid  ])urit\  in  the  fidness  of  a  >trong 
and  unwavering  faith.  Mr.  iiastings  pas>ed  into  the  Spirit  life  at 
his  home  in  Kansas  (^il\-  on  the  Jind  <^\   I'eh.   I'MJ. 

No  writer  can  ade(|natelv  dcscrihe  in  woriK  the  >adne>>  and 
desolation  produced  l)\-  the  I)rcaking  of  faimlv  iie-^  when  they  are 
strengthened  and  purified  1)\  fn  e.  I 'e  fore  >iich  sorrow  we  sit  in 
holy  silence  and  think  only  of  the  iii\stery  of  death,  the  uncer- 
tainty of  life,  and  the  promises  and  hopes  o\  the  future  heyon.l 
the  grave.  Shall  we  see  our  kwed  ones  again?"  Shall  we  meet 
them  and  hold  sweet  coinerse  with  them.'' 

"Shall  we  meet  heyond  tiie  river

Where  in  all  the  hright  fore\  er 
Sorrow  ne'er  shall  press  the  soul.'

JOHN  FULLER  HASTINGS. 

The  family  connections  and  the  dates  of  the  birth  and  death  of 
John  Fuller  Hastings  may  be  found  in  the  family  record  in  Chap- 
ter HI  of  this  Book. 

Mr.  Hastings  was  in  poor  health  for  many  of  the  last  years  of 
In's  life.  He  had  been  an  active,  progressive  business  man,  thor- 
(jughly  awake  to  the  responsil)ilities  of  life  and  conscientiously 
performing"  his  ])art  in  the  home  as  a  husband  and  father,  and  in 
societ}-  as  a  citizen. 

Soon  after  his  marriage  to  Elizabeth  Davison  he  was  taken 
w  ith  the  asthma,  from  which  he  suffered  more  or  less  the  rest  of 
liis  days,  and  which  at  last  brought  him  under  the  shadow  of 
death.  Finding  that  he  must  have  outdoor  work,  he  took  a  posi- 
tion as  fireman  and  was  soon  promoted  to  the  position  of  engineer 
(jn  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Southwestern  Railroad  which  po- 
sition he  held  for  eighteen  years.  Soon  his  health  would  not  per- 
mit him  to  do  heavy  work.     At  this  crisis  the  burden  of  life  was 
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then  taken  up  by  his  family  and  carried  on  successfully.  This 
continued  until  they  were  enabled  to  build  for  themselves  a  home 
in  the  City.  Three  years  after  this  home  was  built  Mr.  Hastings 
and  his  father,  Henry  Hastinj^s.  died  at  this  home,  the  father  pre- 
ceding the  son  by  nine  months. 

xMr.  Hastings  was  an  honored  member  (jf  the  Order  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  taking  within  one  or  s(..  of  tiie  la>t  degrees 
of  the  Order,  the  thirty-second  degree.  He  was  highlv  resj)ccted 
and  much  beloved  l)y  his  felknv  citizens  and  neighbors. 

1  lis  family  relations  were  ideal.  I  lis  wife  writes  to  the  author 
"Our  home  life  was  beautiful  in  its  fullest  sense.  He  realized 
he  could  never  get  well,  so  e\ery  effort  was  put  forth  to  educate 
our  children  so  they  migiit  1>e  able  to  supp<jrt  the  home  when  he 
was  gone.  He  lived  as  though  each  day  might  be  his  last,  and 
he  desired  no  one  to  remember  anything  unkind  or  ungenerous 
of  him  when  he  was  gone.     We  love  his  memory." 

The  above  facts  reveal  may  ([ualities  of  true  manhood  which 
are  worthy  of  commendation  and  imitation. 

There  was  manifested  in  Mr.  Hastings'  life  great  moral  cour- 
age. He  would  not  yield  to  adversity  until  ill-health  actually 
compelled  him.  Many  men  would  have  given  up  the  struggle 
long  before.  Courageously  he  held  his  post  of  duty  until  the  last 
of  .serviceable  strength  was  exhausted.  Then  his  wonderful  i)a- 
tience  under  suffering  is  worthy  of  remark.  He  could  not  have 
been  so  reconciled  to  his  lot  had  he  been  without  a  strong  faith  in 
a  wise  and  beneficent  Providence  who  determines  our  lives  and 
destiny.  He  who  can  "kiss  the  rod  that  smites  him"  and  can  say 
in  his  heart  "Not  mv  will  but  Thine  be  done,"  nuist  |H>ssess  a 
faith. 

"  — that  will  not  shrink. 

Though  pressed  by  every  foe, 

That  will  not  tremble  on  the  brink 

Of  any  earthly  woe." 
We  discern  in  Mr.  Hastings  a  strong  personality  that  asserts 
itself  when  the  exigencies  of  life  demand  that  a  man  shouKl  have 
self-reliance,  strength  and  perseverance.  These  elements  pre- 
dominate in  a  man  who  ventures  uiM)n  jH^sitions  ot  tru■^t  where 
his  own  life  and  that  of  others  are  emlangered. 

Mr.  Hastings  was  a  man  of  deep  sxnipalhies.  lie  couUl  not 
consider  his  own  well-being  and  happiness  without  an  e«|ual  re- 
gard for  the  well-being  oi  others.  This  is  shown  in  the  most  ten- 
der love  he  had  for  his  family,  and  al.^o  in  the  fraternal  relati.»n- 
which  he  sought  with  his  fclUnv  citizens.  It  was  not  in  his  heart 
to  stand  aloof  from  ihe  world  o\  mankin.l  as  if  he  himsclt  were 
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not  human.  He  could  only  be  himself  when  he  was  a  man 
among  men. 

The  long  period  in  which  he  must  have  anticipated  the  end  of 
life,  could  not  have  been  passed  with  such  courage,  calmness  and 
hope  without  deep  religious  feelings  and  convictions.  Back  over 
such  a  life  memory  lingers  in  pleasure,  however  much  the  heart  is 
broken  with  the  sadness  of  separation.  Such  a  life  contains  in  it- 
self the  promise  and  hope  of  immortality. 

Toward  the  close  of  his  life  Mr.  Hastings  saw  that  he  had  not 
reached  the  height  of  his  early  ambition.  We  do  not  say  that  he 
thought  that  his  life  had  been  a  complete  failure,  only  he  had  not 
accomplished  what  he  desired.  It  is  not  strange  that  such  were 
his  reflections  when  failing  health  had  robbed  him  of  the  strength 
to  do  what  his  ambition  longed  to  accomplish. 

The  following  beautiful  lines  cjuoted  in  a  letter  to  the  writer 
by  Mrs.  Hastings  expresses  the  feelings  of  his  heart  as  he  looked 
back  over  the  past : 

"My  struggling  soul  may  never  gain  the  prize  it  covets  so, 
It  may  not  reach  the  gates  of  Paradise  at  sunset's  glow. 
But  I  have  faith  that  in  the  shadows  blue  at  set  of  sun 
I  shall  be  judged  by  what  I've  tried  to  do,  not  what  I  have  done." 
Surely  such  faith  and  humility  can  never  lose  its  reward. 

At  the  funeral  there  was  a  large  attendance  of  citizens,  neigh- 
bors, fraternal  brothers,  and  railroad  employees.  Thus  passed 
from  earth  a  noble  spirit,  a  generous,  sympathetic  and  affection- 
ate soul  that  disease  and  bereavement  and  disappointment  could 
not  crush  or  embitter.

DANIEL  TP:NNANT  OF  VVATKkVII.I.I-:.  \.  V. 
His  Family,  Descendants  and  Ancestoms,

Willis  H.  Tennant,  of  I^jLifalo  X.  ^■, 

Brothers  Newton  P.  Tennant,  Marvin  (i.,  Orken  I,.,  and 
the  writer,  Willis  Hale  Ten n ant,  are  descended  from  a  lonj^ 
line  of  ancestors,  all  prominent  New  I^ngland  families  of  early 
American  history,  viz:  The  Tennants,  the  Hales,  the  Leeches 
and  the  Mathers.  The  Tennants  and  Leeches  having  emigrated 
from  Scotland. 

Daniel  Ten n ant,  our  father,  was  born  at  Waterville,  Oneida 
County,  N.  Y.,  June  17th,  1802.  He  was  a  son  of  Daniel  and 
Martha  Hale  Tennant,  who  was  born  near  Norwich  Ct..  about 
1762.  He  was  a  son  of  Caleb  Tennant,  born  near  Norwich  Ct.. 
about  1715.  who  was  a  son  of  Daniel  Tennant  born  at  Kings 
Town,  Rhode  Island,  about  the  year  1685.  This  Daniel  Ten- 
nant was  a  son  of  Alexander  Tennant  hereafter  referred  to.  who 
emigrated  from  Scotland  and  who  lived  at  Rock  Hill.  R.  1..  as 
long  ago  as  1675. 

He  was  raised  a  farmer,  but  at  the  age  of  22  years,  he  was  em- 
ployed to  care  for,  and  drive  a  three  horse  team  l)etween  L^tica 
and  Albany,  a  distance  of  96  miles  hauling  whiskey  (which  was 
about  the  only  surplus  product  of  the  early  settlers  of  that  locali- 
ty), for  shipment  down  the  river;  and  hauling  westward  from 
Albany,  merchandise  which  came  up  the  river  for  distribution 
through  the  interior  of  the  state.  The  next  two  years  he  worked 
on  famis  by  the  month.  One  year  he  received  but  $8.00  per 
month  or  30  cents  per  day.  and  his  board.  In  1825.  he  worked 
on  a  farm  in  Genesee  County.  The  following  Spring  he  started 
on  foot  for  the  wilds  of  Chautauqua  County.  His  traveling  tnit- 
fit  consisted  of  a  bag  thrown  over  his  shoulder,  in  whidi  were  a 
boiled  ham,  loaves  of  bread  and  a  table  knife,  luu'h  day  he  tra- 
veled as  far  as  he  could,  and  slept  where  night  overtook  him. 
but  not  always  under  the  most  desirable  circumstance,  .\rrivinjj 
at  Hartfield,  a  little  settlement  near  the  northeastern  shore  ot 
Lake  Chautauqua  late  in  April,  he  concluded  to  rest  for  a  day  or 
two.  Before  resuming  his  journey,  however,  he  had  purchased 
a  farm  having  a  small  clearing  u\)on  it.  near  the  llarttieUl 
settlement  and  Lake  Chautauciua.  1  lere  he  took  up  his  bachelor 
home.  In  the  following  F'all.  his  brother  Austin  came  i-n  from 
the  east,  and  soon  purchased  leather's  interests  in  that  fanii. 
which  at  the  present  time  (1^)15)  is  known  as  the  b'cker  l-arni. 
Soon  after  selling,  father  went  to  what  is  kni>wn  as  the  Beech 
Hill  section,  about  three  miles   from   Harttield    and    live    miles 
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from  Mayville,  N.  Y.,  and  bought  a  heavily  timbered  tract  of 
land,  inhabited  by  wolves  and  other  wild  animals.  In  April  1827 
he  went  upon  it,  cut  away  some  underbrush,  erected  a  rude  hut, 
using  earth  and  brush  for  a  roof,  and  with  a  quantity  of  straw 
for  a  bed,  he  began  clearing  this  wild  land  and  turning  into  farm- 
land. Soon  after,  Richard  Leech  became  one  of  his  pioneer 
neighbors.  Two  or  three  years  later,  Mr.  Leech's  sister  Heph- 
zabah  M.  Leech  came  from  Deep  River  Ct.,  to  visit  him.  Father 
met  her  and  in  due  time  (March  14th,  1832,)  they  drove  to 
Westfield,  N.  Y.,  a  small  settlement  six  or  seven  miles  distant,  in 
a  rude  home-made  sled  drawn  by  an  ox-team,  and  were  married. 
This  wild  land  farm  became  their  home  for  the  remainder  of 
their  lives.  Father  died  there  in  February,  1890,  nearly  88  years 
of  age;  and  nearly  sixty-four  years  after  the  purchase  of  the 
same.  The  old  farm  is  now  owned  by  his  grandson  Levant  O. 
Tennant,  a  son  of  Orren  L.  Tennant,  and  in  a  few  years  the  same 
will  have  been  owned  by  the  Tennant  family  and  known  as  the 
Tennant  Farm  for  a  full  century. 

Hephzabah  Leech-Tennant,  our  mother,  was  born  in  what 
is  now  Erie  County,  N.  Y.,  January  7th,  1807.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Richard  Leech,  who  was  born  at  Lyme  Ct.,  Decem- 
ber 25th,  1774,  and  Hephzabah  Mather  of  Deep  River  Ct.,  who 
was  born  February  4th,  1776.  After  the  death  of  her  father, 
(grandfather  Leech),  at  what  is  now  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  mother  re- 
turned with  grandmother  and  her  brother  Richard  M.,  to  Deep 
River  Ct.  Later  she  went  to  Chautauqua  County,  N.  Y.,  and 
there  met  and  married  our  father,  Daniel  Tennant,  with  whom 
she  lived  until  the  time  of  her  death  July  30th,  1874,  at  the  age 
of  nearly  68  years.  She  was  the  mother  of  six  sons  and  one 
daughter,  three  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  She  was  a  member  of 
the  Baptist  Church  of  Mayville,  N.  Y.,  and  here  let  me  add,  no 
better  woman  ever  lived. 

Father's  and  Mother's  family  consisted  of  six  sons  and  one 
daughter.  All  were  born  on  the  farm  five  miles  northeasterly 
of  Mayville,  N.  Y.  The  daughter  and  two  of  the  sons  died  in 
infancy.     The  others  were  : 

Newton  P.  Tennant,  born  June  10th,  1833.  He  married 
Martha  Jane  Baker  at  her  home  near  Janesville,  Wis.,  about  1861. 
He  returned  to  Chautauqua  County,  N.  Y.,  and  engaged  in  farm- 
ing. In  1868  he  moved  with  his  family  in  a  "Prairie  schooner" 
wagon,  to  the  town  of  Coloma,  Waushara  County,  Wis.,  and 
purchased  a  wild  farm,  then  40  miles  from  a  post  office.  A  rail- 
road was  built  through  that  locality  afterwards,  and  a  village 
sprang  up  within  a  mile  of  his  farm.  He  became  a  prosperous 
fanner  and  died  there,  February  1st,  1903.  His  wife  died  a 
short  time  thereafter. 
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Newton  Tennant's  children  were  IJllian,  Ixjrn  in  Chautauqua 
County  April  26th,  1863.  She  married  Warren  .\.  Raker  and 
lived  near  Hundock,  Wis.  with  her  husband  until  her  death. 
March  12th,  1915.  She  is  survived  by  her  husband,  four  chil- 
dren, Omri  H.,  Hazel  D.,  Earle  S.,  and  Lester  W.  I-'mnia  R., 
horn  in  Chautauqua  County,  May  4th,  1864,  died  l-'ebruary  28th, 
1912.      Mary  J.,  born  in  Chautauqua  County,  March  30th[  1866; 

Richard  L..,  born  October  26th,    1869   (Wis.;   married  

who  died  leavin<^  her  husband  alone  surviving  her. 


Willis  H.  born  (Wis.)  April  9th,  1872,  never  married  and  died 
March  11th,  1915;  Louise,  born  (Wis.  )  |ulv  6th,  1875.  died  un- 
married, March  28th,  1895;  Cora  ll.

Later  he  returned  to  Wisconsin  and  located  in  the  town  of  Colo- 
ma,  near  his  brother  Newton,  where  he  resided  until  his  death. 
May  1st,  1874.  One  son  Emory  Tennant,  survived  him,  who 
married  in  1904  and  moved  to  Everson  in  the  State  of  Washing- 
ton, where  he  is  now^  living.     He  has  three  daughters. 

Orren  L.  Tennant  was  born  September  9th,  1846.  By  oc- 
cupation is  a  farmer  and  resides  at  Mayville,  X.  \'.  His  hrst 
wife  was  Llelen  A.  Casselman ;  and  their  family  consisted  of  five 
daughters  and  one  son;  Bertha  A.,  born  October  7th,  1875.  mar- 
ried William  Garfield;  Ethelyn  G.,  born  December  4th.  1877.

Orrcn  L.'s  second  wife  was  b'lizabeth  Lowden.  I'y  her  he  has 
no  children.  In  1890  Orren  L.  purchased  the  oKl  I'eech  Hill 
farm,  which  father  purchased  from  the  I  b)llaiul  Land  Company 
in  1826.  In  1909,  he  sold  it  to  his  son.  Levant  O..  who  now 
owns  and  occupies  the  same  as  his  lu)me. 

Wii.i.i.s  II.  Ti:n\.\nt,  tlic  writer  of  this  sketch,  was  l»orn  oi\ 
the  home  tarni  in  the  town  o\  (."hautaucpia.  X.  ^■..  .\pril  JOih. 
1854;  was  educated  at  the  '•r.cecii  Hill  Corners"  school; 
in  the  Mavxillc  Union  School  anil  Painsville  Commercial 
College.  To  attend  school  at  Mayville  he  was  obliged  to 
travel  on    ioot  ten  miles  per  ilav  between  the  .'Id   farm  an<l  tlu- 
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Mayville  school  house,  altogether  upwards  of  1750  miles; 
and  over  country  roads  which  in  the  winter  and  spring  time,  can 
better  be  imagined  than  described.  He  followed  farming  and 
teaching  country  school  until  he  was  22  years  of  age.  Soon 
thereafter,  December  18th,  1876,  he  began  reading  law  in  May- 
ville, at  the  same  time  paying  for  his  board,  working  about  one 
of  the  village  hotels.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  and  licensed  to 
practice  before  the  courts  of  the  New  York  State  at  Syracuse 
in  January  1880;  was  licensed  to  practice  before  the  U.  S.  Dis- 
trict and  Circuit  Courts  in  1881,  and  before  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Court  in  1906.  In  1884,  he  married  DeEmma  Von  Valkenburgh, 
a  daughter  of  Henry  Von  V^alkenburgh,  and  Ruth  Kelsey-Von 
X'alkenburgh,  and  resided  in  Mayville,  N.  Y.,  and  practiced  his 
profession  there  until  December  1909;  when  he  moved  with  his 
family  to  Buffalo  and  continued  the  practice  in  that  City.  They 
have  three  children;  Henry  F.,  born  March  5th,  1886;  Mary  V., 
born  December  10,  1889;  and  Ruth  A.,,  born  May  14th,  1892 
While  living  in  Mayville,  N.  Y.,  he  w-as  Supervisor  of  the  town 
of  Chautauqua,  President  of  the  Village,  and  of  the  Board  of 
Education  for  a  term  of  years.  One  of  the  great  improvements 
of  the  State  of  New  York  which  he  advocated  from  its  inception 
to  its  completion  was  the  building  of  the  Barge  Canal  system. 
In  1905  and  1906,  he  held  the  oflice  of  Deputy  Attorney  General 
of  the  State  of  New  York  during  the  term  of  Attorney  General 
Julius  M.  Mayer  of  New^  York. 

Henry  F.  Tennant  was  educated  in  the  Mayville  High  School 
and  was  graduated  from  the  same  in  1904.  In  September  of  the 
next  year,  he  entered  Cornell  University,  selecting  the  Law  and 
language  course.  In  language  he  specialized  in  Spanish  and 
French.  While  in  the  University  he  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Psi  U.,  fraternity.  He  passed  the  state  bar  examination  at 
Rochester  in  January  1909,  and  soon  thereafter  was  admitted  to 
the  Bar  of  New  York  State.  He  finished  at  the  University  in 
June,  1909,  receiving  the  degree  L.  L.  B.  In  September  follow- 
ing, he  began  practicing  law  with  his  father  in  Mayville,  N.  Y., 
and  continued  to  Buffalo  in  1910,  the  firm  name  being  Tennant 
&  Tennant.  He  entered  the  diplomatic  service  as  assistant 
to  the  Secretary  of  Legation  at  Lisbon,  Portugal,  in  October 
1910.  He  was  appointed  Third  Secretary  of  Embassy  at  Mex- 
ico City  in  October  1912.  In  February,  1913,  he  was  appointed 
Second  Secretary  of  Embassy  at  Mexico  City,  and  held  that  of- 
fice during,  and  some  time  after  the  Revolution  which  overthrew 
President  Madero.  He  was  appointed  Secretary  of  Legation  at 
Caracas,  Venezuela,  in  August,  1913,  and  was  hastily  sent  to  that 
city  on  the  U.  S.  Cruiser  "Des  Moines"  upon  the  breaking  out  of 
the  Venezuelian  Revolution  at  that  time.     While  there,  he  was 
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Charge  d'  Affaires  for  some  iiKJiUhb.  In  January,  1914,  lie  was 
appointed  Consul  General  and  Secretary  of  Legation  at  San 
Salvador  C.  A.,  where  he  went  soon  after  the  confimiation  of  his 
appointment.  He  is  now  ("harge  d'  Affaires  at  San  Salvador, 
On  May  29th,  1915,  he  married  Miss  Paulita  Mejia  (Ma-he-ah), 
at  San  Salvador,  C.  A.,  daughter  of  Hon.  Frederico  Mejia,  for 
many  years  Salvadorian  Minister  to  the  United  States,  rcsichng 
in  Washington,  D.  C. 

Mary  Tennant.  Educated  in  Mayville  High  School  and 
Brenau  College-Conservatory,  Gainsville,  Ga.,  specialized  in  v(jiec 
culture  and  later  became  a  contralto  singer  of  note. 

I^UTH  Tennant.  Educated  in  Mayville  High  School  and 
Select  School  for  Girls,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. 

Daniel  Tennant,  our  grandfather  (son  of  Caleb)  was  born 
near  Norwich,  Ct.,  in  1762.  Later,  at  the  age  of  18.  he  enlisted 
in  Col.  Canfield's  regiment  and  became  one  of  the  Revolutionary 
Army.  He  was  at  West  Point  at  the  time  of  the  treason  of  Ar- 
nold, and  saw  the  cannons  of  the  Americans  spiked  to  destroy 
their  usefulness,  preparatory  to  the  surrender  of  that  fort  to  the 
British.  After  the  war,  he  returned  to  Norwich  Ct..  and  some 
years  later  met,  eloped  with  and  married  Martha  Hale.  Grand- 
father was  a  shoemaker  by  trade.  Later  they  settled  at  Water- 
ville,  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  where  they  lived  and  reared  a  family 
of  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters:  Orilla.  who  died 
young  and  unmarried;  Austin,  born  April  4th,  1799;  Daniel  (our 
father)  born  June  17th,  1802,  and  Betsey,  who  married,  but  died 
leaving  no  children.  In  1827  his  wife  having  died  a  short  time 
before,  grandfather  left  Waterville,  N.  Y.,  and  went  to  live  with 
his  sons  Austin  and  I^aniel.  who  had  located  near  HartfieKl. 
Chautauqua  county,  the  year  before.  With  them  he  made  his 
home  until  he  died,  which  was  in  1850.  at  the  age  of  nearly  88 
years. 

Grandfather  was  a  cousin  of  Hon.  Moses  Asel  Tennant.  wiio  al 
the  time  of  his  death.  Nov.  1st,  1876.  and  for  47  1-2  years  i)rior 
to  that  time  had  resided  at  Ripley.  Chautauqua  county.  During 
the  years  grandfather  lived  at  ILirtfield.  he  and  his  cousin  Moses 
A.,  exchanged  visits  from  time  to  time.  Grandfather  was  a  gootl 
walker  for  a  man  of  his  years,  and  usually  traveled  on  foot,  when 
making  his  visits  at  Ripley,  a  distance  of  15  miles.  Grandfather 
was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church.  He  is  buried  in  the 
Mayville  cemetery,  where  an  ajipropriate  headstone  marks  his 
resting  place. 

Martha  Hale  Tennant.  our  grandmother,  nientioncd 
above,  was  born  near  Covington  Ct..  alxnit  1772.  She  married 
Daniel  Tennant.  was  the  motlier  oi  two  sons  and  two  (kuighters ; 
was  a  member  of  the  Presbvterian  church  of  Waterville.  X    \  .. 
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and  died  at  that  village  in  1825  or  1826.  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Dr.  Hale  who  was  an  uncle  of  Nathan  Hale.  Dr.  Hale  was  born 
in  Beverly,  Mass.,  about  1725.  He  was  a  son  of  Samuel  Hale 
born  at  Beverl}^  Mass.,  in  April  1684,  who  was  a  son  of  John 
Hale  of  Beverly.  Mass.,  was  born  about  1636,  who  was  a  son  of 
Robert  Hale  who  came  to  America  in  1630  or  1631.  The  Rev. 
Edward  Everett  Hale,  former  Senator  Eugene  Hale  of  Maine, 
and  other  distinguished  Americans  of  that  nanie,  were  descend- 
ed from  the  line  of  Samuel,  John  and  Robert  Hale.  Grandmother 
was  cousin  of  Nathan  Hale,  who  was  captured  b}^  the  British 
within  their  lines  on  Long  Island  in  1776,  and  who  was  later  con- 
victed as  an  American  spy,  and  executed  by  them. 

Richard  Leech,  our  grandfather  on  mother's  side,  was  born 
of  Scotch  ancestry  at  Lyme,  Ct.,  December  25th,  1774.  He  mar- 
ried Hephzabah  Mather  November  27th,  1799,  and  soon  there- 
after settled  on  what  was  then  a  wild  west  farm,  at  what  is  now- 
known  as  Cold  Springs,  in  the  City  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  where 
three  children  were  born:  Elisha  E.,  born  September  2nd,  1800, 
and  who  died  December  9th,  1802;  Richard  M.,  born  May  30th, 
1803,  and  who  died  at  Mansfield,  Ohio,  December  5th,  1861. 
leaving  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  all  of  whom  died  without 
children.  Grandfather  Leech  had  been  elected  a  member  of  the 
New  York  State  Legislature,  a  few  days  before  his  death.  Lie 
was  buried  in  what  is  now  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  but  where  is  not 
known. 

Hephzabah  Mather  Leecti,  our  grandmother  on  mother's 
side,  was  born  at  Deep  River  Ct.,  February  4th,  1776,  married 
Richard  Leech  of  Lyme  Ct.,  November  27th,  1799.  After  the 
death  of  her  husband  in  November  1813,  she  returned  to  Deep 
River  Ct.,  with  her  two  children,  Richard  and  Hephzabah.  Both 
later  went  west  and  located  at  what  is  known  as  Beech 
Hill  near  Llartfleld,  Chautau(iua  County,  N.  Y.  After  her  re- 
turn to  Deep  River  Ct.,  grandmother  Leech  married  a  Mr.  Mar- 
vin, a  brother  of  Capt.  Dan  Marvin  of  Deep  River  Ct.,  with 
whom  she  lived  until  her  death  August  19th,  1847  at  the  age  of 
72  years.  Her  husband,  Mr.  Marvin  followed  her  by  death,  16 
days  later,  September  4th,  1847.  Grandmother's  sister  Huldah 
married  Capt.  Dan  Mar\in.  Grandmother  was  a  sister  of  Jo- 
seph Higgins  Mather  and  the  daughter  of  John  Mather  of 
Lyme  Ct.,  who  was  a  son  of  John  Mather  Sr.,  who  was  a  son  of 
Joseph  Mather,  who  \\as  a  son  of  Richard  Mather,  who  was  a 
son  of  Timothy  Mather,  who  was  a  son  of  Rev.  Richard  Mather, 
who  was  a  son  of  Thomas  Mather,  born  in  England,  and  who 
was  a  son  of  John  Mather  who  also  was  born  in  England.  (See 
Mather  Cieanealogy  in  Hartford,  Ct.,  Library). 
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Austin  Tennant,  (uncle  of  the  writer,  and  son  of  Daniel 
Tennant  of  Waterville,  N.  Y.)  was  born* at  that  place  in  April 
1799.  He  was  well  educated  and  taught  school  both  in  that  lo- 
cality and  in  Chautauqua  county.  He  went  from  Waterville  to 
Hartfield,  N.  Y.,  in  the  Fall  of  1826,  and  in  the  following  Spring 
married  Laura  Morgan,  a  daughter  of  Amos  Morgan,  who  was 
the  father  of  Amos  and  I^arvey  Morgan,  later  of  HulTalo.  He 
united  with  the  Baptist  church  of  Mayville.  X.  Y..  and  wa> 
chairman  of  the  building  committee  that  erected  the  present 
church  in  that  village  in  1834.  Concerning  his  family  and  other 
incidents  of  the  lives  of  his  father,  the  writer  has  the  written 
statement  of  his  oldest  son  Amos  H.  Tennant.  made  in  March. 
1912,  as  follows :  "By  his  first  wife  my  father  had  three  children 
Amos  H.  born  at  Hartfield  April  1st.  1828;  James  IT.,  born  in 
December  1829,  and  Sarah  born  in  1833.  His  first  wife  Laura 
Morgan  Tennant  died  in  March  1834.  In  April  1835  father 
married  Eliza  Dibble,  by  whom  he  had  eleven  children,  .\fter 
living  with  his  second  wife  at  Hartfield  for  a  few  years,  father 
sold  his  farm  and  moved  to  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  where  he  purchas- 
ed another  farm,  upon  which  he  lived  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
in  1892,  at  the  age  of  93  years.  His  children  by  his  second  wife 
were  Laura  who  married,  but  died  without  children;  Jarius.  wh>) 
a  few  years  ago  was  living  unmarried  in  southern  S.  Dakota: 
Edgar,  who  became  a  physician,  finally  went  to  California,  where 
he  died,  leaving  no  wife  or  children.  Rebecca  married  a  Mr. 
Cole,  lived  and  died  on  father's  farm  at  Ashtabula.  O..  leaving 
two  sons  and  two  daughters;  John  died  leaving  neither  wife  or 
children ;  the  next  w-as  a  boy  who  lived  but  a  week;  Henry,  is  liv- 
ing in  Kansas,  a  prosperous  farmer;  with  a  nice  familv.  Eu- 
gene, a  lad  of  14,  lost  his  life  in  a  fire  which  destroyed  the  fa- 
mily home  at  Ashtabula;  Delia,  who  married  Andrew  Jackson, 
has  two  sons  and  a  daughter;  there  were  two  ni(~ire  b(\vs  who  ilioil 
while  infants. 

James  H.  Tennant,  my  own  bnMhcr,  died  at  his  home  in 
Houston,  Texas,  in  1906  or  1907  at  (he  age  of  11  or  7S  years. 
He  was  a  prosperous  businessman  throughout  his  life- 
time. He  left  two  sons,  George  Boyce  Tennant.  who  lives  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y..  and  Joseph  A.,  who  lives  with  his  ni.^thcr  at 
Houston.     My  sister,  Sarah  .\.  never  hail  any  children 

Amos  H.  Tennant.  oldest  son  of  Austin  Tennant.  was  Ixirn 
at  Hartfield,  N.  Y..  April  1.  1828.  C^f  himself  and  family  he 
says:  "My  first  wdfe  was  Amelia  Newton.  P.v  her  we  had  tive 
children,  all  of  whom  died  in  childhood.  She  ilieil  in  18(>4.  My 
second  wife  was  Polly  A.  Plainer,  by  wIkmu  we  hail  two  chihlren. 
one  son  and  one  dauuhter  :     lames  Austin  Tennant.  who  is  now 
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living-  unmarried  at  Sedall,  111.,  and  Armelia  who  first  married 
George  Greaser,  by  whom  she  had  four  sons.  Her  second  hus- 
band was  Albert  Sprague.  By  him  she  has  no  children.  She 
now  lives  in  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

"Grandfather  Daniel  lived  with  my  father  most  of  the  time  he 
lived  in  Chautaucjua  county  and  died  at  our  home  in  January, 
1850.  He  lived  there  from  the  time  of  my  birth  until  I  left  home 
in  1848  at  the  age  of  twenty  years,  when  I  went  to  Jamestown  to 
learn  the  blacksmithing  trade,  which  I  did.  Grandfather  used  to 
tell  me  much  about  his  experiences  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  He 
told  me  he  was  present  at  West  Point  at  the  time  of  the  treason 
of  Arnold,  and  saw  them  spiking  the  American  cannon  with  rat- 
tail  files.  He  said  his  wife  was  a  cousin  of  Nathan  Hale  whom 
the  British  captured  and  executed  as  a  'spy',  that  grandfather 
spoke  of  him  when  talking  of  him  as  "my  wife's  cousin."  He 
said  Hale  had  a  large  hollow  ball  in  which  he  inserted  a  finely 
written  sketch  of  what  he  had  learned  as  a  spy,  and  when  arrest- 
ed he  swallowed  it.  He  was  forced  to  take  an  emetic  and  repro- 
duce it,  and  that  was  the  evidence  that  caused  his  conviction. 

Grandfather  and  the  Hon.  Moses  A.  Tennant  of  Ripley  were 
well  acquainted  and  were  accustomed  to  visit  each  other,  exchang- 
ing visits  usually  once  each  year.  Grandfather  was  a  great 
walker,  and  usually  went  on  foot  to  Ripley.  They  called  each 
other  cousins  and  talked  about  their  families.  Grandfather  was 
a  shorter  man  than  Moses  A.  The  last  time  I  saw  Moses  A.  was 
at  our  house  in  the  Fall  before  I  went  to  Jamestown  in  1848;  ex- 
cepting, that  he  with  one  of  his  sons  attended  grandfather's  funer- 
al in  January  1850.  On  one  occasion  when  Moses  A.  was  visit- 
ing grandfather  at  Hartfield,  Moses  said  to  him:  "Dan,  from 
what  we  know  of  the  Tennants  they  are  just  good,  every  day 
people.  We  never  have  heard  of  any  of  them  being  president  or 
in  prison." 

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  is  as  true  today  as  then — 75 
years  ago.  The  Tennants,  so  far  as  known,  have  been  people  of 
good  habits,  industrious,  self  supporting,  reasonably  prosperous, 
temperate,  law  abiding  and  law  sustaining." 

Amos  H.  Tennant^  v^^ho  furnished  the  narrative  above  quoted, 
died  at  his  home  in  Mayville,  N.  Y.,  April  15th,  1912,  at  the  age 
of  84  years,  and  his  wife,  Polly  A.,  died  just  a  week  later. 

George  Boyce  Tennant,  son  of  James  H.  Tennant,  born 
December  6,  1863.  Eentered  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis 
from  Michigan,  class  of  1885.  From  among  many  distinguished 
engineers,  he  was  selected  to  superintend  the  construction  of 
Machinery  Hall  for  the  Centennial  Exposition  at  Chicago  in 
1893.  He  married  Miss  Viola  Parish.  They  have  two  children, 
Philip  Tennant,  born  January  12th,  1887  and  Louise  Tennant, 
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born  December  2nd,  1889.     Their  home  is  at  Amburg.  Va. 

Joseph  A.  Tennant,  second  son  of  James  II.  Tennant,  \va> 
born  at  Houston,  Tex.,  November  27[h,  1888.  ICducate*!  at 
University  of  Texas,  1910,  A.  B. ;  Massachusetts  Institute  <»i' 
I'echnology,  1913,  S.  B.,  Elec.  Iilng.  i'Vaternitics :  Theta  Xi  and 
Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  married  Miss  Lucile  P.ordeu.  Uni\er>ity 
of  Texas,  1913,  B.  A.,  member  of  the  Kappa  Ka])pa  (iamina  Sor- 
ority.     I  heir  home  is  at  Houston,  Tex. 

Alexander  Tennant,  mentioned  above,  and  a  native  mI 
Scotland,  who  is  said  to  have  been  a  strict  F^resbytcrian,  emi^^ra- 
ted  to  America  and  lived  in  Kings  Town.  R.  I.,  in  1675,  with  his 
wife,  whose  name  was  Prudence.  They  had  f(nir  children.  Han- 
nah, born  1680  who  never  married;  Daniel,  born  1685.  who  mar- 
ried Ann  Green;  John,  born  1689,  who  married  Martha  Reming- 
ton; and  Abigail,  who  married  Sanniel  Tefft.  Daniel,  (the  son 
of  Alexander)  lived  in  Rock  Hill,  R.  I.,  had  two  son>.  Caleb 
(born  1730)  and  Samuel.  Both  Cali:b  and  Sa.mukl  migrated  to 
Connecticut  and  lived  in  Bozrah,  near  Xorwich.  C"t. 

John  Tennant,  born  1689,  the  second  son  of  .Mexander.  mi- 
grated to  and  lived  in  New  London,  Ct.,  and,  it  is  believed,  wa-- 
the  ancestor  of  Charles  L.  1'ennanl  (  who  married  Klizabeth 
Deckwith),  and  who  with  his  brother,  Timothy  Tennant.  and 
their  families  migrated  with  ox-teams  from  Xew  London.  Ct.. 
to  Bethany,  Wayne  County,  Pa.,  crossing  the  Hudson  River  on 
their  way  at  Newburg,  immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  Rev- 
olutionary War.  The  name  of  the  father  of  Charles  L.  and 
Timothy  is  not  known  to  the  writer.  Hon.  Ht)race  G.  Teiniant  of 
Schoharie,  N.  Y.,  descended  from  this  line. 

Reference  to  the  map  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  discloses 
therein  a  town  in  New  London  County  by  the  name  oi  l-.ozrah 
Adjoining  this  is  the  town  of  Norwich  in  which  the  county  seat 
of  New  London  County  is  located.  A  few  miles  from  Bcv.rah  to 
the  west,  is  the  town  of  East  Fladlen.  Here  in  this  immediate 
locality  Caleb  and  Samuel,  sons  of  Daniel  Teimant.  of  Rhcule 
Island,  located  and  reared  their  families.  How  many  children 
they  had  is  not  known  by  the  writer  with  the  certaiiUy  that  c.»uld 
be  wished.  It  is  certain  that  one  had  a  son  by  the  name  of  Daniel 
He  was  the  paternal  father  of  the  writer,  and  was  born  in  1/(>J 
.and  lived  near  Norwich.  Ct.,  until  he  was  eighteen  when  he  joined 
Colonel  CanlieUl's  militia  regiment  at  Norwich.  I't..  in  177^)  or 
1780.     He  is  understood  to  have  been  the  son  of  t'aleb. 

Moses  A.  Tennant  of  Ripley,  X.  N'..  and  he  were  personal 
friends  wdiile  living  in  Chautautpia  County  between  1830  and 
1850.  They  said  they  were  cousins  and  visited  each  other  as 
such.     Grandfather  Daniel  was  born  in  176J  and  Moses  .\,  alxnit 
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1800.  Thus,  it  appears  that  grandfather  was  one  generation 
ahead  of  Moses  A.,  and  therefore  probably  they  were  not  first 
cousins.  Moses  A.'s  father,  Moses  Tennant,  married  Betsey 
Tennant  and  had  four  children,  Selden,  Betsey,  Polly  and  David, 
before  he  married  Sarah  Jewett  Shaw  about  1792;  and  therefore 
he  was  probably  born  about  1760,  and  was  about  the  same  age  as 
grandfather.  If  his  son,  Moses  A.,  and  the  writer's  grandfather 
were  second  cousins,  then  Daniel  of  Norwich,  Ct.,  and  Moses 
were  first  cousins. 

Who  was  Betsey  Tennant,  the  wife  of  Moses  Tennant?  The 
writer  cannot  answer  the  question  except  to  say  that  his  father, 
Daniel  Tennant,  born  in  1802,  said  his  father,  Daniel,  had  a  sister 
Betsey  and  a  daughter  Betsey.  It  is  therefore  possible  that 
grandfather's  sister  Betsey,  became  the  wife  of  Moses  Tennant. 

Who  was  the  father  of  Moses  Tennant?  This  is  not  known 
for  certain,  but  it  is  understood  he  was  Samuel  Tennant,  a  son 
of  Daniel  of  Rhode  Island,  Avho  later  migrated  from  Bozrah, 
New  London  County,  Ct.,  and  settled  at  or  near  Springfield  , Ot- 
sego County,  N.  Y.,  where  he  lived  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

The  records  of  the  Revolutionary  \Var  disclose  that  grand- 
father, Daniel  Tennant^  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Colonel  Can- 
field's  regiment,  organized  at  Norwich,  Ct.,  in  1779  or  1780,  and 
was  at  West  Point  in  1781.  Caleb  Tennant  was  a  corporal  in 
Captain  Hale's  regiment  organized  in  1776.  John  Tennant 
was  a  lieutenant  in  Captain  Eliphlet  Horn's  company  of  Minute 
Men  of  East  Hadden,  Ct..  and  Rev.  William  Tennant  of 
Greenfield,  Ct.,  was  chaplain  for  Mott's  and  Swift's  regiment. 
John  Tennant,  above  referred  to,  married  Elizabeth  Loomis 
and  became  the  father  of  Delinda  Tennant,  who  married  Moses 
A.  Tennant  of  Ripley,  N.  Y. 
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LETTER  FROM  AMOS  II.  TENNANT. 

The  following-  letter  is  puljlihhed  in  this  genealogy  for  the 
reason  that  the  writer's  grandfather,  Daniel  Tennant,  and  Moses 
Tennant,  Sr.,  the  father  of  Moses  Asel  Tennant.  were  lir^t  oni- 
sins.     The  letter  speaks  for  itself.

My  name  is  Amos  H.  Tennant.  1  was  horn  at  Hartlield,  Chau- 
tauqua County,  N.  Y..  April  1st,  1<S2,X.  My  lather's  name  was 
Austin  Tennant,  who  resided  on  the  farm  just  east  of  the 
3-corners  on  the  roads  leading  from  Hartfield  to  Jamestown, 
Stockton  and  Sinclairville,  and  on  the  Sinclairville  road,  on  the 
farm  now  owned  by  Ernest  W.  hxker.  My  father,  Austin  Ten- 
nant, was  a  son  of  Daniel  Tennant,  wh(j  was  Ijorn  in  Coimecticut 
about  1762,  and  entered  the  Continental  Army  (Col.  Canfield's 
Regiment)  at  Norwich  in  that  State,  at  the  age  of  18  years;  and 
was  at  West  Point  at  the  time  of  Arnold's  treason.  My  father 
was  born  at  Waterville,  N.  Y.  (Oneida  County)  in  .\\)r\\,  1  "'>*'. 
Flis  only  brother  was  Daniel  Tennant,  who  came  t<j  llarttield  in 
the  Spring  of  1826,  and  bought  the  farm  above  mentioned.  In 
the  fall  of  1826  my  father  came  and  bought  out  Daniel  and  he. 
Daniel,  went  up  on  what  is  known  as  Beach  llill,  in  the  north- 
east part  of  the  town  and  purchased  what  has  l)een  since  known 
as  the  Tennant  farm  and  lived  there  until  he  died  in  1890  at  the 
age  of  88.  In  January,  1827,  Daniel  went  back  east  to  Water- 
ville, N.  Y.,  and  brought  my  grandfather,  Daniel  Tennant,  back 
with  him  and  he  (grandfather)  lived  with  my  father  and  Daniel. 
until  he  died  in  January,  1850,  at  our  house  near  1  lartriekl.  at  the 
age  of  87  years.  I  lived  at  honu-  with  father  and  grandfather 
from  infancy  to  November.  184S,  when  I  went  to  Jamesti)wn  to 
learn  the  trade  of  blacksmithing  with  William  Hroadheail ;  with 
whom  I  lived  and  worked  for  two  years  and  a  half.  During  my 
boyhood  T  knew  Mr.  Moses  A.  Tennant  wlu)  li\ed  at  Ripley. 
N.  Y.  lie  was  accustomed  to  come  to  our  house  once  a  year. 
usually  in  the  fall,  stay  the  day,  make  a  \  isil  and  generally  took 
back  a  quantity  of  apples,  as  we  had  a  very  good  orchard,  for 
that  period  in  the  early  history.  Graml father  used  to  go  to 
Ripley  once  a  year  and  return  the  visit  of  Moses,  ami  usually 
sta,yed  a  day  or  twt>.  as  he  usuallv  walked,  he  being  a  good 
walker,  for  a  man  of  his  age.  lie  and  Moses  seemeil  well  ac- 
(luainted  with  each  other,  and  called  each  other  cousins.     They 
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stated  that  their  fathers  were  brothers.  I  do  not  remember  the 
name  of  grandfather's  father's  name,  but  it  almost  seems  that  it 
too  was  Daniel.  Grandfather  was  a  shorter  man  than  Moses. 
Moses  was  rather  a  tall  man,  and  grandfather  was  about  5  feet 
and  9  or  10  inches  in  height.  The  last  time  I  saw  Moses  was  at 
father's  house  visiting  grandfather  in  the  fall  of  1848  before  I 
went  to  Jamestown;  excepting,  that  he,  Moses,  came  with  one  of 
his  sons  to  attend  grandfather's  funeral  in  January,  1850.  I  re- 
turned to  Jamestown  and  never  saw  Moses  after  the  day  of  the 
funeral.  Grandfather  used  to  tell  me  time  and  again  about  his 
war  experiences,  and  much  in  detail  about  what  occurred  at  West 
Point  where  he  saw,  among  other  things  the  execution  of 
Arnold's  order  to  spike  the  cannon,  using  rat-tail  files,  driving 
them  in  the  vent  or  thumb-hole  and  breaking  them  off  in  there. 

Grandfather  married  a  Hale  girl,  who  was  a  cousin  of  Nathan 
Hale,  whom  the  British  caught  in  New  York  and  executed  as  a 
spy  before  the  capture  of  Andre.  Grandfather  said  that  when 
the  British  caught  Nathan  Hale  he  had  a  hollow  ball,  and  he 
swallowed  it,  and  then  they  gave  him  medicine  that  made  him 
vomit  it  up,  and  inside  of  that  was  a  letter  very  completely  writ- 
ten, which  told  the  story  of  his  work  as  a  spy,  and  convicted  him 
of  being  a  spy.  The  ball  was  as  large  as  it  was  possible  for  a 
man  to  swallow.  I  think  grandmother's  first  name  was  Arrillia 
or  Or  ilia.  Father  had  one  other  girl  (Betsy)  who  came  here  and 
married;  first,  a  man  at  DeWittville  by  the  name  of  Job  Toby; 
their  house  took  fire  and  they  got  Betsy  out,  but  her  husband  per- 
ished in  the  flames;  after  a  while  she  married  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Haskins,  and  after  a  while  he  moved  from  Busti  and  went  to 
Pennsylvania,  I  think  to  Crawford  County,  where  he  died,  and 
after  that  she  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  McClintock.  She 
died  about  35  3'ears  ago.  She  never  had  any  children.  My  fa- 
ther's sister,  Aurilla,  died  when  she  was  quite  young.  She  never 
came  to  Chautauqua  County.  My  father's  family  consisted  of  his 
first  wife  who  was  Laura  Morgan,  daughter  of  Russell  Morgan. 
She  was  a  sister  of  Amos  Morgan  and  Harvey  Morgan,  and  sev- 
eral other  brothers  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  I  was  named  after  Amos 
Morgan.  Father  had  three  children  by  his  first  wife.  Myself, 
James  H.  and  Sarah  A.  James  is  dead  and  Sarah  is  living,  I 
think  in  Erie,  Pa.,  at  this  time.  She  was  born  in  August,  1833. 
Sarah  /\nn  never  had  any  children.  James  left  two  children, 
George  Boyce  Tennant  of  Brooklyn  and  Joseph  who  now  lives  in 
Houston,  Texas.  My  mother  died  in  March.  1834.  In  April, 
1835,  father  married  again  to  Eliza  Dibble.  By  her  he  had  11 
children  :  Laura  Tennant  married  and  died  without  children. 
Jarius,  who  if  living,  is  in  Southern  Dakota;  I  think  he  never 
married.     Edgar  Tennant  became  a  physician,  and  finally  went  to 
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California.  He  had  one  child,  who  died.  He  left  no  wife  or 
children.  Rebecca,  who  iiiarric(l  a  Air.  (jjle  and  lived  and  died  at 
A.shtabula,  Ohio,  leavinj;-  two  oirls  and  two  h<A'^  who  now  hve 
at  or  near  Ashtabnla.  John  died  withont  heinj^  married  or  leav- 
in^^  children.  The  ne.xt  was  a  hoy  who  lived  only  about  a  week. 
Henry,  who  lives  in  Kansas,  nr  did  the  last  1  knew  of  him.  Haxe 
not  heard  from  him  personally,  but  his  si>ter,  I  Jclia.  told  me  a 
few  years  ago  that  he  was  livin<;  in  Kansas  and  had  a  f<ood  farm 
and  a  nice  family.  lui<,a'ne  was  ne.xt.  who  was  burned  t<»  <leath 
at  the  age  of  14  when  tlieir  home  was  de-troved  at  .\-hlabula. 
Then  there  was  Delia,  who  married  Mr.  Jackson  and  they  had 
three  children,  two  sons  and  one-  daughter.  There  wa>  another 
who  died  when  a  baby  or  when  \  er)-  \'oung — lijs  name  was  Peter. 
And  still  another  who  died  young. 

I  married  for  my  second  wife  .\nna  P.  Plainer  b\  whom  I  liad 
two  children,  Austin  and  Armelia — who  married  ( ieorge  ( Teaser 
for  first  husband,  and  Albert  Sprague  for  second  husband.  .\lv 
first  wife  was  Armelia  Newton.  She  died  in  the  spring  of  lSf)4 — 
March.  P)y  her  we  had  fi\-e  children,  all  of  whom  died  in  child- 
hood. My  father,  .\ustin  Tennant,  died  in  1  S'L'  <).^  years  of  age, 
at  Ashtalnda,  Ohio.

( /\mos  11.  Tennant  died  al  hi>  home  in  .May\ille.  C'h'iutaui|ua 
County,  X.  v.,  April  15.  1912.  llis  l)eU)\e(l  wife  survi\ed  him 
but  one  week,  and  died  at  the  saire  ])lace  .\pril  22.  PM2.  Their 
remains  were  buried  in  the  beautiful  cemeter\-  at  .Ma\-\ille.  » 
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P..\Ki.N'  Sic  I'll. !•:. \i  i;xr  \r  Kiim.kn. 

Cl)on  the  arrival  oi  the  tamil\  at  l\iple\.  .\.  N  ..  in  the  Spring 
(»f  183.\  they  moved  into  a  two-room  log  ht>u>e  located  south  ot 
wliat  was  known  as  "Pahner's  Culf  and  on  the  west  si<le  of  the 
W'attlesbm-g  Road,  on  a  farm  afterwards  known  as  the  "C  onnel- 
1\"  farm.  Rew  John  Sawin's  fanul\  had  already  settled  in  a 
log  house  on  tlie  east  side  o\  the  road,  located  nearer  the  dull. 
rlii^  propertN   was  afterwards  owned  by  Piatt  Wel»ster.  and  here 
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his  family  li\e(l  for  a  nnmlier  of  years  up  to  the  time  of  the  death 
of  Mrs.  \\'el)ster. 

The  Tennant  family  liyed  at  this  first  place  of  settlement  for 
about  t\yo  years.  Plere  the  first  child  born  in  Chautauqua  Coun- 
ty was  added  to  the  family  group.  This  child  \yas  the  author  of 
tiiis  Genealogy,  born  August  7th.  1834. 

I'Vom  the  aljoye  named  place  the  family  mo\ed  into  a  log 
house  located  \yest  of  the  Wattlesburg  road  but  north  of  Palmer's 
(iulf  fully  a  half  mile.  Here  the  eighth  child  \yas  l)orn,  a  daugh- 
ter who  was  named  Fdlen  Belinda.  She  died  in  infancy.  Her 
birthday  was  October  20th.  1836. 

The  next  moye  was  to  the  side-hill  road  into  a  house  located  on 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  junction  formed  by  the  Wattlesburg 
and  side-hill  roads,  and  afterwards  owned  and  occupied  Ijy  a  fa- 
mily named  Alford. 

The  third  moyement  of  the  family  was  to  Ripley  \^illage,  then 
named  Quincy,  into  a  frame  house  located  on  the  north  side  of 
the  Buffalo  Road  and  just  east  of  where  the  Wattlesburg  road 
terminates.  This  was  the  Joseph  White  property.  Across  the 
street  was  the  reisdence  of  Henry  Shayer.  Sr..  familiarly  known 
as  "Uncle  Hank."  At  this  home  the  ninth  child  was  born,  a 
daughter  named  Fannie  Oliva,  h>l)ruary  18th,  1838. 

During  this  year,  1838,  the  old  home  on  Ripley  Hill  was 
bought  of  a  Mr.  Tupper.  The  farm  contained  one  hundred 
acres.  The  south  west  corner  of  which  was  a  little  east  of  where 
the  Baptist  Church  is  now  located.  It  extended  l)ack  nearly 
three-cjuarters  of  a  mile  and  the  extreme  north  end  w  as  north  of 
the  south  branch  of  the  twenty -mile  creek.  About  forty  acres 
of  the  front  part  of  this  farm  was  cleared  and  conyerted  into 
meadow  and  ])asture  land.  Some  of  the  rest  had  been  "slashed" 
and  the  balance  was  a  heavy  forest  of  hemlock,  beech,  maple, 
basswood  and  l)irch,  \er}'  few  elm  and  no  whitewood.  In  a  large 
measure  the  hemlock  ])re\ailed.  The  house  was  built  of  logs 
with  two  rooms  and  a  frame  leanto  on  the  west  side  with  two 
rooms  and  a  small  pantry  l)etween.  Here  our  brother  John,  the 
\-oungest  and  tenth  child  of  the  family,  was  born  May  30th.  1839. 

On  this  farm  the  family  liyed  until  the  Spring  of  1844  when 
another  mo\e  was  made  to  Ripley  X^illage,  and  the  family  went 
into  the  Shaver  Hotel.  1  his  mo\e  did  not  prove  profitable  nor 
satisfactory.  In  September  of  this  }-ear  the  two  oldest  sisters, 
I'diza  and  Julia,  were  married,  and  immediately  afterwards  the 
family  moved  back  to  the  old  farm  leaving  the  two  married  sis- 
ters with  their  husl)ands  to  occupy  and  keep  the  hotel. 

It  was  during  the  period  from  1838  to  1844  that  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  farm  clearing  took  place.      It  was  not  however,  com- 
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l)leted;  much  work  remained  to  be  done.  When  the  family  re- 
lurned  to  the  old  farm  in  the  I'^all  of  1844  it  was  somewhat  di- 
ininislied  in  nnnil)ers  by  marriaj^e.  1'he  oldest  son  .\lvin  was  at 
home  and  work  went  on  at  ^ood  pace.  The  family  ke{>t  a  small 
dairy  of  four  or  five  cows  and  a  tlock  of  sheej)  fr<;m  fi ftv  to  one 
hundred. 

During  the  years  of  1(S45  and  1846  a  new  frame  huuse  was 
built  and  the  old  loi^'  house  was  taken  down.  The  oldest  son, 
.\l\in,  was  married  September  26th,  1847.  .\'<jw  another  move 
was  made.  Our  father  took  the  Anscju  Cicjodrich  farm  in  West 
Kipley  Village  on  shares  and  in  llir  S])ring  <>\  1S48  the  familv 
moved  to  the  Village  again.  The  ^on  .\l\in  and  bis  wife  moved 
into  the  new  house  on  the  old   farm. 

The  Goodrich  farm  consisted  of  eight}-  aero  nu  the  Main 
Road  and  one  hundred  acres  on  the  side-hill  road.  We  kept  thir- 
teen cows  and  about  one  hundred  sheep.  The  writer  was  thir- 
teen )'ears  old  past.  The  older  children  were  all  married  and 
gone  from  home  and  only  the  three  younger  left.  We  occupied 
and  worked  this  farm  for  tw.o  \ears.  Again  in  tlie  Spring  of 
1850  the  family  moved  back  into  the  new  house  on  the  old  farm 
where  they  lived  until  the  Sjjring  of  1852.  This  Spring  our 
father  sokl  the  old  farm  on  the  hill  to  Kcv.  Ira  Stoddard  and  pur- 
chased the  Edmund  Curtis  farm  in  luist  Ripley  X'illage,  and  the 
familv  moved  on  to  it.  This  farm  consisted  of  about  eighty-two 
acres,  divided  o1)li(iuely  by  a  road  leading  from  the  Main  to  the 
Lake  Shore  road.  Here  the  family  lived  until  after  the  marriage 
of  the  three  youngest  children.  In  the  year  1855  or  1856  father 
bought  of  the  heirs  of  a  Mrs.  I'dlis  eighty  acres  of  land  lying 
west  of  the  Curtis  farm  and  adjoining  it.  lie  sold  thirty-live 
acres  of  this  to  brother  Delos.  .\fter  mv  marriage  in  the  Sjjring 
of  185V  father  built  for  me  and  my  wife  a  little  home  on  the 
front  of  the  fort\-li\e  acres  he  retained.  In  tbis  h<>me  we  lived 
till  the  Spring  of  1863. 

In  the  Si)ring  of  1863  1  entered  upon  ibe  work  oi  tbe  t'hris- 
tian  nnnistrx-  at  CKiner,  X.  ^  .,  and  m,)\ed  to  tliat  \  illage  the 
same  Spring. 

Ih-other  John  and  his  wife  nio\ed  nito  the  hou>e  i>l  his  parent> 
on  the  Curtis  fann.  in  the  Si)ring  of  1863.  after  their  niarriagc 
in  September.  18()2.  hrom  this  time  on.  during  the  life  time  oi 
our  parents,  brother   jobn  and  bis  wife  li\cd  w  uh  tbem. 

The  follcnving  changes  were  made  in  the  sale-  of  property  by 
the   family. 

Delos  purchased  the  undi\ided  lialf  o\  the  Henry  Shaver  farm 
located  north  of  the  .Main  Uoad  for  twebe  iuuvlred  dollar-.  I  he 
i\vc(\  was  datctl   lannarv  8lh.  185tl 
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Father  bought  of  Edmund  Curtis  a  farm  of  eighty-two  acres 
in  the  Spring  of  1852.  Deed  dated  February  6th,  1852.  After- 
wards he  bought  of  the  heirs  of  the  widow  Ellis  eighty  acres  of 
land  located  on  the  west  side  and  adjacent  to  the  Curtis  farm. 
This  was  a  beautiful  faruL  The  purchase  was  made  in  the  \-ear 
1856  or  1857.  Father  sold  off  from  the  west  side  of  the  Ellis 
farm,  thirty-five  acres  to  Delos.  On  this  purchase  Delos  built 
a  fine  house  that  made  his  family  an  elegant  home.  Subsequent- 
h-  he  sold  twenty  acres  of  this  purchase  to  George  Mason  for  ten 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  This  twenty  acres  was  the  east  part 
(jf  the  thirty-five  acres  of  the  Ellis  property  he  had  purchased. 
The  deed  was  dated  May  1st,  1862. 

George  Mason  sold  this  twenty  acres  to  John  for  ten  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  subject  to  a  mortgage  of  two  hundred  dollars. 
The  deed  was  dated  February  24th,  1863. 

In  the  Spring  of  1863,  father  sold  to  Alvin  all  that  part  of  the 
Curtis  farm  located  east  of  the  cross  road  leading  to  the  lake. 
This  included  about  thirty-five  acres.  This  was  the  year  of  my 
settlement  at  Clymer,  Chautauqua  County,  N.  Y.,  as  pastor  of  the 
Baptist  church.  I  moved  out  of  the  new  house  father  had  built 
for  me.  In  the  year  1863  father  finished  the  house  by  building 
the  upright  part,  a  story  and  a  half  on  the  west  end  of  the  ell 
part.  This  now  made  a  commodious  home  for  father  and  John, 
now  one  family.  Subsequently  the  ell  part  was  enlarged  by  the 
addition  of  the  second  story  and  a  back  kitchen.  In  1864  father 
sold  to  John  four  acres  of  the  Ellis  farm  for  two  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five dollars,  deed  dated  .Vpril  1st,  1864. 

Alvin  lived  on  the  property  he  bought  of  father  from  the 
Spring  of  1863  to  the  Spring  of  1890,  twenty-seven  years.  He 
was  now  too  old  to  work  a  farm,  so  he  sold  out  the  thirty-five 
acres  to  Mr.  Crocker  and  son.  The  deed  was  dated  May  1,  1890. 
In  1900  Mr.  Crocker  sold  this  property  to  the  Wiley  family  for 
six  thousand  dollars.      '1  he  deed  was  dated  April  29th,  1900. 

Brother  John  Ijuught  of  Mr.  I'arbox  a  house  and  lot  located 
directly  across  the  Main  Koad  in  I'^.ast  Ripley  Village  from  the 
old  home.  Here  he  li\e(l  at  the  time  of  his  death,  August  13th, 
1906.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  owned  all  that  had  not  been 
sold  of  the  bTlis  farm,  and  of  the  Curtis  farm  west  of  the  Cross 
road  leading  to  the  lake,  and  in  addition  a  portion  of  the  Ethan 
Allan   farm,  including  about  acres,  located    on    the    Eake 

Shore  road.  He  had  set  out  to  grapes  about  sixty-five  acres  of 
his  farm.  His  widow  and  his  son  Frederick  now-  (1914)  own  this 
land  and  obtain  from  it  an  annual  income  of  about  four  thou- 
sand dollars.  John  was  the  wealthiest  member  of  the  Tennant 
fann'lv  at  his  death. 
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In  this  article  the  writer  has  indicated  some  of  the  changes 
made  by  the  Tennant  family  at  Ripley  in  residence  and  iiroix.Tty 
(nvnership.  This  will  he  interesting,'  only  to  future  j^enerations. 
h'or  future  generations  is  this  work  prepared  and  puhhshed  and 
not  so  much  for  present  generation,  to  whom  the  alxive  men- 
tioned facts  may  he  familiar. 


THE  PHILLIPS  AND  TEXX.WT  RF.UXIO.V.  1912. 

The  following  paper  was  read  hy  its  author,  Mrs.  Josephine 
M.  Tennant  of  Saginaw,  Mich.,  at  the  reunion  held  at  the  liome 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ellis  Perry  of  Bridgeport  Township,  Saginaw 
Co.,  Mich.,  on  August  7th,  1912.  The  author  of  this  ( ienealogy 
was  present  at  this  gathering,  lie  ventures  to  publish  it,  not- 
withstanding the  complimentary  references  to  himself.  The 
names  found  in  this  paper  are  names  of  families  related  to  each 
and  descendants  of  a  common  parentage.

John  Rhoda  grey  nag  w ho.se 
Mary  pranks  caused  to  llolden  in  bTnest.  William  saul : 
'AN'lien  vou  get  home  \  on  gi\e  him  Je--ic."'  On  reaclnng  the 
stable  we  heard  the  call',  '•rhil.  I.ipsv  i>  lame,  belter  lake  him  to 
a  P.lack-Snn'th.  Mon't  ride  him.  He  will  be  I.eadbelter  havmg 
nothing  to  Carrie,  .\mong  the  guests  was  a  famous  writer.  Mil- 
ton bv^'name;  noi  the  author  of  Raradi>e  Lost,  but  of  pa.^l  ami 
i)resent   periods,  tracing-  each  generatiiui  oi  the    Tennant    tannly 
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back  to  Darwin.  He  is  very  Frank  in  his  statements  and  in  his 
own  De(ar)Hart  Perryshes  the  idea  of  our  being-  descendants 
of  the  monkey  tribe,  even  tho  some  of  us  Everettempt  Jimnastics. 

Today  is  the  birthday  of  our  Emmanent  cousin. 

"Oh  be  thou  blest  with  all  that  Heaven  can  send, 
Long  health,  long  life,  long  pleasure,  and  a  friend." 

Our  latest  Poet  with  the  very  uncommon  name  of  Smith  en- 
tertained us  delightfully  with  a  Poem  written  especially  for  the 
occasion.  Royalty  too  was  present  in  the  person  of  an  Earl 
from  Co.  Kent,  Ireland. 

The  table  was  Georgeously  arranged  with  different  flowers  and 
the  cloth  was  Huckinstead  of  Damask,  filled  with  the  good  things 
provided  for  the  feast.  Harriet  more  than  her  share.  Anxiety 
was  felt  lesther  appetite  should  prove  too  much  for  her.  We  had 
Blackberries,  Raspberries,  and  Kingsburys.  The  apples  unfor- 
tunately were  water  coraed,  but  we  Etta  lot  of  them. 

Hollenbeckoned  to  Bessie  and  gave  her  a  SAIcLeod  enough  to 
l)e  heard  for  some  distance.  He  being  a  great  Joeker.  We  bade 
our  Host  and  Hostess  Goodbye,  thanking  them  for  their  gen- 
erous hospitality,  and  started  for  our  homes,  stopping  on  our  way 
to  Sarah-nade  Emily  and  Florence. 

This  red-letter  day  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  festivity 
and  meeting  of  friends  old  and  new,  every  one  of  them  being- 
jolly  good  Fellow'S. 

This  part  of  the  address  was  made  in  the  presentation  of  a 
birth-day  present  to  the  author.     The  present  was  "Travels  in 
Holy  Land  by  Van  Dyke."
